Dear Sir,— In accordance with chapter 3, section 24, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, I am submitting herewith 
a statement of transactions in the Printing Department for 
the year 1909. 

The predictions of continued success and increased pros- 
perity of the Printing Department contained in the last 
annual report have been fully realized. The department 
was never in as good condition as it is to-day, in every physi- 
cal and financial sense. More work has been accomplished 
during the past year than was ever before the case. For 
many months the volume of work in process strained our 
utmost capacity, but although the increase in volume caused 
additional overtime and other costly conditions, the profits 
of operation for the year just closed have reached the sum, 
hitherto unparalleled in the history of the department, of 
$50,170.50. 

When it is considered that in this department workers 
are paid the highest scale of wages obtaining in their respec- 
tive employments, together with the fact that Saturday half 
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holidays and legal holidays are granted without loss of wages, 
—thereby creating most expensive labor conditions, —the 
result achieved has been more than satisfactory. 

The great increase of revenue in the past year and the 
large accumulation of profit is not due to the fact that the 
prices charged the city departments by the Printing Depart- 
ment are materially higher than those charged by the trade 
in general. The constant effort of the department has been 
in the direction of reduction of charges. Wherever former 
prices proved to be high they have been reduced, and such 
reductions have almost always been the voluntary act of the 
Printing Department. The police list and the voting list 
are cases in point. These are the two largest jobs performed 
by this department each year. The Printing Department 
is now producing both jobs for $5,000 less than was the case 
three years ago. These reductions are the largest we have 
made, but there are many others besides. 

The practice of hiring and discharging help only in response 
to the needs of the department and in accordance with their 
ability as workmen has been continued during the past year. 
The results which have been achieved in a business way have 
amply demonstrated that this method is productive of dis- 
cipline and efficiency in the same degree as in a well-ordered 
private establishment. 

Arrangements have been Pde to charge the superin- 
tendent’s salary to the operating expenses of the plant here- 
after, rather than to ask the city to make appropriation 
therefor. The plant can easily bear this additional expense, 
and there did not seem to be any reason why special appro- 
priation should be made for this item more than any other. 

The practice of making stock purchases only as stock is 
required has been carefully followed. Ink, paper and other 
supplies have been purchased only as needed, and supplies 
on hand are only sufficient for current requirements. 

By reference to the figures below, it will be seen that pay 
roll expenditures increased $7,041.50 during the year. At 
the same time, stock purchases increased $7,285.95 and 
binding cost $7,599.64 more than last year. These increases 
in cost are accounted for by the great increase in work per- 
formed, which resulted in new revenue to the amount of 
$26,264.15. 

The report of the City Auditor for the year 1896-97, the 
year before the establishment of the Printing Plant, shows 
an expenditure for printing by the city departments, under 
the contract system then prevailing, of $123,218.70. Four- 
teen years ago wages were lower and working days were 
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longer. It can be fairly stated that the cost of printing has 
increased at least 50 per cent since that time. During the 
same time the volume of printing necessary for the city’s 
business has increased, it is estimated, not less than 25 per 
cent. 

Notwithstanding the great increase in cost of production 
and the very considerable increase in volume of work per- 
formed, the cost of producing the city’s printing during 
the past year was but $140,382.41. This figure includes the 
cost of producing work not in the ordinary routine of the 
department — such as the reports of the late Finance Com- 
mission —to the amount of about $12,000. 

Thus it will be seen that the city’s printing is now produced 
at a cost no greater than the figures of fifteen years ago, 
despite trade conditions which would normally tend to make 
the cost much higher. 

If any doubt exists in the public mind as to the value of 
the Printing Plant to the City of Boston the figures quoted 
above ought to dispel it. While it is true, as many know, 
that the plant’s affairs were not always as they are to-day, 
there is no necessity for a return to former conditions. The 
volume of the city’s work is a fixed quantity, fair prices 
obtain and prompt payment is assured. It costs nothing 
to get the work and there are no bad debts. If the affairs 
of the Printing Plant do not prosper greatly the fault les 
with the methods of the management. 

The plant has now been completely renovated and mod- 
ernized. During the past year one more casting machine 
was found to be necessary and was added to the equipment, 
making six now installed. These machines, with ten style 
“D” keyboards, make a composing equipment of very great 
capacity. The old cylinder presses, after more than twelve 
years of constant use, and having been twice moved, were 
in such condition that it was deemed wise to replace them 
with the latest improved type of Whitlock two-revolution 
presses, the Whitlock Company making a generous allow- 
ance for the old machines. We have also added several 
new series of job types, comprising about sixty faces, which 
type was cast by our own workmen on our own machines 
during the past few months. All of these changes and 
installations were paid for from the profits of the plant and 
without asking the city for a dollar of appropriation. 

The problem of storage of cuts, electrotypes, etc., belong- 
ing to the Printing Department and to the various other 
city departments became acute during the past year.. The 
inadequacy of the old means of storage resulted in constant 
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losses of valuable material, causing great inconvenience and 
expense to the city and promising no relief in the future. 
A room has now been secured on the fourth floor of the build- 
ing in which the Printing Department is located, where a 
regulation plate vault has been constructed in’ which all 
electrotypes and other similar matter with which this depart- 
ment has anything to do will hereafter be kept. 

A series of charts accompany this report, showing a 
comparison for ten years past of the principal items of 
expenditure. The charts have been carefully prepared, 
are self-explanatory and deserve careful inspection. 

The chart showing comparative cost of office stationery 
and postage was included, not because it is a principal item 
of expenditure but because of the startling reduction in 
expense under this head in the last two years.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1909-10. 


Boston, February 7, 1910. 


Hon. JouHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1898, I submit the following as 
the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

This department has the care and custody of the 
ambulance station, South Boston; new municipal build- 
ing, Upham’s Corner; the new city building at Codman 
square, Dorchester; city building, Washington and Rich- 
mond streets, Dorchester, and Thomas Street School- 
house; of all buildings in use for city offices, market 
purposes, halls for public meetings and the several 
county buildings, also hired buildings or parts of same 
used for city offices, county purposes, wardrooms, 
armories, etc. 

The practice of hiring quarters for wardrooms, on 
lease or otherwise, has been discontinued, the same being 
vacated as the leases expired. There remains now but 
one hall hired for this purpose, the lease of which expires 
“on July 31, 1910. 
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I have continued the competitive method of obtaining ~ 
proposals on repair and alteration work and in each 
case given the work to the lowest bidder, and am satisfied 
that the city has received full compensation for all 
expenditures made. 

During the year the following new special appropria- 
tions have been made to be expended by the Public 
Buildings Department: 


Curtis Hall, reconstruction of . . $75,000 00 
New library building, Ward 22. 30,000 00 
Courthouse and police station, East Boston . 105,000 00 
Clock at Peabody square, Ashmont. : 1,200 00 
Registry of Deeds, fireproof bookcases . 12,000 00 


Plans and specifications have been prepared by Mr. 
Lewis H. Bacon, architect, for the reconstruction of 
the Curtis Hall building, the same to be equipped as a 
gymnasium with swimming pool, shower baths, etc. 

The new library building to be located on the lot 
of land adjoining the Curtis Hall building is now in 
process of erection and will be occupied by the Library 
Department as a branch of the Public Library. 

The contract for the street clock to be erected at 
Peabody square, Ashmont, has been awarded to the 
E. Howard Clock Company for $1,100, and it is to be 
finished complete by April 25, 1910. 

Plans and specifications of the new courthouse and 
police station, East Boston, have been prepared by Mr. | 
Harrison H. Atwood. It was intended to erect this 
building on the lot of the present old East Boston High 
School, but the School Committee refused to surrender 
the premises. A second location on the northerly part 
of the Central square lot was considered and a proposi- 
tion was received from the East Boston Company of 
$6,000 to convey their rights in the said land to the city, 
but an investigation of the conditions of the said con- 
veyance by the Law Department proved that the con- 
ditions could not be complied with and consequently 
this arrangement was abandoned. This leaves the 
selection of a proper site for the building to be decided 
later on. 

Acting on authority of the Governor of the Common- 
wealth and the Mayor of the City of Boston, I have 
arranged for the carrying out of the provisions of chapter 
385 of the Acts of 1907, which provides for reconstruc- . 
tion and preservation of the old Provincial State House 
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in the City of Boston, and for which the Commonwealth 
and the City of Boston had each appropriated the sum 
of $7,500, or a total of $15,000. 

The work is being carried on under the direction of 
the Boston Society of Architects, which society kindly 
volunteered their services, and plans and specifications 
of Mr. Joseph Everett Chandler, an expert on colonial 
architecture, are being followed. Mr. Chandler’s fee 
for professional services is to be a nominal one, he being 
interested in the preservation of the building. A de- 
tailed statement of work done will be found on page 7.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1909-10. 


Boston, February 7, 1910. 


Hon. Joun F. FIvzGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,—In conformity with the requirements of the 
Revised Ordinances I herewith present my annual report 
of the Public Grounds Department for the year ending January 
31, 1910. 

Under the limited means allowed for maintenance I believe 
the department has accomplished all that could be reasonably 
expected in its effort to make the public grounds attractive 
to the public. The general work has been conducted care- 
fully, and each and every park or square has received a pro- 
portionate share of attention. 


Ciry GREENHOUSES. 


The city greenhouse plant is decidedly antiquated, having 
been established in its present location about fifteen years 
ago, at which time the material in some of the houses had been 
in use elsewhere for ten years previously. On account of 
their age and being built entirely of wood they have been 
subjected to constant and expensive repairs for years, and 
the foundations and framework of several are now in a state 
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of absolute decay. The original heating apparatus, owing 
to the requirements of the additional houses that were built 
from time to time, has been augmented until the present 
arrangements are clumsy and untrustworthy and ought to 
be replaced by a system more modern, simple and economical 
in its workings. 

It would seem to be true economy to provide suitable, 
permanent accommodations for the safety and preservation 
of the large and valuable stock of tropical, subtropical, 
stove, greenhouse and bedding plants owned by the city; 
therefore I recommend most earnestly that a special appro- 
priation be made annually until the present lot of unstable 
houses have all been replaced by a substantial group, better 
planned and more artistic. Time has demonstrated the fact 
that there is very little probability of need for increasing in 
the future the area covered by the present houses. 


Boston COMMON AND PUBLIC GARDEN. 


As for the Boston Common and Public Garden, it seems 
superfluous at this time to reiterate mention of the necessary 
improvements which have been written up at great length 
in former reports, as they are now in process of realization. 
Plans for the thorough and complete reformation of these 
two pleasure grounds are being formulated by Olmsted 
Brothers, and actual work will probably commence this 
year. To insure the permanency of the contemplated im- 
provements, a system of irrigation is being installed in 
accordance with plans and specifications by Mr. William 
Jackson, City Engineer, and this work will be completed 
about the first of next April. 

It is a pleasure to announce that the department is receiving 
co-operation and encouragement from public spirited organiza- 
tions of the city, such as the Metropolitan City League, 
Boston Art Commission, and interested private citizens as 
well, who have made many valuable suggestions in regard to 
the renovations_under consideration. I would add that it is 
the intention of all concerned to make these improvements a 
lasting and creditable monument to the memory of the late 
Francis F. Parkman, whose magnificent bequest made them 
feasible, and for which the people of Boston have reason to be 
profoundly and forever grateful. 


INDEPENDENCE SQUARE. 


During the past year new granolithic stone walks were 
laid in this square, and the concrete paths were repaired. 
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This is the first step towards the many needed improvements 
which were recommended in the past, and it is expected that 
more will follow in the course of the ensuing year. 


RoxBurRyY STANDPIPE. 


The Roxbury Standpipe grounds were in a very dilapidated 
condition when transferred to this department some years 
ago, and aie still in need of substantial improvement. Within 
the past three years the standpipe has been thoroughly repaired 
and improved, making it more-than ever imperative that the 
erounds should be renovated, which may be done for $3,000. 
I urgently recommend that this sum he appropriated for this 
purpose without delay. 


MADISON PARK. 


Owing to the peculiar nature of the locality of Madison 
Park, formerly a marsh land, the grade has -been settling 
perceptibly year after year and portions of this park are now 
below the level of the streets surrounding it. The appearance 
is unsightly and after a storm, particularly, the condition is a 
menace to health. An appropriation of $5,000 should be made 


" at once for regrading and renewing the lawns and walks. 


TRINITY TRIANGLE. 


I think it well to record the fact that ‘Trinity Triangle,” 
in Copley square, which was under the control of the Park 
Department since 1901, was restored to this department 
by order of the city government November 8, 1909, and 
approved by the Mayor January 19, 1910. 


WELLESLEY PARK. 


Another breathing spot was added to the care of this 
department this year by the transfer of land in Wellesley 
Park from the Street Department, approved by the Mayor 
November 1, 1909. This park is in an unfinished condition, 
and $1,000 will be required to improve and make it 
productive. 

STREET TREES. 


The street trees are still in a very unsatisfactory condition. 
To save our streets from becoming entirely destitute of tree 
life care should be taken to plant a sufficient number of young, 
healthy specimens in lieu of those that are removed yearly 
for various reasons. “During the past season two severe 
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storms created more havoc and damage to street trees than 
was apparent for many years previous, practically ruining 
a large number by stripping off heavy branches and rendering 
them unsightly. These facts emphasize the necessity of 
devising some way for making a regular appropriation yearly 
that would enable the department to plant a sufficient num- 
ber of trees to keep pace at least with the annual loss. 

There are good opportunities for planting street trees in 
the Back Bay district, but on established streets, like Beacon 
street, Huntington avenue, Columbus avenue, upper Tremont 
street, Broadway, South Boston, Charlestown and other 
sections of the city, where conditions are similar, the expense 
would be large, probably averaging $20 per tree, owing to 
unfavorable soil, lack of proper irrigation, need of tree guards 
and repairs to granolithic and brick sidewalks. One of the 
difficulties to be encountered in some of these avenues is 
the destructive effect of the network of gas mains of the Bay 
State Company, which are laid under the sidewalks, circum- 
scribing the roots and otherwise causing death by gas leakage. 

In the suburban districts, Dorchester, Roxbury, Brighton 
and Allston, there are splendid opportunities for street tree 
planting at a minimum cost. The conditions are ideal and 
city disadvantages are not likely to prevail for several decades, 
if at all. 

The benefits to be derived from street trees in residential 
districts are many; not only do they enhance the general 
appearance of real estate but add materially to the value of 
the property. They are also a source of health, pleasure, 
comfort and pride to the residents of a city and increase civic 
patriotism. 

It would be well for Boston to emulate the general interest 
in street tree planting which has been aroused in Chicago, 
Harrisburg, Newark, East Orange and other large cities 
where more stringent and effective laws are in force for their 
preservation. 


SUPPRESSION OF Gypsy AND Brown-TaIL Morus, ETC. 


The work of suppressing the gypsy and brown-tail moths 
on private estates was continued steadily, under the direction 
of the State Forester, as usual, but I regret to say that our 
appropriations for the past two years were not sufficient to 
enable the department to attain entirely satisfactory results. 
Under the limited amounts allowed for this purpose it was 
only possible to do the work of destruction in the districts 
where the infestations were greater in the early part of the 
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year, applying the spraying treatment to other sections later 
in the season. In this way, undoubtedly, much good was 
accomplished, but it is easy to perceive that in the meantime, 
and while we are at work in the other districts, these pests 
have a good chance to spread over the sections that have been 
previously cared for. Therefore a simultaneous attack in all 
districts throughout the length and breadth of the city limits © 
is the only sure method of materially diminishing their num- 
bers. It is my firm conviction that an annual appropriation 
of $75,000 should be allowed this department for the next 
three years for this purpose. I could then, by increasing the 
force of moth employees and the number of spraying machines, 
do the destruction work thoroughly all over the city, ampli- 
fying it later by spraying so effectually that an ordinary 
annual appropriation hereafter of $25,000 or $30,000 will be 
sufficient to keep these moths under good control. It is 
pertinent to recall the fact that the city gets a portion of 
the money expended on this work reimbursed by a special 
tax levy. 

Following the infestations of the gypsy and _ brown-tail 
moths more or less annoyance is produced by the appearance 
of the tussock, elm-leaf beetle and leopard moths; the last 
named works secretly, and for this reason does not disturb 
the serenity of the public, whereas the tussock and elm-leaf 
beetle produce visible and repulsive evidence of their presence, 


and a corresponding disturbance of peace of mind in the 


community. 
As it-is not well understood that the department has no 
right to enter private estates for the purpose of destroying 


' these moths, we are continually receiving complaints about 


them in their season. The special legislation which empowered 
the city to enter private estates was only for the suppression 
of gypsy and brown-tail moths, but the public does not seem 
to recognize this fact.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON, 1909. 


There were 7,176 marriages recorded as having taken place 
in Boston in 1909, an increase of 183 over the record of 1908. 

In 6,969 cases both contracting parties were white; in 177 
cases both parties were colored; in 27 cases the groom was 
colored and the bride white; and in 3 cases the groom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Months and Seasons.— The greatest number of marriages 
in a single month was in June, 958; the least number in any 
month was in March, 353. 

The greatest number of marriages in any quarter year period 
was 2,054, in the last quarter of the year; the least number 
for any quarter year period was 1,418, in the first quarter of 
the year. 

Marriages by Religious and Ciil Officials— There were 
6,009 marriages performed by clergymen and 1,167 by justices 
of the peace and other civil officials. 


Residents and Nonresidents. 


There were 14,352 persons married in Boston in 1909; of 
these, 11,692 were residents of Boston, or one in every 44.5 
persons in an estimated population of 639,921. The marriage 
rate, based upon the whole number of people who were married, 
was 22.4 per thousand; based upon the number of residents 
of Boston who were married, it was 18.2 per thousand. 

The number of nonresidents who were married in Boston 
was 2,660. 

In 5,255 cases both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 701 cases both parties were residents of the United States 
outside of Boston, that is, elsewhere in Massachusetts or other 
states. 

In 269 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and their 
brides were residents elsewhere in the United States. 

In 876 cases the grooms were residents of the United States 
outside of Boston and their brides were residents of Boston. 

In 15 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and their 
brides residents of some foreign country. 

In 22 cases the brides were residents of Boston and the 
grooms were foreign residents. 

In 24 cases the grooms were residents of Boston and the brides 
foreign residents. 

In 3 cases the grooms were foreign residents and the brides 
were residents of Boston. 


In 11 cases both parties were residents of a foreign country. 
& 
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Mixed (as to color) Marriages. 


There were 27 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 3 cases of marriage between white men 
and colored women; 13 of these marriages were solemnized 
by clergymen and 17 by justices of the peace. 


Ages of Grooms and Brides. 


In 2,240 marriages, or 31.2 per cent, both contracting parties 
were of the same age, or in the same five year age period. The 
number of grooms less than 25 years of age was 2,355, or 32.8 
per cent. The number of grooms between 25 and 35 years of 
age was 3,445, or 48 per cent. The number of grooms less 
than 21 years of age was 230, or 3.2 per cent. The number of 
brides who had not reached the age of 25 years was 3,968, or 
55.2 per cent. The number of brides between the ages of 25 
and 35 years was 2,446, or 34.08 per cent. The number of 
brides who were less than 18 years of age was 171, or 2.3 per 
cent. 


Nativity of Grooms and Brides. 


There were 1,801 grooms who were born in Boston, or 18.1 
per cent of the whole number of grooms; 659 of these were 
married to natives of Boston, 341 to natives of the United 
States exclusive of Boston, and 301, or 238.1 per cent, of the 
Boston born grooms married brides who were born in some 
foreign country. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those 
born in Boston) were 2,028; of their brides, 556 were born in 
Boston, 973 were natives of the United States (exclusive. of 
Boston), and the remainder, 499, or 24.6 per cent, were mar- 
ried to natives of various foreign countries. The relative 
nativity (by country of birth) of the grooms and brides mar- 
ried in Boston in 1909 are given in the table. 

The native grooms who married native brides were 2,529, 
or 75.9 per cent of all native grooms. 2 

The native brides who married native grooms were 2,529, 
or 77.1 per cent of all native brides. 

The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the 
table indicate the number of marriages between persons of 
the same nativity. 


Number of Marriages. 


There were 6,340 grooms and 6,414 brides who had not been 
previously married. 

There were 622 widowers and 508 widows who married the 
second time. 

There were 43 widowers and 25 widows who married the 
third time. 

One hundred and seventy divorced grooms and 221 divorced 
brides married the second time; 14 divorced grooms and 4 
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divorced brides married the third time; and one divorced 
bride married the fourth time. 

The relative number of marriage of all the grooms and 
brides who were married in Boston in 1909 is given in Table IIT. 


Marriages of Divorced Persons. 


There were 416 persons of both sexes who had been divorced 
that were married in 1909, or 2.8 per cent; there were 31 cases 
in which both parties had been divorced; 153 cases in which 
the groom only had been divorced, and 201 cases in which 
the bride only had been divorced.

MARRIAGES RECORDED BUT NOT SOLEMNIZED 
IN BOSTON, 1909. 


There were 1,420 marriages recorded in this office in 1909 
which were not solemnized in Boston; this was an increase of 
20 over the number for 1908. In 428 cases both parties were 
residents of Boston; in 756 cases thé groom only was a resident; 
in 228 cases the brides only were residents; in 6 cases the groom 
was aresident of Boston and the bride a foreign resident; in 2 
cases the bride was a resident of Boston, and the groom a foreign 
resident. 

Months and Seasons.— The greatest number of these mar- 
riages for any month was in June, 229; the least number was in 
March, 57; the greatest number for any quarter year period 
was 441, in the second quarter of the year; the least number 
was 230, in the first quarter of the year. 

Color.— There were 1,893 marriages in which both parties 
were white; 25 in which both parties were colored; and 2 cases 
where the groom was colored and the bride white. 


Marriages by Clergymen and Civil Officials. 


Of the cases where both parties were white, 1,326 marriages 
were performed by clergymen and 67 by civil officials; in the 
marriages where both parties were colored, 23 were performed 
by clergymen and 2 by civil officials; the marriages of colored 
men to white women were both solemnized by clergymen. 


Relative Ages of Grooms and Brides. (Table XI.) 


The greatest number of grooms in any age period was 415 
in the 25 to 29 year period; the greatest number of brides was 
410 in the 21 to 24 year period; Table XI. shows the relative 
ages of these grooms and brides. 

The number of grooms who married at less than 25 years of 
age was 428; at less than 30 years, 843; at 30 years of age and 
over, 577. 

The number of brides under 20 years of age was 157; less than 
30 years, 1,059; at 30 years or more, 361. 

The greatest number of marriages in which both parties 
were of the same age period was 174, in the 25 to 29 year 
period.

Number of Marriage. (Table 12.) 


In 1,140 cases neither party had been previously married; in 
1,226 cases the grooms had not been previously married, and 
the same was true of 1,273 brides; 136 widowers and 90 widows 
were married the second time; 4 widowers and 2 widows were 
married the third time; 52 grooms and 55 brides who had been 
divorced were married the second time and one groom who had 
been widowed and divorced married the third time. 


Nativity of Grooms and Brides. (Table XIII.) 


Three hundred and eight grooms were natives of Boston, 
and 582 were natives of the United States, exclusive of Boston, 
while 530 were natives of various foreign countries specified 
in the table; 236 brides were natives of Boston; 641 were natives 
of the United States, exclusive of Boston, while 543 were 
natives of various foreign countries as specified in the table. 
The number of native-born grooms who married foreign-born 
brides was 182; the number of native-born brides who married 
foreign-born grooms was 169.

There were * 17,599 births registered in this office in 1909; 
9,087 were males, ‘and 8,512 females. 

They may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows: Parents residing in Boston, ward 
residence known, 16,539; males, 8,547, females, 7,992; ward 
residence unknown, 35; males, 24, females, 11; born in Boston 
of nonresident parents, 872; 437 ‘males, 435 females: parents’ 
residence unknown, 153; 79 males, 74 females. 

There were 714 stillborn infants not included in the above. 
The birth rate of Boston, based upon an estimated population 
of 661,296 and including only the births of children whose 
parents were residents of Boston, is 25.05 per thousand of 
population; if based upon the total number of births recorded, 
regardless of parents’ residence, it is 26.6. 

The ward having the greatest number of recorded births was 
Ward 6, 1,766, or 10.6 of the whole number of children whose 
parents were residents of Boston. The births of males exceeded 
those of females in all wards except 5, 7, 10, 16, 20 and 22. 

The greatest number of births occurring in any month was 
1,573 in March; the least number was 1,354 in April. The 
greatest number of male births in any month was 816 in October; 
the least number was 670 in April. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 760 
in March; the least number was 641 in November. 

The greatest number of births for any quarter-year period 
was 4,556, in the first quarter of the year; the least number 
was 4,245, in the second quarter of the year. 

The greatest number of male births in any quarter-year 
period was 2,383, in the first quarter of the year; the least 
number was 2,120, in the second quarter of the year; the 
greatest: number of female births for any quarter-year period 
was 2,173, in the first quarter of the year; the least number 
was 2,059, in the last quarter. Ward 5, in Charlestown, still 
holds the record for the smallest number of births for any ward. 


CoLorEeD Birtus.— ALL OTHER THAN WHITE. 
(TaBLE XVIII.) 


There were 352 children born in this city in 1909, whose 


parents (one or both) were colored, or 12 less than in 1908; 


* This does not include 84 births registered but not occurring in Boston; the difference 
in figures for total number of births recorded, as shown in opening statement on page l, 
and tables, is accounted for by number added after tables were compiled. 
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of these, 329 were children of residents of this city; the parents 
of 21 were nonresidents, and of 2 the parents’ residence was 
unknown; the births of colored children were 2 per cent of the 
total number of births recorded. 

The parents of 8 of these children (one or both) were Chinese.. 

The greatest number of colored births for any month was in 
February, 40; the least number was in April, 21. 

The ward having the greatest number of colored births was 
Ward 18, 124; there were 61 males and 63 females.

Fathers.— Of the children born in Boston in 1909, 2,979 had 
fathers who were also born in Boston; and 2,853 had fathers 
who were born in the United States (exclusive of those born 
in Boston), making 5,832 children who had native-born fathers, 
or 33.13 per cent of the total number of fathers; there were 
778 children whose fathers were recorded as ‘‘unknown,”’ or 
4.4 per cent; over 60 per cent of the children born in Boston 
in 1909 had foreign-born fathers. 

Mothers.— The mothers of 3,394 children who were born in 
Boston in 1909 were also born in Boston, these added to the 
2,850 children whose mothers were born in the United States 
(exclusive of Boston) makes 6,244 children who had native- 
born mothers, or 35.4 per cent of the total number of recorded 
mothers; more than 60 per cent of the children born in Boston 
in 1909 had foreign-born mothers.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Hon. Joun F. FitzGErRap, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Dear Sir,— In accordance with the provisions of chapter 
473 of the Acts of 1901 the Board of Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners submits herewith its eighth annual report, covering 
the period from February 1, 1909, to February 1, 1910. 


I 


POWERS OF THE BOARD. 


The Board was established by the Act of Legislature, chap- 
ter 473, Acts of 1901, and by this act its powers were defined. 
It has appeared, however, that the definition then laid down 
was elther defective or incomplete. In 1904 the School Com- 
mittee, believing that the Board of Schoolhouse Commis- 
sloners, which was wholly responsible for the number of its 
employees and their remuneration, should be financially 
responsible for administration expenses, petitioned the 
Legislature that the Schoolhouse Department should pay 
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such expense from its appropriation. This became law 
(chapter 376, Acts of 1904), but the School Committee failed to 
increase the appropriation for the Schoolhouse Department, 
which it is in their power to do, and the department was 
therefore crippled to this extent in its regular work. The 
principle covered by this act was undoubtedly right, and the 
Board regrets only that the expense must come out of its 
meager annual appropriation for repairs. 

In 1906 the School Committee asked permission from the 
Legislature to take $60,000 from the amount it was legally 
obliged to appropriate for the Board of Schoolhouse Com- 
missioners and use this to pay overdue teachers’ salaries. 
Permission was granted. (Chapter 205, Acts of 1906.) This 
was a relic of the old School Committee and is not likely to 
occur again. That both these bills were passed in face of the 
opposition of the Schoolhouse Commission and the Mayor 
gives indication of the difficulties that hamper the School- 
house Commission in the exercise of some of its powers. 

In 1907 the School Committee, believing that the power of 
locating and determining the character and size of schools 
was too definitely placed in the hands of the Board of School- 
house Commissioners, petitioned the Legislature to allow 
the School Committee to designate not only the district but 
the character and size of the schools. As this was in accord- 
ance with the practice of the Board and the practice was 
’ apparently sufficiently safeguarded, it seemed an unnecessary 
transfer of powers from the Board of Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners to the School Committee, but one that could not do 
any harm and would perhaps induce even closer co-operation. 
This became part of the act which provided for the new 
appropriation.* 

In 1908, at the instance of the Finance Commission, the 
Law Department gave an opinion as to the powers of the 
Board that was against the practice of the Board and put 
into its hands powers that it did not desire. This related 
to the taking of land. The Law Department gave its opinion 
that where the sum named was within 25 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of the last three years the Board could 
make a valid agreement with the owner to purchase at that 
price and could direct the Street Commissioners to take the 
property at that price. This took from the Street Commis- 
sioners in these cases all discretionary power, made their 
action purely perfunctory and placed on the Board of School- 
house Commissioners the responsibility of deciding whether 
or not the price was an equitable one. The Board believes

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that the Street Commissioners are more competent to judge 
of such values and that the price should be left to them to 
settle. Where the bargain proposed is a good one the Street 
Commissioners would undoubtedly accept it, and where it is 
not the Street Commissioners would force a better one. The 
city apparently takes little or no risk of loss and some con- 
siderable chance of gain by allowing the Street Commissioners 
to review and pass judgment upon every offer made to the 
Board. 

The land taken for the Abraham Lincoln School is a case 
in point. The Board could have ordered a taking at $155,000. 
This was within the limit set by the act. It was not so 
ordered. The Street Commissioners reviewed all offers and 
awarded $139,072.* Here the Board believes it is the best 
policy not to use its power — unless some special exigency 
makes it appear wise to do so. 

In another case the Law Department gave an opinion as 
to the authority of inspectors. The Building Commissioner 
had his and the Schoolhouse Department had its own. In 
case of disagreement whose authority ruled? The Law 
Department gave an opinion that the Schoolhouse Com- 
mission, established by the General Court, was not subject 
to the supervision and control of the Building Commissioner, 
that no permit was required to build, nor any inspection 
necessary, except in so far as the Building Commissioner 
might wish to inform himself whether the building laws in 
matters of construction were being complied with. The 
building laws are indefinite and capable of many interpre- 
tations and in case of any difference of opinion as to what 
the law meant reference could be made to the Board of 
Appeal. “* 

The Schoolhouse Department, acting under this opinion, 
filed plans and specifications and filled out a form of appli- 
cation for a building permit, but did not request the Build- 
ing Commissioner to issue such a permit. The Board employs 
its own regular inspectors, a clerk of the works on the 
building all the time and special expert inspectors on 
heating, electrical and plumbing installations. The inspec- 
tors of the Building Department are therefore not required 
on the work, but the Schoolhouse Department welcomes 
the co-operation of these inspectors in securing good work- 
manship and full compliance with the law. In January, 
1910, the Law Department reversed its opinion, stating that 
schoolhouses must have permits and were subject to the

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Building Commissioner in all matters relating to means of 
egress. The Board, therefore, has returned to the previous 
practice. 

The powers of the Board have been interpreted to mean 
that it was at liberty to undertake the erection of school 
buildings with its own force. In 1906 it took charge of the 
electrical engineering, placing Mr. B. B. Hatch in charge 
of this division. In 1907 it took charge of the heating 
engineering, placing Mr. C. F. Eveleth in charge of that 
division. It already had a competent civil engineer, Mr. 
H. H. Austin, and his division handled all civil engineering. 
The plumbing for new buildings has been executed by out- 
side architects, but this and all plumbing done by the Board 
is under the supervision of Mr. W. P. O’Toole, sanitary 
engineer. It remained only to put the architectural division 
on a basis similar to the engineering division. In 1909 an 
examination was held by the Civil Service Commission for 
an architect to fill the position of head of this division. Of 
the successful applicants the one placed first by the examiners 
was appointed. The division now consists of an architect 
and four draughtsmen and is beginning to get into shape, 
so that the Board can undertake the erection of new build- 
ings. Of the 1909 list two small buildings in the Sherwin- 
Hyde district were selected for the architectural division to 
handle. The press of summer work and especially the draw- 
ings required for major fireproofing repairs interfered with 
the study of the new buildings. It was not thought advisable 
suddenly to increase the division by the addition of a large 
number of new men unfamiliar with the schools and little 
progress was made by the Board as compared with the work 
done by outside architects. 

Now the work is organized, the press of other work over, 
and the division may well be strengthened with well trained 
draughtsmen and made really efficient. The resulting 
economy of establishing the engineering department is given 
under “Policy of the Board,’’ page 30. 

The powers of the Board are definitely limited to the 
expenditure of sums that are determined upon either by the 
Legislature, in the case of loans, or by the School Committee, 
in the case of the annual appropriation. On the former the 
Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners has always had an 
opportunity, taking advantage of its thorough and complete 
knowledge of the physical condition of the schools, and the 
growth of the school population, to present a comprehensive 
and fairly conclusive statement. With the latter, however, 
the annual appropriation for repairs, the Board of School- 
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house Commissioners has no opportunity, except through 
the annual report, to present the needs of the city schools 
or to influence in any way the amount that the School Com- 
mittee sets aside for this purpose. 

Every report since the Board was organized has called 
attention to the fact that there is not a sufficient amount 
appropriated, first, to keep the schools in good condition, 
and, second, to meet the constantly increasing demands of 
the city for better and more varied education. These are 
two distinct matters. The first means making good ordi- 
nary wear and tear. Many of our buildings are old and the 
work done under this head includes often substantial renewals. 
- Over this the Board has some control. The second means 
new rooms, new equipment for all the modern requirements, 
kindergarten, manual training, cooking, industrial work, 
drawing, evening and vacation schools, new branches in the 
high schools and new schools for technical work, and, most 
fundamental of all, the reduction in the size of the classes. 
All this means expense, and over this the Board has no con- 
trol and no recourse, except the ungracious one of refusing 
to do the work and thus appearing in opposition. 

Last year the Board succeeded in getting through the year 
without a deficit, but only by deliberately neglecting a 
large. amount of routine repair work that ought to have been 
done. Elsewhere in the report, Appendix IX., will be given 
a statement as to the amounts needed in the immediate future 
for certain recurring annual repairs, which are of the nature 
of fixed charges and are practically imperative. There are 
other expenses that do not appear on the face to be so impera- 
tive, such as keeping in good condition the buildings that 
have been erected during the last ten years. To neglect 
to keep these buildings in good condition is false economy. 

Repairs are imperative and funds should be provided 
for this purpose. New accommodation for the annual 
increase in elementary school population is also imperative. 
New accommodation and equipment to meet modern edu- 
cational requirements,: like other good things, are desirable 
if one can afford them. 

The Board cannot do this work and do it properly with 
the funds at present available. It rests with the School 
Committee to increase this appropriation. The Board 
respectfully urges that the importance of this matter should 
be brought to the attention of the School Committee by 
your Honor.

(1.) Report of Progress oN Buitpinas DEscrRIBED LAST 
YEAR AND ON New BvuiLpincs UNDERTAKEN SINCE 
THEN. 

Of the eleven items eoenecien with previous loans, spoken 
of in last year’s report (page 4), four were reported com- 
plete and final figures given, five were provided for in the 
1908-09 list and will be reported in detail later, leaving 
two, the High School of Commerce and the Robert G. Shaw, 
Germantown. : 

Robert G. Shaw District. In the Robert G. Shaw district, 
land about two acres in area in the Germantown section 
was voted by the Board on January 15, 1909, and the taking 
was made by the Street Commissioners on January 21, 1909, 
$2,486.73 being paid for 82,891 square feet of land. At date 
no building in this section has been authorized by the School 
Committee. 

The High School of Commerce. During the session of the 
General Court. for 1909 an act was passed providing for the 
establishment of a High School of Commerce in a building 
accommodating also the administration offices of the School 
Committee and the Schoolhouse Commission. A full state- 
ment regarding this will be given later in this report.

The shop equipment has been gradually furnished during 
the year 1909-10. The complete equipment of this addition 
was delayed by the School Committee to enable them to study 
and inform themselves more fully as to the direction in which 
this work should grow. Six months or more of consultation 
with individuals and committees resulted in confirming for 
the most part the advice given originally by the headmaster. 
The equipment for the woodworking has been installed at a 
cost of $17,880.68, and metal working equipment has already | 
been ordered at a cost of about $16,173.09. 

On January 14, 1910, the Board voted to concur in the vote 
of the School Committee to transfer $8,500 from the balance 
of the appropriation on the Dudley district elementary 
school and $18,000 from the balance of the appropriation 
for the Blackinton district elementary school to the appro- 
priation for the Mechanic Arts High School for special 
equipment. ? 

Item 6.— Phillips district, elementary school, upper grades, 
the Peter Faneuil School. As reported last year Mr. James T. 
Kelley was appointed architect and he was authorized to 
proceed with plans for an eighteen-room, lower elementary 
building. The actual accommodation of the building is a 
seventeen-room building, as one room was appropriated for 
manual training. The suggestion of the special committee 
was followed in this building of enlarging one room on each 
floor beyond the forty-four limit, so that there should be 
rooms available for classes which might occasionally overrun 
the limit, and also that there should be an area larger than 
that of the reduced class room available for those purposes 
which need the space, manual training, cooking or kinder- 
garten rooms; in this case manual training room. The build- 
ing was properly rated as an eighteen-room building and 
consequently allowed 30,000* cubic feet, a total of 540,000 
cubic feet at 22 cents, $118,800. Contracts were awarded as 
follows: June 3, 1909, John F. Griffin Company, building 
contract, $90,781; June 2, 1909, P. J. Sullivan, plumbing 
contract, $4,487; June 2, 1909, McLean & Cousens, heat- 
- ing contract, $7,977; July 1, 1909, E. C. Lewis, Inc., 
electrical contract, $4,239. 

The economy in this building was due to the fact that the 
plan, a very compact one, brought the cube down to 432,000, 
instead of 540,000 allowed. On this reduced cube the price 
per cubic foot overran the 22 cents, but the final result was 
an economical building and the cost per pupil $158. The 
school has been named the Peter Faneuil School.

Item 2.— Brimmer district, elementary school, upper grades" 
As reported last year the Board voted on August 1, 1908, to 
request the Board of Street Commissioners to take certain 
land on Ferdinand, Knox, Melrose and Bay streets. This 
land contained about 37,870 square feet and was offered to 
the Board for about $155,000. On this particular taking the 
Street Commissioners made an award of $139,000, and the 
parcels that have already been settled for have been approxi- 
mately on the square foot price of this award. Since the 
original taking the Board deemed it advisable to increase its 
takings to develop to better advantage the school yards and 
the adjacent Skinner School on Fayette street. Two small 
takings, containing respectively 934 and 1,035 square feet, 
were made, and a small parcel of land, containing 19 square 
feet, was taken in order to straighten an awkward boundary 
line. The taking will probably amount to $141,062.98, and 
this amount deducted from the reduced appropriation, 
$440,000, as reported last year, leaves $298,937.02 for the 
building and the various incidental expenses. The appro- 
priation will be insufficient. This, however, was expected 
when the appropriation was set at $450,000, and it was owing 
to this fact that the joint board were willing to take $10,000 
from it, as an additional appropriation to complete would 
be needed in any case. 

Mr. A. W. Longfellow was appointed architect and, although 
plans were under way when the report went to press last 
year, they are only just on the market now. No building 
that has gone through the hands of this Board has been 
subject to so much popular attention as this school, and this 
has resulted in innumerable conferences and in a great many 
changes and modifications of the original drawings. Even 
with all these delays it is hard to excuse the amount of 
time that has been taken in the preparation of plans and 
specifications. 

The building as a forty-room upper elementary, with four 
rooms allowed for the hall, is allowed forty-four rooms at 
30,000 cubic feet, 7. e., 1,320,000 cubic feet at 22 cents, 
$290,400.* Bids for the general building contract were 

* The 22 cents were supposed to cover the cost of piled foundations, 7. e., 2 cents 


for foundations, 20 cents (as in the Cheverus)jfor the remainder. In view of the 
uncertainty of the market the architect was allowed $300,000. 
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opened January 18, and the contract was awarded on the 
same date to the low bidder, the Whiton & Haynes Company, 
in the sum of $229,800. On January 31, 1910, bids for in- 
stalling a plumbing system were opened, and the contract 
was awarded on the same date to the low bidder, Pierce & 
Cox, in the sum of $14,865. 

This problem is further complicated now by the proposed 
widening of Ferdinand street. When the plans were first 
made provision was made for a possible widening to 58 feet. 
A still further widening to 80 feet is now under consideration 
and, if this is carried through, the whole building must be 
set further to the north and more land bought, which will 
mean a considerable additional expenditure. On December 
29, 1910, the Street Commissioners had a hearing on this 
subject and on January 18, 1910, informed this commission 
that they proposed to take no action in the matter. 

Item 8.—Eliot district, administrative office. This was 
fully reported last year. 

Item 4.—Blackinton district, elementary school, upper 
grades, the Bishop Cheverus School. This item was reported 
last year. The building was completed and occupied on 
September 8, 1909.

The cost per pupil of this building is $159.18, and the 
cost per cubic foot 19 cents. 

The original appropriations were $34,000 for the land 
and $140,000 for building and furnishing. The complete cost 
of this item was approximately $145,000, leaving a balance 
of $29,000. Of this balance there was transferred by joint 
vote of both boards the sum of $10,000 to the appropriation 
for the addition to the Girls’ High School and $18,000 
to the appropriation for the Mechanic Arts High School 
equipment. 

Item 5.—Dudley district, elementary school, lower grades, 
the Nathan Hale School. This was fully reported last year 
and the building was completed and occupied on September 
8, 1909.

The cost per pupil of this building is $140.08, and the 
cost per cubic foot 20 cents. 

The original appropriation was $105,000, and of the balance 
remaining unexpended, $12.779.73, there was transferred to 
the appropriation to purchase land in the Phillips Brooks 
district the sum of $2,200 and to the appropriation for the 
Mechanic Arts High School the sum of $8,500. 

Item 6.—Henry L. Pierce district, high school (Dorchester 
High Annex). 

This building, having nothing in it that differentiated it 
from an ordinary elementary school, was rated as such in 
making the allowance, and when the size of the building was 
increased it became above the basement an eighteen-room 
building. In view, however, of the fact that there are a 
number of rooms equipped in the basement as fully as if they 
were class rooms and these rooms are entirely above grade, it 
seemed fair to consider the building a twenty-room building, 
allowing 30,000 cubic feet like an elementary school and 22 
cents per foot. This would have meant $132,000 for the cost 
of the building and about $105,000 for the general contract. 
When bids were opened for the general contract the lowest was 
$122,395. After long discussion with the low bidder and the 
architects, the Board, being unable to get anything even ap- 
proaching a deduction of $20,000, and being convinced that 
the changes that the Board proposed in the plans and specifi- 
cations represented nearly if not quite that amount, rejected 
the low bid and awarded the contract to the second bidder, 
from whom the Board obtained for the various changes a 
deduction of over $19,000. The figures, including this deduc- 
tion,- are as follows:

Item 1.— Adams district, upper elementary school. On 
April 12, 1909, Messrs. Brigham, Coveney & Bisbee were 
appointed architects for this item. Land was advertised 
for on April 16, 1909. A hearing was held on May 7, 1909, 
and the advantages and disadvantages of a site on the hill 
and a site on the flats were carefully considered. It was 
finally decided to make an agreement with the owners of the 
land on the flats, as binding as such an informal agreement 
could be, that the Board would take land there next year, 
but for the immediate work on this item would take land on 
Webster street. Thirty-three thousand four hundred and 
eighty square feet of land, with the buildings thereon, were 


* In previous years the portion of administration expenses chargeable to land and 
buildings has been taken from the original appropriation. Now it is provided for each 
year. 
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taken on August 10, 1909. The land has been partially paid 
for and the total expenditure will probably be about $30,000. 

It seemed unlikely that the building could be completed 
within the year, and when funds were urgently needed to 
establish the Trade School for Girls the School Committee 
and the Board, by joint vote, transferred $40,000 from this 
item. This amount and sufficient to cover the cost of the land 
will have to be appropriated to make this item complete again. - 

The allowance for this building is as follows: Fourteen 
rooms and two for the hall, a total of sixteen rooms, at 30,000 
cubic feet and twenty-two cents per cubic foot, $105,600. 

Here, as in the Peter Faneuil, two of the class rooms are 
large enough to seat fifty, and the manual training is located 
below one of these larger class rooms and the cooking room 
below the other. This building will be named the Samuel 
Adams School and will be let shortly after February 1. 

Item 2.— Sherwin district, elementary school, upper grades, 
704 pupils, or sixteen rooms. The appropriation for this 
item was $175,000. When this amount was fixed it was: the 
intention of the superintendent, as expressed to the Board, 
that the Sherwin should be rearranged for a mixed school, 
upper elementary grades, that the Hyde School should be 
rearranged for a mixed school, lower elementary grades, and 
that a new lower elementary building of twelve rooms should 
be built. This, with the four rooms gained in the hall of the 
Hyde, would make the sixteen rooms contemplated by the 
order of the School Committee. Later it was decided that 
it was inadvisable to change the Sherwin and the Hyde and 
that for the present, at all events, they would remain separate 
schools for boys and for girls, and that instead of one lower 
elementary of twelve rooms two. buildings should be built, 
each containing eight rooms, one of these two to be planned 
for an addition of eight rooms and an assembly hall, so that 
it would be eventually an upper elementary school. 

The Board advertised for land and opened bids on March 8, 
1909, held a hearing on March 16, 1909, and on April 15 
requested the Street Commissioners to take 27,508 square feet 
on Ruggles street, at a cost of $138,227.70, which includes taxes 
of $227.70. They also requested the Street Commissioners to 
take 43,979 square feet on Hunneman street. This was done 
and the Street Commissioners made an award and settled at 
a cost of $34,778.78, which includes taxes of $201.84. 

On the first of these lots, the smaller one on Ruggles 
street, the eight-room lower elementary was planned. 
The allowance for this, on a standard basis of 30,000 
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cubic feet per room at twenty-two cents, would be $52,800. 
As will be pointed out later, it is seen that the allow- 
ance of 30,000 cubic feet for a lower elementary school is 
more than necessary. On this lot, however, there is piling, 
so that 22 cents a cubic foot on the full cube will probably 
be necessary to cover the cost. It is estimated that with 
thé land and the furniture the amount of the appropriation 
necessary for this item will be about $70,000. It will be 
named the Lafayette School. 

The Hunneman street lot is a similar proposition as far 
as the original building is concerned, except for the fact 
that it must contain a boiler room and coal pockets large 
enough for the boilers of the future building. This might 
slightly increase the cost of the building. Taking the build- 
ing at about the same price as the Ruggles street and the land 
and furniture, $90,000 to $95,000 would seem to be sufficient. 
These two items, therefore, can apparently be executed within 
the original appropriation. This building will be named the 
George T. Angell School. 

Item 3.— Lewis district, elementary school, lower grades. 
On February 13, 1909, the Board advertised for land, and a 
hearing was held on March 15, 1909. On April 3, 1909, the 
Board requested the Street Commissioners to take 45,000 
square feet on Hutchings street, for which was paid $15,750. 
This is rather a larger amount of land than is usually taken 
for a lower elementary School, but in view of the future increase 
of the school to an upper elementary and the fact that the 
land could be purchased at a reasonable price, the Board and 
the superintendent felt that they were justified in purchasing 
this amount. In making up the figures but $12,500 had 
been allowed originally for land. At the reduced allowance 
of 28,000 cubic feet per class room instead of 30,000, and 
22 cents per cubic foot, the allowance on this building would 
be about $62,000. If these figures are met it would seem 
possible to keep within the appropriation. : 

On May 10, 1909, Messrs. Newhall & Blevins were 
appointed architects for this item. A ten-room building has 
been planned, so that ten rooms more and an assembly. hall 
can be added. This building, like the two previously men- 
tioned, has two class rooms that are larger than the standard 
and which will accommodate fifty pupils. 

The building will be named the William Lloyd Garrison 
School and will be let shortly after February 1. 

Item 4.— The Dwight district, high school (Girls’ High 
School). Land for this addition was bought in 1902 and

$14,000 was paid for 4,660 square feet. The original appro- 
priation, which was known to be somewhat inadequate, was 
increased by concurrent vote of the School Committee and 
the Schoolhouse Commission September 20, 1909, from 
$90,000 to $105,000. The architects, Messrs. Coolidge & 
Carlson, were appointed April 12, 1909, and the increased 
appropriation above referred to was advised when study by 
those concerned in this school showed clearly that a building 
somewhat larger than was originally contemplated was 
necessary if the girls were to have reasonable accommodation 
in their gymnasium. Even now it seems doubtful whether 
this appropriation is sufficient on account of the cost of the 
work in the old building, made absolutely necessary in con- 
nection with the erection of the new. The*accommodation 
is eight class rooms of the standard high school dimension, 26 
by 32, and a gymnasium and lunch room. 

To further this work without interfering with the use of 
the school this winter special contracts were made for the 
work necessary in the old building, all of which are charged 
against this appropriation. They were as follows:

By special act, chapter 446 of the Acts of 1909, an appro- 
priation not to exceed a total of $600,000 was authorized 
for the erection of a High School of Commerce, to contain 
also accommodation for the School Committee and the Board 
of Schoolhouse Commissioners. 

On June 26, 1909, the Board advertised for land and on 
July 19, 1909, a hearing was held on these various offers. 
None of the parcels offered seemed to the Board as desirable 
as the land on Warrenton and Common streets adjacent to- 
their own property, the Brimmer School. The Board con- 
sulted with the chief owner of this land, the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, with the superintendent, the committee 
on high schools, the master of the High School of Commerce 
and Messrs. Fish, Rothwell, Filene, McSweeney and Tuttle, 
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representing the Chamber of Commerce, and, in accordance 
with the unanimous opinion of all these authorities, voted 
on November 8, 1909, to take this land. Under the terms of 
the act it was necessary to have the consent of the School 
Committee to the location, because the building was to con- 
tain accommodation for them. After receiving the approval 
of the superintendent and of the Mayor the taking was 
therefore sent to the School Committee on December 17, 1909. 
Certain owners asked for a hearing; the School Committee 
in consequence withheld action. The hearing was held by the 
Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners on January 14, 1910, 
and shortly after, on January 17, the School Committee 
approved the taking. The papers went to the Street Com- 
missioners on January 19. This long interval from June 
26, 1909, to January 19, 1910, is mentioned here as an illus- 
tration of the many unavoidable delays which accompany any 
such complicated transaction. 

On the 28th of October, before the actual taking had been 
made, but when the Board had received the opinion of all 
the various bodies interested, Messrs. C. Howard Walker and 
Kilham & Hopkins were appointed joint architects. An agree- 
ment was made whereby they are employed on a salary basis.* 

In the original estimate of the cost of this undertaking 
$150,000 was estimated as the probable cost of the land. 
It seems likely that the land may run beyond this amount. 
The building was one difficult to estimate beforehand, but 
when the sketch plans were made by the department in 
July, 1909, it was estimated that the building would run to 
1,900,000 cubic feet and the cost to about $437,000, and, 
as far as could be estimated at that time, it would appear 
that $675,000 would more nearly represent the total cost of 
the undertaking than the $600,000 contemplated by the 
act. This was reported in October, 1909, to the special 
committee on high schools and to the committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the chairman of the Board 
stated that in his judgment the total cost of the undertaking 
might run from $650,000 to $675,000. It was not, there- 
fore, without full understanding on the part of all concerned 
of the possible increased cost of this undertaking that the 
Board proceeded with the taking of the land. 

The sketch plans are now well under way and are being 
studied by those connected with the High School of Commerce, 
by the School Committee and by this Board. 

* As this document is going to press about March 25, it is perhaps pertinent to add 


that at this date the taking has not been made, owing to the fact that the survey is 
not complete and the lack of the survey has stopped the architects in their work.

(2.) Tur Re&vIsION oF STANDARDS OF Cost TO AGREE 
WITH REDUCED S1zE OF Rooms. 


Since last year’s report a modification has been advised 
by the superintendent in the previous rule which fixed the 
rooms at a limit to accommodate only forty-four. Now a 
certain number of rooms are made large enough to accom- 
modate fifty. This allows an occasional class above the 
standard size and also provides spaces which are large enough 
for manual training, cooking and kindergarten rooms. The 
Board has figures on the Peter Faneuil as let and on the 
Abraham Lincoln as partially let and can now check further 
the conclusions reached last year. The following table shows 
the modified standard and compares with it the actual 
figures on the building referred to. Neither the Dorchester 
High Annex nor the addition to the Girls’ High School are 
given, as these are connected with old buildings and are not 
the same problem as the elementary schools. 

The modified standard is to allow 28,000 cubic feet per 
class room (instead of 30,000) in the lower elementary, and 
30,000 per class room in the upper elementary, with two or 
four rooms, according to the size of the school, added to 
cover the cost of the hall. In both cases the cost per cubic 
foot is at 22 cents. The class rooms are rated at forty pupils 
for the standard and fifty for the oversize rooms.

The first experiment, the Edward Everett, exceeded 
these figures; the Hale, the Faneuil, the Cheverus and the 
Lincoln have bettered them. In this connection it may 
be interesting to compare these costs with other schools 
built elsewhere. In considering these, however, one must 
bear in mind that few cities build and equip as thoroughly 
as Boston and that nearly all our buildings have grounds 
about them which are finished for use by the pupils and the 
cost of which is included. 

Philadelphia has recently built the Southwark School, 
which would be rated by us as having thirty-three rooms, a 
very large building, which should be very economical. The 
following are the figures taken off on the same basis as the 
figures that we take of our schools:

Our least expensive upper elementary schools have cost 
$160 per pupil. This Philadelphia building is first class 
construction and equipped approximately like ours, but has 
no light fixtures, few telephones and bells and few clocks. 
The piping for supplies is galvanized iron where ours is brass. 

Two buildings have been built for the city of Chelsea of 
second class construction. The Williams School compares 
fairly well with the Cheverus, having twenty class rooms 
and an assembly hall, where the Cheverus has sixteen class 
rooms and an assembly hall. Both have the very desirable 
feature of an assembly hall on the first floor. The following 
are the figures on the Williams:

The Cheverus cost $160.84 per pupil and is first class 
except the roof frame. It has both a cooking room and 
manual training room, neither of which is in the Williams. 
Chelsea has put her money into a very large hall, where 
Boston has put it into first class construction and fuller 
educational equipment. The Cheverus, moreover, has the 
modern and more costly small class room. 

The Shurtleff is a large upper elementary school which 
would compare favorably with the Holmes. The Holmes 
has twenty-four class rooms and a hall on the second floor 
two stories high. The Shurtleff has the same number above 
the basement and a hall on the third floor which is only 
15 feet high. It has, however, six spaces in the basement, 
two of which might be counted as class rooms. Allowing 
for twenty-six rooms the Shurtleff shows a cost of $124 per 
pupil. Without these it shows $134 per pupil, so that with 
second class construction and a hall poorly located the build- 
ing makes a somewhat better showing than the first class 
upper elementary building of Boston, and is about the same 
as our lower elementary cost, e. g., the Sarah J. Baker School, 
$134. The figures on the Shurtleff are as follows:

The Oliver Wendell Holmes cost $163 per pupil and has a 
good hall and fully equipped rooms for cooking and manual 
training. 

One other example is taken from Schenectady buildings, 
built by the city engineer. They are distinctly engineering 
structures, simple, substantial and well built, but lacking 
a good deal of equipment which we think essential and 
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wholly lacking in the elements of good design, both inside 
and outside. The Robinson Street School has sixteen rooms 
and the figures are as follows:

In the light of all these I think the City of Boston may feel 
reasonably assured that its buildings are being built well, 
are fully equipped and are economically constructed. 


(3.) Fururs ACCOMMODATION. 


The report on new accommodation of last year (page 16) 
closed with this statement: ‘‘With the items on this list 
cared for, and the passage of the two bills, substantial prog- 
ress will have been made towards meeting the pressing needs 
in both elementary and secondary education.” In the face 
of this the School Committee is asking for a very large addi- 
tional appropriation to meet pressing needs. This requires 
explanation. When this report was made it was understood 
by the Board that no attempt would be made to force the 
application of the reduction of the size of classes in crowded 
districts where the fifty-six seats were needed, but that such 
changes would come gradually with the changes in school 
population and the erection of new buildings. It was also 
understood that old buildings not up to modern standards, . 
but sound and serviceable, would be retained, and that old 
buildings that had outlived their usefulness would be replaced 
by modern ones gradually, as has been done during the last 
ten years. 

The School Committee, however, believe that the reduced 
class should be made a reality at once all over the city, and 
that all buildings distinctly below modern standards in con- 
struction, in light, air, space and sanitation be replaced as 
early as practicable by new buildings. If the city is pre- 
pared to pay for this modern equipment it is undoubtedly 
a good thing to have, but the statement made last year was 
nevertheless substantially accurate. 

Few people, even among those who are familiar with 
school affairs, know the amount of work that has been done 
in the last ten years to improve the hygienic conditions for 
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the children who are in our old buildings. The Board of 
Health made a report in 1900 on all school buildings, from 
which it appears that of the 198 schools only 81 were in 
good sanitary condition. Of course of the 117 reported on 
unfavorably some were safe, but merely not modern; many, 
however, were distinctly unsafe. There were then 90,606 
children in the 198 schools. Of this number 34,881 were 
housed in the 81-buildings classed as safe. Now there are 
229 permanent schools (not including 111 portables, of which 
there were only 9 in 1900), housing 95,000 pupils, and 87,336 
of these pupils are in the buildings that come in the class 
rated safe in 1900. The new buildings erected since then 
are better in every way than any buildings the city had in 
1900. 

These lines indicate fairly accurately the conditions in 
1900 and 1910. The black, children housed under poor 
sanitary conditions— white, under good. 


89,261 children in 198 buildings in 1900. 
54,380 children in 117 poor buildings. 
34,881 children in 81 good buildings. 


95,447 children in 229 buildings in 1910. 
7,601 children in 17 poor buildings. 
87,846 children in 212 good buildings. 


It will be noticed that the portables are omitted. There 
were nine in 1900. There are over 100 now, housing over 
5,000 children. These buildings have good light and air 
and use the sanitaries of the adjacent school, which in most 
cases is in the good and not the bad class. Most of these 
5,000 children are receiving their education under good 
conditions. 

The old buildings were criticised by the Board of Health 
on the grounds not only of poor sanitation but poor venti- 
lation. Now this latter does not rank at all with plumbing. 
Bad drains and defective plumbing are an active danger not 
to be avoided simply by the use of care. Poor ventilation 
can be improved if not entirely overcome by an intelligent 
use of the heating apparatus and good plain outside air. 
A poor heating and ventilating system may be made to 
yield good results. Moreover, a good system may be entirely 
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defeated by careless or unintelligent handling. Many of 
our schools have systems depending wholly or in part on 
fans. The School Committee, with a view to economy, 
ordered fans stopped each day at the close of school. The 
janitor is encouraged, even urged, to show economy in coal 
consumption. The fan is stopped when the children leave, 
all circulation of air stops, windows are not opened, as it 
will cost coal to raise the temperature when once lowered, 
and besides frost might nip the plants in window boxes. 
Fires are banked and the air of the school session carefully 
retained in each room until just before school opens. Theo- 
retically it is then blown out and fresh warm air blown in. 
The actual result of following this plan depends on the 
janitor, but it is safe to say it is never good. An intelligent 
janitor who aims for fresh air rather than a record in coal 
consumption, aided by a teacher who is not afraid of seeing 
the temperature drop from 70 degrees to 55 degrees or 60 
degrees for a few minutes, can have class rooms in an old 
building with no ventilation except by gravity, and not 
much of that, quite as fresh and wholesome as the average 
modern class room. _ 

Many of the evils that local bodies call to the attention of 
the School Committee or this Board could be remedied by 
the use of a little common sense and without the expenditure 
of anything except thought. 

This much is in explanation of the statement in last year’s 
report and its apparent conflict with the request of the 
School Committee for more funds than are at present pro- 
vided for new buildings. Of the bills referred to, that for 
the High School of Commerce became law, that for the 
school on the embankment was, as usual, given leave to 
withdraw. : 

The West End is still among the most crowded districts 
and provision should be made to care for the children of the 
Washington and Wells. The Peter Faneuil will relieve the 
immediate pressure in the Wendell Phillips and the Bowdoin, 
but will not allow for the abandonment of the Sharp and 
the Somerset. The development of approaches to the Cam- 
bridge Bridge and the basin dam may affect school population 
in this part of the West End, but many rooms (from sixteen 
to twenty-four) are needed to relieve existing pressure and 
provide for the abandonment of the Baldwin and the Emerson 
on Poplar street. 

Recently school population has been at a standstill in the 
North End. With the return of prosperous times immi- 
gration may at any time wholly change this condition and the 
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Pormort at least ought to be replaced by a better building. 
Another urgent need in the North End, not for accommo- 
dation but for economy, is a central heating plant. This will 
be spoken of under “ Repairs.”’ 

The Comins, which has been steadily growing for years, has 
now reached a point where a new building is a necessity, and 
there has been a sudden growth in the Phillips Brooks district 
which shows every sign of being a permanent increase. 
Here also accommodation is urgently needed. 

In a number of districts the purchase of land for future 
improvement is desirable. The Oak square end of Brighton 
and the Corey Hill end of the Washington Allston district 
will require accommodation in the near future. The Beech 
street end of the Longfellow and the Lauriat avenue end of 
the Roger Wolcott are both localities that should be pro- 
vided for. Land on the flats below the Adams School is 
also needed for the rapidly growing Italian colony there. 
The present law contemplates action on the part of the 
School Committee at the beginning of each year for the 
needs and appropriation of that year. It would be of 
advantage in developing a steady policy if a study were 
made looking further ahead, so that the Board could take 
preliminary steps in connection with land in advance and be 
prepared to push construction through promptly when the 
appropriation is made. This year under the new charter no 
list.could be prepared by the School Committee previous to 
February 7. 

The above refers only to elementary needs. Work already 
in hand will care for the Dorchester High, the Girls’ High, 
the High School of Commerce and the Girls’ Trade School, and 
the Girls’ High School of Practical Arts is fairly well accom- 
modated in half of the Baker. This building, originally 
intended for a lowér elementary school, has been used first 
for upper elementary and now half for high school, each 
change of occupation meaning needless expense. So much 
- work has now been done to fit it for its high school occupation 
that perhaps it would be well to turn it over completely to 
this growing school. This would mean a rearrangement of 
lines in the Lewis, Phillips Brooks, Hugh O’Brien and George 
Putnam districts. . 

Certain amounts must be appropriated in 1910 to make up 
deficiencies. The appropriation for the Abraham Lincoln 
was known to be insufficient and some $60,000 will be needed 
for this. ‘The Adams appropriation was based on a building 
on the Plummer lot, but it was wisely decided to buy land 
and build elsewhere; $75,000 will be needed there. The 
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Dorchester High addition has a handicraft equipment that 
calls for more money, the appropriation for the addition to 
the Girls’ High is insufficient, and the new Girls’ Trade School, 
established in the old building of the Sacred Heart Academy, 
will require some money expended, chiefly in_ modern 
plumbing. Altogether $175,000 to $200,000 of the $500,000 
available in 1910 will be required to complete work already 
under way and the remainder should go toward elementary 
accommodation in Roxbury and land in outlying districts. 
This leaves the West End unprovided for, which, in view 
of the uncertainty of the development there, may well be 
postponed for another year. | 

Roxbury is the pressing need in 1910, and this can appar- 
ently be cared for with the amount available. If to this is 
added accommodation at Orient Heights and some purchases 
of land, the city will be well provided for in its elementary 
schools. 


(4.) Fire PROTECTION. 


When the Board was established in 1901 the appropria- 
tion for land and buildings was applicable to fire protection, 
and each year until that appropriation was expended work 
was done for this purpose and so reported. After 1906 the 
appropriation for land and buildings was confined wholly 
to new accommodation and consequently all further repairs 
looking toward fire protection were chargeable against the 
general repair fund. In 1906 the Fire Department reported 
on the conditions existing in various schools and the Board 
replied in detail to this statement, reporting what had been 
done and the inadequacy of the provision made by the School 
Committee for the annual appropriation to do further work 
as rapidly as was desirable. 

As pointed out year by year in the reports, the annual 
appropriation for repairs made by the School Committee 
has been invariably the minimum allowed by law, and 
when in 1908 Mayor Hibbard requested a statement of 
what was necessary for fire protection the Board reported in 
full, and as a result a special appropriation for this purpose 
was set aside from the appropriation for land and_ build- 
ings. The letters referred to above, from the School Com- 
mittee January 17, 1906, the reply of January 19, 1906, from 
the Mayor March 10, 1908, and the reply March 18, 1908, 
are given in Appendix VIII. 

The Board thereupon resumed vigorously the work that 
had been partially suspended since 1906, and reported last 
year that fifteen schools had been protected in the basement, 
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seventy-six had been provided with fire drill signals, and 
twenty-one had the exits improved. Under all these head- 
ings work has proceeded. In the order of importance 
good exits and sure signals have come first, as being most 
vital for the safety not of the buildings but of the children, 
and practically everything is complete under these heads. 
All exits have been made clear, all doors opened out and 
hardware changed so as to prevent their being locked 
from the inside, and the installation of the new fire 
signal system is almost finished throughout the city. 
Coincidentally the School Committee have improved the 
fire drill and this is now wonderfully perfect. No one who 
sees the drill, even in one of our old buildings, under the 
most unfavorable conditions, can feel any anxiety about the 
children in case of fire. The Board looks upon fire escapes 
as being of more service in the protection of property than of 
lives, and money has been expended for fire escapes only 
where the condition of the building seemed extra hazardous. 
The detailed statement of the expenditure of the $115;000 
appropriation for this purpose is given in Appendix I. 
The protection of basements will go forward steadily during 
the summer, generally in connection with major heating 
repairs that are necessary. In this connection it may be 
noted that greater safety as well as economy would result if 
the old heating apparatus of adjacent schools could be 
replaced by one central outside heating plant, thus decreasing 
the fire risk in the old buildings and economizing in fuel and 
labor. Such wise expenditures of large amounts are impossi- 
ble under the present system of annual appropriations. 
There is quite a list of buildings that. come in a class where 
extensive repairs to the basements would seem unwise 
expenditure. In this list are the buildings that ought soon 
to be abandoned and those which must soon have new 
heating apparatus. Taken as a whole the great majority 
of school buildings are in a safe condition and there are none 
where the conditions endanger the children. 


Ill. 


REPAIRS. 


Last year the Board succeeded in finishing the year without 
a deficit, or rather without carrying over any unusual amount 
of bills to be settled in 1909. As pointed out (pages 20 and 21), 
this was accomplished by taking advantage of the good work 
done in previous years in painting, furniture and blackboards, 
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eliminating all large work on these lines and omitting every- 
thing that could by any means be avoided. It was hoped 
that by starting fair with the 1909 appropriation all this work 
could be resumed, the usual work performed, the School 
Committee supported in their policy of expansion and new 
undertakings, and the appropriation made. to cover all 
expense. Work was laid out and plans were made for the 
summer work on this basis, but before June it was evident 
that no amount of care or economy could obviate the necessity 
for the usual monthly expenditure on small but imperative 
repairs, and that the balance in June was wholly inadequate 
to carry out the work planned for the summer. Retrench- 
ment was unavoidable, and much that was desirable and much 
that seemed almost essential was inevitably omitted. By 
September 1 the unappropriated balance was approximately 
$9,100, and the Board again faced the usual conditions at the 
end of the year. It was forced to refuse every request, whether 
from masters, the superintendent or the School Committee, 
that was not absolutely essential, and this attitude was: not a 
pleasant one for the Board to maintain. 

The causes of this constant trouble with the annual appro- 
priation have been repeatedly pointed out in the annual 
report,— an appropriation for repairs decreasing, the work 
to be done with this appropriation steadily increasing. It is 
not only that the city has more schools to care for, but that 
the School Committee, advancing on modern lines wholly 
admirable, is committed to work that means a large expendi- 
ture each year chargeable against this same appropriation. 
In 1908 the Board spent about $40,000 for new accommoda- 
tion and new equipment. In 1909 it spent some $65,000 
for the same purposes. It has now requests from the School 
Committee and plans for new accommodations for 1910 
which represent $70,000. Yet each year the School Com- 
mittee has appropriated the minimum allowed by law, and 
has asked the co-operation and support of the Board for every 
new enterprise, and has not hesitated to reduce the scanty 
appropriation when it needed funds. A brief review of 
action taken by the School Committee since 1906 will illus- 
trate this. 

January, 1906, the repairs of their own building on Mason 
street were put on this department. January, 1906, by act 
of Legislature the School Committee were allowed to take 
$60,000 from the appropriation to pay salaries to teachers. 
‘ March, 1906, the School Committee, against the advice of the 
Board, surrendered the Webb School, making new accommo- 
dations necessary. April 2, 1906, the Board was called upon 
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to equip a building for the new High School of Commerce. 
September 10, 1906, the system of nurses was begun. In 
1907 the Board was requested to protect from damage schools 
where vacation work and play yards were established. June, 
1907, the Board was requested to change plumbing in two 
schools so that they might be used as mixed schools and to 
equip Lyceum Hall for Girls’ High School of Practical Arts. 
October, 1907, the High School of Commerce was moved to the 
Patrick A. Collins School. November, 1907, manual training 
was established in the East Boston High School. InJ anuary, 
1908, free evening drawing schools were recommended. In 
February, 1908, manual training in all high schools was 
advised. In November, 1908, the Board was asked to equip 
the refectory building at Franklin Park for school use. In 
February, 1909, the Board was requested to fit up additional 
quarters for the School Committee on Tremont street. In 
March it was requested to fit up the Sarah J. Baker School for 
the Girls’ High School of Practical Arts. In April, 1909, the 
Board was requested to remodel and equip the Pierpont 
School. In May, 1909, industrial work in elementary schools 
was begun. In June, 1909, the Board equipped rooms in the 
Mechanics Building for the High School of Commerce. In 
September, 1909, a rented apartment was equipped for the 
Girls’ High School of Practical Arts. In September, 1909, 
industrial work was started in the Glenway School and even- 
ing work in various schools, and a homemaking class in the 
Charlestown High was recommended. 

- In addition to these detailed matters there is the general 
policy of reduction in the numbers in a class, which means 
more rooms and equipment elsewhere; and there is also the 
demand for fresh air rooms. All this means expense in 
addition to that which is always Day in the mainte- 
nance of the plant. 

The Board therefore has made a careful study of the 
recent expenditures in past years and on the strength of that 
will ask the School Committee to consider the desirability of 
making a larger appropriation for the Schoolhouse Depart- 
ment for repairs, and also of consulting with the Board before 
adopting any policy which will mean expense for this depart- 
ment. 

Broadly speaking, the work of the department done under 
the annual appropriation for repairs may be divided under 
four headings: (1) structural renewals; (2) improvement in 
conditions as to health and-safety; (3) new accommodation; 
(4) new equipment. Under (1) would come replacing defec- 
tive boilers, unsafe plumbing, leaking roofs, unsafe construc- 
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tion ete., and also all minor imperative repairs. Under 
(2) better plumbing, ventilation, fire protection. Under (8) 
portables or other temporary accommodation. Under (4) 
equipment for new work, cooking, manual training, kinder- 
gartens, industrial work, fresh air rooms, etc. (1) and (38) 
must be met; (2) and (4) ought to be met. A definite line 
cannot always be drawn between these four, but the following 
figures are approximately accurate. (1) and (2) are classed 
together as being repairs; (3) and (4) are classed together as 
being new accommodation and equipment. 

In 1908-09 the Board’s appropriation available for repairs, 
after deducting fixed charges of $39,110.82, was spent thus:

It.seems to the Board evident that while it might rea- 
sonably be expected to repair and maintain its buildings 
and take care temporarily of the annual increase of scholars 
and keep within the appropriation, it cannot be expected to 
meet all the expenses connected with the reduction in the 
size of classes,* the development of industrial and vocational 
work and the increased demand for various advances in 
methods of conducting secondary education. The Board is 
wholly in sympathy with the School Committee, believes 
in its advanced methods and would support it in every 
way if adequate funds were at its disposal, but without such 
funds it must always be in the false position of seeming to 
obstruct. 

With the more complete establishment of our engineering 
and architectural divisions the Board is in a better condition 
to estimate accurately in advance and plan for the econom- 
ical execution of its major repairs. Boilers have a definite 


* Certainly as far as it applies to children of school age. 
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life and a fairly accurate estimate of annual renewals could 
be made many years in advance.* <A thorough knowledge 
as to plumbing conditions makes it simple to estimate the 
cost of renewal each year, as one after another the old plants 
outlive their usefulness. The work of the Board that is its 
peculiar duty can therefore be accurately estimated; but the 
work which the School Committee puts upon it cannot be 
estimated without advance information from the School 
Committee. This the Board believes should be given, and no 
work involving expenditure on the part of this Board should 
be undertaken until the School Committee is assured that 
the expense of the work can be met. The Board therefore 
requests co-operation with the School Committee and a larger 
annual appropriation. 


IV. 


POLICY OF THE BOARD. 


The Board has as yet made no change in the employment 
of architects when on the commission basis, nor has it suffi- 
ciently developed its architectural department as to make 
it possible to undertake all the new buildings. The archi- 
tects appointed this year have been appointed on the old 
basis, except in one instance, and are receiving 5 per cent 
on the building and plumbing and 23 per cent on the 
heating and electrical work. The Board feels justified in 
this on the ground that it furnishes so much as to make 
the architects’ service a partial service. On the High School 
of Commerce, a large school, complicated by including 
offices for the School Committee and Schoolhouse Depart- 
ment, the Board, following the method adopted on the Nor- 
mal Group, appointed two architects; but instead of paying 
them on a commission basis, employs each on a salary and 
then pays the cost of draughting. On both salary and 
draughting there is an outside limit. This appears to be 
a very fair arrangement, particularly on a problem requir- 
ing study so much detailed as this. The cost of the building 
and the probable length of service were both taken into 
consideration in determining the outside limits. There is 
also a provision to allow of extension if there is good reason 
for it. The usual form for architects’ services is given in 
Appendix V. 

The cost of elementary schools remains about the same, 
but the Board is asked to have a certain number of over- 
size rooms in all new buildings and the architects are allowed

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the extra cube thereby involved. This does not materially 
affect the cost per pupil and the basement area under these 
larger spaces is better adapted to the requirements of cook- 
ing and manual training. Fresh air rgoms are also demanded, 
and as this appears to mean merely casement windows this 
also can be done without increased cost. The demand for 
industrial work in the elementary schools is going beyond 
cooking and sloyd and is now more distinctly vocational. 
This has not yet been asked for in any new buildings. If 
it were it would add materially to the cost per pupil and the 
cost should be carefully considered before adoption. 

The same demand for industrial work in the high schools 
has been largely met by schools for special purposes. Beside 
the Mechanic Arts High the city has now the High School 
of Commerce — both of these for boys —and the Girls’ High 
School of Practical Arts and the Girls’ Trade School — both 
for girls. But industrial opportunities are being demanded 
in the regular high schools also. It is to be hoped that this 
development will be allowed to grow naturally and not be 
foreed, and that the School Committee will count the cost of 
installing and equipping this work as well as maintaining it 
when established. The burden of the former must neces- 
sarily fall chiefly on the Schoolhouse Department. 

The engineering departments are now fully established 
and all work of heating and all electrical work is done by the 
Board. -It is done better than when handied by outside 
- engineers, for the force is employed in nothing else and can 
therefore give its undivided attention to school problems. 
The conference with other school engineers is an accom- 
plished fact. An association has been formed which now 
includes the engineers and architects regularly and solely in 
the employ of the boards of education of the large cities, and 
the following cities have membership: New York, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Boston, Philadelphia, Newark, Cleveland, Grand 
Rapids and Rochester. The first meeting was in New York in 
1909. The second meeting will be in St. Louis in March, 
1910. Boston has been represented at each by its heating, 
electrical and plumbing engineers and the executive clerk, 
who is secretary-treasurer of the organization. The Board 
firmly believes in giving its support to these annual 
conferences. 

The architectural division is gradually taking charge of 
work. Two buildings of last year’s list were assigned to 
it and more will be given on the 1910 list. It is too early to 
speak definitely of the success of this venture, but the Board 
believes it to be in line with the proved engineering work. 
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GENERAL DEDUCTIONS. 


The chief change noted this year has been reported in the 
“Revision of Standards of Cost to Agree with Reduced Size 
of Rooms.” These and previous deductions reported in 
other years are summed up as follows: 

All buildings are required to be fireproof up to and including 
the ceiling of the upper story. The cost is limited by allowing 
28,000 cubic feet per class room as a maximum for schools of 
the lower elementary type and 22 cents per cubic foot; and 
30,000 cubic feet per class room, with an allowance (of two class 
rooms for schools of medium size—that is about sixteen rooms 
—and four class rooms for schools of large size—over twenty- 
four rooms) to represent the added area of the assembly hall, 
and again 22 cents per cubic foot. For unusual expense in 
foundations 2 cents per cubic foot is allowed. 

The Board has nothing to add to the general deductions 
about high school accommodation or equipment or cost per 
pupil. The two high schools now under construction, the 
Dorchester High and the Girls’ High, are additions and give 
no definite information. The High School of Commerce is 
complicated with other problems. In general the Board still 
believes $400 per pupil to be sufficient. 

For the exterior, common red brick and stone. -For the 
grounds outside the buildings, from 30 to 50 square feet per - 
pupil, elementary buildings having about them paved spaces, 
experimental gardens, planted spaces and simple inclosures, 
preferably hedges. The square foot test for the floor plan 
remains and is found effective; the class room area on one 
floor multiplied by two should be the outside limit of the area 
of the floor. Buildings should be planned to give sunlight 
in every room at some time of the day. While the Board 
believes in unilateral lighting, it is better to have light from 
two sides than to have no sunlight. A room that has sunlight 
during all the school hours is not desirable. 

The assembly hall should be placed as near the ground as 
possible. The grade of the first floor should be sufficiently 
above the grade outside to make it possible to have doors to 
the basement with steps down inside. The basement floor, 
especially in such rooms as are used for the work of cooking 
or manual training, should be kept as near the grade outside 
as is possible, to give reasonably high story, about 10 feet; 
with the boiler room having greater height and the floor at 
lower grade the main ducts in a fan system can be of masonry 
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below the general basement floor. The whole detail of require- 
ments of the interior is given in the ‘‘General Information,” 
Appendix VII, but in general, stairs and corridors are wholly 
fireproof, except for doors opening off them to the class 
rooms. Ideally these might well be changed to fireproof 
doors, but at present the expense seems greater than is 
warranted. 

In class rooms it may be possible to substitute for the 
wooden floor, which gives constant trouble, a linoleum floor 
cemented to a concrete surface, but this means furniture that 
is not fastened to the floor. In cooking rooms and kinder- 
gartens it is certainly advisable. 

The adjustable furniture, both desk and seat, is still in use, 
but under a contract with a new firm pressed steel is being 
used for standards instead of cast iron. If a movable chair 
could be used there would be little difficulty in arranging the 
desk so that it would stand firmly without being fixed and 

this would allow the use of the linoleum floor in class rooms.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Last year a statement was made of all the items and 
balances to date in connection with the appropriations for 
land and buildings. This statement is here continued. Last 
year’s statement reported in detail the six items of the list of 
1907-08 and made an approximate estimated balance on the 
items for 1908-09. 

This list is now taken up again for more detailed and final 
statement.

Item 4, the Blackinton district (Bishop Cheverus School), is 
practically complete, except some final payments on furniture. 
This was reported last year as having an approximate balance - 
of $20,000. The Board transferred $10,000 to the Girls’ High 
in August, 1909. When this building was finally completed. 
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by a joint vote of the School Committee and the Board of 
Schoolhouse Commissioners a transfer of a further balance, 
$18,000, was made to the Mechanic Arts High School.

The High School of Commerce comes under a special act 
and a special appropriation (chapter 446 of the Acts of 1909). 
The amount was not to exceed $600,000. It seemed evident 
this summer when the land was taken and the plans for the © 
building were blocked out that the amount woyld prove 
inadequate. It was necessarily very roughly estimated and 
without any definite information in regard to the location, 
and consequently in regard to the cost of the land. The 
School Committee, who drew up the bill, placed the amount 
necessary at too low a figure. The Board estimates the cost 
of land, building and equipment as follows, and authority 
will be required from the Legislature before contracts could 
be signed in excess of $600,000:

The other item which should be reported upon in the 
financial statement is the special appropriation of $115,000 
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that was made for fire protection. Last year the Board 
reported that all but about $25,000 of this amount had been 
expended and on the Ist of February, 1909, there was a 
balance of $5,175.69, which will be expended during the 
coming summer on work which is most imperative.

CONCLUSION. 


In conclusion the Board wishes to express to the super- 
intendent its appreciation of the assistance that has been 
given to the Board by the committees, one on high schools 
and the other for elementary schools. The former, with Mr. 
Parmenter as chairman and Mr. Eliot and Mr. Lincoln, has 
been of very great service, not only in the comparatively 
simple problems of the additions to the Dorchester and Girls’ . 
High Schools but in the extremely complicated problem of 
the new High School of Commerce. This committee has been 
conscientious, careful and absolutely reliable in its study 
of the problems and in its advice. It was largely through the 
efforts of this committee that the accommodation of the 
Dorchester High Annex was increased in size, very much to 
the benefit of the school, and it is also largely due to the efforts 
of this committee that the size and equipment of the gymna- 
sium for the Girls’ High School was increased to make it 
adequate for so important a school. 

The committeee on elementary schools has been fortunate 
in retaining the services of Mr. William C. Crawford as 
chairman, and his work has been admirably supplemented 
by Mr. Hinds and Mr. Schuerch. This committee has advised 
in the most careful and painstaking way on the plans, arrange- 
ment and detail of equipment of all the elementary schools 
that have been studied this year. This includes the Abraham 
Lincoln, the Samuel Adams, the Lafayette, the William 
Lloyd Garrison and the George T. Angell. It is through 
the efforts of this committee that the previous suggestion 
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of the superintendent that all rooms should be limited to a 
size that would take forty-four pupils has been modified so as 
to give in each building a room of somewhat larger size which 
will accommodate a class of fifty, and which will give a space 
below or above it sufficient to take the cooking room, manual 
training room or kindergarten. It is difficult to overestimate 
the value of the work of these men, given so generously and 
so faithfully. ; 

The Board wishes to take this opportunity to make its 
acknowledgements to the Public School Art League. This 
organization gave efficient help some years ago when the 
Board was trying to arrive at a practical and at the same 
time esthetic use of color in class rooms and assembly halls. 
This work they have continued and have also carried on their 
most useful work of decorating individual rooms and assembly 
halls with photographs and casts. The work of this associa- 
tion has been done in a quiet but most effective way and the 
Board appreciates the value of this work and is grateful for it. 

In acknowledging the assistance that the Board has received 
from outside sources it is impossible to omit mention of the 
service that has been given by the special committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce on the High School of Commerce 
problem. Mr. Fish, as chairman of this committee, has given 
constant attention to the subject and has given the assistance 
of his influence in the community in forwarding the work, 
and Messrs. Rothwell, Filene, MeSweeney and Tuttle have all 
advised with the Board in regard to the building. 

On all the work connected with new buildings the Board 
has, through these various sources, been in very close con- 
nection with the School Committee, its aims and ambitions, 
and the Board believes that there has been most perfect 
co-operation and accord. The Board regrets that there does 
not seem to have been such complete co-operation in the 
work of the School Committee which affects the old buildings. 
If the superintendent appoints a committee to represent him 
and to advise with the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners 
on the construction of new buildings, it would seem to justify 
his appointing a committee to advise with the Board on so 
vital a subject as the reduction in the size of classes in the 
old buildings, and how, when and where it should be made 
applicable; or that he should appoint a committee on elemen- 
tary industrial work, to consult with the Board and decide 
where and how rooms or buildings should be equipped for 
new ventures. If this new work were harmonious and 
correlated with such work as cooking and manual training,

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which is already established, it would be possible for the 
School Committee to feel sure that, when they voted the 
establishment of a cooking room in this district or a class in 
industrial work in that, the Board of Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners had already been consulted and had given their 
consideration to the matter and decided how to carry out the 
work, and that the appropriation that is necessary had been 
set aside for it. Until this is done it is inevitable that the 
School Committee should occasionally undertake work which 
the Board cannot, on account of financial disability, support. 

Two new firms of architects have been added to the list 
of those who have worked for us and they, like all their 
predecessors, have furnished valuable information and assist- 
ance in perfecting the plans and specifications for the school 
work. To all these the thanks of the Board are due.

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APPENDIX V. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sioners of the City of Boston as the Architect for erecting a 
building is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 


SecTion 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the désign and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof; 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to 
confer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies. and when these are accepted by the Board to advise 
the Architect in the details of their work, and make the neces- 
sary working drawings and specifications for, and have the 
direction of, the heating, ventilating and electric work for the 
building, said work being hereinafter designated as the domestic 
engineering; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
lots; 

(d.) Isto make all borings necessary to determine the quality 
of the foundations, and on request of the Architect, or of any 
person doing work on the building, furnish him full information 
relating to the above, the sewer, water, gas and electric service, 
and to the rights, restrictions and boundaries of the lot on which 
the building is to be constructed. 

Sect. 2.— The Architect.— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, design, 
construction and cubical contents of the building, and enable it 
to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of cost therefor, 
and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis of working 
drawings and specifications; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale, and such detail drawings on a larger scale as are necessary 
to explain the specifications; 

(c.) Is to furnish, revise and correct for the printer one com- 
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plete set of specifications for everything to be furnished or done 
in constructing the building, except the domestic engineering; 

(d.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blue prints therefrom, 
the said set of working drawings; 

(e.) Is to restudy and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if, owing to an 
unwarranted departure from the approved preliminary studies 
or to a needlessly extravagant or elaborate interpretation of 
them in said drawings and specifications, the lowest bid for 
doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(f.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the Board, 
to remain their property, two sets of blue prints, mounted on 
cloth, taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspec- 
tive drawing of the exterior of the building suitable for repro- 
duction, and at the conclusion of the work a complete set of 
working drawings on tracing cloth, either the set previously 
referred to or a copy therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree 
with and embody all changes made during construction; 

(g.) Is to make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of such 
blue prints from the said set of working drawings as may be 
required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is to have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such 
other work; 

(v.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy; 

(7.) Isto advise with the Board on any changes in the build- 
ing contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes when 
required by the Board so to do; 

(k.) Is to cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. 

Secr. 3.— The city, as full compensation for the services 
aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 24 per cent upon the cost of the 
domestic engineering, and 5 per cent upon the cost of all other 
work, payments to be made as follows: 24 per cent upon all 
contracts other than those for domestic engineering is to be paid 
on the signing of such contracts, and thereafter 24 per cent 
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upon the value of the materials and labor, as specified in each 
estimate for payment under the contract, is to be paid on the 
making of the estimate, until the full payment aforesaid is made, 
and if any thereof remains unpaid at the completion of the work 
it is then to be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, 
the value of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned 
one-fifth of the estimated total commission; when working 
drawings and specifications are ready for contract, the value of 
his services to date shall be reckoned as three-fifths of said com- 
mission. If the Board discontinue the services of the Architect 
at any intermediate stage the value of his services shall be 
reckoned proportionately. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
section 2, paragraph e, above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications, for the same school build- 
ing, the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside 
a sum not exceeding three times the actual cost of draughting, 
and the new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as 
stated in section 3, above. 

Secr. 5.— In the above agreement the term “building” is 
used to define not only the structure itself, but all work in con- 
nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration. 
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APPENDIX VI. 
NEW BUILDINGS. 


List or 1909. 


Item 1. The Samuel Adams School The Adams District, 
elementary school, upper grades. This building is located on 
Webster street, East Boston, the lot containing about 33,480 
square feet, of which the building will occupy 12,257, leaving 
21,223 for a play-ground, about 33 square feet per pupil. It 
will contain ten class-rooms of standard size, 7. e., 23 by 29 feet; 
and four larger class-rooms to seat fifty, an assembly hall, 
manual training room and cooking-room. 

The basement contains two class-rooms, play-rooms, toilet- 
rooms, manual training and cooking-rooms, and the heating 
apparatus. There are six class-rooms on the first and six on the 
second floor. The four large class-rooms are located two on 
each floor, two facing the southwest and two facing the north- 
east. 

The building is of red brick and limestone and is of first-class 
construction throughout, except frame of roof, which is covered 
with a plastic slate. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by the plenum-fan system. Fresh air will be deliv- 
ered to the class-rooms by an 8-foot by 4-foot, three-quarter 
housing, steel plate fan, belt driven by a 12-inch by 8-inch 
low pressure steam engine operating at 25 pounds steam pres- 
sure. The fan will normally deliver 22,400 cubic feet of air 
per minute. Aspirating coils placed in the vent flues will 
assist in removing the foul air. 

Two horizontal return tubular boilers will be installed, each 
60 inches in diameter, 17 feet 4 inches long, and containing 
seventy-four 3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 16 feet long. 

There will be a total of 6,850 square feet of radiation, com- 
prising indirect radiators in the main heating chamber, wall 
radiators in the class-rooms under the windows, direct radia- 
tors in the wardrobes and small rooms, and pipe coils in the 
basement play-rooms and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms and assembly hall will be equipped with 
automatic temperature control. A thermostat placed in the 
main fresh-air duct and connected to mixing dampers located 
in the walls of the primary heating chamber will maintain the 
air in the duct at a constant temperature of 68 degrees Fahren- 
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heit. The wall radiators in each class-room will be under the 
control of a thermostat placed in the room. 

The horizontal fresh-air ducts in the basement will be located 
below the floor, and will be built of concrete. The vertical 
fresh air and vent ducts will be of terra cotta. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts, and run in two separate flues 
to the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also be 
made to the space back of the urinals. Ventilation will be 
assisted by aspirating coils placed in the main flues. The 
individual closets will have similar seat vents. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, a.telephone system for interior communication, a system 
of electric clocks and program bells, all controlled by a single 
master clock, a projection lantern with reflectoscope attach- 
ment, and a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 2. The Sherwin District, elementary school, upper 
erades. This item was changed with the consent of the Super- 
intendent and School Committee, and, instead of erecting one 
large, upper grade, elementary school, it was decided to pur- 
chase two lots of land, one on Ruggles street, the other on 
Hunneman street, and to erect a lower elementary school of 
eight rooms on the former, which will be named the Lafayette 
School, and a lower elementary of eight rooms, with provision 
for an addition at a future date, which would complete the 
building and adapt it for upper grades, on the latter lot. This 
will be named the George T. Angell School. 

The Lafayette School. The lot on Ruggle sstreet. contains 
27,516 square feet, of which the building covers 5,493 square 
feet, leaving a yard space of 22,023 square feet, about 62 square 
feet per pupil. The building will accommodate 352 pupils, and 
contains eight class-rooms, all of the regular standard size, 23 by 
29 feet, to accommodate forty-four pupils in each. There will 
be four class-rooms on the first and four on the second floor, 
and the basement will contain toilet-rooms, play-rooms and the 
heating apparatus. There will be no kindergarten here. 

The building will be of red brick and artificial stone, of 
first-class construction except the roof, which will be iramed 
with wood and slated. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed ane 
ventilated by the low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by aspirating 
coils placed in the flues. 

nya will be two cast-iron sectional boilers set in brick 
work. 

A total of 4,250 square feet of radiation will be installed. 
The class-rooms will be warmed by indirect pin radiators, gener- 
ally placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. The 
temperature of the air entering these rooms will be controlled 
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by hand mixing dampers operated by the teachers. The first 
floor corridor will have foot warmers. All other rooms in the 
building will be warmed by-direct radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be made 
of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also 
be made to the space back of the urinals. Ventilation will 
be assisted by aspirating coils placed in the main flues. The 
individual closets will have similar seat vents. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, electric clocks and program bells and a combined local 
and auxiliary fire-alarm system, but no telephones. 

The George T. Angell School.— The lot on Hunneman street 
contains 43,814 square feet and fronts on three streets,— Hunne- 
man street, Harrison avenue and Reed street. The building 
will contain eight class-rooms and a cooking-room, provisions 
being made for an addition in the future, which will contain 
eight class-rooms, manual training room and assembly hall, 
thus making the completed building an upper elementary 
school, with sixteen class-rooms, cooking and manual training 
rooms and assembly hall. The building, when completed, 
will cover over 12,850 square feet, leaving 20,964 square feet 
for a playground, or about 39 square feet per pupil. It will face 
the southwest, the original building occupying the Harrison 
avenue side of the lot and the addition the Reed street side. 
There will be three class-rooms, 23 by 29 feet, on the first and 
also on the second floor in the original building, and on each 
floor there will be one larger room to seat fifty. 

The basement contains the cooking-room, play-rooms, toilet 
and heating plant. The exterior will be red brick and artificial 
stone. The building will be of first-class construction, except 
the roof, which will be a flat composition roof. 

Heating and Ventilation. The building will be warmed and 
- ventilated by the low pressure steam, gravity return, gravity 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by means 
of aspirating coils placed in the vent flues. 

There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 
48 inches in diameter and 16 feet 4 inches long, containing 
fifty 3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 15 feet long. Provision is 
made for installing a third boiler whenever the proposed 
addition is built. 

There will be a total of 5,141 square feet of radiation. The 
class-rooms will be warmed by indirect pin radiators generally 
placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. The tem- 
perature of the air entering these rooms will be controlled by 
hand mixing dampers operated by the teachers. The first 
floor corridor is provided with foot warmers incased in gal- 
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vanized iron and hung from the basement ceiling. All other 
rooms in the building are warmed by direct radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues for the class-rooms will be built 
of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also 
be made to the space back of the urinals. Ventilation will 
be assisted by aspirating coils placed in the main flues. The 
individual closets will have similar seat vents. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, electric clocks and program bells, a telephone system 
and a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 38.—The William Lloyd Garrison School—The Lewis 
District, elementary school, lower grades, is located on Hutch- 
ings street, Roxbury. The lot extends through to Brookledge 
street, and contains about 45,000 square feet. This building 
also is planned for a future addition. The original building 
will contain ten class-rooms, of which’ six are the standard 
size to accommodate forty-four pupils, 2. e., 23 by 29 feet, and 
four are larger, 23 by 32 feet, and will seat fifty pupils. One 
of the larger rooms will be used as a kindergarten, and is divided 
into two rooms. The original building will occupy 6,614 
square feet, the addition 9,389 square feet, making a total 
of 16,003 square feet, leaving a play-ground space of 28,997 
square feet. 

The basement contains toilet-rooms, play-rooms and heating 
apparatus. There are three standard size class-rooms and 
two larger rooms, one of which will be used as kindergarten, 
on the first floor, and three standard size and two larger rooms 
on the second floor. The building is of first-class construction 
except the roof, and is built of red brick and artificial limestone, 
and has a slate roof. 

When completed the building will have eighteen class- 
rooms, manual training and cooking-rooms, kindergarten and 
assembly hall, thus making it a fully equipped upper elemen- 
tary school, but the present building will have neither assembly 
hall, cooking-room nor manual training room. 

Heating and ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 
ventilated by the low pressure steam, gravity, return gravity, 
indirect system. Ventilation will be stimulated by means of 
aspirating coils placed in the vent flues. 

There will be two horizontal return tubular boilers, each 54 
inches in diameter and 16 feet 3 inches long, containing sixty 
3-inch charcoal iron tubes, 15 feet long. Provision is made for 
ne taps a third boiler whenever the proposed addition is 

uilt. 
There will be a total of 5,708 square feet of radiation. The 
class-rooms will be warmed by indirect pin radiators, generally 
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placed in brick heating chambers in the basement. The tem- 
perature of the air entering these rooms will be controlled by 
hand mixing dampers operated by the teachers. The first 
floor corridor is provided with foot warmers, encased in gal- 
vanized iron and hung from the basement ceiling. All other 
rooms in the building are warmed by direct radiation. 

The warm air and vent flues to the class-rooms will be built 
of brick. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in two separate 
flues to the top of the main ventilators. Connection will also 
be made to the space back of the urinals. Ventilation will be 
assisted by aspirating coils placed in the main flues. The 
individual closets will have similar seat vents. 

Electric System.— The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, a telephone system for interior communication, a system 
of electric clocks, controlled by a single master clock, a system 
of program bells, manually operated, and a combined local 
and auxiliary fire-alarm system. 

Item 4. The Addition to the Girls’ High School. This addi- 
tion is built on the lot adjoining the present Girls’ High 
School, facing Pembroke street. The lot, part of which is the 
original playground of the school, and part an addition pur- 
chased in 1902, contains 7,026 square feet. The building will 
be of red brick and artificial stone, and will have a flat roof. 
It will be three stories high and of first-class construction 
throughout. There will-be two stories of class-rooms, four on 
each floor, 26 by 32 feet. There will be a large gymnasium, 
with an area equal to that of four class-rooms and corridors, 
located on the first floor. It will be 20 feet high. There will 
be shower-bath and locker rooms in the basement for ‘the 
pupils using the gymnasium, and also a lunch-room. 

The equipment of the new portion is supplemented by 
additional work that has been done in the old building, the 
installation of a new toilet-room on the second floor. It is 
proposed to equip the building with an electric elevator, 
so as to facilitate the service in this rather high building. 
When completed the school will have accommodation for 
1,700 pupils. 

Heating and Ventilation.— The building will be warmed and 


‘ventilated by the plenum-fan system. [Fresh air will be 


delivered to the class-rooms by a 7-foot by 4-foot, three-quarter 
housing, steel plate fan, belt driven by a 13-inch by 7-inch low 
pressure steam engine operating at 25 pounds steam pressure. 
The fan will normally deliver 23,114 cubic feet of air per minute. 
Aspirating coils placed in the vent flues will assist in removing 
the foul air. 

Steam will be obtained from the boiler plant in the present 
building. ; 
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There will be a total of 6,7694 square feet of radiation, com- 
prising indirect radiators in the main heating chamber, wall 
radiators in the class-rooms under the windows, direct radiators 
in the wardrobes, lunch-room and small rooms and pipe coils 
in the basement, shower-bath, and sanitaries. 

The class-rooms and the gymnasium will be equipped with 
automatic temperature control. A thermostat placed in the 
main fresh-air duct and connected to mixing damper located 
in the walls of the primary heating chamber will maintain the 
air in the duct at a constant temperature of 68 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The wall radiators in each class-room will be under the 
control of a thermostat placed in the room. 

The horizontal fresh-air ducts in the basement will be located 
below the floor and will be built of concrete. Some of the 
vertical fresh-air and vent ducts will be built of galvanized 
iron, the remainder being of masonry. 

All water-closets in the basement sanitaries will be provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which will be connected 
together by galvanized-iron ducts and run in a separate flue 
to the top of the main ventilator. Ventilation will be assisted 
by aspirating coils placed in the main flue. The individual 
closets will have similar seat vents. 

Electric System.—The building will be equipped with electric 
lights, a telephone system for interior communication, a system 
of electric clocks and program bells controlled by a master 
clock, and a combined local and auxiliary fire-alarm system.

GENERAL INFORMATION FOR FIRST CLASS 
CONSTRUCTION. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


SCHOOL-ROOMS. (1.) Size will be 23 by 29 for elementary 
erades and not less than 12 feet in clear. 

Modification allowable only after consultation 

with the Board. A building having no grades 

above IV., with no desk larger than 21 inches, 

might have rooms 22 by 28, but the standard 

size gives the extra space wanted for modern 

methods. Desks should be laid out on the pre- 

liminary plans. (See drawing.) This drawing 

should give 18-inch, 21-inch and 23-inch desks, 

laid out in a 23 by 29 room. The School Com- 

mittee advise, and this Board has adopted, the 

policy of having a small portion of the rooms 

in a building, perhaps 10 or 20 per cent, of a 

size that will seat 50, 2. e., 23 feet by 32 feet. 

Every class-room shall be consecutively num- 

bered on the plans to designate it. These 

numbers to be for the doors, as noted below, 

and for the annunciator. Other rooms that 

appear on the annunciator to be named on the 

plans, as assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s 

room, cooking-room, manual training room. 

The kindergarten shall be counted as a class- 

room. In high schools, both class and recita- 

tion rooms to be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 

left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 

the sash shall contain not less than } of 

floor area, about 135 square feet for a room 

23 feet wide;* neither double run of sash 

nor double glazing will be required, but a 

* It is evident that if this area of glass is requisite to light a room in a building with 
free space about it, such, for example, as the Sarah J. Baker School, it is inadequate for 
a room in a building situated like the Christopher Columbus, on a narrow street. Under 
exceptionally free conditions, with no obstructions to the direct light from the sky, 
it is possible that the area of glass might be reduced, but it appears to be no more 


than enough for the ordinary conditions of the new buildings, and should be increased, 
if possible, for such situations as that of the Columbus. 
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dustproof metal weather strip; the head square 
and close to the ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 
6 inches from the floor; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, no architrave, metal 
corner bead. 

(3.) Doors— One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
brass-plated steel butts, 4-lever mortise lock, 
master keyed; cast brass knobs, marble thresh- 
olds to corridors. Doors to have 2-inch, plain 
brass numbers, and cardholders 34 inches by 5 
inches, and hooks to hold open. 

(4.) Floors will be Georgia pine rift or 
maple. 

(5.) Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water color,— a warm 
eray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches to Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grades V. to VIII. Behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best black 
slate, + inch thick. At end, in place of black- 
board, pine sheathing with burlap stretched 
over it for a tack board, to extend from base 
to the moulding at top of blackboards. In 
lower grades a rack or tack board for holding 
cards is required above the blackboard. A 
picture molding at top of burlap, and also 
near ceiling in all rooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted 
a light cream color. 

(7.) Lights— Nine chain pendant electric 
fixtures on three switches. No gas. 

_(8.) Heating and Ventilation The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookease in any 
convenient position, capable of containing 300 
octavo volumes (600 volumes in bookcases for 
upper grades); upper doors fitted with pin 
tumbler locks, and latch and knob; drawers 
fitted with pin tumbler lock and small brass 
knobs. Lower doors to have pin tumbler 
locks; same lock in each bookcase; all book- 
case locks master keyed. (See drawing.) 
Special equipment for care of books where 
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school is held day and evening is described on 
page 20, Report 1908. 

(10.) Map Swupports— Provide one map 
support for each class-room in Grades IV., 
V., VI., VIL., and VIII., preferably behind the 
teacher’s desk or opposite the windows. 

(11.) Teacher's Closet.— Provide a small 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe. 

FRESH—AIR The School committee is responding to the 

ROOMS. more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular ten- 
dencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferable a sunny corner room, 
be chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement to 
open out, instead of double hung; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tempera- 
ture can be quickly raised if necessary when 
the windows are closed. Otherwise these rooms 
will be the same as other class-rooms. 

WARDROBES, A_ (1.) Szze.— Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no thresh- 
olds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 inches 
wide, brass double acting butts, foot and hand 
plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold open, 
ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) Floors.—Terazzo, with granolithic bor- 
der and base. . 

(5.) Walls.— Painted burlap up to hook 
rail; poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height 
of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from 
floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches; 
upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for high schools. Pins 
and hooks, 8 inches to 12 inches on centers for 
elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for high. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

—(7.) Light.—One lamp. Ceiling outlets, elec- 
tric. Switch in class-room. 
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(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heating, di- 
rect. Ventilation, direct, 13 square feet area 
cross section. 

The so-called Chicago type has been studied 
in a model for one building, but has not yet 
been tested in practice. It is a recess 20 inches 
deep and about 14 feet long, equipped with the 
standard pole and 44 hooks. The floor is of 
terazzo, the ceiling is at about 7 feet above the 
floor. The doors are hung like sash, to slide up, 
are framed flush and covered with burlap for a 
tack-board. The ventilator is independent of 
the room vent, but there is no heat except 
what is drawn in from the room at the 
bottom. 

(1.) Size.— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, ete. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; door check; heavy hooks to hold open. 
Vestibule doors open out, heavy butts, pulls, 
push plates, hooks to hold open, door checks, 
no locks. Outer doors to basement open out, 
and fitted with standard latch lock. Other 
hardware as above. 

(4.) Floors.— Terazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by slate strips 
or linoleum glued on a cement surface. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings—— A light 
glazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. Put 
picture molding at ceiling in corridors. 

(7.) Light-— Ceiling or short pendant fix- 
tures (electric) 32 candle-power each, also gas 
for emergency in corridors, on stairs, and in 
vestibules. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.—Heat direct, 
supplemented. by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets—On each floor 
above the first one or two 4-foot sinks, and 
emergency closets, with water-closet, one for 
boys and one for girls. 

(1.) Number and Arrangement.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, but fireproof construc- 
tion in all cases, and not over 5 feet wide. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction

with granolithic surface. Rails of a simple 
pattern, easily cleaned; wall rails are not 
wanted. 

(3) Steps.— About 64 or 7 inches by 10. 
Rail not less than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 
3 feet on landings. 

(1.) Size-— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 2.25 
water-closets for each school-room, .75 boys, 
1.5 girls, and 33 inches of urinal for every 
school-room, arranged for convenient super- 
vision and circulation.* Slate sinks, length 
from 10 inches per class-room in small build- 
ings to 6 inches per class-room in large build- 
ings, located preferably in the play-rooms. The 
above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.—Ample outside light; glazed 
where exposed to view outside with factory 
ribbed glass. To have wire guards. 

(3.) Doors. —The doors arranged “in” 
and “out,’? with spring or door check and 
stout brass hooks to hold open; glazed. with 
ribbed glass; half doors to water-closets, ex- 
cept where ordered omitted. 

(4.) Floors— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor wash. 

(5.) Walls.— Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous, inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. No basement ceiling need 
be furred level. 

(7.) Light.— Ceiling or short pendant elec- 
tric fixtures. 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation.— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) In each school of the upper. grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a _ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the center of the building, 72. e., on the second 
floor in a three story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with one 


* Inquiries have been addressed to principals of all schools where water-closets and 
urinals have been installed on this basis, and the consensus of opinion appears to be 
that the number cannot be reduced without inconvenience, but that it is satisfactory 


as it stands. 
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water-closet and bowl for each ten. Doors to 


‘be clearly marked ‘‘ Master” or “Teachers” in 


brass letters. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, a separate room with toilet accom- 
modations for men. 

(3.) Opportunity in teachers’ rooms for 
warming luncheon, either gas or electric. 

(1.) All free basement space to be arranged 
as play-rooms for boys and girls. Salt-glazed 
brick, 7 feet high, and painted or whitewashed 
brick or stone walls above. Granolithic floors 
drained to floor washes, plaster ceilings or 
whitewashed concrete. Basement doors and 
windows to have wire guards in channel iron 
frames; guards to be hinged and padlocked. 

Play-grounds to have boundary fences and 
to be paved for the play-yards, coal and ash 
teams. Borders to be planted. 

(1.) Water-closets— The basement water- 
closets for elementary schools are short hopper 
closets; elsewhere, a heavy washdown closet. 
(See drawing.) 

(2.) Slate Poe tes sound, close- 
erained slate, black, green or purple, supported 
at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet high, tied 
together and to the wall, to which doors are 
hung. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals.— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions, 
flushed automatically, through {-inch per- 
forated pipe, with cold water; vented at 
bottom, into space behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, self-closing cocks, 
set 15 inches on centers, and cup-hooks at 


each side of cocks, and jet drinking fountains, 


in the external angles. A sink is desired for 
electrician unless there is one near by. 

(5.). Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping—<(a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, but 
oil-tested, red lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; no nickel-plate. Hot water 
for janitor’s use in basement, cooking-room, 
and for master’s and teachers’ rooms and 
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emergency toilets. Supply from boiler and 
from summer boiler, if any, or from an inde- 
pendent hot-water heater. 

(c.) Fire Lines.— In buildings over three 
stories high, one or more lines of 3-inch pipe if 
requested by the Board. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


ASSEMBLY (1.) Assembly halls should accommodate 

HALLS. from 400 to800. Itis not considered neces- 
sary to seat the full number of pupils in schools 
of greater capacity. The floor to be level and 
of wood like class-rooms. The windows to be 
fitted with rebated moldings to take black 
shades, and so designed as to make the opera- 
tion of shades practical and simple. The plat- 
form should be capable of accommodating 
one, or, in the large schools, two classes, and 
should have removable stepped platforms of 
wood to take the benches. Galleries may be 
used where the hall is two stories in height. 
Anterooms near the platform are desirable, 
and a connection from adjoining class-rooms 
to the anterooms or directly to the platform. 
A dignified architectural treatment of the walls 
and a studied color scheme for walls and ceil- 
ing is expected. The lighting, acoustics and 
exits should be such as belong to a small 
lecture hall. Artificial lighting to be under 
control from at least two points, one of which 
must be near an exit. Electric outlet for 30 
ampere projection lantern, 25 feet from cur- 
tain. Provide recess in ceiling over platform 
for spring rolled curtain 13 feet long. 


MANUAL (1.) Szze— Room, generally located in 
TRAINING basement, should be approximately 900—1,000 
ROOMS. square feet, preferably a corner room, and the 


larger of the two allowed sizes of rooms;-. and 
arrangement, shown by drawing, for number 
of benches there given, 28.* 

(2.) Light— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible, and on two sides. 
Artificial light in chain pendant electric 
fixtures, one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls.— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 7 
feet where exposed, and above blackboard 


* In elementary schools for boys only, 25 is sufficient, as this would always take 
half a class. 
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space of about 15 running feet, 4 feet high, 
and above this brick walls whitewashed. If 
above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Cerlings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation. The same 
as in class-rooms. 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.)  Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably long and narrow. Eighteen-inch 
shelves should run around the room, 5 feet 6 
inches and 6 feet from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 30 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closet Teachers’ closet 
should be large enough to be used also for 
storage of finished work, and should be fitted 
with all shelving possible as well as with the 
customary coat hooks. An area of 40 square 
feet is adequate. 

(d.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(e.) Work-rack.— About 28 feet long, made 
in sections, 6 feet 6 inches high, and 2 feet deep. 
The length is to take 27 compartments (equal- 
ing the number of benches) and the height the 
number of divisions that use the room (two 
each day, five days, outside limit). Com- 
partments to have numbers painted. (For all 
of these see drawings.) 

(f.) Sink.— A 8-foot porcelain enameled 
iron sink, with hot and cold water. 

(g.) Furniture—(Not included in the 
building contract.) The furniture comprises 
28 benches and stools, 4 display frames about 
6 feet long and 30 inches wide, demonstration 
steps and guard rail, teacher’s desk, table 4 
feet by 24 feet with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs. (See drawing.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings. 

(1.) Stze.-—Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 28 stations. 

(2.) Light. Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
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basement room may have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors.— The floor linoleum, on cement, 
except space occupied by ranges, which is 
tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or 
if above basement like class-rooms. ~ 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. 

(7.) Fittengs.— (a.) Wardrobes.— Provision 
for 28 pupils, double coat and hat hooks in 
separate lighted closet, and small teacher’s 
closet. 

(b.) Work benches, accommodating 28 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etc., a Bunsen burner with a 
hinged iron grill over it, set on aluminum plates 
at each station; benches arranged in the form 
of ellipse, or oblong, with access to center from 
two sides; top of pine 26 inches wide; open 
underneath and supported on pipe standards. 
One section detached and fitted as a demon- 
stration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) is to be set in center. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser.— Ten feet long, in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding, or 
hinged, doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should be 
put in each cupboard about 12 inches from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.— In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 5 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, and a small 
sink about 2 feet long, with 1 hot and 1 cold 
water cock. Sinks should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot-water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) 

(h.) Coal and Gas Ranges.— A_ six-hole 
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coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(i.) Refrigerator.— Will be a part of the 
furniture. Furnished under another contract. 

(1.) Size-— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of a class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area, 800 to 900 square feet, is 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor, with at least 4 feet all around it. 
The small room, about 200 square feet. 

(2.) Light.— Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type, arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors.— Linoleum cemented on _ to 
concrete surface, with painted lines as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Cetlings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 


rooms. 


(8.) Fttings.— (a.) Wardrobe.— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Toilet-room.— Immediately adjoining, 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Size.— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(3.) Shades.— Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors.— One door to corridor, as in 
class-rooms, marked ‘‘ Nurse’s room.” 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile. | 

(6.) Floor.— Terazzo, like corridors. 
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(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Light.— Pendant electrolier with spe- 
cial shade. Extra socket on body of fixture for 
hand portable. : 

(9.) Nurse’s Closet for Supplies.— Size, 3 
by 4; one shelf; 6 hooks for clothing. 

(10.) Bath Tub.— Five-foot porcelain enam- 
eled iron, hot and cold water, where requested 
by Superintendent of Nurses. 

(11.) Bowl.— Enameled iron, hot and cold 
water faucets to turn by foot pressure, 2. e., 
hospital pattern. Hot water must be available 
all the year. 

(12.) Stove and Clock.— Gas or electric 
heater as in teachers’ rooms, and a secondary 
GlOoCias 

(13.) Fttings.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet.— Oak finish, medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool White enamel revolving 
stool. (Not in building contract.) (c.) Table. 
— Dressing table, white enamel frame, glass 
top and shelf; size 16 by 20, rubber crutch 
tips. (d.) Filing Case for Nurse’s Records.— 
Oak finish, to hold 1,000 cards, 4 by 6; lock and 
key; guide cards. (e.) Writing Table.— Oak 
finish, with drawer and lock; size, 20 by 30. 
(f.) Chair— Oak to match table. (g.) 
Couch.— Flat frame oak, canvas adjustable top. 
(h.) Murror.— Size 24 by 3, set over bowl. 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


(1.) High school class-rooms are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room, 26 feet by 32 feet, will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 438 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as ~ 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are to be used in the Charlestown High, 
would accommodate about thirty pupils each. 
Lay out desks in one room of each type on 
preliminary plans. 
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ASSEMBLY HALL. (1.) For a high school would not differ 
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materially from that already described for 
elementary schools. 

(1.) For accommodation of the principal 
there should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office; 
and rooms for both men and women teachers, 
which might well be concentrated in the neigh- 
borhood of the reception-room and the princi- 
pal’s room. The School Committee now have 
under consideration a change in the organiza- 
tion of high school teachers, which may 
require a modification of the arrangement of 
the offices. 

(1.) The Rooms in General Required.— 
Laboratory, separate from lecture-room, may 
be used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administrative pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemicals 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square feet, 
and of the lecture room about 600 square feet. 

(1.) Size-— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light.— On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilationn—On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. 

(4.) Walls and Cetling— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— Preferably of concrete; may

be of hardwood in narrow strips, filled in by 
asphalt; should slope very slightly between 
desks, interspaces again trending to common 
corner, which may be drained. 

(6.) Equipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in séctions 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 
feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches at least wide, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the end 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
white wood, 14 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, 4 inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 


* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is 
apparently adequate for teaching elementary chemistry, and is less expensive.

similar way, but without necessarily a drain, 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixed slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthern jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be of slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 3 or 
4 compartments, closed by sliding windows, 
Space against wall not occupied by hood for 
general link. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of center of double desk sections, branch 
into 2 leads along back of each section. Take- 
offs between each working desk space in form 
of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of 2 feet. 

(8.) Water.— Lead from water main at 
free end of center of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take-off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be in form of wooden trough, in sec- 
tions dovetailed from 6 inches to 8 inches inside 
diameter and equally deep, covered with 
asphalt paint or filling; may be supported on 
brackets against wall and left open, or covered 
and provided with movable top. Into this 
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drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in center, 
where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sink, 

(10.) EHlectricity— Current of electricity 
on section desks need not exceed ten volts, 
may be supplied from source common to phys- 
ical and chemical side. Plugs between each 
working space placed under desk top on frame. 

(1.) Sivze.— Area to depend on number of 
seatings required or number of pupils in 
classes; should be large enough for two classes, 
and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light. As much glass area as class- 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows 
and other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified under Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from the top, controlled at 
point convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with 
register and flue of at least 10 inches diameter, 
to afford means of down draught. Flue 
carried under floor to nearest wall, flue and 
draught actuated by motor, if not sufficient. 

(5.) HEquipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet 
nor less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in 2 depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches mini- 
mum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
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pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
2-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; steam 
supply direct from boiler main with a by-pass 
to summer boiler; ‘supply gas air suction, and 
gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. Over 
demonstration table, secured to ceiling, pro- 
vide a plank with heavy screw hooks. Behind 
lecture table provide sliding blackboards of 
not less than 50 square feet, and a canvas 
curtain on heavy spring roller for attaching 
charts. Drawers and closets for lesser lecture 
apparatus and chemicals in body of table, wall 
on either side provided with shelves for reagent 
bottles under glass, and side wall provided with 
cabinets for larger pieces of permanent appa- 
ratus, if there is no special room for this. Lift- 
ing seats with desk for taking notes arranged 
on platforms, so that the successive tiers will 
rise one above the other to insure an unob- 
structed view of demonstration table. (See 
drawing.) 

(6.) Electricity.— Provide three (3) forms 
of current, viz., one circuit for direct current 
at 110 volts, 30 amperes, and one circuit for 
5 to 20 volts, 50 amperes, and one circuit for 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Regulating rheostat for the 5 to 20 volt direct 
current to be located conveniently to table. 
A 50-ampere ammeter and a 125-volt volt- 
meter, both with extra large illuminated dials, 
mounted on swing brackets in full view of 
class and instructor; suitable means for switch- 
ing ammeter and voltmeter to either circuit. 
Terminate circuits in nonreversible push plug 
receptacles. A projection lantern and recep- 
tacles for same at end of table and at rear of 
room. Lantern screen on spring roller at side 
of room, width of screen usually 12 feet, but 
dependent on distance and lenses used. 

(1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 
ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.— This should ad- 
join the above. Primarily for storage of 
liquid chemicals in bulk and preparation of 
liquid reagents, and storage of supply bottles, 
also fitted for teacher’s laboratory. Should 
have wide center table with gas in center, 
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working desks, with drawers and closets along 
two sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks | 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

(1.) Szze.— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light. The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lumiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified under 
Assembly Hall (p. 88). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted with 
4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross-bar. 
Wall tables around room on sides where there 
are windows, with one or two shallow drawers 
under, but not deep enough to interfere with 
comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip sinks with 
cold water to be provided at these tables, one 
to every six or eight pupils. Instructor’s table, 
fitted with hot and cold water, Richards’ 
pump, numerous cupboards and drawers of 
various depths and widths. Two-inch plank 
bolted to ceiling over this table, with space of 
2 or 3 inches between plank and ceiling for 
attachment of pendulums and other apparatus. 
Provide electric outlet for stereopticon and 
screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture-— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number of 
tablet arm chairs to accommodate the entire 
division during demonstration exercises. Chairs 
to be placed in rectangle formed by pupils’ 
tables and demonstration table. These are 
not in building contract, but to be laid out 
on preliminary plans. 

(6.)  Hlectricity.— One outlet for direct cur- 
rent at 110 volts E.M.F. and 30-ampere 
capacity. One outlet for direct current at low 
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voltage with regulator conveniently located. 
One outlet for alternating current at 110 volts 
K. M. F. and 30-ampere capacity. One outlet 
for each kind of current at demonstration table, 
to be single pole push plugs‘instead of binding 
posts. Series and multiple connections at each 
pupil’s table. Switch in laboratory to cut 
out pupils’ tables. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to: be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with burlap, secured 
at edges, but not glued on like wall paper. 

(9.) Blackboards—— As much_ blackboard 
space as possible. Sliding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Szze— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be in 
the laboratory if there is sufficient wall space. 
A small sink and hood should be provided. 

(1.) A-small shop is desirable, though not 
absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 
with work bench, power lathe, belted to motor 
generator, and shelving for tools and stock, 
and may be set up in apparatus-room. 

(1.) Size.— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 


Laboratory and apparatus-room. 


(2.) Light.— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class-rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.—(a.) Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup- 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. ; 
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(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Cases built wherever practicable. Three 
sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 inches 
by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of instru- 
ments. A liberal supply of cases to contain 
drawers and cupboards in lower compartment, 
and shelves above for exhibition of specimens, 
storage of material, instruments, books, charts, 
etc. 

(4.) Furniture.—Forty-two adjustable screw 
revolving chairs, not in building contract. 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions, to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size.— The classes exercising in the 
eymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Electric light from ceiling protected 
with wire guards. | 

(4.) Heat and Ventilation The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 

(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

2 Inclined ropes.

Small rubber balls, 24 to 3 in. in diameter. 
Indoor baseballs. * 
Fairbanks scale. 

Water spirometer. 

Tape measure. 

Dozen glass mouthpieces. 
Bean bags. 

Truck to carry mats. 
Storming board. 

Pairs 14-lb. Indian clubs. 
Pairs }-lb. Indian clubs. 
Chest weights. 

Horizontal and vaulting bar. 
Pair parallel bars. 

Jump boards. 

Shoulder caliper. 
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(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
guns carried by the cadets should be provided 
on wall. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 

(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymnasiun 
and drill hall two small rooms about 10 feet— 
square should be provided for school matron 
and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing Rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
is in a central locker-room, each suit being 
numbered, and all being under the control of 
the attendant in charge. Dressing-rooms are 
provided in number equivalent to the number 
of a class. A class coming for exercise are 
given their gymnasium clothing and keys to 
dressing rooms, which they lock behind them 
when exercising. After exercise they can take 
a shower bath. When dressed the dressing- 
room keys are given up, but the gymnasium 
clothing is left to be gathered up by the attend- 
ant. The clothing is carried to the dry-room, 
and when dried each set is put back in its 
proper pigeonhole. 

(b.) Lockers— The locker-room is con- 
trolled by the attendant, and contains pigeon- 
holes, 10-inch cube, one for each pupil in ‘the 
school, and a counter over which to deliver the 
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clothing. Adjoining this is the dry-room, 
capable of being heated to a high temperature 
and thoroughly ventilated. This is fitted with 
hooks and clothes line. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The: dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet square, with a 
locked door, a seat and hooks. : 

(d.) Showers.— The shower baths are 3 feet 
square, divided by slate partitions, similar to 
those for water-closets, each having a bar at 
the front, over which a cotton sheet can be 
dropped. Each compartment has two sprays 
in opposite corners. 

There should be space in one or more rooms 
for free-hand drawing, mechanical drawing, 
woodworking and metal-working. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
3,000 to 3,600 square feet. The free-hand 
drawing-room should be preferably divided 
into two drawing-rooms, with a work-room 
between. 

(2.) Light. Windows and artificial lght, 
by special fixtures. North lhght preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls.— As in a manual training room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
class-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, prefer- 
ably long and narrow. ‘Two 18-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet from floor. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets.— Teachers’ closet in 
woodworking room should be large enough to 
be used for storage of finished work, and should 
be fitted with all shelving possible, as well as 
with the customary coat hooks. An area of 
40 square feet is adequate. 

(9.)  Fittings.— (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 

(b.) Cases.— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, etc. (For all of these, see 
drawings.) 

(c.) Display Boards. 

(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water.

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide accommodation for five divi- 
sions, each class about twenty-five pupils. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (See Fittings.) Also 12 double draw- 
ing tables, 7 feet 4 inches by 2 feet, with 
drawers for instruments. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Room.— 
Provide accommodation for four divisions, each 
class about 20 pupils; 20 benches, 36 inches 
by 18 inches, fitted with 2 vises, one to be a 
quick action, iron vise, 3 speed lathes, 1 jig saw, 
1 circular saw. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
Six double benches, 8 feet by 2 feet, fitted with 
12 Prentiss iron vises, 34-inch jaw; wall bench, 
fitted with 10 stations, tool drawers and 5 
Bower’s tool holders; one 4-inch gas hose cock 
terminal above each bench station; 2 gas 
blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal-covered 
bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle furnace, 
ventilated; 1 drill; 1 forge, ventilated; 1 an- 
vil; 1 grindstone; 1 table tool rack; 1 pair 
bench shears; 1 engine lathe. 

(14.) Motor. 

(1.) Size— The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-room and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) Light, Heat, etc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Equipment.— The kitchen to contain 
the same equipment as that for grammar 
school cooking-rooms, but for 24 stations only; 
a kitchen pantry fitted with shelving and a_ 
china closet fitted with a sink; drawers, cup- 
boards and shelves inclosed with glass doors. 
The dining-room and bedroom simply finished 
rooms, having no equipment except the 
furniture. 

(1.) In General— The lunch-rooms in 
Boston schools have usually been located in the 
basement, and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size, they should 
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accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which take advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at 2 feet 8 inches high, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals, 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for dishes. 

(b.) Range. A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks.— Two good-sized soapstone , 
sinks. 

(d.) Ice Box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 

(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. ‘These should not be under the 
counter, or near any place where food is kept. 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others, ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

(1.) A space equivalent to a small class- 
room is ample for library purposes. The book 
accommodation will depend somewhat on the 
size of the school. The library is planned as 
a reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

(1.) In high schools common wardrobes are 
— one for boys and one for girls — advised for 
all the clothing, situated on the lower floor to 
avoid bringing dirt into the upper floors. There 
being an attendant on the lower floor, the 
room, as a whole, can be locked up. 

(2.) Light— The rooms should have out- 
side light. 

(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated, similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— The poles, hooks, etc., 
will be similar to those used in the other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 7. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on center. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by 20 by 12 inches. 
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HEATING, VENTILATION AND ELECTRIC 
SYSTEMS. 


(1.) Heat Ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location.— In a corner room, locate 
the duct on the inside wall within 10 feet of the 
outside wall. In aroom with one outside wall, 
locate the duct on the inside wall, near the 
middle. 


(b.) Size.-— Allow one square foot area of 
duct for each nine occupants. The opening 
into the room is to be the same area as the duct. 
The bottom of the opening is to be about 8 
feet 6 inches above the floor. Galvanized-iron 
deflectors, painted to match the adjoining 
walls, will be placed in each opening. In 
addition, there will be a galvanized-iron ground 
around the opening. 


(2.) Vent Ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location.— In a corner room, locate 
the duct at the inside corner of the room, and 
where possible on the same wall as the heat 
duct. In a room with one outside wall, the 
duct is to be on the same inside wall as the 
heat duct, and as near the middle as possible. 


(b.) Size— Allow about one square foot 
area of duct for each ten occupants. The 
opening into the room will be at the floor, and 
will be the full size of the vent duct. There 
will be no guard at the opening. The floor will 
be carried into the bottom of the duct, and the 
baseboard will be carried in and around. The 
inside of the duct exposed to view will be 
plastered and finished to match the adjoining 
walls. 


(1.) Heat Ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location— In a corner room, locate 
the duct within ten feet of the outside wall. 
In a room with one outside wall, locate the 
duct on the inside wall, near the middle. 


(b.) Size.— Allow one square foot area of 
duct for each ten occupants. The opening 
into the room is to be one-third larger than 
the area of the duct. The bottom of the open- 
ing is to be about 8 feet 6 inches above the 
floor. Galvanized-iron deflectors, painted to 
match the adjoining walls, will be placed in 
each opening. In addition, there will be a 
galvanized-iron ground around the opening. 
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(2.) Vent Ducts for School-rooms. 

(a.) Location.— The location and size will 
be the same as those for the Gravity System. 

(1.) Duct.— Allow 10 square inches of duct 
area for each closet and 8 square inches for 
each lineal foot of urinal space. 

(2.) Opening.— Each door into the toilet- 
room is to have an opening either in the lower 
panel, with a register face on each side, or 
underneath the door. The net area through 
the opening in either case is to be equal to 
the area of the main vent duct from the room. 

(1.) * Duct.— Each wardrobe is to have a 
vent duct with an area of 12 square feet and 
having a register at the bottom of the room. 

(2.) * Opening.— The door leading into the 
wardrobe at the end farthest from the vent 
duct is to have an opening similar to that for a 
toilet-room, so that the air. can pass from the 
school-room into the wardrobe and thence out 
through the duct. 

(1.) Service.— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof closet, 
opening if possible into the basement corridor. 

(2.) Conduits.— All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack rooms. Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams and above ceiling, 
a space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets All cabinets to be fur- 
nished by wiring contractor, but finished by 
the general contractor. 

(5.) Cutting— All cutting and patching 
to be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets— Class-rooms to be provided 
with 9 four-light ceiling outlets, controlled by 
3 switches. Wardrobes to have 1 ceiling out- 
let, controlled by switch in class-room. Corri- 
dors to be lighted from ceiling wherever possi- 
ble. Height of side outlets in rooms to be 6 


* This would be modified if the Chicago system of wardrobes is adopted. 
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feet and in corridors 6 feet 4 inches. Switch 
outlets to be 4 feet. Switches in corridors, 
play-rooms, and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be 
operated by private key. 

(7.) Fvatures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 

(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler- 
room and assembly hall exits; all except 
vestibule to be wall outlets. Gas-piping to 
be included in the electrical engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon.— All grammar schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
tric projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to 
be provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks, 
according to prearranged programme. 

(11.) Telephones.—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office, or to 
room occupied by the first assistant, by a 
telephone system.

To the School Committee: 

GENTLEMEN,— I beg to acknowledge your communication of January 
17, inclosing the report of the district: chiefs of the Fire Department. 

The matters referred to in this report have, as you are aware, been 
previously brought to the attention of this Board, and for the past four 
years the Board have been steadily taking up the most urgent cases and 
attending to these as rapidly as the funds at their disposal would permit. 
Each year in their annual report the Board have stated what has been 
done. In 1901 the Board’s first step was to put in fire extinguishers. In 
1902 they erected two fire escapes and put in the auxiliary fire-alarm 
system in seven schools. In 1903 eighteen schools were equipped with 
fire escapes and in 1904 seven schools were equipped with fire escapes, 
eight schools were equipped with the auxiliary fire-alarm system, thirty 
schools had the outside doors changed to open out, and fire extinguishers 
were installed in a very large number of the older schools. In these four 
years the Board spent $46,044.68 on fire protection. 

In the report of 1904 the Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners reported 
the result of interviews that they had held with Fire Commissioner Russell 
and with the district chiefs, from which it appeared that the Board held 
an opinion differing from the chiefs in regard to the reason for putting 
on fire escapes. The Board had supposed that the fire escapes were 
intended primarily for the children to use in case of danger, and, with this 
in mind, had thought that the spiral fire escape, known as the Kirker- 
Bender, was the safest means of taking children out from a burning build- 
ing. Commissioner Russell and his chiefs pointed out that, in their opinion, 
the danger of fire in a school building when it was in session was extremely

small, owing to the fact that the building was full of people, all of whom 
were awake. Under these circumstances it seemed almost impossible 
that a fire, even if it started, should gain any headway whatsoever. In 
case of an alarm and danger, or even the appearance of danger, such as 
might be caused by a volume of smoke, Commissioner Russell stated that 
the stairways, the regular means of exit, should always be used up to 
the last moment that they were available, and that never, except in cases 
of extreme emergency, and then only under the direction of the fire 
chiefs, should outside fire escapes be used by children. 

For this reason the Fire Commissioner advised that the outside fire 
escapes should be in the form of staircases, which could be used by the 
firemen to take their hose up on the outside of the building. 

The Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners accepted the advice of the 
Fire Commissioner as being eminently wise and practical, and have since 
then installed that form of fire escape which the Fire Commissioner 
approved, and have also, with the advice and approval of the commissioner, 
proceeded to take up and complete as rapidly as funds would permit the 
fireproofing of the basements of the old schools, particularly that portion 
which adjoins either furnaces or boilers. 

By the act establishing this Board (Chapter 473 of the Acts of 1901), 
authority was given to employ a portion of the proceeds of the loans 
for fire protection and during these four years money was set aside from 
the loans for this purpose. In 1906 all the expenses in connection with 
fire protection will have to be taken from the general fund for repairs. 
It is to be borne in mind that since 1901 no increase has been made in 
the appropriation for repairs, except such as comes from the increased 
taxation value of the city, but during these four years the Board have 
erected new buildings to the extent of over four millions of dollars, on all 
of which repair is necessary to keep them up-to the standard, and that by 
the Act of the Legislature, May 25, 1904, the expense of this department 
was charged against the repair fund, adding $25,000 to the fixed charges 
per annum, and that consequently the Board will be unable to take up 
as rapidly as they would wish the more complete fire protection of the 
older buildings. | 

Short of complete rebuilding, it is impossible to make the old second 
class buildings really safe, and the Board believe that it is a greater pro- 
tection. to the children to have the heating apparatus carefully safe- 
guarded, so as to prevent the spread of fire from the basement to the 
upper portion of the building, than it is to erect fire escapes, but as fast 
as their funds permit they propose. to carry out both of these methods 
intended to add to the safety of the children who are necessarily housed 
in the older buildings.

Several of the 
allegations made are of such a character that they would seem to demand 
the attention of your Board, and I wish you would, at the earliest possible 
date, furnish me with a detailed statement of any changes that the city 
should make in any schoolhouse facilitating escape in case of fire.

Dear Sir,— The accompanying statement, compiled from our records, 
of the schools and brought to date, deals only with conditions that affect the 
safety of the childrén and these are divided into two heads: (1) the pre- 
vention of fire; under this head comes (a) the safeguarding of the base- 
ments, especially about the heating apparatus, where fire is most likely 
to occur, and (b) the protection of the upper stories, in case fire started 
in the basement, by the elimination of wood vent ducts, which might carry 
fire rapidly from floor to floor; and (2) the provision of proper means of 
exit in case of fire. This would include (a) clear corridors, free from 
obstruction, proper and safe doors; (b) a sure system of fire drill alarm, 
and, (c) as a last resort, for the buildings having the poorest corridors and 
stairs, fire escapes outside. These, in the opinion of the Fire Department, 
should be looked upon always as an emergency, although the best form of 
the inclosed outside staircase can, under proper supervision, be used as a 
regular means of exit for the children. The accompanying list seems a 
long one. It is inevitable in a city like Boston, which has been caring for 
its school children for so many years, that there should be a large number 
of buildings not up to the modern standards of perfect safety. We have 
at present 31 fireproof buildings, 148 of second class construction, that is, 
of fireproof material outside, 49 of third class construction, that is, built 
of wood, and 96 portable, one class-room buildings, with the heat in 
the room. 

We ought to replace some of the old buildings by new, rather than to 
spend a large amount of money in attempting to improve their conditions, 
and the Board has avoided as far as possible expensive repairs on such 
buildings. 

Although the list is therefore a long one, the repairs and improvements 
suggested are rather in the nature of wise precautions than of changes 
essential for the protection of the lives of the children. The sum of 
$15,000 would probably complete all the matters mentioned as major 
basement repairs, and $12,500 would probably cover the minor repairs to 
doors, ceilings, partitions, ete. The repairs to upper stories (>) is a more 
serious expense, as it means going up through the buildings. Where wood 
ducts serve as ventilators from floor to floor, they are a grave menace in 
case a fire started, on account of the facility with which it would be carried 
from floor to floor. There are fifty-four buildings having such ducts. To 
remedy the defects in these fifty-four schools would cost, in my judgment, 
from $75,000 to $100,000. 

Under (2) Proper Means of Exit, (a) includes small matters such as 
clearing corridors of furniture, etc., T-handle in place of flush bolts, changing 
the swing of some interior doors, removal of porches, additional exits, ete. ; 
(6) relates to the fire-alarm drill, a matter, in the judgment of this Board, of 
extreme importance. It will, perhaps, make matters clearer to state the 
conditions existing when this Board was established. There was no 
uniform system for giving the signal for fire alarm. Some buildings had 
mechanical bells, some electric. Some of these latter were equipped with 
special fire signals on each floor, not for fire drill, but for actual fire signals, 
and the buildings that had just been finished by the School Committee, 
and presumably represented their policy, had the auxiliary system for 
giving alarm to the Fire Department, but depended on the program 
clock and the telephone communication between rooms for fire drill. This 
latter system the Board followed until this year, when they decided to 
dispense with the auxiliary system and to install uniform automatic fire 
drill signals to ring the call that had been decided on by the School Com- 
mittee, as noted in their minutes of September 17, September 24 and 
October 1, 1906. 

Before any actual steps were taken for installing this system the matter 
was referred by your Honor to the Finance Commission and they reported 
to you on March 16. Owing to the thoughtful study given to this matter 
by the special committee of the Finance Commission, the Board believes 
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that it can install a system which shall combine the advantages of direct 
communication with the Fire Department, as well as the automatic fire 
drill signal. To equip buildings over five rooms in size, and not now 
equipped with program clocks, would cost about $15,000. If, in addi- 
tion, it is thought necessary to equip program systems with special 
fire calls, it would cost about $10,000 more, and if, in addition, the small 
buildings were equipped, it would require $15, 000 more,— $40, 000 in all. 
I inclose copy of our electrician’s statement on this subject. 

(c) Contains a list of twenty-seven fire escapes required, thich would 
cost to erect about $30,000, and various additional outside exits on wooden 
buildings would cost $2,500. The total of all these proposed improve- 
ments would therefore be in the neighborhood of $200,000.

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APPENDIX IX. 


REPORT ON HEATING AND VENTILATING. 


The duty of the Heating and Ventilating Division consists 
primarily in the preparation of plans and specifications for 
installing heating and ventilating apparatus in all new and old 
buildings, as well as the superintendence of the work when 
under construction. 

In addition to this the division is responsible for the 
repairs upon every sort of heating apparatus in the schools. 
Immediately after the close of the heating season a thorough 
examination is made of each pie¢e of apparatus, after which 
plans and specifications are drawn up, covering such items as 
the retubing and resetting of boilers, the cleaning and repairing 
of stoves and furnaces, and the replacement of radiators, piping 
and other worn-out parts. During the summer vacation, while 
the repairs are being made, a thorough and systematic inspec- 
tion is maintained, thereby insuring first-class work. 

A periodical examination is also made of the automatic 
control apparatus, and all repairs upon the same are made by 
an inspector in the employ of the department. 

All complaints of lack of heat, as well as failure to secure 
satisfactory results, arising from faulty apparatus or improper 
management, are thoroughly investigated and the proper 
remedy suggested. ; 

From February, 1909, to February, 19!0, the amount of work 
on new buildings, carried on by this division, amounted to 
$88,818, while the repair work reached a total. of $55,501.98. 

The radiating surface in many of the older buildings is 
insufficient even to warm the rooms, and is wholly inadequate 
to maintain the present standard of ventilation. The warm 
air and vent flues are restricted in area. The boilers are not 
large enough, and in zero weather require forcing. This becomes 
even more difficult on account of the small chimneys which 
are usually found in the buildings. The department is con- 
fronted by two problems—first, the replacement of those boilers 
which are either unsafe or have outlived their usefulness; and, 
second, the renewal of the remainder of the apparatus. In 
every instance where new boilers are installed they are made of 
sufficient size to take care of a modern system. Provision is 
also made to secure proper draft, generally by the construction 
of a new chimney, and advantage is taken of the opportunity 
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to fireproof thoroughly the boiler and coal rooms, as well as 
the staircase wells, thus reducing the fire risk to a minimum. 
In view of the large number of boilers some fixed policy must 
be adopted of retiring systematically each year those which 
have reached the point where further use is inadvisable. By 
setting aside yearly a certain appropriation to take care of this 
work, it will be possible to keep pace with the deterioration 
instead of being suddenly confronted with a very large amount 
of work and insufficient funds to meet it. 

This question of boiler replacement was first given serious 
consideration in the summer of !908, when, acting upon the 
advice of the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance 
Company, eight new boilers were installed in five schools. Last 
year sixteen boilers were replaced in nine schools. 

Placing the age limit of all boilers at twenty-five years, it 
is a simple matter to forecast what renewals are necessary in 
the succeeding years, and also to estimate the probable cost of 
the work. The following table contains a list of schools in 
which the boilers should be renewed during the next five years, 
on the basis given above: .

The duties of the Electrical Division include the preparation 
of plans and specifications of all electrical and gas work and 
the supervision of construction thereof, the care and main- 
tenance of all electrical and gas apparatus, including electric 
lighting, gas lighting, motors, electric clocks, bells, telephones, 
fire alarm, and cooking apparatus. 

The organization of the division includes an electrical engineer, 
two draughtsmen, one electrician on general repair work, one 
electrician on fire-alarm maintenance, and a clockmaker on 
maintenance of electric clocks. 


New WoRrRK. 


During the year 1909 the Electrical Division has furnished 
plans, specifications and supervision for work amounting to 
_ $66,757.92. The cost of this service amounts to $2,735, or 
4 per cent of the cost of the work. See footnote.*

I traced receipts of every nature into the 
Merchants National Bank of Boston, where these are always 
deposited first, and the purchases of all bonds into the invest- 
ment book and saw proper vouchers from the parties from 
whom the bonds were purchased. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash — belong- 
ing to the different funds — deposited in the various banks 
and trust companies of the city, the total of which was, 
on April 15, 1910, $1,820,287.98; and furthermore examined 
thoroughly the Treasurer’s annual report to you — under 
date of February 1, 1910 —and certify that the statements 
contained therein as to the receipts and disbursements of 
cash, the amounts of investments and the debt liabilities 
and resources of the Sinking Funds, are true in all particulars, 
to the best of my knowledge and belief. 

I examined as of the fifteenth of April, 1910, all of the 
securities — amounting to $36,144,130 — representing the 
Sinking Fund investments, and found them in accordance 
with the requirements of the records.

Str,— In compliance with chapter 3, section 24, of the 
Revised Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the Soldiers’ Relief Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1910. 


DUTIES. 


The duties of the department include the reception of 
applications for the various-forms of aid enacted by the State 
Legislature for the benefit of Civil and Spanish War soldiers, 
dependent parents, wives, widows and children of the same, 
and of army nurses; the filling out of the blanks prepared 
for such applications with the sworn statements of the appli- 
cants; the verifications of such statements by outside inves- 
tigations as thorough as the means at hand will permit; the 
decisions as to their needs and the recommendations based 
upon such decisions once a month to the State Aid Com- 
missioner and to the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the City 
Council; the preparation of monthly pay rolls; the prepara- 
tion of monthly returns of state and military aid for the 
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State Aid Commissioner in order that the city may be reim- 
bursed for its outlay; the verification of the military records 
of soldiers upon whose service all claims must be based; the 
examination of tax books, directories and pauper records and 
the taking of evidence from old friends and neighbors in order 
to establish the legal settlements of applicants for military 
aid and soldiers’ relief in Boston, which is required before 
they are eligible thereto; the securing of admissions to 
national and state soldiers’ homes of old soldiers and the 
release of the city from their further support; the personal 
visits of the male clerks to the homes of applicants unable 
by reason of age or infirmities to reach this office and the 
filling out of blanks and taking of affidavits in their cases; 
the free execution of pension vouchers at our office and at 
the homes of sick beneficiaries, and the frequent assistance 
rendered applicants whose legal settlements were found to 
be in other cities or towns in securing from such places the 
assistance of which they stood so much in need. 

The following table shows the number and disposition of 
applications for all kinds of assistance, including many cases 
of temporary relief during the past year, together with the 
totals of the preceding year for the purpose of comparison. 
The large number of rejections were for various causes, such 
as no legal settlement, not in need, dissipated habits, ete. 
Tt is possible that, even with so many rejected, a few may 
have been accepted who should not have been. We have 
done our best to detect deceit, but we are only human after 
all.

VISITATIONS. 


Upon assuming the duties of my present office nearly nine 
years ago I found the force to consist of two male and seven 
female clerks, four of the latter being classified on the civil 
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service rolls as clerks and visitors. There was no organized 
plan of visitation. When the visitors were relieved from 
clerical duties they took names from the pay roll, which 
for convenience was divided into thirty-two folios. No dis- 
tricts were assigned them and no account kept of the number 
of visits made. I divided the city into four districts with 
practically the same number of beneficiaries in each, and 
assigned a district to each visitor. Later I introduced books 
for each district arranged alphabetically by streets, with the 
names of beneficiaries entered according to their addresses. 
In this way a visitor saves much time and travel, for wherever 
she finds herself she knows by consulting her book just what 
beneficiaries reside on that street or in that vicinity. The 
result is that at the present time more visits are made than 
ever before since the department was established. This result, 
however, has not been and could not be reached until order 
was brought out of chaos and the clerical work of the office 
so systematized and reduced as to give the visitors a minimum 
of time inside and a maximum of time outside. To do this 
was my endeavor. The monthly state aid and military 
aid accounts, comprising about two hundred and twenty- 
five written pages, formerly done in long hand, are now done 
by a typewriter. The monthly pay rolls, formerly written, 
are now printed (this suggestion I owe to former City Treas- 
urer Crocker), and the necessary information regarding past 
financial connections of beneficiaries with the department, 
then sought for through many volumes and involving great 
loss of time, is now available in an instant’s time by reference 
to the card system devised by me in the early part of 1907. 
The work on this card system required all our available force, 
and while it was in preparation visits were almost discon- 
tinued. Once the work was done, however, and the office 
work systematized, the result was remarkable as is shown by 
the large number of visits made during the past year. The 
whole number of visits made was 2,556, of which 2,336 were 
made by the four female visitors and 220 by the two male 
clerks. In consequence of information furnished by these 
visits, 107 names were dropped from the pay roll and 
fourteen reduced in the amount allowed. 

I feel justified in claiming that the splendid record of visits 
made the past year is due entirely to the time spent indoors 
during the previous year or more, and that the visits and 
results will in future years, as they, have in the year just 
passed, redound to the credit of the department and to the 
benefit of the city. 
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STaTE AID. 
Chapter 468, Section 3, Acts of 1909. 


The law granting state aid to Massachusetts soldiers in 
the War of the Rebellion was first enacted by the Legislature 
on May 238, 1861, and is known as chapter 222 of that year. 
It has been re-enacted every fifth year since then and is sub- 
stantially the same except that in 1898 it was made applicable 
to the Massachusetts soldiers in the War with Spain. It is 
limited to $6 per month for soldiers and 54 for dependents. 

Applicants found eligible for this aid are referred in person 
to the State Aid Commissioner, if they are able to go, and 
if approved by him are presented to the Soldiers’ Relief 
Committee for concurrence. 

The whole amount paid under this law is reimbursed to 
the city by the state on December 1 of the year following 
that in which it was paid.

MiuiraRy AID. 


Chapter 468, Section 9, Acts of 1909. 


Military aid is unlimited in amount and is paid only to 
Massachusetts soldiers of the War of the Rebellion and the 
War with Spain, and not to their dependents nor to soldiers 
of other states. 

Applicants are eligible to this aid in cases where their 
combined pension and state aid are insufficient for their 
proper support. 

After their eligibility and needs are proven by investiga- 
tion they are referred to the State Aid Commissioner with the 
recommendation of the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner. 

The approved cases are then submitted to the Soldiers’ 
Relief Committee for concurrence at the monthly meeting 
of said committee. 

As this form of aid is payable only and chiefly to those 
having a legal settlement in Boston, the total amount paid 
is necessarily limited. 

One-half of this aid paid to persons having a legal settle- 
ment in Boston and all of the aid paid to state cases are 
reimbursed to the city by the state on December 1 of the 
year following that in which the payments were made.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Chapter 79, Section 18, Revised Laws. 


The origin of this most just and beneficent law may be 
traced primarily to the members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who, on becoming aware that many of their worthy 
comrades who had ceased, through old age or infirmities, to 
be breadwinners were being supported as common paupers 
in the almshouses of cities and towns, began an agitation 
which culminated in the passage by the State Legislature of 
chapter 488 of the Acts of 1888. It has been a law in one 
form or another ever since and is now known as chapter 79 
of the Revised Laws. 

While our old Commonwealth has always been generous 
to the soldiers who fought for the Union, it never exhibited 
its gratitude so wisely and so completely as by the enactment 
of this law. Under its liberal provisions the soldiers and their 
dependents who have failed in the battle of life are no longer 
compelled to go “over the hill to the poorhouse,” but are 
- given proper support in their own homes and have been 
separated completely from the pauper class. 

In order to be eligible for support under this law the 
recipient must be in need and have a legal settlement in 
Boston, for the reason that the entire expense is borne by the 
city. The soldier upon whose service the claim is based may 
have served in the War of the Rebellion from any state, but 
he must have had an honorable discharge from all enlist- 
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ments, and he must have acquired a legal settlement within 
the Commonwealth subsequent to May 1, 1860. 

Investigation is made to ascertain the condition and eligi- 
bility of applicants, and if the result is favorable the Soldiers’ 
Relief Commissioner presents his recommendations to the 
Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the City Council at its monthly 
meeting, each member of the committee being furnished 
with a condensed typewritten brief of each case. 

At these meetings the commissioner gives the details of 
the cases and explains the laws under which the relief may be 
eranted, and it is in the power of the committee to increase 
or decrease the sum recommended or to reject it altogether. 

All applicants whose physical and mental conditions will 
admit of their presence are notified to attend these monthly 
meetings, in order that they may be examined by the com- 
mittee if deemed necessary. 

Lists of cases approved by the committee are subsequently 
presented to the City Council for its authority to pay the sums 
allowed.

SOLDIERS’ HoMEs. 


During the year we have succeeded in securing the admis- 
sion of fourteen veterans into the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea 
and seven into the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Me. 

In doing this we have the satisfaction of knowing that the 
soldiers will receive better care than they could have at their 
homes and that the city is relieved of any further expense 
on their account. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


Often during the year we have need of an ambulance to 
remove sick and disabled veterans to the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea and to other places. In such emergencies we have 
relied confidently upon the courtesy of Mr. George W. Mor- 
rison, Superintendent of Public Buildings, who has never 
failed to respond to our request.

S1r,— We have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of this department for the year 
ending January 31, 1910. 

On November 27, 1909, Mr. B. Rodman Weld, who 
had been chairman of the Board since November 138, 
1908, died. Mr. Weld had served continuously as a 
member of the Board since its establishment in 1897. 

On December 17, 1909, Mr. F. Spencer Baldwin was 
elected Chairman of the Board in succession to Mr. 
Weld. 

On November 9, 1909, Mr. John N. Glover, after 
six months service on probation, was appointed to the 
position of statistical clerk. 

Our office force now consists of a secretary, an edi- 
torial clerk, a statistical clerk and a stenographer.

Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue, 1904-08. 


This number is the thirteenth of our annual Special 
Publications, entitled ‘‘ Receipts and Expenditures of 
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Ordinary Revenue,’ and it covers the five-year period 
1904-08. It contains a complete comparative anal-. 
ysis of this class of the City’s financial transactions, 
showing in detail how the annual appropriation for 
each municipal department was expended in each year 
of the period, the items arranged side by side. Besides 
these itemized expenditures there is shown, for all 
departments that receive revenue, the amount of same 
credited to the appropriation or turned into the general 
fund of the City Treasury, also the surplus or deficit 
of each department’s appropriation at the close of the 
fiseal year. There is, in addition, the appendix con- 
' sisting of twenty-six pages, in which the other three 
classes of the City’s accounts are shown, viz., extraor- 
dinary, trust funds and bookkeeping ztems, all of which 
are grouped with the ordinary in tables covering the 
same five-year period, the Suffolk County accounts 
being separated from those of Boston. Besides these 
single-page tables showing “Analysis of Receipts by 
Sources of Income” and ‘‘Summary of Receipts and 
Expenditures’? for each year, there is a ten-page table 
in which the four classes of accounts for the fiscal year 
1908-09 are analyzed according to the ‘‘ Uniform System”’ 
of the National Municipal League. This table is an. 
example of what an improved system of municipal 
accounting should show. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the total of 
ordinary and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 
1908-09 amounted to $34,498,205, an increase over 
the previous years’ total of $1,604,471, or 4.88 per cent. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
for 1908-09 amounted to $34,441,875, or $390,522 
more than in the year preceding. 

In the ten-year period 1898-1907 the actual receipts 
of the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged be- 
tween $27,178,217 (the lowest total) in 1900-01 and 
$34,615,577 (the highest total) in 1905-06, showing a 
yearly average of $31,584,668, or $2,913,537 less than 
their amount in the fiscal year 1908-09. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1908-09 (2. e., $34,441,875) exceeded the average for 
the preceding decade by $2,636,890, and the average 
for the preceding five years by $452,775. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive 
of loans, etc.), the total of these was $29,279,036 in 
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1908-09, against $26,774,753 in the year 1907-08, the 
latter year’s revenue being abnormally low on account 
of deferred tax collections. 

In the ten-year period 1898-1907 ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $20,245,194 in 1898 (the lowest 
total) and $27,060,146 in 1906 (the highest total), show- 
ing an average for the decade of $24,115,376, and for 
the last five years of $25,953,558. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $20,356,597 in 1898 (the lowest total) and 
$27,731,308 in 1907 (the highest total), their average for 
the ten-year period being $23,765,547, and for the last 
five years of the decade $25, 787, 704. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, 
appear in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years, viz., $104,707,913, was 44 per cent. of 
the aggregate ordinary expenditures for that period. 

Comparing the average annual expenditure for the 
same three objects in the decade, and the latter half 
of it, with the single year 1908-09, the increase is shown 
as follows:

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In the five-year period covered by this Special Pub- 
lication (2. e., 1904-08), ordinary receipts amounted 
to $134,445,701, an increase of $18,703,797, or 16.2 
per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding five 
years, 1899-1903; while extraordinary receipts (7. e., 
loans, etc.) in the five-year period 1904-08 amounted 
to $34,893,060 against $37,941,297 in the five years 
1899-1903, a decrease of $3,048,237, or 8 per cent. 
Taking the loans separately for these two five-year 
periods, their total 1904-08 was . $30,307,500, or 
$3,560,901 less than in the earlier period 1899-1903. 

Comparing the ordinary expenditures in the five- 
year period 1904-08, their total was $133,559,592, 
an increase of $21,042,586, or 18.7 per cent. over the 
same for the previous five years; while extraordinary 
expenditures decreased $4,080,773, or 9.85 per cent., 
from the earlier period to the later. 

The average annual ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools and Street Department for 
the two five-year periods ending with 1908 and 1903 
are as follows:

Extraordinary Receipts and Expenditures, 1898-1902. 


Owing to unavoidable delay, this number of our 
Special Publications was not printed until 1909. It 
is a continuation for another five years of the class of 
receipts and expenditures analyzed in No. 6 and con- 
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tains 310 quarto pages. Beginning with a summary 
statement of all special appropriations made during 
the five years, with the balances, loans issued, expendi- 
tures, transfers, etc., pertaining to each, it proceeds 
with a brief description of the object of the appropria- 
tion and an analysis of its expenditure. 

Part I., contained in pages 31 to 50, shows the various 
classes of extraordinary receipts, viz., loans, sales of 
City property, subway rental, etc., and Part II., occupy- 
ing pages 51 to 301, shows in detail the extraordinary 
expenditures, all arranged in the following chapters: 

City Buildings.— County Buildings.— Police Depart- 
ment.— Fire Department.— Institutions.~— Parks and 
Public Grounds.— Rapid Transit.— Library.— Schools. 
— Statues and Monuments.— Miscellaneous.— Water 
Supply. A chapter on Streets, Sewers, Bridges, etc., 
was undertaken, but the difficulty in collecting the 
voluminous detail was such as to necessitate postpone- 
ment. 

It is a noticeable fact that the total of loans issued 
for Streets, Sewers, Bridges, etc., in the five-year period 
1904-08 was $6,440,000 less than for the same objects 
in the five years covered by this publication, while 
the grand total of all loans was $3,421,331 less in 
the period 1904-08 than in the earlier period when it 
amounted to $33,728,831. 

The extent and variety of the historical and Nese 
tive matter brought together in this volume, in addition 
to its complete financial information, makes it a note- 
worthy accession to the City’s public documents. 


MontTHLY BULLETIN. 


Volume XI., 1909.—Issued Quarterly with Statistics 
for Each Month. 


In a brief survey of the twenty-one regular monthly 
tables for the year 1909, the following facts will be noted, 
viz.: Out of 12,133 cases of infectious diseases reported 
to the Board of Health during the year, the per cent. of 
deaths was 12.73, a more favorable showing than has 
been observed in any recent year except 1908, when 
the percentage of deaths was 10.35 (see p. 127). The 
total number of permits issued by the Building Depart- 
ment in 1909 was 19,353, or 3,080 more than in 1908; 
_ for new buildings alone 1,759, or 476 more than in 1908 
(see p. 128). The total number of immigrants from 
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transatlantic ports recorded by the United States Com- 
missioner of Immigration at Boston in the year 1909 
was 44,590 (7. e., including only aliens arriving for the 
first time and intending to remain), which number is 
an increase of 94 per cent. over that of 1908. Of the 
total stated, 25,657, or 57.5 per cent., were intending 
to become residents of Massachusetts (see p. 1385). 
According to the records of the Fire Department there 
were 3,046 fires in 1909, or 413 less than in 1908; the 
total insured loss $1,888,099 and the uninsured loss 
$456,510, as reported by the Boston Protective Depart- 
ment (see p. 136). The real estate transfers in 1909 
numbered 9,268, or 840 more than in 1908, while the 
mortgages numbered 8,542, or 1,577 more, the total 
amount represented being $75,024,364 as compared 
with $37,442,567 in 1908 (see p. 139). The records 
of the Police Department show a total of 72,210 arrests 
in 1909, or 3,574 more than in 1908, and 39.11 per cent. 
of these were of non-resident offenders, while 62.89 
per cent. were for drunkenness (see p. 140). The 
maximum number of pupils attending the regular pub- 
lic day schools in 1909 was 101,769, as recorded on 
November 30, which was 2,134 more than the maximum 
number in 1908 (see p. 141). The total of bank clear- 
ings or exchanges in 1909, as stated by the Boston 
Clearing House, was $8,396,817,687, an increase of 
$1,123,3863,771, or 15.45 per cent. over that of 1908 (see 
p. 148). In 1909 there was a considerable increase of 
foreign trade, the imports amounting in value to 
$126,995,202, or 42.50 per cent. more than in 1908, 
while the exports amounted to $71,897,915, or 13.77 
per cent. less than in 1908 (see p. 144). The coastwise 
trade continued to increase in 1909, as shown by the 
Chamber of Commerce returns, the tonnage from 
southern ports aggregating 9,523,979, or 1,553,505 
more than in 1908, and from eastern ports 2,735,355, or 
162,303 more (see p. 145).

(A.) This four-page article is a comparative showing 
of the financial condition of the thirty-three cities of the 
State on May 1, 1908, similar in form and arrange- 
ment to the articles on the same subject published in 
previous years. 

As to ‘‘Tax Rate,” the rank of Boston in 1908 was 
again next to the lowest out of twenty-five different 
rates, although 60 cents higher (7. e., $16.50) than in 
the preceding year. The lowest rate was in Springfield 
(7. e., $15.50) and the highest in Chelsea (7. e., $21.40). 
As to ‘‘Per Cent. of Net Debt to Valuation,’’ Boston 
ranked ninth from the highest, or 5.46, Taunton show- 
ing the highest percentage, or 7.90, and Somerville 
the lowest, or 2.39. As to ‘‘ Assessed Valuation,’’ the 
total for Boston in 1908 was $1,327,662,338, which 
amount was nearly three-fifths of the total valuation 
in the State outside of Boston. In every city except 
Boston the valuation of the buildings exceeds consider- 
ably, and in several cases is more than double, the 
valuation of the land, while in Boston $207,303,300 
more was assessed on land than on buildings. The 
net funded debt of Boston in 1908 was $72,472,940, or 
$2,276,131 more than in 1907. Of the ‘‘Whole Number 
of Persons Assessed,”’ or 233,288, those liable only for 
poll tax constituted 72.5 per cent., while the number of 
‘“ Resident, Individuals Assessed on Property’ was 42,264. 

(B.) is full-page table shows the population in 
1895, 1900, and 1905 of the thirteen cities and twenty- 
seven towns in the Metropolitan Park, Water and 
Sewerage Districts, also the increase of same in those 
five-year periods. All the municipalities except Lexing- 
ton are in the Park District, the population of which 
increased from 1,020,989 in 1895 to 1,265,152 in 1905. 
The Water District includes but nineteen of the cities 
and towns, and the population of these increased from 
760,158 in 1895 to 946,300 in 1905. The North and 
South divisions of the Sewerage District comprise 
twenty-four cities and towns and a part of Boston, 
the population having been 489,089 in 1895 and 767,870

in 1905. The Metropolitan District, as more generally 
understood, includes the thirteen cities and seventeen 
towns situated within 10 miles of the State House, 
and its population increased from 984,807 in 1895 to 
1,222,328 in 1905, 626,948 of the latter belonging out- 
side of Boston. 

(C.) The three series of obligations incurred for 
Metropolitan District undertakings, viz., the Park, 
Water and Sewer Debts, are shown in this table, the 
share of each municipality being computed up to 
December 1, 1908, also the Municipal Debt separately 
stated, and the percentage of these to the assessed 
valuation. The entire Metropolitan Park Debt on the 
date stated was $9,889,583, of which Boston’s share 
was $5,723,060; Water Debt, $34,099,192, Boston’s 
share being $26,864,885; Sewer Debt, $13,534,959, 
with Boston’s share at $4,194,926. The aggregate 
Municipal Debt for the District was $104,106,103, of 
which Boston’s part was $70,133,181, and of the Metro- 
politan and Municipal combined $161,629,838 with 
Boston’s total at $106,916,052, which was 8.05 per cent. 
of the City’s valuation. Eleven municipalities in the 
District showed a higher percentage of combined net 
debt to valuation than Boston. 


Bulletin Nos. 4, 6 and 6, Volume XI., June, 1909. 
Population and Social Statistics of Metropolitan District, 
1905. 


These two full-page tables were compiled from 
Volume I., Massachusetts Census of 1905, published 
by the State Bureau of Statistics in 1909. They show 
for Boston separately, also for the cities and towns of 
the First Zone of the Metropolitan District (7. e., those 
contiguous to Boston) and of the Second Zone (2. e., 
those within the 10-mile circuit but not contiguous) the 
population, with sex, place of birth, native or foreign 
parentage, occupations, conjugal condition, number 
working in Boston, ete., of Boston’s population in 1905 
(2. €., 595,380) ; the number foreign bor was 209,747, and 
the number having foreign-born parents was 410,965; 
the females numbered 305,071, or 14,762 more than the 
males; the largest number in any occupation was 
152,245 in domestic service; the number working in 
Boston was 262,164, and those who could not read or 
write numbered 19,570. The number in the District 
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outside of Boston who were working in Boston was 
73,021. The percentage of foreign born in the District 
outside of Boston was 29.34; in Boston alone 35.23 
per cent., while the proportion having foreign-born 
parents was 57.60 per cent.in the District outside of 
Boston and 69.02 per cent. in Boston alone. 


Bulletin Nos. 7, 8 and 9, Volume XI., September, 1909. 
Boston School Census, 1909. 


The results of the census of children of school age, 
or 5 to 14 inclusive, taken in September, 1909, are 
analyzed in this two-page article, in which the follow- 
ing facts appear: The ‘‘School Population”’ of Boston 
numbered 115,527, or 4,077 more than in 1908; in 
public schools there were 88,704, in private schools 
17,912, and not attending school 8,911; the boys num- 
bered 57,608, or 49.87 per cent., and the girls 57,919, or 
00.13 per cent.; 24,634, or 21.32 per cent., were 5 or 6 
years of age, 77,127, or 66.76 per cent., were from 7 to 13, 
and 13,766, or 11.92 per cent., were 14 years of age. 
These facts are arranged in a half-page table by wards, 
and in another half-page table the school censuses of 
the preceding five years are summarized, by wards, 
with the increase or decrease in each year. 

This article also shows the number of pupils of all 
ages registered in the public schools on January 31 of 
each year, also the total registration for the entire 
year, in the period 1904-09.

(A.) The long mortality table, compiled from the 
monthly reports of the Health Department, and six of 
the Institutions tables are summarized at the close of 
the calendar year, occupying about three pages of the 
Appendix. The information of chief interest contained 
in these tables is as follows: The total number of deaths 
in Boston during 1909 was 11,056 (including 1,304 non- 
residents), which was 720 less than in 1908, the decrease 
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being largely explained by a more efficient prevention 
of infant mortality. The deaths of children under 2 
years was 2,592, or 764 less than in 1908. The annual 
death rate for 1909 (after deducting deaths of non- 
residents) was 15.58, while that of 1908 was 17.04. The 
mortality from pneumonia was 1,262, from heart disease 
1,242, and from tuberculosis 1,056, a total from these 
three leading causes of 3,560, or 32.2 per cent. of all 
deaths. 

The average daily number of inmates in the two City 
Infirmaries during 1909 was 975; in the House of Cor- 
rection 1,492; in the City Hospital (all departments) 
706; while the whole number of cases ‘‘cared for’’ was 
13,217 in the City Hospital, 1,324 in the Consumptives’ 
Hospital (not including Out-Patient Department), 2,727 
in the Children’s Institutions, 19,999 in the two Penal 
Institutions, 3,000 soldiers and sailors or their depend- 
ents, 29,763 in the Wayfarers’ Lodge and Temporary 
Home, besides 900 to 1,100 families aided from time 
to time by the Overseers of the Poor. The total num- 
ber of cases cared for by these City institutions in 
1909 was 70,030, or 8,000 less than in 1908. 

(B.) The receipts of milk, by rail, in Boston during 
1909 aggregated 108,657,162 quarts, or 4,498,821 more 
than in 1908. The Boston & Maine Railroad brought 
in 67,047,176 quarts, the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad 26,161,126, and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad 15,448,860 quarts. - 

(C.) This article is a brief historical account of the 
changes of the territory comprising Boston and Suffolk 
County, together with the growth of the population 
in the cities and towns of the County, from 1643 to 
1905. In 1790 Suffolk County contained twenty-three 
towns, having a population of 44,875, but in 1793 Nor- 
folk County was established, nineteen towns being set 
off from Suffolk to constitute it. Of these nineteen 
towns Dorchester and Roxbury came back into Suffolk 
in 1870 and 1868, respectively, and West Roxbury 
(established as a town in 1851) was annexed to Boston 
in 1874. In the thirty years 1875 to 1905 the popula- 
tion of Suffolk County increased from 364,886 to 652,362. 
In 1800 Boston’s population was 77.57 per cent. of the 
State’s, in 1850 it was 47.96 per cent., in 1875 it had 
decreased to 20.70 per cent., and in 1905 it was 19.82 
per cent. 
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(D.) This article, occupying nearly ten pages, is a 
historical study of State Referenda as originated and 
in operation in Massachusetts and in Boston from 
colonial times to 1907. Inthe enactment of fundamental 
laws both the Pilgrims in the Colony of New Plymouth 
and the Puritans in the Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
exemplified the principle of the people’s assent. In 
some respects they were more democratic than their 
descendants of the present day, for it was their habit 
to formally instruct selectmen and Representatives in the 
General Court as to all that they wanted done. Both 
the initiative and the referendum were then frequently 
employed. 

- The questions referred to the voters of the State in 
the 131 years from 1776 to 1907 number sixty-six, most 
of which pertain to constitutional amendments. Forty- 
six of these proposals were accepted and twenty rejected, 
the more important of those accepted being, in 1776: 
Do you favor a Declaration of Independence ? — in 
1780, on the Adoption of the Constitution; in 1821, on 
Abolishing the Property Qualification for Voters; in 
1855, on Forbidding the Expenditure of Public Moneys 
for the Support of Sectarian Schools, and, in 1857, on 
Restricting the Right to Vote or to Hold Office to Persons 
Able to Read and Write. The article closes with a 
three-page table, showing the vote in the State and in 
Boston on each referendum from 1780 to 1907, the 
comparison of these votes with the corresponding votes 
for Governor, the percentage of the former to the latter, 
also the percentage of the majority vote on each refer- 
endum to the total vote on the same, and the final 
- outcome (in case of acceptance) as an amendment to 
the State Constitution. 


THe MunNIcIPAL REGISTER FOR 1909. 


This department, in accordance with a vote of the 
Joint Committee of the City Council on Rules and 
Orders, was intrusted with the compilation of the 
Municipal Register for the year 1909 and seeing it 
through the press. A document edition bound in heavy 
cardboard was published, as heretofore, in addition to 
the regular cloth-bound edition. This Register contains 
313 pages and an index of nine pages more, being similar 
in make-up to the form followed in previous years. 
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SPECIAL REPORTS. 


On February 3, 1909, this department made a report 
in response to an order of the Common Council, dated 
January 28, 1909, on the expenditures of the City for 
permanent improvements year by year from 1885 to the 
close of the fiscal year 1907-08, classified by objects, 
together with a statement of the City’s population as 
shown by the census of 1885, 1890, 1895, 1900 and 
1905. This report was printed as a public document. 

On February 10, 1909, the department furnished the 
Common Council, in conformity with an order dated 
February 4, a statement of departmental expenditures 
of the City in the years 1890-91 and 1908-09, the 
net funded debt and the population for the same fiscal 
years, also the total amount of debt issued by the City 
Treasurer in the period 1890-1908, and the authority 
for its issuance, that is, whether with or without action 
by the City Council. This was printed as City Docu- 
ment No. 82, 1909. 

On March 4, 1909, the department furnished the 
Common Council, in accordance with an order dated 
February 25, a statement of the loan orders passed by 
the Common Council and defeated in the Board of 
Aldermen during the years from 1895 to 1908, both 
inclusive. This was printed as City Document No. 83, 
1909. 

On July 23, 1909, the department furnished the Board 
of Aldermen, pursuant to an order dated July 12, 1909, 
with a statement obtained from the City Auditor 
showing all amounts paid by the City departments and 
the County for telephone service during the fiscal years - 
1906-07, 1907-08 and 1908-09, also the annual assess- 
ment of taxes upon the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company by the City and the State for the 
same three years. 

In February and March, 1909, the department, at 
the request of the Mayor, enumerated the city employees 
(excepting in the School, Police, Fire and County 
Departments), classifying them by ages and by years 
of service. This investigation pertained to the feasi- 
bility of establishing a retirement and pension system to 
apply to City employees whose advanced age is apt to 
be more or less of a hindrance to efficient service. 
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Other information on various subjects has been fur- 
nished from time to time to the Mayor, City Council and 
to the public, one of these instances consisting in devis- 
ing a number of municipal charts for the exhibition of 
the ‘°1915”’ Association, held in October and November, 
1909. 

The distribution of this department’s publications and 
the annual volumes containing all the department 
reports among libraries, citizens and the executive 
departments of other cities, and the obtaining of munici- 
pal and governmental publications in return, continues 
to receive careful attention, but our library space is 
much below the needs of the department. 

During the year 640 persons or institutions have 
received regularly one or more of our publications 
(exclusive of their distribution among the City depart- 
ments) and our exchange of documents with foreign 
cities, etc., has been continued under the special arrange- 
ment with the Smithsonian Institution in Washington, 
460 packages of such having been thus forwarded.

Sir,— In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, the 
annual report of the operations and expenses of the Street 
Department for the year ending January 31, 1910, is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on during 
the year according to the provisions of chapter 3 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1908 with five subdivisions, the former Bridge 
and Paving Divisions having been combined into the present 
Highway Division, and the former Street Cleaning and 
Watering Divisions being combined with the Sanitary Divi- 
sion to form the present Sanitary Division. The several 
divisions at present are as follows: 


Central Office. Sanitary Division. 
Ferry Division. Sewer Division. 
Highway Division. Boston and Cambridge 


Lamp Division. Bridges. 
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Notrt.— The Boston and Cambridge Bridges Division, 
so called, is not properly a division of the Street Department, 
as this work is in charge of a commission of two, one member 
appointed by the Mayor of Boston and the other by the 
Mayor of Cambridge, under the provisions of chapter 467 
of the Acts of 1898 and chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; but 
on account of the fact that the present Superintendent of 
Streets is the Boston member of this commission and also 
because one-half of the expenses of this commission is de- 
frayed by the Highway Division (Bridge Division appropria- 
tion) of this department, it is here treated as a division of 
this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. | 


The money assigned for the work of the Street Department 
during the year was made available from the following sources: 

First.— Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. Before the commence- 
ment of each financial year, February 1, the department 
estimates of the amounts necessary for the proper mainte- 
nance of the various divisions are submitted to the Mayor, 
who makes such recommendations as he may deem proper 
to the City Council. The maintenance appropriations, 
including permanent construction, as passed by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor, were as follows:

GENERAL REMARKS. 


During the year the department has been reorganized into 
five divisions in place of seven as for the previous year, the 
former Bridge and Paving Divisions together forming the 
Highway Division and the former Street Cleaning and Water- 
ing Division being combined with the former Sanitary Divi- 
sion into the new Sanitary Division. This arrangement has 
seemed to increase the efficiency in both cases, and especially 
so in the ease of the Sanitary Division. 

Approximately the same number of employees have been 
retained in the labor force as for the previous year. Lower 
unit prices, however, have been secured for work and a 
marked increase of efficiency has been noticeable during the 
year. The large proportion of aged and otherwise inefficient 
employees still continues in the department, constituting an 
economic waste that means should be taken to remedy. It 
is to be hoped that some relief may be obtained by the passage 
of pension legislation, now pending before the General 
Court. 
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The same proportion of contract and day labor work has 

been continued that existed during the previous year, but 
the policy of hiring teams by contract has been extended to 
the hiring of watering carts in the Sanitary Division, with 
apparently good results. Although there is no doubt regard- 
ing the economy and efficiency of hiring teams by contract, as 
compared with the former method of employing teams from 
favored contractors for various reasons, the department has 
been somewhat annoyed by the fact that some of the lowest 
bidders were in the business in a very small way and were 
financially not as responsible as could be desired. It is 
probable that an improvement could be made by limiting 
the competition to such contractors as are actually the 
~ owners of sufficient teams to supply all reasonable needs of 
the service and by adopting more rigid specifications for 
teams furnished. More or less annoyance has been occasioned 
by the default of contractors having small contracts for the 
collection of refuse, and better results would probably be 
obtained by confining the competition to contractors of 
demonstrated efficiency or greater financial responsibility. 
- The contract system has also been extended to the cleaning 
of macadam streets in the suburban districts of Dorchester, 
West Roxbury and Brighton, with excellent results, more 
efficient work being done, at a greatly reduced price, than 
by day labor work. 

During the year accounts in the various divisions have 
been so kept as to furnish a greater amount of detail and 
statements of unit costs than were available for the report 
of the previous year.

The Ferry Division has been continued along the lines of 
former years, and a marked increase in the efficiency of the 
force has enabled the division, without material reduction 
in the number of employees, to finish the year well within 
its appropriation. 

On December 18, 1909, the ferryboat ‘General Sumner” 
caught fire accidentally and was very badly damaged. The 
work of repairing this boat is now in progress, however, and 
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is being paid for by a special appropriation transferred from 
another division of the Street Department. The property of 
the division is in general in good condition, although extended 
repairs are needed upon the slips upon both sides of the 
harbor. 

Since the building of the East Boston tunnel there has 
been a great reduction in the number of passengers carried 
across the ferry. There has, however, been a normal increase 
in the teaming traffic, and the present service is not as efficient 
as could be desired. At least two of the boats are very old 
and out of repair and will have to be replaced by new boats 
within a short time. Whenever new boats are built they 
should be designed with the idea of making the transportation 
of teams the principal object. In my opinion the two-story 
form of boat would be a desirable one, with provisions for 
passengers upon the upper deck, allowing the space used for 
saloon accommodations in the present boats to be utilized 
for teams, and thereby giving practically twice the accommo- 
dation without appreciable increase in operating expenses.

This division was formed at the beginning of the year by 
a consolidation of the former Paving and Bridge Divisions. 
It has been under the charge of a single deputy, although the 
fact of its having separate appropriations for the bridge and 
paving service rendered the separation of accounts neces- 
sary. The consolidation has resulted in considerable financial 
economy and, in my opinion, in a considerable increase in 
efficiency. 

The appropriation for the Bridge Division has been devoted . 
to the usual running expenses of the bridges and a large 
number of minor repairs done for the greater part by the 
day labor force. A small portion of the work, however, has 
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been provided for by special appropriations, notably, expendi- 
tures for repairs on the Granite Avenue Bridge, the Chelsea 
Street Bridge and the work now in progress on the Neponset 
Bridge (which was provided for by a transfer to a special 
appropriation from the Lamp Division). 

During the year the Chelsea Street Bridge has been entirely 
reconstructed by the Engineering Department and will be 
open for traffic early in 1910, which will require an increase 
in the appropriation for the ensuing year in order to provide 
for this service. 

Extensive minor repairs are still needed on many bridges, 
notably in the matter of painting, especially the Charlestown 
Bridge. 

As usual, the expenses for the Boston and Cambridge 
bridges, of which the City of Boston pays one-half, have been 
met out of the regular appropriation for the Bridge Division. 
The operations of this commission will be referred to later in 
this report. 

The paving service of the Highway Division has been 
conducted on the same lines as in former years. In general, 
repair work has been done by the day labor force and new 
work by contract methods. The expenditures for this divi- 
sion, except the expenditures on account of streets laid out 
under chapter 393 of the Acts of 1906, have been entirely 
from appropriations from the tax levy. A balance from the 
special appropriation for street improvements for the pre- 
ceding year (provided, however, from the tax levy) was 
available, amounting to $81,968.83, including revenue. With 
this exception, street improvements have been paid for from 
the regular appropriation for the division. The number of 
the labor force has remained practically the same as for the 
previous year, and a gratifying increase in efficiency, as 
shown by the reduction in unit costs, has been effected. 

Extensive experiments have been made during the year 
in the laying of macadam pavements in which some form of 
bituminous substance, either asphaltic or coal tar compounds, 
has been utilized as a binder. Such pavements have been 
laid to the extent of about 80,000 square yards. These 
pavements have not been in place long enough to determine 
accurately their qualities, but it seems reasonably sure that 
this is a much more durable and satisfactory form of pave- 
ment in every way than macadam, at a very little greater 
unit cost per square yard. Various properties affecting such 
matters, as the accomplishment of necessary repairs, the effect 
of cold weather and frost, and decomposition from other 
causes, have yet to be determined. It seems reasonably

certain, however, that this form of pavement should be 
adopted much more extensively during the ensuing year. 

An area of brick pavement, to the extent of 16,605 square 
yards, has been laid during the year in the Roxbury district. 
Previous to this year very little brick pavement has been 
laid in Boston, although it is a common form of pavement 
in Western cities, and in some of the neighboring cities in 
New England. It is hoped that this form of pavement will 
prove satisfactory in such districts as are changing their 
character from residential districts to manufacturing districts, 
in which macadam pavement is no longer satisfactory, 
although the excessive cost of granite or wood block pave- 
ment does not yet seem to be justified. 

During the year a new form of granite block pavement has 
been experimented with which, it is hoped, may be adopted 
as a standard for the future. Since the general use of con- 
crete as a base it has seemed that the conventional granite 
block used in Boston, with its depth of 8 inches, contained 
an excessive amount of granite, and the depth rendered it 
impracticable to prepare the vertical faces in such a manner 
as to lay with a close joint. A block of approximately 5-inch 
depth, with the same wearing surface, has been laid to the 
extent of 12,000 square yards on Massachusetts avenue, with 
a maximum joint of 4 inch. This has given a very satisfac- 
tory form of pavement, of greater smoothness than the 
previous standard, and it is anticipated that the close joints 
will obviate the rounded corners now so common, and also 
prevent to a great extent the noise from granite blocks. It 
is also anticipated that a softer quality of granite than has 
previously been used may be used, thereby offering a more 
eritty surface and better foothold for horses than the hard 
granite previously used, which will wear to a smooth, polished 
surface under the traffic. 

Although the authority for laying out streets does not in 
any way rest with this department, I desire to call attention 
to the advisability of having, if possible, a substantial portion 
of the loan for the making of highways applied to the improve- 
ments of the highways leading into Boston from the various 
suburban cities and towns. These streets, many of which 
are at present in their original condition as country roads, 
are being more heavily traveled each year, and the placing 
of street railway tracks in many of them has so reduced 
the area for teams as to render traffic difficult and keeping 
them in repair almost impossible, on account of the neces- 
Sary concentration of traffic in narrow roadways. As these 
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thoroughfares are increasing in value the necessary widenings 
can be made more cheaply now than at any future time. I 
desire to call especial attention to the needs of Western avenue, 
North Beacon street, Faneuil street and Washington street in 
the Brighton district, Centre street and Washington street in 
the West Roxbury district, and Washington street, Adams 
street, Norfolk street, Neponset avenue and Dorchester avenue 
in the Dorchester district; also to the necessity of better facili- 
ties for communication through Charlestown with the cities 
of Chelsea and Somerville, the elevated railroad structure on 
Main street having very materially reduced the traffic capacity 
of that street. Consideration should also be given to the 
various crosstown streets, as exemplified by Morton street 
and other streets in Dorchester, Baker street and La Grange 
street in West Roxbury, and similar streets, that in the near 
future must become the main arteries of crosstown travel.

A material saving has been made in this division, due to 
the provisions of the contract for electric lighting made May 5, 
1909. The old form of electric light, which has been used in 
the city for over ten years, was replaced by the latest magne- 
tite lamps and by flaming are lamps. These lamps have 
several times the illuminating efficiency of the old lamps, 
and the price which was obtained has enabled the division to 
complete the year with a balance above its expenditures. 

During the year the contract with the Rising Sun Street 
Lighting Company for lighting with gas and naphtha lamps 
expired, and the contract was again submitted to public 
competition. On account of the delay caused by an irrespon- 
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sible contractor being the lowest bidder the award of the 
contract was delayed until entirely prevented by the pro- 
visions of the new amendments to the city charter, which took 
effect July 11, 1909. In this contingency the contract was 
awarded for the balance of the year to the Rising Sun Street 
Lighting Company at the price of its bid, $23.60 per lamp year. 
This contract, which expires January 31, 1910, contains a 
provision for the extension by the city for not more than six 
months during the installation of a new plant. It is therefore 
necessary that permission be obtained from the new City 
Council for making a contract for a term of years at as early a 
date as possible. In my opinion this term should not be less 
than five years and a ten-year term would be desirable, 
thereby giving contractors an opportunity to submit a lower 
price on account of the longer term over which they could 
divide the expenses of their plant. 

In the consideration of this contract the two systems of 
gas and incandescent electric lighting are open. 

The present price paid for gas lamps with single mantle 
burners is $23.60 per lamp year. 

Few radical improvements have been made in gas lighting . 
since the adoption of the incandescent mantle in 1899 and 
an examination of available apparatus, both domestic and 
foreign, does not indicate any great increase in efficiency in 
the near future, except such as would require a cost out of 
proportion to the benefits to be derived. 

For the 60 candle power electric lamps now in use the 
city pays $22.31 per lamp year. The provisions of the con- 
tract are such that the city can require the extension of this 
service to cover the entire city at any time previous to one 
year before the termination of the contract. 

It is probable that either system of lighting would be 
satisfactory to the community served. From a financial 
standpoint the electric 60 candle power tungsten lamp . 
seems to offer a satisfactory light at a lower price than we 
have yet been able to obtain for gas lamps. During the 
recent negotiations two letters were received from the gas - 
company, as follows: 


Boston, Mass., July 23, 1909. 
Guy C. Emerson, Esa., 
Superintendent of Streets, Boston, Mass.: 

Dear Str,—I desire to inform you that our company is 
willing to guarantee the city that the cost of street lighting 
with gas on a five-year contract, beginning February 1, 
1910, shall not exceed $20.51 per lamp, provided the city 
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furnish the lamps and equipment. If a contractor cannot be 
secured to execute the contract at this price, or less, we will 
undertake the work ourselves.

The estimated cost to the city of furnishing equipment 
similar to the equipment now in use, estimating that the 
equipment will be discarded in about fifteen years on 
account of wear or of necessity of improved apparatus, will be 
approximately $114,000. If an equipment of inverted 
mantle lamps similar to those that have been tested during 
last summer were adopted, the cost would be approximately 
$207,600. Assuming that the price by the gas company or 
a contractor was the maximum guaranteed by its letter 
(that is, $20.51), the cost per lamp year, including interest 
on investment and sinking fund charges, would be in the 
first case $21.83, and in the second case $22.01. The first 
price would be $2.27 less than the price at present paid, and 
with the inverted mantle lamp would be $1.59 less. It is a 
. matter of record that the gas company has made a contract 
with the city,of Chelsea for a period of five years, furnishing 
all equipment, at a price of $21.50; also, that the Watertown 
Gas Light Company, said to be a subsidiary corporation of 
the Consolidated Gas Company, has made an offer of $18 
for lighting the streets of Waltham under similar conditions. 
As it is therefore probable that a price less than the present 
price can be obtained, equipment to be furnished by the 
contractor, it seems a matter of doubt if the city would be 
justified in purchasing equipment. 
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With a view of determining the suitable form of lighting 
apparatus, the department has investigated extensively 
various forms of apparatus submitted to it. In general, it 
may be said of gas lamps that they have the advantage of 
reliability, and that in connection with electric lighting they 
furnish an additional independent system of lighting. 
Their disadvantages are the time consumed in lighting the 
lamps, although there is apparatus now on the market that 
would seem to obviate this objection. 

Under the present system one hour is allowed to the lamp- 
lighter for lighting all lamps on his route and this time is 
often exceeded, especially in stormy weather when the 
service of the lamps is most urgently needed. The same 
time is allowed for extinguishing the lamps in the morning. 

Gas lamps are affected more or less by temperature, and 
on account of collection of moisture in the service pipes are 
frequently put out of commission by freezing during very 
cold weather. Strong gusts of wind also reduce the volume 
of light for short intervals. 

It has been found that gas lamps vary in candle power on 
account of the varying pressure in different portions of the - 
city, and also on account of the difference in pressure at 
different hours in individual localities. In some localities it 
has been found that the gas pressure varies during the night 
between two and one-half and four and one-half inches of 
water pressure. Experiments seem to show that the varia- 
tion in candle power of lamps without regulators is approxi- 
mately in a direct ratio to the pressure. It is claimed by 
the lamp manufacturers, however, that automatic regulating 
apparatus will prevent such variations. Variations are also 
shown on account of depreciations in the mantles used, and 
this matter is a very hard one to regulate. It does not seem 
feasible to inaugurate a system of inspection that shall deter- 
mine the weight, size and chemical contents of different 
mantles. The above conditions, which do not obtain in 
electric lighting, indicate the excess of supervision and inspec- 
tion necessary to secure equivalent results in gas lighting. 
The electric lamps have the advantage of being lighted from 
the central station and of being subject to small depreciations 
in candle power. They have the disadvantage (especially in 
the suburban districts, where overhead wires are still used) 
of unreliability in times of storm and accident to their wires, 
by which entire districts are left in darkness. 

The department has experimented with various gas lamps 
which it has been able to secure. In attempting to find 
suitable apparatus it has become clear that gas lighting 
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apparatus for streets in the United States is practically in 
the hands of a monopoly, and it is impossible to purchase 
in the open market an apparatus as satisfactory as the lamps 
furnished by the various street lighting corporations. Several 
foreign lamps have been secured of the inverted mantle 
type, that seems to represent the latest European practice, 
and they have been compared with the present Welsbach 
and electric lamps in use in the Boston streets, both as 
regards their structural defects and illuminating qualities. 

In general, it may be said that gas lamps are more greatly 
affected by weather conditions than the electric lamps, and 
that inverted mantle lamps are not as reliable under weather 
conditions as the Welsbach lamps now installed. Tests of 
illuminating properties show a somewhat greater volume of 
light for the inverted mantle lamps, this light, however, being 
concentrated in a comparatively small area below the lamp; 
still, assuming that .02 foot candles represent the minimum 
satisfactory illumination for suburban districts, these lights 
give satisfactory illumination in a slightly greater area than 
the Welsbach lamps. The inverted mantle lamps, however, 
use considerably more gas than the Welsbach type. The 
distribution of the Welsbach, considering the total volume of 
light. given, is, however, superior. The effective illumination 
of the best lamps tested, as shown by the diagrams hereto 
appended, does not indicate that the advantages of inverted 
mantle lamps are such as would justify any large increase of 
expense over the present equipment. 

Results show that all of the lamps whose curves have been 
plotted, including the electric, are practically equal as regards 
minimum satisfactory illumination. Constant attention must, 
however, be given to gas lamps to maintain their efficiency, 
and the average of the city gas lamp at present is not more 
than 50 per cent of their guaranteed power under the contract. 
It would therefore seem that if gas lighting is to be con- 
tinued a price, including equipment, should be secured equal 
to that of the tungsten lamp (that is, $22.31), that a contract 
should be made for a sufficient term for the contractor to 
secure a return on his investment, and that stringent regula- 
tions should be made in the contract to keep the gas lamps, 
if adopted, to their guaranteed candle power. 

The inspection system should be so reorganized as to 
include an official who is technically qualified as a street 
lighting expert, and he should be furnished with a laboratory 
and equipment sufficient for the experimental determination 
of the illuminating power of all city street lamps.

the leasing of a plant by the city and doing the work by day 
labor methods. I*have no available figures as to the probable 
cost except the figures between May, 1907, and September, 
1908, when the city was following this method, which was 
at the rate of $29 per lamp year, or at the rate of $348,000 
per year. It is probable, however, that previous figures can 
be greatly reduced. 
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In interpreting the diagram hereto appended, I desire to 
state that the Ramsdell and Graetzin lamps tested are a 
special installation and have been given special attention — 
in my opinion, better attention than it would be possible to 
give them under an installation in large numbers, either by 
the city or by the contractor. The tungsten electric lamps 
tested had been in continuous use for approximately five 
months and had no doubt deteriorated somewhat from their 
original illuminating power.

The present Sanitary Division was formed by the consolida- 
tion of the former Sanitary Division and Street Cleaning 
and Watering Division, although the existence of separate 
appropriations caused the necessity of separate accounting, 
as in the case of the Highway Division. It has been con- 
ducted during the year under the charge of one deputy 
superintendent, and a very marked increase in efficiency in 
both services has been noted, also a great gain in economy. 

One of the greatest advantages of the consolidation has 
been the fact that the large number of teams employed in 
both branches of the services were under one head, thereby 
obtaining flexibility in transfer from one service to the other 
whenever such transfer was needed for the quick removal of 
snow, ashes and garbage or for other purposes. The sanitary 
service has been conducted with the same proportion of 
day labor and contract work as for the past year. Con- 
siderable new equipment has been purchased, including 
eighty new horses. 

The near expiration of the contract of the New England 
Sanitary Product Company and the rapid filling of dumping 
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places for refuse in the various suburban districts make 
imperative the adoption of new methods of refuse disposal. 
Commissions to consider the matter have been in session 
during the large portion of the year and the report of the 
second commission should be given immediate consideration 
and means adopted for the carrying out of the recommenda- 
tions therein contained, or of other measures to accomplish 
the same object, otherwise the division will be seriously 
embarrassed in a short time. 

A continued increase in efficiency has been shown by the 
decreased number of complaints received, although the 
expenses of the sanitary service have been less by $107,944.97 
than for the previous year. | 

The street cleaning and watering service has been con- 
ducted as in former years, and a greater amount of work 
has been done than for the preceding year, at practically 
- the same expenditure. The street patrol system has been 
extended by ten men and five teams, and it is expected that 
some extensions will be made in this service during the 
present year. 

Three additional street washing machines have been 
purchased during the present year, increasing the total 
number to four. The equipment is sufficient for the cleaning 
or washing of all asphalt and wood block pavement. 

Catch-all boxes of new design are being installed at different 
points, and their use by the public shows that they are a 
much needed innovation. 

One of the greatest embarrassments both to the sanitary 
service and the street cleaning service of the city has been 
the great lack of compliance by citizens with the various 
ordinances and regulations framed to increase the efficiency 
of the service. Particularly is this true regarding the various 
ordinances to prevent the littering of streets with rubbish, 
the rules and ordinances regarding the separation of refuse 
for collection and the ordinances regarding proper receptacles 
for such refuse. In the report of the special commission on 
refuse disposal an ordinance has been framed intended to 
obviate some of the difficulties now encountered by the 
sanitary service, and it is hoped that this ordinance or a 
similar one will receive early consideration and passage by 
the City Council. A bill has also been introduced into the 
General Court, at the instigation of civic bodies interested, 
to give the police more power in the enforcement of the 
ordinances against littering the streets. 

The use of various dust-laying preparations other than 
water that were experimented with during the previous year 
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has been largely extended, so that practically the entire area 
of macadam pavements in the city has been treated with 
some preparation; among them, preparations of terracolio, 
heavy asphaltic oil and glutrin have been experimented with 
to a considerable extent, and calcium chloride has also been 
used to the extent of 408,511 square yards. The greater por- 
tion of the city, however, has been treated with an emulsion 
of petroleum containing an asphalt base to the extent of over 
5,000,000 square yards, covering 312 miles of streets. This 
material has seemed to offer the best solution of the dust 
problem at the lowest price, and although there were some 
complaints during the early portion of the season regarding 
the disagreeable properties of the preparation, a canvass of 
the residents of the streets complained of invariably showed a 
majority in favor of the oil; and after the hot weather and 
during the latter part of the season few, if any, complaints 
were received. It seems reasonably certain that in addition 
to its dust-laying properties the use of oil on the streets 
materially reduced the number of mosquitoes and flies, and it 
is probable that the use of oil was a contributory factor to the 
low death rate of the city for the past year, the lowest in its 
history.

The work of the Sewer Division has been carried on as for 
several years previous, the expenditures being from three 
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funds, an appropriation for maintenance, a loan for sewerage 
works and a loan for separate system of drainage for work 
exclusively in the Charles River Basin drainage area. 

The expenditures for maintenance for the year have been 
reduced $103,122.22 from the expenditures of the preceding 
year, and so far as noticeable without any decrease in effi- 
ciency. Considerable work in the nature of repairs has been 
done, especially at the pumping station, and their effect has 
been particularly noticeable in the decreased amount of coal 
and oil used in proportion to the amount of sewage pumped. 
A force amounting on the average to 600 men has been 
employed during the year, but the larger amount of con- 
struction ‘work has been done by contract, as usual. The 
policy of cleaning catch-basins and sewers by contract has 
been continued during the year, with marked increase in 
efficiency and decrease in expense. 

The loan for sewerage works has been expended largely for 
the building of sewers on account of new streets and build- 
ing construction in the Hast Boston, South Boston and 
Dorchester districts, and a beginning has been made in 
replacing the old wooden sewers in the North End district, 
city proper, with masonry structures. The expenditures for 
the next year will probably be along the same lines, and 
it is hoped to rebuild a much larger portion of old sewers in 
the city proper, and also to attempt the construction of at 
least one section of the Dorchester high level sewer, so called. 
The building of sewers for the relief of the South End dis- 
trict has been increasingly agitated during the past year, and 
measures should be taken as early as possible to provide for 
the relief of this district. 

The loan for separate system of drainage, amounting to 
$895,623.71, has been expended largely in the West Roxbury 
district, an amount approximating $100,000 being devoted 
to the extension of Stony brook to Forest Hills square. It is 
anticipated that the brook will be extended beyond Forest 
Hills square during the coming season to a point where 
work can be suspended for a term of years, if thought 
desirable. | 

The separation of systems in the West Roxbury district is 
well advanced at the present time, and it seems advisable 
that a beginning at least should be made in the separation in 
the Back Bay district, city proper. Plans have been made for 
the relief of the district in the neighborhood of Dartmouth 
street, extending as far north as Church street and as far 
south as Exeter street, and it is intended to undertake this 
work during the coming year. 
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Boston AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES.

As previously stated, this city’s share of the expenses of 
the Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission has been 
borne by the general appropriation for the Bridge Division. 
Considerable repairs have been made on the bridges, notably 
the strengthening of the draw of the Harvard Bridge and 
extensive work on Western Avenue Bridge. Many of the 
bridges are in need of greater repairs, and some of them, 
notably the North Harvard Street Bridge, should be rebuilt 
as soon as possible. 

The adoption of electric lights on the Cambridge Bridge 
has rendered it possible to place a light in each of the lanterns 
designed for the purpose without materially increasing the 
cost. The electric lights on the Harvard Bridge have been 
changed from carbon filament lamps to tungsten lamps, with 
a considerable increase of CHIGENCY, and at a lower price than 
formerly. 

The work on these pies during the early part of the year 
was under charge of Mr. William H. Joyce and during the 
latter part of the year of Mr. Francis J. Smith, they being for 
their terms of service the Cambridge members of the com- 
mission. To these gentlemen belong in a great measure the 
credit for the very excellent work accomplished.

line. 

District 10.— North and West Ends and Back Bay. Begin- 
ning at Atlantic avenue and Kneeland street, by and not 
including Kneeland street, Eliot street, Park square, Boylston 
street and Massachusetts avenue to Charles river, by the 
west bank, Charles river to the Harbor Commissioners’ line 
to Congress street, by and not including Congress street to 
Atlantic avenue, by and including Atlantic avenue to Knee- 
land street.

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APPENDIX B. 


REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
HIGHWAY DIVISION. 


Boston, Mass., February 23, 1910. 


Mr. Guy C. Emerson, 
Superintendent of Streets: 


Dear Sir,—I1 submit herewith a report of the income, 
expenditures and operations of the Paving Division for the 
year 1909, together with that of the Bridge Division, both 
divisions having been merged into the Highway Division. 
The appropriations were provided this year out of the gen- 
eral tax levy, the same as last year. In addition to the general 
maintenance work performed by the division forces, a con- 
siderable amount of permanent pavement was laid by con- 
tract in several sections of the city. 

Several departures have been made in the character of the 
pavement. laid and in the treatment of macadam streets, 
which are described in another part of the report. 

Streets paved with Standard No.1 blocks are North street, 
between Blackstone and Richmond streets; South Market 
street, between Commercial street and Atlantic avenue, and 
Albany street, between Broadway extension and Dover street. 
Streets paved with the smaller special cut blocks are Massa- 
chusetts avenue, from Southampton street to the New Eng- 
land Railroad Bridge, and part of Washington street, West 
Roxbury, between Green and Morton streets. 

A further departure has been made in the use of brick 
blocks for street surface. This form of pavement is suitable 
for residential districts where the teaming traffic is heavy, 
and also for streets with track locations. The brick blocks 
laid this year were confined to several streets in Roxbury, a 
residential and manufacturing section, 17,188 square yards 
having been laid. This pavement is durable, easy to clean, 
gives a smooth, even surface, and is less expensive than granite 
blocks. Streets paved with brick blocks on concrete base 
were Ruggles street, between Tremont and Cabot streets; 
Whittier street, between Columbus avenue and Cabot street;

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Vernon street, between Tremont and Cabot streets; Linden 
Park street, between Tremont and Cabot streets; Hamp- 
shire street, between Cabot and Linden Park streets; Sim- 
mons street, between Vernon and Linden Park streets, and 
Derne street, between Hancock and Temple streets. 

In the care and maintenance of macadam surfaces, of 
which there is a large amount, the following streets were 
treated with a coal tar product by the penetration method: 
Rose street, Wilkes street, Providence street, part of Hunt- 
ington avenue in the city proper and South End, Washington 
street, Brighton, and a part of Bennington street, Hast Bos- 
ton. By the penetration method, using asphalt oil, part of 
Bennington street, between Wordsworth and Saratoga streets, 
and Huntington avenue, between Gainsborough and Bryant 
streets, were surfaced. By the mixing method, that is, mix- 
ing stone and hot asphalt oil in a mixing machine and placing 
on the street, Morton street, between Forest Hills square and 
Blue Hill avenue, was surfaced. Of the ordinary water- 
bound macadam, a very extensive area was resurfaced, each 
district force being very busily employed while the weather 
permitted. A total area of 582,267 square yards were 
resurfaced. 

At this time it might not be amiss to make a few recom- 
mendations in regard to a number of important streets that 
are at the present time partly macadam and partly granite 
blocks. These are car track streets; the center for a width 
of seventeen feet is paved with granite blocks, which leaves 
a narrow strip of macadam on each side which, on account of 
its narrow limits, is constantly in need of repairs. These 
streets should be constructed with a uniform pavement for 
the entire width, so that the traffic would not necessarily be 
confined to one beaten path, but could roll over any part 
of it. A pavement of the special cut granite block or the 
brick block on concrete base would be suitable and would 
eliminate the maintenance charges in these streets, which are 
considerable. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The construction of sidewalks has not been pursued with 
the view of bettering conditions, neither has a systematized 
scheme been adopted toward accomplishing anything in this 
direction. Whatever has been done was spasmodic, emanat- 
ing in most instances with the abutter. Constructing side- 
walks in this manner has resulted in a variegated assortment 
of artificial stone, brick and gravel on about every street in 
the city. A systematic plan should be adopted whereby a 
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definite area could be constructed each year until the prin- 
eipal streets have been provided with a uniform sidewalk. 
All assessment streets under construction or proposed for 
construction are provided for in this respect, in that artifi- 
cial stone sidewalks are part of the contract for the street 
construction. 

STREET OPENINGS. 


The total number of permits issued this year for street 
openings was 13,597, about 1,500 more than last year. This 
increase is distributed all over the city, and permanent 
pavements are disturbed as freely as macadam streets. 
From experience in past years it is evident that street open- 
ings will increase in the future with the changes in the older 
sections and the developments in the outlying sections of 
the city, resulting in a deterioration of street surface. To 
offset consequent expense, which must ultimately devolve 
upon the city for repairs caused by these openings, deposits 
should be made by parties opening the street covering the 
cost of the opening, or a fee paid for each permit issued, 
which could be applied towards the cost of the necessary 
repairs. 

ASPHALT AND Woop Biock PAVEMENT. 

The asphalt paving, with the exception of a few small 
areas where a new pavement was laid, consisted of resur- 
facing of old asphalt streets, such as Beacon street, between 
Dartmouth and Hereford streets; Charles street, between 
Fruit and Allen streets, and Devonshire street, between Milk 
and Water streets. On Batterymarch street, from Milk 
street towards Broad street, a 2-inch asphalt surface was 
laid. on the old paving blocks for the purpose of overcoming 
the noise in that section. 

The wood block pavement laid was confined to three 
streets bounding the Christian Science Temple and one 
street in Dorchester, amounting in all to 5,686 square yards. 


CRUSHER PLANTS. 


The. stone crushing plants owned by the city are located 
at Codman street, Dorchester; Dimock street, Roxbury, 
and Chestnut Hill avenue, Brighton. The two former 
have not been operated for several years; the Chestnut Hill 
plant is operating under lease, the contractor paying the city 
a royalty for each ton of stone quarried. ‘The crushed stone 
required by the division for the resurfacing of streets has 
been furnished on the street under contract in the different 
districts. 
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STEAM ROLLERS. 


At the beginning of the year the division owned eleven 
15-ton and one 3-ton road rollers, all being of the Buffalo 
Pitts make, except the oldest in the service which is an 
Aveling and Porter roller made in England. During the 
summer, while at work on Washington street, Brighton, 
an electric car collided with this English roller and damaged 
it beyond repair. The rest of the machines have had exten- 
sive repairs, two requiring a set of large rolls and about all 
being refitted with new speed pinions and shafts and new 
picks. 

PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

The personal property of the division, consisting of tools, 
hardware, horses, carts, harnesses, rollers, etc., has been 
kept up and is in very good condition, having a value of 
$60,000. 

YARD AND WHARF Room. 

The yards and wharves in the several districts are the 
same as last year, except in District 10, the department 
having terminated the lease of the Revere Street Yard in that 
district in June of this year.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION (BripGE SERVICE). 


There are in the City of Boston 161 bridges, not including 
culverts. Seven of these, namely, Brookline Street, Cam- 
bridge, Cambridge Street, Harvard, North Harvard Street, 
Prison Point, and Western Avenue to Cambridge, all con- 
necting Boston and Cambridge, are in charge of two commis- 
sioners, one of whom is appointed by the Mayor of the City 
of Boston and the other by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge. 
The Charles River dam, on the site of the old Craigie Bridge, 
is in charge of the Charles River Basin Commission. One 
hundred twenty-one bridges are supported wholly or in 
part by the City of Boston; twenty-five of these being tide- 
water bridges provided with a draw. Forty bridges are 
supported wholly by railroad corporations. 

There are fifteen important drawbridges maintained by 
the City of Boston, namely, Broadway, Chelsea (south), 
Congress Street, L Street and Warren, operated by steam; 
Atlantic Avenue, Charlestown, Chelsea (north), Chelsea 
Street, Dorchester Avenue, Dover Street, Malden, Meridian 
Street and Summer Street, operated by electricity; and 
Northern Avenue, operated by compressed air, the com- 
pressors run by electricity. 

During the past year the following bridges have been 
rebuilt: 


Huntington Avenue.— This bridge has been entirely rebuilt. : 

Chelsea Street— Burned at the time of the Chelsea fire, in April, 
1908; has been entirely rebuilt, except a short length on the 
Chelsea end, and was opened to foot travel November 22, 
1909, and to all traffic January 3, 1910. 

Granite Avenue.— Boston’s portion of this bridge has been 
entirely rebuilt with the exception of the draw and draw 
landing. - 

Neponset— The draw has been entirely rebuilt, and new 
machinery is now being installed. 

Chelsea North.— On April 30, 1909, a heavy truck went through 
the draw, necessitating the closing of one-half of the draw. 
This part was then stripped, the cross floor beams strength- 
ened by the addition of steel plates to the top flanges, and 
stiffeners placed under the stringers supporting the cars, 
and the deck, sheathing and some of the floor beams renewed. 
The other half of the draw was afterwards repaired in the 
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same manner, and the draw was entirely painted. The 
facings of the pier have been entirely replaced, and the 
fenders rebuilt where broken. The operating machinery 
of this bridge is constantly causing a great deal of trouble, 
as the draw is too heavy to be operated by the present 
gearing. Some other system of operation should be installed, 
possibly a system of cables, as on Summer Street. 

Albany Street.— On recommendation of the City Engineer an 
“island” has been constructed in the center of this bridge 
to divert the traffic to the sides of the roadway, to relieve 
the center from the heavy loads. A special appropriation 
has been provided to strengthen this bridge. 

Mt. Washington Avenue.— This bridge has been removed, 
except a short section of the Boston approach, which is used 
as a dumping place for snow, by the Street Department. 
Extensive painting work has been done on the following 

bridges: 

Dorchester Avenue.— Ironwork of both draws. 

Summer Street.— Both draws and draw landings. 

Congress Street.— Ironwork of draw and drawtenders’ house. 

Warren.— Ironwork of both draws. 

L Street.— Ironwork of draw. 

Chelsea North.— Ironwork of draw. 

Meridian Street.— Drawtenders’ house. 

Dover Street.— Drawtenders’ house. 

Charlestown.— Drawtenders’ house. 

Attention is called to the very bad condition of the iron- 
work on the Charlestown Bridge, which is rapidly deteriorating 
for the want of a thorough cleaning and painting. The pressing 
need of painting this bridge has been mentioned in previous 
reports, but we have not been able to have the work done as 
yet, owing to lack of funds. The estimated cost is about 
$9,000, and the work should be done without fail during the 
coming summer. 

Winthrop Bridge.— This bridge is in very bad shape. The 
amount paid for repairs annually would more than pay the 
interest on a loan, sufficient to build a suitable bridge. 
Something should be done to replace this bridge at once. 

Southampton Street Sluiceway.— The wooden bulkheads are 
in very bad shape, and the general condition very dangerous. 
It should be rebuilt this year. 

Western Avenue and North Beacon Street bridges to Watertown 
are both in very bad shape. North Beacon Street, especially, 
must have immediate attention on the Boston portion if it 
is to be kept open for travel. 

Meridian Street This is the most active drawbridge in 
Boston. It is in a deplorable condition, and must either 
receive extensive repairs, amounting pr actically to a rebuild- 
ing, or be replaced by a new bridge in the very near future. 
The draw pier is in bad shape, as is also the operating machin- 
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Or 


ery. If the bridge is to be kept open a great deal of money 

will have to be spent on it to keep it passable. A new bridge 

should be built at once. 

The draw foundations of L Street, Dorchester Avenue and 
Warren Bridge will need considerable attention during the 
coming year. The track timbers supporting the draw on each 
of these bridges are very weak, and must be renewed. 

Chelsea South.— This bridge is in very bad shape. The draw 
is much too light to carry the traffic which is put upon it, 
and the conditions there are a source of great inconvenience 
to the traveling public. The bridge is operated by steam, 
and there is but one boiler. It is almost impossible to 
operate it by hand, and in case of any accident to the boiler 
the bridge would have to be closed as there is no reserve 
boiler as on the other bridges operated by steam. Another 
boiler should be installed, or some other auxiliary power 
provided. 

Cottage Street— The entire length of this footbridge needs 
repairing and the fences, about 3,000 feet long, should be 
painted. About 350 feet of the southerly end has been 
removed during the past year, owing to the progress of the 
filling in of the flats. 

Some repairs and resurfacing are needed on the asphalt side- 
walks on the following bridges: Malden, Warren, Charlestown, 
L Street, Dorchester Avenue, over channel; Summer Street, 
over freight tracks; Broadway, over Fort Point channel; 
Dover Street. 


Besides the force of. drawtenders who are permanently 
assigned to the various drawbridges for the efficient opera- 
tion of the same, there is a force of mechanics, whose time 
is given entirely to the repairing of the different bridge sur- 
faces, fences, etc., and also, in the case of the drawbridges, 
to the draw houses and other buildings. The major portion 
of this work is renewing the sheathing and decking. Many 
of the bridges require frequent renewal of sheathing and 
oftentimes the deck. There are about thirty-five bridges 
which require the frequent attention of this mechanical force. 
Approximately $20,000 was expended during the past year 
for lumber used by this force in renewing the surface of 
these bridges. 

The following is a summary of work done in this line: 


DRAWBRIDGES. 


Atlantic Avenue.— Sheathed; new oak headers; built gear 
house; built sand box; repaired boat. 

Broadway Draw.— Sheathed draw; oak headers; patched deck 
and sheathing seven times; painted boat. 
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Charlestown.— Patched sheathing four times; oak headers three 
times; sheathed complete once; repaired sidewalk twice; 
painted house inside and out. 

Chelsea North. Sheathed complete once; patched deck and 
sheathing four times; new headers twice; repaired headers 
twice; repaired gears; repaired latch; repaired wheel guard; 
new stringers; new iron beams; painted all ironwork; put 
in new latch; repaired sidewalk three times; repaired house. 

Chelsea South.— Sheathed complete twice; patched sheathing 
twice; repaired straps; painted boat; repaired stairs to pier; 
repaired the latch; new oak headers. 

Chelsea Street.— New sidewalks; repaired and painted fence. 

Commercial Point.— Patched sheathing. 

Congress Street— New oak headers; patched headers once; 
repaired sidewalk; sheathed complete three times; patched 
sheathing once; painted boat; repaired and painted house. 

Dorchester Avenue.— Patched sheathing three times; new oak 
headers twice; repaired fence; repaired sidewalk; sheathed 
three times; painted ironwork; repaired and painted motor 
house; repaired pier. 

Dover Street.— Sheathed draw three times; new oak headers 
twice; repaired sidewalk twice; patched deck and sheathing 
three times; put in new beams and new wheel guards; built 
new sidewalk; repaired steps to pier; repaired house; painted 
fence on pier. 

Granite Avenue.— Patched sheathing three times; new flaps. 

L Street.—Sheathed complete once; new deck; repaired tracks; 
new oak headers; repaired sidewalks twice; repaired gate; 
repaired float; patched deck and sheathing; painted beams 
and all ironwork; repaired waterway; repaired house. 

Malden.— Repaired latch block; patched deck and sheathing 
four times; painted boat; repaired wheel guard; built sand 
box; storm door on house; built truck house. 

Meridian Street.— New gate; repaired fence three times; new 
headers; repaired pier and float; sheathed complete twice; 
repaired latch; built new sidewalk. 

Mt. Washington Avenue.— Stripped draw; removed pier. 

Neponset Bridge.— Patched deck and sheathing five times; 
built fence; patched sidewalk; repaired flap hinge. 

North Beacon Street— New deck and sheathing; patched deck 
and sheathing once. 

Northern Avenue.— Patched sheathing four times; sheathed 
complete once; new headers. 

Summer Street.— Sheathed twice; patched deck and sheathing 
three times; repaired sidewalk; new headers twice; painted 
draw; repaired pier.

THE RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
THE OPENING OF DRAWBRIDGES. 


In accordance with the provisions of the River and Harbor 
Act of 1894, the following rules and regulations, taking effect 
May 12, 1910, are prescribed to govern the opening of the 
draws in the bridges crossing Boston Harbor, and the 
navigable waters tributary to the said harbor. 


Bripces WirHout CLosep Hours. 


1. The draw in each and every bridge hereafter named 
in this paragraph shall, upon the signal prescribed being 
given, be opened promptly at all hours for the passage 
of any vessel or vessels or other water craft not able to 
pass underneath it: provided, that when the draw in any 
of the said bridges shall have been opened for ten (10) min- 
utes or longer it may be closed for the crossing of trains, cars, 
vehicles or individuals, if any be waiting to cross, and after 
being so closed for ten (10) minutes or for such shorter time 
as may be necessary for the said trains, cars, vehicles or indi- 
viduals to cross, it shall be again opened promptly for the 
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passage of vessels or other water craft if there be any such 
desiring to pass. The requirements of this paragraph shall 
apply to each and every one of the following-named bridges, 
so called, to wit:

promptly for the passage of vessels or other water craft if 
there be any such desiring to pass. Between the hours of 
6.30 a.m. and 9 a. m., and between the hours of 4.30 p. m. 
and 7 p.m., the draws in the bridges hereafter named in 
this paragraph shall not be required to be opened on week 
days for the passage of any vessel, vessels or other water 
craft excepting during the periods between 7.05 a. m. and 
7.15 a. m., between 8 a. m. and 8.10 a. m., between 5.20 
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p. m. and 5.30 p. m., and between 6.20 p. m. and 6.30 p. m., 
and excepting also as provided in paragraphs 4, 5 and 11 of 
these rules and regulations. The requirements of this para- 
graph shall apply to each and every one of the following- 
named bridges, so called, to wit: 


Across Mystic River.— Chelsea Bridge South, Chelsea Bridge 
North, Malden Bridge, Boston & Maine (Eastern Division) 
Railroad Bridge, and Boston & Maine (Western Division) 
Railroad Bridge. 

Across Charles River.— Harvard Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Northern Avenue Bridge, Con- 
eress Street Bridge and Summer Street Bridge. 


3. Between the hours of 9.10 a.m. and 4.15 p. m. 
and between the hours of 7.40 p. m. and 6.15 a. m. on 
week days, and at all hours on Sundays, and on legal holidays 
observed in the locality, the draws in each and every bridge 
hereafter named in this paragraph shall, upon the signal 
prescribed being given, be opened promptly for the passage 
of any vessel or vessels or other water craft not able to 
pass underneath it: provided, that when the draw in any 
of the said bridges shall have been opened for ten (10) 
minutes or for such shorter period as may be necessary for 
the passage of vessels or other water craft desiring to pass, 
between the hours aforesaid, it shall be closed for the 
crossing of trains, cars, vehicles or individuals, if any be 
waiting to cross, and after being so closed for ten (10) 
minutes or for such shorter time as may be necessary for the 
said trains, cars, vehicles or individuals to cross, it shall be 
again opened promptly for the passage of vessels or other 
water craft, if there be any such desiring to pass. Between 
the hours of 6.15 a.m. and 9.10 a.m. and between the hours 
of 4.15 p.m. and 7.40 p. m. the draws in the bridges hereafter 
named in this paragraph shall not be required to be opened 
on week days for the passage of any vessel, vessels or other 
water craft excepting that when the tide is high at Charles- 
town Navy Yard between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m., the draw- 
bridges hereafter named in this paragraph shall be opened 
for a period between 6.15 a. m. and 9.10 a. m. not exceeding 
ten (10) minutes and within forty-five (45) minutes before 
or after said high tide for the passage of all vessels or other 
water craft when of a draft of twelve (12) feet or over, if 
there be any such desiring to pass; the exact time of opening 
within the prescribed limits of 45 minutes before and after 
said high tide to be prescribed by the railroad companies, 
due regard being had for causing minimum interference with 
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railroad schedules, highway traffic, and the interests of 
navigation. The opening time of each bridge shall be so 
fixed as to permit continuous passage through the next and 
following bridges located in direction of course of vessel or 
other water craft. 


Across Charles River.—Charlestown Bridge, Warren Bridge, 
Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad Bridge, for 
teams, Boston & Maine (formerly Fitchburg) Railroad 
Bridge, Boston & Maine Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Eastern) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine (for- 
merly Lowell passenger) Railroad Bridge, Boston & Maine 
(formerly Lowell freight) Railroad Bridge, Craigie Tempo- 
rary Bridge, Boston Elevated Railway Bridge and Charles 
River Dam Bridge. 

Across Fort Point Channel.— Dorchester Avenue Bridge, 
Atlantic Avenue (Cove Street) Bridge, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Bridge, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford (Y connection) Railroad Bridge, Broadway 
Bridge, Dover Street Bridge and New York, New Haven & 
Hartford (South Bay junction) Railroad Bridge. 


4. The draw in Chelsea Bridge North shall, upon the 
signal prescribed being given, be opened promptly at all 
hours for the passage of any vessel, vessels or other 
water craft whose draft is eighteen (18) feet or more; 
and any vessel, vessels or other water craft proceeding up- 
stream that, during any of the periods on week days from 7.05 
a.m. to 7.15 a.m., 8 a.m. to 8.10 a. m.,- 5.20 p. m. to 5.30 
p. m., and 6.20 p. m. to 6.30 p. m., shall have passed through 
Chelsea Bridge North, or through any other bridge across 
Mystic river between Chelsea Bridge North and Boston 
& Maine (Western Division) Railroad Bridge, shall be 
passed promptly on signal through each and all of the bridges 
located upstream from Chelsea Bridge North, the provisions 
of paragraph 2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary 
notwithstanding; and any vessel, vessels or other water 
craft proceeding downstream that during any of the afore- 
said periods shall have passed through Boston & Maine 
(Western Division) Railroad Bridge or through any other 
bridge across Mystic river between Boston & Maine (West- 
ern Divison) Railroad Bridge and Chelsea Bridge North 
shall be passed promptly on signal through each and all 
of the bridges located downstream from Boston & Maine 
(Western Division) Railroad Bridge, the provisions of para- 
graph 2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 
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5. The draws in Northern Avenue Bridge, Congress Street 
Bridge and Summer Street Bridge shall, upon the signal 
prescribed being given, be opened promptly at all hours for 
the passage of any vessel, vessels or other water craft whose 
draft is eighteen (18) feet or more. 

Any vessel, vessels or other water craft proceeding upstream 
through Northern Avenue Bridge shall be afforded contin- 
uous passage through Congress Street Bridge and Summer 
Street Bridge; and any vessel, vessels or other water craft 
proceeding downstream through Summer Street Bridge shall 
be afforded continuous passage through Congress Street 
Bridge and Northern Avenue Bridge, the provisions of para- 
graph 2 of these rules and regulations to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

6. The length of time that a draw has been open shall be 
computed from the time that the draw span begins to move 
in opening, and the length of time that a draw has been closed 
shall be computed from the time that the draw span ceases 
to move in closing. 

7. These rules and regulations shall not apply to steam 
vessels owned or leased by the United States, nor shall they 
apply to vessels employed by the City of Boston or other 
municipality for police and fire protection. All such United 
States and municipal vessels shall be passed without delay 
through the draws of all bridges, at any hour of the day or 
night, upon signalling by four (4) long blasts of the whistle. 
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The following is a description of the most important work 
done during the year under the supervision of the Chief 
Engineer. | 


HIGHWAY DIVISION (Pavine SERVICE). 


Albany street from Broadway to Dover street, about 1,116 
feet in lerfgth, was repaved with large granite blocks on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble 
joints, by the F. 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under contract, 
which also did the excavating and regulating. The old paving 
blocks were hauled to the Albany Street Yard and to the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot by the contractor. The edgestone and 
bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. Part 
of the crushed stone for the concrete base was furnished by the 
city at the Columbia road crusher and was hauled by the con- 
tractor. The balance of the crushed stone, paving blocks, 
flagging and other materials necessary for the paving were 
furnished by the contractor. In connection with this work 
Broadway extension, between the two bridges, was repaved 
with the existing granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints. 
The existing concrete base was brought up to the proper grade 
with new Portland cement concrete. This work was necessi- 
tated by a general settlement of the tracks, roadway and side- 
walks. The former surface on Albany street was granite 
blocks on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Atlantic avenue, at the intersection of Congress street, for 
a distance of about 227 feet along the avenue, was repaved 
with the existing granite blocks, with pitch and pebble joints. 
The old concrete base was brought up to the proper grade 
with Portland cement concrete. The work was done under 
contract by the Frank H. Cowin Company, which also did the 
excavating and regulating. This work was necessitated by the 
settlement of the old pavement at this place, which was par- 
ticularly bad along the Union Freight Company’s tracks. 

Causeway street, southerly side, from Portland street to Canal 
street, was repaved with the existing granite blocks, with pitch 
and pebble joints. The old concrete base was brought up to 
the proper grade with new Portland cement. This work was 
done under contract by John T. Shea, Jr. Causeway street, 
from Canal street, about 93 feet, towards Haverhill street, was 
also repaved at this time. All of this work was necessitated 
by a bad settlement of the pavement. The former pavement 
was granite block on a concrete base with pitch and pebble 
joints. 

East street, from Atlantic avenue to South street, about 248 
feet in length, was repaved with new, large granite blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch and peb- 
ble joints, by the F. 8S. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under con- 
tract, which also did the excavating and regulating. The paving

blocks, flagging and other materials necessary for the paving 
were furnished by the contractor. The crushed stone for the 
concrete base was furnished at the Columbia road crusher and 
hauled by the contractor. The edgestone was furnished by the 
city at the South End Paving Yard and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The old paving blocks were removed and hauled to 
the South Yard by the contractor. The former pavement was 
granite block on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Ford’s run, from South Market street to Clinton street, about 
208 feet in length, was repaved with the existing granite blocks 
on a gravel base, with pitch joints. This work was done by 
Joseph B. O’Rourke & Co., and it was necessitated in order 
that the grade of this street might conform to that of South 
Market street. The former pavement was granite block on a 
eravel base with gravel joints. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Southampton street to the bridge 
over the Midland Division of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, about 2,755 feet in length, was paved with 
a special granite block, five (5) inches in depth, on a Portland 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The work 
was done by the F. 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation, under contract, 
which also did the excavating and regulating. The new paving 
blocks and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. The straight edgestone was furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The crushed stone for the con- 
crete base and all other materials necessary for the paving 
were furnished by the contractor. The surplus excavated 
material was hauled to Old Colony avenue by the contractor. 
The former surface of the street was macadam. 

North street, from Blackstone street to Richmond street, 
about 778 feet in length, was repaved with new, large granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints. The work was done under contract 
by the F. S. & A. D. Gore Corporation, which also did the 
excavating and regulating. The paving blocks, flagging, 
crushed stone and other materials necessary for the paving 
were furnished by the contractor. The edgestone and side- 
walk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
The old paving blocks were hauled to the Revere Street Yard 
by the contractor. The former pavement was grainite bocks 
on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

South Market street, from Commercial street to Atlantic 
avenue, about 689 feet in length, was repaved with new, large 

_granite blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, 
With pitch and pebble joints. The work was done under con- 
tract by Joseph B. O’ Rourke & Co., who also did the excavating 
and regulating. The paving blocks, flagging, crushed stone 
for the concrete base and other materials necessary for the 
paving were furnished by the contractor. The edgestone 
and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of 
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the work. The old paving blocks were hauled by the con- 
tractor to the South Yard. The former pavement was granite 
block on a gravel base with gravel joints. 

Washington street, from Green street to the Arborway, is 
about 3,442 feet in length. The edgestone, which for the 
greater part is new, has been set on the westerly side of the 
street and the roadway has been paved on the westerly side, 
between the curb and the car track, from Williams street to 
the Arborway, with special granite blocks, five (5) inches in 
depth, on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints. The work was done under contract 
by John F. O’Connell, who also did the excavating and regu- 
lating. The old gutter blocks, cobbles and crossing blocks 
were hauled.to the Rosemary Street Yard by the contractor. 
The new paving blocks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city at the South Yard and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone, flagging, crushed stone for the concrete 
base and other materials necessary for the paving were fur- 
nished by the contractor. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company has relaid its westerly track on a concrete base. 
Work will be resumed on this street €arly in the spring. 


ASPHALT. 


Batterymarch street, from Milk street towards Broad street, 
about 221 feet in length, was paved by Jones & Meehan with 
two (2) inches of American rock asphalt wearing surface on a 
granite block base, with gravel joints, under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. The existing granite blocks were 
relaid and the surface rolled with a steam roller. Upon this 
granite block base the asphalt was then laid. The sidewalk 
bricks, flagging and edgestone were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. The former surface was granite blocks on a 
gravel base with gravel joints. 

Beacon street, from the easterly side of Dartmouth street to 
the easterly side of Hereford street, about 2,285 feet in length, 
was resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, with one and one-half 
(14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface and one and 
one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder upon the 
existing concrete base, which was cleaned off and brought to 
within three (3) inches of the finished surface of the roadway 
with Portland cement concrete. The regulating of the edge- 
stone, brick sidewalks and flagging was done by the contractof. 
The sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the 
work, and the flagging at the South Yard. The former sur- 
face was Trinidad asphalt on a six (6) inch concrete base. 

Charles street, from the south side of Fruit street across Allen 
street, about 721 feet in length, was resurfaced by the Barber 
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Asphalt Paving Company, under a one (1) year maintenance 
euarantee, with one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad 
wearing surface and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous 
concrete binder upon the existing concrete base, which was 
cleaned off and brought to within three (3) inches of the fin- 
ished surface of the roadway with Portland cement concrete. 
The track area, brows and dummy were repaved with granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with 
pitch and pebble joints. The track area was paved by the - 
Boston Elevated Railway Company and the brows and dummy 
by the contractor. The granite paving blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. The former 
surface was Trinidad asphalt on a six (6) inch concrete base. 

Devonshire street, from Water street to Milk street, about 
262 feet in length, was resurfaced by the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Company, under a one (1) year maintenance guarantee, with 
one and one-half (14) inches of Trinidad asphalt wearing surface 
and one and one-half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder 
upon the existing concrete base, which was cleaned off and 
brought to within three (38) inches of the finished surface of the 
roadway .with Portland cement concrete. The contractor 
also did the excavating and regulating. This work was neces- 
sitated by settlements due to building operations. 

Harrison avenue, from Malden street to East Dedham street, 
about 382 feet in length, was paved with one and one-half (14) 
inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half (14) 
inches of bituminous concrete binder on a six (6) inch Portland 
cement concrete base, by Warren Brothers Company, under a 
five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The contractor also did 
the excavating and regulating. The track area, brows and 
dummy were paved with granite blocks on a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base with pitch and pebble joints, the 
area occupied by the tracks being paved by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company and the dummy and brows by the contractor. 
The edgestones, paving blocks and flagging were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The sidewalk bricks 
were furnished by the city on the line of the work. The old 
granite blocks were hauled by the contractor to the Massachu- 
setts avenue lot. The former surface was granite block on a 
gravel base with gravel joints. 

Kirkland street, from Pleasant street to Corning street, about 
534 feet in length, was paved from Pleasant street to about 
130 feet north of Corning street with one and one-half (14) 
inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface and one and one-half 
(14) inches of bituminous concrete binder on a six (6) inch Port- 
land cement concrete base by Warren Brothers Company, under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, and from 130 feet north 
of Corning street to Corning street was paved with large granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with 
pitch and pebble joints. The contractor also did the excavating 
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and regulating. The granite blocks and flagging were furnished 
by the city at the South Yard and hauled by the contractor. 
The sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. The old paving blocks and flagging were hauled by 
the contractor to the South Yard. The former surface was 
macadam. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Boylston street to Newbury street, 
about 186 feet in length, was resurfaced with one and one-half — 
- (14) inches of Acme asphalt wearing surface and one and one- 
half (14) inches of bituminous concrete binder by Warren 
Brothers Company, under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 
The existing concrete base was cleaned off and brought to 
within three (8) inches of the finished surface of the roadway 
with Portland cement concrete. Near the bridge a new six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base was laid. The track area, 
brows and dummy were paved with large granite blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base with pitch and 
pebble joints, the track area being paved by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and the brows and dummy by the 
contractor. The granite blocks were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor, who also did the excavating. This work was 
necessitated by the change of grade and construction work at 
the bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Wheeler street, from Shawmut avenue to Corning street, about 
377 feet in length, was paved by the Warren Brothers Company, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee, with one and one- 
half (14) inches of Acme wearing surface and one and one-half 
(14) inches of bituminous concrete binder on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base. The contractor also did the 
excavating and regulating. The granite blocks and flagging 
were furnished by the city at the South Yard and hauled by the 
contractor. The sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The old paving blocks and flagging were 
hauled by the contractor to the South Yard. The former 
surface was macadam. 


Woop Buock PAVING. 


Bowdoin street, Dorchester, from Quincy street across Mt. Ida 
road, about 293 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout bed and 
joints, by James Doherty, under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. The track area was paved by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. The excavating and regulating were done 
by the contractor. The old gutter blocks were hauled to the 
Hancock Street Yard by the contractor. The flagging and new 
granite blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city 
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on the line of the work. All the other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The former surface was macadam. 

Falmouth street, from Massachusetts avenue across Norway 
street, about 632 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks 
on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with cement 
grout bed and joints, by James Doherty, under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. The contractor also did the excavat- 
ing and regulating. The new edgestone was furnished by the 
city at the South Yard and hauled by the contractor. The 
sidewalk bricks, granite blocks and flagging were furnished by 
the city on the ‘line of the work. The contractor furnished all 
the other materials. The old gutter blocks were hauled to the 
Massachusetts avenue lot by the contractor. The former 
surface was macadam. 

Norway street, from Falmouth street across St. Paul street, 
about 310 feet in length, was paved with wood blocks on a six 
(6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with cement grout 
bed and joints, by the United States Wood Preserving Company, 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The contractor 
also did the excavating and regulating. The new granite 
blocks and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The old gutter blocks were hauled to the Massa- 
chusetts avenue lot by the contractor. The former surface 
was macadam. 

St. Paul street, from Falmouth street to Norway street, about 
301 feet long, was paved with wood blocks on a six (6) inch 
Portland cement concrete base, on a cement grout bed and 
joints, by the United States Wood Preserving Company, under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The contractor also 
did the excavating and regulating. The sidewalk bricks were 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The old gutter 
blocks were hauled to the Massachusetts avenue lot by the 
contractor. The former surface was macadam. 


Brick Biock PAVING. 


Derne street, from Temple street to Hancock street, about 
200 feet in length, was paved with Mack brick blocks on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, with grout joints, by John 
EK. Burns & Co., under a five (5) year maintenance guar- 
antee. The contractor also did the excavating and regulating. 
The former surface was asphalt blocks on a concrete base. 

Downing street, from Vernon street to Whittier street, 323 
feet in length; Hampshire street, from Ruggles street to Linden 
Park street, 1,861 feet in length; Linden Park street, from Elm- 
wood street across Cabot street, about 1,067 feet in length; 
Ruggles street, from Tremont street to Cabot street, 460 feet in 
length; Simmons street, from Vernon street to Linden Park street, 
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645 feet in length; Vernon street, from Tremont street to Cabot 
street, about 801 feet in length, and Whittier street, from Cabot 
street to Tremont street and from Tremont street to Columbus 
avenue, about 740 feet in length, were all paved, under contract, 
by John E. Burns & Co., with Mack brick blocks on a six (6) 
inch Portland cement concrete base, with cement grout joints, | 
under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. The contractor 
also did the excavating and regulating. All of the existing 
gravel sidewalks were paved with sidewalk bricks, under an 
order of the Board of Aldermen. The new straight edgestones, 
granite paving blocks and flagging were furnished by the city 
at the South Yard and hauled by the contractor. The old 
gutter blocks were hauled by the contractor to the Dimock 
Street Yard. Part of the surplus excavated material was hauled 
by the contractor to Huntington avenue, part to St. Stephen 
street and the balance to Avenue Louis Pasteur. The former 
surface of all of these streets was macadam. ‘That part of Lin- 
den Park street from Tremont street across Elmwood street, 
about 290 feet in length, was paved with special granite 
blocks on a six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with 
pitch and pebble joints. 


ASSESSMENT STREETS. 


The following streets have been constructed or are in the 
process of construction under the provisions of chapter 393 
of the Acts of 1906 and the Acts in amendment or addition 
thereto: 

Avenue Louis Pasteur, from Longwood avenue to the Fenway, 
is about 1,371 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty, 
October 20, 1909. Work was begun October 28, 1909, and 
suspended December 24, 1909. This street is to be for the 
greater part 100 feet wide, with an eight (8) inch tar macadam 
roadway and three (3) foot vitrified brick gutters. The Long- 
wood avenue end is to be constructed in the form of a circle of 
93-foot radius and the roadway is to be of vitrified brick on a 
six (6) inch Portland cement concrete base, with pitch joints. 
The curbing is to be similar to that used by the Park Department. 
The sidewalks are to be 25 feet wide, consisting of a loam space 
15 feet wide and crushed stone 10 feet wide. This loam space 
is widened at intervals to 20 feet to form pits for the planting of 
trees. At these points five (5) feet of the crushed stone walk 
will overlap the loam space. The excavation for the loam space 
has been made and the loam has been furnished and placed 
by the contractor. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Benton street, from Columbus avenue to Tremont street, is 
. about 351 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to John McCourt & Co., June 
2, 1909. Work was begun June 15, 1909, and completed July 
10, 1909. It is a thirty-five (35) foot street with a six (6) inch 
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macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, gran- 
ite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and brick sidewalks six 
(6) feet in width. The crushed stone for the macadam, the 
granite blocks for the gutters, the edgestone and sidewalk 
bricks were furnished by the contractor: The new flagging 
was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 

Belfort street, from Sagamore street to Saxton street, is 
about 164 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & Co., June 
5, 1909. Work was begun July 6, 1909, and completed October 
4,1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch mac- 
adam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging 
crosswalks, granite edgestone and a seven (7) foot artificial 
stone sidewalk. All of the materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The contract for constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan June 2, 1909. 
Work was begun July 13, 1909, and completed July 16, 1909. 
These sidewalks are laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. The artificial stone sidewalks on a part of this 
street had been built previous to construction. They were 
found to be in good condition and were allowed to remain. 

Beaumont street, from Carruth street to Adams street, is 
about 1,706 feet in length. The work of constructing this 
street is being done by the department force. Work was begun 
November 19, 1909, and suspended December 24, 1909. It is 
a thirty-two (32) foot street and will be built with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestones and five and one-half (54) 
foot artificial stone sidewalks. The edgestone has been set, 
the gutters paved and most of the roadway and sidewalks have 
been excavated to the proper sub-grade. Work will be resumed 
early in the spring. 

Carmen street, from Shafter street to Kilton street, is about 
648 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was awarded to John McCourt & Co. May 20, 1909. Work was 
begun August 19, 1909, and completed December 3, 1909. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestones, seven (7) foot brick sidewalks on the south 
side near Shafter street and the remainder of the sidewalks 
four and one-half (4%) foot artificial stone with a loam space. 
The paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The contract for constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Warren Brothers Company May 20, 
1909. Work was begun September 10, 1909, and completed 
October 29, 1909. These sidewalks are laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. 

Corona street, from Bowdoin street to Geneva avenue, is 
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about 1,001 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan 
September 3, 1908. Work was begun October 28, 1908, and 
suspended December 19, 1908. Work was resumed April 13, 
1909, and completed May 11, 1909. These sidewalks were 
laid under a ten (10) year maintenance guarantee. 

Covington street, from East Eighth street to Columbia road, 
is about 266 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke & 
Co. June 5, 1909. Work was begun on October 25, 1909, and 
suspended December 24, 1909. Itis a fifty-four (54) foot street, 
with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) granite block 
cutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestones and seven 
(7) foot brick sidewalks. The paving blocks were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. This street has been 
completed with the exception of the macadam roadway. The 
crushed stone has been placed in the roadway and partially 
rolled. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Cottage terrace, from East Cottage street to Marshfield street, 
is about 642 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty June 
18, 1909. Work was begun June 23, 1909, and completed 
July 31, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, with three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot brick 
sidewalks. The straight edgestone and granite paving blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Doris street, from Dorchester avenue to Auckland street, is 
about 297 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Joseph B. O’Rourke 
& Co. July 15, 1909. Work was begun September 2, 1909, and 
completed October 4, 1909. It is a thirty (80) foot street with 
a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block 
gutters, flagging crosswalks and five (5) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The granite paving blocks and flagging were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The artificial 
stone sidewalks were built previous to the present construction. 

Dayton street, from Nixon street to the Shawmut branch 
of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 
229 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street and the contract for constructing the artificial 
stone sidewalks were awarded to James Doherty June 18, 1909. 
Work under the macadam contract was begun June 29, 1909, 
and completed July 29, 1909; under the sidewalk contract 
work was begun July 14, 1909, and completed July 27, 1909. 
It is a forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (8) granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, gran- 
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ite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
granite paving blocks, flagging and edgestone were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The artificial stone 
sidewalks, on a part of the street, had been built previous to 
construction. They were found to be in good condition and 
were allowed to remain. 

Dighton street, extended to Chestnut Hill avenue, is about 
305 feet inlength. The work of constructing this street is being 
done by the department force. Work was begun December 
14, 1909, and suspended December 24, 1909. It is a fifty (50) 
foot street and will be built with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (8) granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and eight (8) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
The work done this year consisted of excavating and grading. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Evergreen street, from South Huntington avenue about 443 
feet easterly, is about 456 feet in length. The contract for 
grading this street was awarded to Mark H. Lynch December 
11, 1908. Work was begun December 16, 1908, and completed 
March 6, 1909. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to James H. McCarthy September 29, 
1909. -Work was begun October 11, 1909, and completed 
December 13, 1909. It is a forty-one (41) foot street, with 
a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot 
crushed stone sidewalks. The edgestone and flagging were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. 

Fletcher street, from Centre street to South street, is about 
1,510 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was awarded to James Doherty September 14, 1909. Work 
was begun September 17, 1909, and completed November 
18, 1909. The contract for constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks was also awarded to James Doherty September 
17, 1909. Work was begun September 30, 1909, and completed 
November 16, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks and granite edgestone: The sidewalks, 
seven (7) feet in width, consist of a seeded loam space two and 
one-half (24) feet wide and artificial stone four and one-half (44) 
feet wide. The crushed stone for the macadam,‘granite blocks 
for the gutters and the loam for the loam spaces were furnished 
by the contractor. The edgestone was furnished by the city, 
part on the line of the work and part being hauled by the con- 
tractor. The flagging was furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The old paving blocks, cobbles and crossing 
blocks were hauled to the Child Street Yard by the contractor. 
The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee. Underdrains were laid connecting 
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the cinder foundation of the walks with the catch-basins, the 
object being to prevent the accumulation of water at the low 
end of the walks and a consequent upheaval which might be 
occasioned by the action of frost in the ground. 

Hyde Park avenue, from about 300 feet north of Ashland 
street to the Hyde Park line, is about 2,224 feet in length. 
The contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the West Roxbury Trap Rock Company September 
14, 1909. Work was begun September 20, 1909, and suspended 
December 24, 1909. Work done on this street this year con- 
sisted principally of placing filling, but this work has been, to 
a great extent, necessarily interfered with by the laying of 
underground pipes. 

Marbury terrace, from Amory street to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, is about 346 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty October 18, 1909. Work was begun Novem- 
ber 15, 1909, and suspended December 6, 1909. It is a forty 
(40) foot street and is to have a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks seven (7) feet 
in width. The edgestone has been set, the gutters paved and 
the cinder foundation for the artificial stone sidewalks placed. 
The edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. The paving blocks for the gutters and the cinders 
for the sidewalks were furnished by the contractor. Work 
will be resumed early in the spring. 

Melbourne street, from Centre street across Brent street, is 
574 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone side- 
walks, was awarded to Thomas Croke & Co. July 23, 1909. 
Work was begun August 3, 1909, and completed November 17, 
1909. Itisa forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone 
sidewalks. The edgestone, flagging and paving blocks were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The con- 
tract for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to Jeremiah J. Sullivan July 16, 1909. Work was begun 
August 17, 1909, and completed September 13, 1909. These 
sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Millet street, from Harvard street to Athelwold street, is about 
331 feet in length. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to James Doherty September 30, 1909. 
Work was begun October 8, 1909, and completed November 
16, 1909. The contract for constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks was also awarded to James Doherty September 30, 
1909. Work was begun November 2, 1909, and completed 
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November 11, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six 
(6) inch macadam roadway, three (3) granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and artificial stone side- 
walks seven (7) feet in width. The paving blocks, flagging 
and edgestone were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Montfern avenue, from Washington street to Faneuil street, 
is about 782 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial 
stone sidewalks, was awarded to Martin F. Gaddis May 7, 
1909. Work was begun May 25, 1909, and completed July 31, 
1909. Itisa forty (40) foot street with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks and granite edgestone. The sidewalks, seven (7) feet 
in width, have an artificial stone walk four and one-half (44) 
feet wide and a seeded loam space two (2) feet wide. On a 
part of this street artificial stone sidewalks had been built 
previous to construction. These were in good condition and 
were allowed to remain. The granite paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The contract 
for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded 
to the W. A. Murtfeldt Company May 20, 1909. Work was 
begun June 19, 1909, and completed July 1, 1909. These side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Maybrook street, from Glenway street to Greenwood street, 
is about 394 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Daniel EF. Lynch May 19, 
1909. Work was begun August 2, 1909, and completed Octo- 
ber 4, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot brick block gutters, brick 
block crosswalks and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks 
with a granite edgestone at the corners only. The brick blocks 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All 
the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
artificial stone sidewalks had been built previous to the present 
construction. 

Mountain avenue, from Lauriat avenue to Ballou avenue, 
is about 1,201 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial 
stone sidewalks, was awarded to James Doherty June 22, 1909. 
Work was begun August 3, 1909, and completed October 11, 
1909. The contract for the artificial stone sidewalks was also 
awarded to James Doherty August 5, 1909. Work was begun 
September 4, 1909, and completed October 13, 1909. It is a 
fifty (50) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, 
three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite 
edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. The 
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elgestone was furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The surplus excavated material was hauled to Almont 
street by the contractor. 

Newcastle road, from Faneuil street to Hobson street, is 
about 782 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to Martin F. Gaddis May 7, 1909. 
Work was begun June 7, 1909, and completed August 24, 1909. 
It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks 
and granite edgestone. The sidewalks, seven (7) feet in width, 
have an artificial stone walk four and one-half (44) feet wide 
and a seeded loam space two (2) feet wide. The granite paving 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
Ali the other materials were furnished by the contractor. The 
contract for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was 
awarded to Simpson Brothers Corporation May 26, 1909. 
Work was begun July 16, 1909, and completed July 30, 1909. 
These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance 
guarantee. 

Opera place, from Huntington avenue to St. Stephen street, 
is about 240 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to James H. McCarthy 
October 7, 1909. Work was begun October 15, 1909, and 
completed November 9, 1909. It is a fifty (50) foot street, with 
a six (6) inch tar macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and eight 
(8) foot brick sidewalks. The edgestone, flagging and granite 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

Prescott street, from Frankfort street and the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad, is about 1,218 feet in length. The 
contract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded 
to James Doherty November 3, 1909. Work was begun 
November 22, 1909, and suspended December 24, 1909. The 
work done this year has consisted of the placing of filling. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. | 

Penhallow street, from Melville avenue to Mather street, is 
about 316 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to the Frank H. Cowin Company 
July 15, 1909. Work was begun October 27, 1909, and sus- 
pended December 14, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with 
a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block 
cutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) 
foot sidewalks, consisting of a four (4) foot artificial stone walk 
and a seeded loam space. At the time of suspension the work 
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on this contract was completed with the exception of the loam 
spaces. Work will be resumed early in the spring. The pav- 
ing blocks, flagging and edgestone were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The contract for constructing 
the artificial stone walk was awarded to James Doherty July 15, 
1909. No work has been done under this contract during the 
past year. ; 

Rexford street, from Blue Hill avenue to Oakland street, is 
about 1,013 feet in length. The contract for constructing 
the surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial 
stone sidewalks, was awarded to James H. Ferguson June 5, 
1909. Work was begun June 9, 1909, and suspended Novem- 
ber 18, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot side- 
walks, consisting of a four and one-half (44) foot artificial stone 
walk and a seeded loam space. The straight edgestone was 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. All the 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The surplus 
excavated material was hauled to Almont street by the con- 
tractor. The work under this contract, with the exception 
of the loam spaces, was completed this year, and the street left 
in good condition for the winter. Work will be resumed in the 
spring. A contract for constructing the artificial stone side- 
walks was awarded to Warren Brothers Company June 9, 1909. 
The cinder foundation for the artificial stone was placed and 
the sidewalks made safe for the winter. Work will be resumed 
in the spring. 

Radcliffe street, from Harvard street to Faxon street, is 
about 1,034 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to Thomas Croke & Co. May 26, 1909. 
Work was begun July 1, 1909, and completed November 
27, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch 
macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite block gutters, flag- 
ging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot side- 
walks, consisting of a four and one-half (44) foot artificial stone 
walk and a seeded loam space. The paving blocks were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled by the contractor... All the other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The contract 
for constructing the artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to 
Warren Brothers Company May 20, 1909. Work was begun 
August 2, 1909, and completed October 16, 1909. These side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 

Stonehurst street, from Topliff street to Hamilton street, is 
‘about 752 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone 
sidewalks, was awarded to Martin F. Gaddis April 29, 1909. 
Work was begun May 4, 1909, and completed August 10, 1909. 
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It is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam road- 
way, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging crosswalks, 
granite edgestone and seven (7) foot artificial stone sidewalks. 
The paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. The contract for constructing the artificial stone 
sidewalks was awarded to Warren Brothers Company May 20, 
1909. Work was begun May 26, 1909, and completed June 19, 
1909. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) year mainten- 
ance guarantee. 

Upham avenue, from Hancock street to Cushing avenue, is 
about 370 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to William J. Barry April 29, 
1909. Work was begun May 14, 1909, and completed June 15, 
1909. Itisa forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) inch macadam 
roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, flagging cross- 
walks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot brick sidewalks. 
The paving blocks were furnished by the city and hauled by the 
contractor. All the other materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Walworth street, from Belgrade avenue to South street, is 
about 568 feet long. The contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to Thomas F. Minton August 38, 
1909. Work was begun August 26, 1909, and completed 
November 19, 1909. It is a fifty (50) foot street, except in the 
vicinity of the bridge over the New York, New Haven’& Hart- 
ford Railroad, where it narrows to meet the old bridge. It 
has a six (6) inch macadam roadway, three (8) foot granite 
block gutters, flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and crushed 
stone sidewalks eight (8) feet in width. The guard fences at 
the bridge over the railroad were rebuilt. All the materials 
were furnished by the contractor. 

Wellesley park, from Park street to Melville avenue, is about 
834 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street, with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
was awarded to James Doherty July 15, 1909. Work was begun 
July 20, 1909, and completed September 29, 1909. The con- 
tract for the artificial stone sidewalks was also awarded to 
James Doherty July 15, 1909. Work was begun August 11, 
1909, and completed August 28, 1909. From Park street, about 
175 feet southerly, it is a forty (40) foot street, with a six (6) 
inch macadam roadway, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
flagging crosswalks, granite edgestone and seven (7) foot arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks. At this point it divides into two road- 
ways, each twenty-five (25) feet in width constructed with six 
(6) inch macadam surface, three (3) foot granite block gutters, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks ten (10) feet 
in width consisting of five (5) feet of artificial stone and a 
seeded loam space. Continuing thus to a point about 700 feet 
south of Park street, the two roadways then merge into a 
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street of the same description as above, which extends to 
Melville avenue. The park space has an area of over 31,000 
square feet. The straight edgestone was furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. All the other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five (5) year maintenance guarantee. 


GENERAL. 


Albemarle street, at the Boston & Providence Railroad. The 
contract for constructing a bulkhead was awarded to George T. 
Rendle April 14, 1909. Work was begun April 20, 1909, and 
completed May 6, 1909. This work consisted of the recon- 
struction of the existing wooden bulkhead at the end of the 
street, which was badly dilapidated and allowed the street to 
fall over on to the railroad. All the materials were furnished 
by: the contractor. 

Auckland street, from Savin Hill avenue to Bay street, is about 
600 feet in length. The contract for setting the edgestones and 
paving the gutters was awarded to Thomas McMann & Co. 
May 17, 1909. Work was begun June 1, 1909, and completed 
July 6, 1909. It is a forty (40) foot macadam street, with 
three (8) foot granite block gutters, granite edgestone and 
seven (7) foot crushed stone sidewalks. The sidewalks and 
roadway had been built for some time and needed only resur- 
facing. This work was done by the department force. The 
edgestone and paving blocks were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The contractor furnished all the 
other materials. 

Breed street, East Boston. A fence about 44 feet long was 
erected on the concrete retaining wall on Breed street by the 
Fred 8. & A. D. Gore Corporation. This is a wooden fence 
with iron posts. All the materials were furnished by the con- 
tractor. 

Broadway Bridge, a contract for repairing the old iron fence 
on the southerly sidewalk at the westerly end of the bridge was 
awarded to the George T. McLauthlin Company April 5, 1909. 
The work consisted of removing the badly rusted portions of the 
fence and replacing the same with new materials, also supplying 
the parts that were entirely missing, and painting the whole 
fence with two (2) coats of asphaltum paint. All of the mate- 
rials were furnished by the contractor. 

Clinton street, from Ford’s run to Mercantile street. The con- 
tract for raising the flagstones on the sidewalk on this street 
was awarded to John W. and Trace N. Bowers April 16, 1909. 
The work consisted of raising the sidewalk flag to grade and 
underpinning them with masonry laid with Portland cement 
mortar, and grouting the joints with Portland cement grout. 

Florence street, at the Mt. Hope Railroad station. The 
retaining wall, about 354 feet long, was constructed in front of 
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the railroad station and extended to the existing wall on Blake- 
more street by Daniel E. Lynch, under contract dated May 26, 
1909. Work was begun June 7, 1909, and suspended November 
1, 1909. The work was completed by the department force 
November 17, 1909. This is a rubble mortar wall, with a gran- 
ite coping eighteen (18) inches wide. The wall was erected for 
the purpose of constructing Florence street to its full width, 
thus relieving a congested condition which has been a source 
of complaint for several years. The contractor furnished the 
materials for the original contract and the city for the extension. 
A contract was awarded to P. J. Dinn & Co. December 24, 1909, 
for erecting and painting a three (8) rail pipe fence on this wall. 
Work was begun January 25, 1910, and will be completed as 
soon as the weather conditions will permit. All the materials 
are to be furnished by the contractor. 

Haviland street, from Massachusetts avenue to Hemenway 
street, is about 479 feet in length. A contract for relaying the 
artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to James Doherty July 
29, 1909. Work was begun August 3, 1909, and completed 
August 10, 1909. These sidewalks were laid under a five (5) 
year maintenance guarantee. Such of the existing walk as were 
found in good condition were allowed to remain. This work 
was necessitated by a settlement of the street and the conse- 
quent cracking of the sidewalk. The roadway was resurfaced 
with the division force. 

Huntington avenue, from Gainsborough street to Longwood 
avenue, is about 4,200 feet in length. The contract for reset- 
ting the edgestone in the track reservation on this street was 
awarded to Charles W. Dolloff April 21, 1909. Work was 
begun July 138, 1909, and completed July 31, 1909. The granite 
block paving at street crossings was reset by the contractor. 
All the materials were furnished by the contractor. The road- 
way was resurfaced by the division force and treated with 
bituminous binder. 

Huntington avenue, from Parker street to Ward street, is 
about 1,980 feet in length. A contract for resetting the edge- 
stone, repaving the gutters and relaying the crosswalks was 
awarded to John EK. Burns September 8, 1909. Work was 
begun September 8, 1909, and completed November 1, 1909. 
There was also a small amount of brick sidewalks relaid. The 
sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line of the work. 
This work was necessitated by the settlement of the old roadway, 
the edgestone having settled more than a foot in some places. 

Morton street, from Washington street to Blue Hill avenue, 
is about 9,133 feet in length. The contract for surfacing this 
street with bituminous macadam, from Forest Hills street to 
Blue Hill avenue, was awarded to William J. Barry July 6, 1909. 
The limits of the contract were extended from Forest Hills 
street to Washington street August 16, 1909. Work was 
begun July 30, 1909, and completed September 23,1909. Mor- 
ton street is probably the most important crosstown thorough- 
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fare between West Roxbury and Dorchester and carries a 
large traffic of light vehicles and automobiles. The original 
macadam surface was considerably worn and in places had 
been stripped of its binding material by the automobile traffic. 
The dust resulting from this disintegration was decidedly 
objectionable in dry weather. To obviate these conditions 
it was decided to resurface the roadway with bituminous 
‘macadam. The work was carried on in the following manner: 
The surface of the old roadway, where necessary, was reshaped 
with No. 1 crushed stone and compacted by rolling. On the 
surface thus prepared was deposited a top course of bituminous 
macadam of sufficient depth to produce a covering three (3) 
inches in thickness, after having been thoroughly consolidated 
by rolling with a twelve ton steam roller. After the materials 
had been thus compacted and rolled to a uniform surface there 
was spread upon it a thin coating of sand, enough to fill voids, 
and again rolled. There was then spread upon the above a 
wearing surface of coarse screenings or sand three-eighths (2) 
of an inch in thickness and again rolled until compacted. The 
work was prosecuted only during warm and dry weather. The 
minimum temperature at which work was allowed was 65 
degrees Fahrenheit. The bituminous compounds used for 
this work were heavy asphaltum oils produced by the Gulf 
Refining Company and the Standard Oil Company. The bitu- 
minous compound arrived on the work in tank cars provided 
with internal steam coils for heating. The oil was heated to a 
temperature of about 200 degrees Fahrenheit in the tank. It 
was then introduced with the stone into a rotary power con- 
crete mixer. The stone and the bituminous compound were 
then mixed until each stone had been entirely coated. ‘This 
mixture was immediately transported to the street and deposited. 
The crushed stone used was of No. 2 and No. 3 sizes and mixed 
in the proportion of about eighteen (18) gallons of bituminous 
compound to each cubic yard of crushed stone. This propor- 
tion of bituminous compound was afterwards slightly reduced 
as it was found to flush too freely to the surface. No stone 
was used that was not thoroughly dry. This work was laid 
with a maintenance guarantee of one (1) year. 

Norfolk Street Bridge. A contract for erecting about 85 feet 
of wooden fence at the Norfolk Street Bridge was awarded to 
P. J. Dinn & Co. October 30, 1909. The work consisted of 
erecting a wooden slat fence with iron posts and painting the 
same with three (8) coats of paint. All of the materials were 
furnished by the contractor. 

Northampton street, from Columbus avenue to Tremont street. 
The contract for constructing a bulkhead at the estate of A. W. 
Cole was awarded to George H. Cavanagh February 11, 1909. 
Work was begun March 5, 1909, and completed March 31, 1909. 
This work consisted of the construction of a wooden pile bulk- 
head about 132 feet in length, with a hard pine fence. All the 
labor and materials were furnished by the contractor. 
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Nottingham street, from Bowdoin avenue to Bullard street, 
is about 626 feet in length. The contract for resetting the 
edgestone on a concrete base and relaying the gutters was 
awarded to Anthony Diamond May 17, 1909. Work was 
begun May 24, 1909, and completed June 8, 1909. The crushed 
stone and gravel were furnished by the contractor, who also 
did the excavating. The edgestone was set in a two (2) inch 
bed of Portland cement concrete, overlaying a four (4) inch bed 
of coarse crushed stone, which serves as an underdrain. A 
length of four (4) inch drain tile was inserted at catch basins 
to carry off any water that might collect. This construction 
is designed to prevent the dislodgement of the edgestones by 
the freezing of a saturated impervious soil. Such impervious 
or clay soils occur in widely distributed areas in Dorchester and 
West Roxbury and often cause serious disturbances of the side- 
walk areas and edgestones. 

Old Colony avenue (and parts of D and West Ninth streets), 
from Dorchester avenue to Dorchester street, is about 2,528 
feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Fred S. & A. D. Gore Corpora- 
tion October 1, 1908. Work was begun October 14, 1908, and 
completed December 28, 1909. It is an eighty (80) foot street, 
with a six (6) inch macadam roadway, four (4) foot granite 
block hip gutters, granite edgestone at street corners, flagging 
crosswalks and gravel sidewalks twelve (12) feet in width. 
With the exception of the widening on the westerly side, this 
was the former roadbed of the Old Colony Railroad. The 
grading, taking down old retaining walls, building new walls 
and placing coping on parts of the old walls was.completed this 
season. The building of fences on the coping of the retaining 
walls and the construction of the macadam surface was also 
completed this year. The new edgestone, crushed stone for 
the macadam and the materials for the fences were furnished 
by the contractor. The new paving blocks and flagging 
required were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The new sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. Parts of D street and West Ninth street were 
raised to meet the new grade of Old Colony avenue and the 
surface of these streets was replaced as before. 

Stony Brook Bridge, at Ashland and Canterbury streets, was 
extended about 16 feet by Thomas I’. Minton, under contract 
dated June 22, 1909. Work was begun July 8, 1909, and com- 
pleted August 4, 1909. This work was done for the purpose 
of widening Canterbury street at its junction with Ashland 
street. This is a plank and timber bridge with rubble mortar 
foundation walls. The city furnished a catch-basin and some 
paving blocks. All the other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. 

St. Stephen street, from Bryant street to Gainsborough street, 
is about 1,100 feet in length. A contract for resetting the 
edgestone, repaving the gutters and relaying the brick side- 
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walks where necessary was awarded to William J. Rafferty & 
Co. November 10, 1909. Work was begun November 138, 1909, 
and completed December 2, 1909. The edgestone, paving 
blocks and sidewalk bricks were furnished by the city on the 
line of the work. This work was necessitated by a general 
settlement of the street, the edgestone being raised on an 
average of 9 inches. The roadway was resurfaced by the 
division force. 

Summer street, south side, between Melcher street and A 
street, is about 276 feet in length. The contract for relay- 
ing the artificial stone sidewalk, resetting the edgestone and 
repaving the street where necessary was awarded to Warren 
Brothers Company November 16, 1908. Work was begun 
November 28, 1908, and suspended December 17, 1908. It 
was resumed April 8, 1909, and completed April 24, 1909. 

Summer street, north side, from Fort Point channel to A 
street, is about 651 feet in length. The contract for relaying 
the artificial stone sidewalk, resetting the edgestone and repav- 
ing the street where necessary was awarded to James Doherty 
June 5, 1909. Work was begun June 5, 1909, and completed 
June 19, 1909. This sidewalk was laid under a five (5) year 
maintenance guarantee.

REPORT OF THE DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT OF 
LAMP DIVISION. 


; Boston, Mass., February 1, 1910. 
Mr. Guy C. Emerson, 
Superintendent of Streets: 

Dear S1r,— The annual report of the Lamp Division for 
the year 1909 is herewith submitted. 

This division has supervision of the lighting, care and main- 
tenance of the various types of electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps in use by the city for illuminating the streets, alleys, 
parks and squares, the setting up of all new lamps in the 
streets and the placing of glass street signs and numbers in 
the lanterns. 

There was appropriated for this division for the financial 
year ending January 31, 1910, the sum of $800,000. The 
expenditures amounted to $719, 574.91, thus leaving a bal- 
ance of $80,425.09 unexpended. 

The new contract for furnishing the city with electric 
lamps was signed May 5, 1909, and, commencing from the 
date of this new agreement for furnishing the magnetite and 
flame are lamps in place of the Gilbert inclosed are lamps, 
an inspection of all the electrical districts throughout the 
entire city was made at night during the spring and summer 
months, with the point in view of a more systematic arrange- 
ment of the are lamps so as to obtain a better distribution 
of light upon the streets and squares by the relocation of 
the old lamps and the addition of such new ones as was 
necessary to improve the lighting. 

The principal squares at the junction of the most traveled 
highways have been illuminated by the installation of ‘‘Tho- 
ran”’ or flame are lamps erected on poles 50 feet high, with 
ornamental iron bases and lyre tops, located in paved spaces 
established by the Highway Division where it was found 
practical to locate one. 

In the installation of the magnetite lamps new posts 5 
feet higher than the old poles (or 25 feet to the lamp), 
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and with Lundin pole-top fixtures, were set for such lamps 
as were erected in new locations, and also substituted for 
1,200 of the old posts. 

The discontinuance of the naphtha lamps and the sub- 
stitution of mantle gas or tungsten electric lamps has been 
nearly completed, only a few remaining to be taken care of 
during the ensuing year. 

The activity of the gas company in extending its main 
pipes into the districts lighted with naphtha lamps has 
resulted in a considerable increase in the total number of 
gas lamps. i 

In the installation of the tungsten lamps an enameled 
steel radial reflector attached to a pipe bracket, with 
wrought-iron scroll, is used when the street fixture is to be 
placed on a wooden pole or building. An ornamental iron 
top with opal glass dome and clear glass globe has been used 
when installing the lamps on iron lamp-posts. 

The contract with the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company 
was extended from September 15, 1909, to January 31, 1910, 
at the following reduced prices per annum:

For experimental purposes twenty Ramsdell inverted and 
twenty Graetzin inverted mantle lamps were installed on 
special extensions on lamp-posts in the Jamaica Plain district. 
Since these lamps were installed a new ornamental post 
extension for these inverted mantle lamps has been designed 
and an additional installation is now in progress. 

Burgi distance pressure-lighters have been purchased, 
together with burners with Bunsen pilots, etc., and lanterns 
for same. Experiments are now in progress with these 
impulse-lighters. 

Photometric tests of the lamps installed on the streets have 
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been made for the’ division by the electrical testing labora- 
tories of New York and also by parties in the employ of the 
city. In order to obtain additional data relating to the 
candle power of the street lamps the division has purchased a 
Sharp-Miller portable photometer. Two Bristol recording 
gauges for obtaining gas pressures, also two 4-inch and one 
6-inch water gauges, and one Tufts’ meter have been pur- 
chased. 

Complaints received from different sources in relation to 
the various street lamps have been promptly investigated 
by the inspection force, and the lighting companies required 
to remedy any defects in the lamps noted.” Deductions for 
all lamps reported out have been made on the monthly bills 
of the lighting companies. 

On Sunday, December 26, 1909, a very severe snow and 
sleet storm accompanied by a heavy gale occurred which 
affected the overhead wires most disastrously. The wires of 
the overhead are circuits were encumbered with ice incrusted 
telephone, telegraph and other wires hanging down and over 
them in such close proximity as to endanger the public and 
in order to avoid an accident a number of the circuits were 
ordered cut out and remained out for several nights until the 
broken wires and other obstructions could be cleared from 
the circuit lines. Short-circuits which occurred during this 
storm also had a serious effect upon the underground wires. 

The work done by the division in the installation of new 
lamps, repairs and alterations of services and lamp-posts 
has been conducted as follows: 

Five hundred seventy-five new single-mantle gas lamps have 
been installed and seven relighted. Eleven new fire-alarm 
signal lamps have been added. One hundred forty-six new 
are lamps have been installed, subdivided as follows: Mag- 
netites, 111; flame, 24; Gilbert, 11. Six Gilbert lamps have 
been relighted, and 2,247 Gilbert lamps have been changed 
to magnetite arc lamps. Nine hundred three new tungsten 
lamps have been installed. Are lamps have been provided 
during the skating season at Wood Island Park, Jamaica 
Pond, Savin Hill and North Brighton. Ninety-five triple- 
mantle gas lamps have been changed to double-mantle lamps, 
and one triple-mantle police lamp to single-mantle. Forty 
single-mantle gas lamps have been changed to Graetzin and 
Ramsdell inverted mantle lamps (20 each). Two hundred 
forty-six single-mantle, 28 triple-mantle, 2 fire-alarm lamps, 
1,060 naphtha lamps, 74 are lamps and 29 carbon incan- 
descent lamps have been discontinued and removed. The 
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total number of lamps of all types installed during the year 
was 1,780, the total number of lamps discontinued 1,553, 
a total net increase of 227 lamps. 

Changes in locations of 386 gas and 65 arc lamp-posts 
have been made for the better lighting of the street or on 
account of street construction. One thousand nine hundred 
ninety-eight lamp-posts and 5 brackets have been set for the 
various types of lamps and 841 incandescent fixtures have 
been put up; 47 gas lamp-posts that were broken by teams 
or other causes were removed and new ones set. Ten gas 
and 3 are lamp-posts have been set in place of bracket 
fixtures. Five hundred eighty-six gas, 1 tungsten and 11 
are lamp-posts have been straightened. One hundred 
twenty-eight gas, 7 tungsten and 11 are lamp-posts have 
been reset to line and grade. One hundred seventy gas, 
723 naphtha and 1,284 are lamp-posts were removed from 
the streets. Forty-one gas brackets and 7 electric fixtures 
have been removed. One lamp-post has had the spindle 
recalked; 4 gas brackets have been repaired. Six hundred 
seventy-six new service pipes have been removed and 312 
have been removed and cut off from the main pipes. Seven 
lamp services have been reconnected with new mains, and 
36 renewed or relaid that were trapped or otherwise affected 
by street changes. One hundred eighty-one leaks in service 
pipes were repaired; 12 risers renewed; 28 risers removed, 
and 504 service pipes were cleared. The number of glass 
signs placed in lanterns is 640, and also 223 numbers; 62 
glass shades have been placed in the gas lanterns. 

The expense of changing the wooden street signs on the 
old are lamp-posts to the new posts has been borne by this 
division.

If the company shall, during the continuance of this 
agreement, purchase the existing electric distributing systems 
in either or any of those districts of the city above excepted, 
the public lamps then installed in said district or districts 
shall be added to the number of lamps as above applied for, 
or as afterwards increased, and shall come under the opera- 
tion of this agreement; and the company will, upon demand, 
as soon as practicable thereafter, without charge to the city, 
substitute for such lamps other lamps of standard types.

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The company shall substitute, without charge to the city, 
magnetite lamps for Gilbert lamps at a rate not exceeding 
100 per week, and General Electric lamps for Gilbert lamps 
at a rate not exceeding 10 per week; such magnetite lamps, 
up to 1,200, to be installed upon standard twenty-five-foot 
poles and such General Electric lamps, up to 100, to be 
installed upon standard forty-foot poles; the remainder on 
the existing standard eighteen-foot poles; such changes to be 
made at the above specified rate until not more than five 
hundred (500) Gilbert lamps remain in the territory covered 
by this contract and any extension thereof. In the applica- 
tion of the second clause of the 7th of the Terms and Con- 
ditions, hereto attached, one General Electric lamp shall be 
counted as equal to three Gilbert lamps or magnetite lamps. 

The following is substituted for the provision for arbitra- 
tion set out in the last clause of the 3d of the Terms and 
Conditions, viz.: 

“At any time during the continuance of this agreement 
the city or the company may demand an investigation of the 
question,— whether the cost to the company, including 
depreciation and interest on investment, of furnishing the 
service to the city called for hereby is, at the time of such 
investigation, less than at the date of this agreement; and 
if so, how much. In determining that issue the investiga- 
tors may take into consideration the cost to the company of 
any or all other parts of its supply and any other pertinent 
facts and conditions which they may deem important. Such 
investigation or investigations shall be made by the then 
head professors of applied electricity, by whatever titles 
known, of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and the 
scientific department of Harvard University, if able and will- 
ing to serve. In case either is unable or unwilling to serve 
his substitute shall be named by the then president of said 
institute or university, as the case may be. In case of any 
disagreement between said investigators they may call in 
an arbitrator of their own selection. The decision of said 
investigators, or of either of them and said arbitrator, shall 
be binding upon the city and the company until the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts has decided that the constitutional 
rights of either are thereby infringed.” 

The following is substituted for the 5th of the Terms and 
Conditions hereto attached: 

“The municipality may, at any time, by written notice, 
require the company to employ a, competent and disin- 
terested person connected with either the Massachusetts 
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Institute of Technology or the scientific department of 
Harvard University to examine and test the electrical cur- 
rents and apparatus employed in furnishing the lghting 
service herein provided for, to ascertain whether or not 
the company is complying with the terms of this agreement, 
and for such purpose such person may have access at all 
reasonable times to the lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and 
other apparatus of the company used in carrying out this 
agreement. 

“In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of.not less than one hour, during 
any one night, and both of said tests shall prove that the~ 
company is not furnishing the electrical energy or light 
required by this agreement, then such circuit or such lamp 
shall be deemed to be outages as provided herein. If such 
tests show that the company is not furnishing the electrical 
energy or light required by this agreement, the company 
shall pay the expense of the examination and test herein 
provided for; otherwise the municipality shall pay such 
expense.” 

If the city notifies the company within six months from 
the time when this contract becomes operative that it desires 
to extend the contract to a period of ten years, the company 
will make the rates under this contract the same as those 
proposed under a ten-year contract, that is, the discount to 
be ten per cent instead of five,— this discount to be retro- 
active from the date when the contract becomes operative, 
that is, the difference between the amount which shall have 
been paid under the discount of five per cent and the amount 
which would have been paid had the discount been ten per 
cent shall be deducted from subsequent payments. In 
event of such extension of the contract the limit placed 
upon the number of new poles to be installed for the magnetite 
and General Electric lamps is to be abolished. 

And said municipality agrees to be bound by the street 
lighting terms and conditions of the company, printed here- 
with, except as aforesaid, and to pay the prices called for 
in the company’s Schedule M C 5, printed herewith, until 
April 1, 1914, and thereafter until one year after written 
notice by either party to the other of its election to terminate 
this agreement, which notice may be given at any time 
after the beginning of the one-year period next preceding 
the expiration of the original period above fixed. 

This agreement shall take effect as of April 1, 1909, and is 
subject to appropriations for street lighting. This agree- 
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ment is in substitution for and in place of a preceding agree- 
ment between the same parties dated April 1, 1909.

STREET LIGHTING TERMS AND CONDITIONS. 


The foregoing agreement is subject to the following terms 
and conditions: 

1. The lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus, 
appliances and materials necessary for the performance of 
this agreement, except posts for incandescent lamps supplied 
from underground circuits, shall be furnished by the company 
and kept in good order and condition by it. The lamps shall 
give a clear and steady light. The company shall furnish 
electrodes (carbons) for and trim all are lamps, and will 
renew incandescent lamps whenever they become dim, broken 
or burned out. 

2. Payments hereunder shall be made monthly on the 
recular pay day of the municipality. 

3. The company will give the municipality the benefit of 
any lower prices for service such as that herein provided for, 
or of any better quality or efficiency of service, which may at 
any time during the continuance of this agreement be enjoyed 
by any municipality served by it, such relative prices, quality 
and efficiency to be determined by taking into consideration 
all the circumstances and conditions in both cases. Upon 
written demand by the municipality the company shall there- 
after give to the municipality the benefit of two-thirds of any 
general reduction in the present cost to the company, includ- 
ing depreciation and interest on investment, of supplying the 
service called for by this agreement, but only so long as and 
to the extent that such decreased cost shall continue. If at 
any time during the continuance of this agreement the com- 
pany and the municipality shall disagree upon any matter 
embraced in this term and condition, it shall be referred to 
the arbitration of three disinterested persons, selected one by 
the municipality, one by the company and the third by the 
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other two, a decision of a majority of whom shall be binding 
upon the parties, provided the constitutional rights of either 
party shall not thereby be infringed. 

4. The company will indemnify and save harmless the 
municipality against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost 
and expense on account of injury to persons or property aris- 
ing in any way out of the erection, construction, maintenance 
or use of any of the lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other 
apparatus and appliances furnished by the company here- 
under, except where such injury is the result, in whole or in 
part, of the fault or neglect of the municipality, its officers, 
servants or agents, while acting as agents of the municipality; 
and against any and all claims for damages by reason of any 
alleged infringement of patent rights in the use of lamps, 
poles, wires, fixtures, machinery and other apparatus, appli- 
ances and material supplied by the company hereunder; and 
will, at its own expense, assume the defence of all actions at 
law or in equity which may be brought against the munici- 
pality upon any claims as aforesaid, and also against all 
decrees, judgments and orders of any court based thereon. 

5. The municipality may at all times, with or without 
the company’s knowledge, employ a competent person to 
examine and test the electrical currents and apparatus 
employed in furnishing the lighting service herein provided 
for, to ascertain whether or not the company is complying 
with the terms of this agreement, and for such purpose 
the company agrees that such person may have access at all 
reasonable times to said lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and 
other apparatus of the company used in carrying out this 
agreement. | 

The municipality will indemnify and save harmless the 
company against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost 
and expense on account of injury to persons or property 
arising in any way out of the employment, act or neglect of 
any such person, except such as may arise, in whole or in 
part, from the fault or neglect of the company, its agents or 
servants, while acting as agents of the company. 

In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour, during 
any one night, and both of said tests shall prove that the 
company is not furnishing the electrical energy or light 
required by this agreement, then such circuit or such lamp 
shall be deemed to be outages as provided herein. 

6. Such additional lamps shall be installed, without 
charge to the municipality, as may be designated by the 
municipality at any time before notice is given to terminate 
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this agreement, provided the company shall not be required 
to extend its lines more than 400 feet overhead, or in localities 
served by underground construction more than 100 feet 
underground, to reach any lamp; but the municipality may 
require extension of lines for additional lamps at any time 
during the term of this agreement by paying the cost of so 
much of the extension as exceeds that herein required to be 
made by the company, such payments to apply as credits on 
future bills for lighting on such additional lines. Whenever 
requested by the municipality the company will change the 
location of any lamps at the expense of the municipality, not 
exceeding, however, $5 for each arc lamp and $3 for each 
incandescent lamp so moved, unless new lines or poles are 
required. 

7. The discontinuance of any street or highway shall 
have the effect of discontinuing whatever lamps may have 
been located on such street or way. The municipality may 
at any time discontinue a lamp or lamps for reasonable cause, 
but the number of lamps of any type in service at any time 
shall not, except as hereinbelow provided, be less than 95 
per cent of the maximum number of such lamps in service 
under this agreement at any time prior thereto. In case of 
such discontinuance the installation of any lamps at other 
locations shall be charged for the same as changes of locations 
under Article 6 hereof until the original number installed 
shall again have been reached. Lamps of any type may be 
substituted for lamps of any other type if the municipality 
pays the total expense of making the change and the total 
amount of payments by the municipality hereunder at the 
then standard. rates is not thereby diminished. 

8. Should the municipality at any time find that the 
company is not complying fully with the terms and require- 
ments of this agreement, the municipality shall immediately 
notify the company of such fact, and the company shall at 
once remedy the fault, but failure to give such notice shall 
not impair any obligation of the company. But the company 
shall not be responsible for any failure to supply electricity 
if such failure is without default or neglect on its part. 

9. If the municipality shall at any time during the con- 
tinuance of this agreement be required to purchase the whole 
or any part of the plant of the company located within the 
limits of said municipality, under the present law, or any 
amendment thereof, the municipality shall not be holden for 
the unexpired term of this agreement, nor shall this agree- 
ment or the unexpired term thereof be in any way considered 
as an element of value in such purchase; provided, however, 
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that in case of such purchase the municipality shall not be 
entitled to the full discount provided for in this agreement 
unless it shall have been in operation for the full period thereof. 
If the agreement shall not have been in operation for the full 
period thereof, because of such purchase, the accounts between 
the municipality and the company shall be adjusted so as 
to make the total net payments by the municipality to the 
company what they would have been if the agreement had 
been made for the period during which it was actually in 
operation.

SPECIFICATIONS. 


1. By the city is meant the City of Boston, acting through 
the Superintendent of Streets or such subordinate or other 
officer as may have charge of street lighting in said city. 
By the contractor is meant the Rising Sun Street Lighting 
Company. 

2. Work to be Done— The work to be done under this 
contract shall consist of supplying all the material, labor and 
equipment necessary and required (except the posts and 
service pipes) to light with gas or naphtha incandescent 
lamps such streets, parks, alleys and public places as may 
from time to time be designated by the city during the con- 
tinuance of this contract, from September 16, 1909, to Janu- 
ary 31, 1910. He must also light, extinguish and keep clean 
such open-flame fire-alarm signal lamps as the City may from 
time to time establish. 

3. Plant to be Furnished by Contractor — The contractor 
must furnish his own plant to do the work, and the necessary 
equipment shall be placed upon such gas posts as may be 
furnished and from time to time indicated by the city. The 
said plant and all appurtenances so furnished by the con- 
tractor shall remain his property and must be removed by 
him at the expiration of the contract at his own expense. 

If, in the opinion of the city, the contractor does not exer- 
cise due diligence, or if the materials or service furnished 
therefor are not to the satisfaction of the city, the city may 
give the contractor notice in writing of such dereliction, and 
then if the contractor fails within thirty days thereafter to 
obey any proper order of the city in connection with the 
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work, the said Superintendent, with the consent in writing 
of the Mayor, may declare the contract forfeited. 

4. Lamp-posts.— The posts on which the contractor is 
to place and operate his lanterns will, together with the serv- 
ice pipes, be furnished by the city free of expense to the 
contractor. They shall be neatly painted by the contractor 
such color as the city may designate, and shall be repainted 
from time to time whenever, in the opinion of the city, it 
shall be deemed necessary. The posts must be kept free 
from dirt and must not be used for advertising purposes. 
The city will set, connect and keep the posts in good repair and 
plumb. 

The contractor must furnish cross-arms on such posts as 
the city may designate. 

5. Lanterns— The lanterns must be of boulevard pattern, 
and so constructed that the lights therein will be protected 
against insects and wind and weather. 

6, Burners and Mantles— The burners to be used must 
be first class in material and workmanship, furnishing at all 
times when in service a steady, clear, white light, free from 
smoke, of the required candle power. 

If the burners shall not give continuously the required 
candle power they must be replaced by the contractor with 
burners that will. No incandescent mantle will be permitted 
to be used unless composed of the best material and standard 
weave and of first-class quality in all respects. 

No incandescent mantle shall be used by the contractor 
which will shrink beyond reasonable dimensions from the 
standard required; and all broken, smoked or blackened, 
ragged or frayed mantles must be at once replaced with new 
mantles by the contractor. 

7. Time of Lighting—The lamps must be lighted and 
extinguished in accordance with a schedule to be furnished 
by the city, said schedule not to exceed four thousand burn- 
ing hours per lamp per year. The lamps must be lighted 
within one hour from the time fixed in the schedule as the 
time for beginning, and must be extinguished within one 
hour from the time fixed in the schedule as the time for begin- 
ning to extinguish. 

In order that the city may determine whether the gas or 
naphtha lamps are lighted and extinguished in accordance 
with the official schedule or time table hereinbefore men- 
tioned, the contractor shall furnish the said official with 
maps or lists showing the number and geographical location 
of each lamp in the district of each lamplighter, and desig- 
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nating the particular lamp at which each: lamplighter com- 
mences to light and also the lamp at which he completes the 
lighting, and in extinguishing the lamps the lamplighter 
shall begin and finish at the same lamps as are designated for 
beginning and finishing points on any lamp district during 
the term of contract. 

The lamplighters or other employees of the contractor will 
not be permitted to climb the lamp-posts for the purpose of 
lighting the lamps, or for any other purpose, except by use 
of a ladder. 

For every light that does not burn continuously at the 
proper candle power throughout the hours prescribed each 
night a sum equal to 3?< of the contract price, per lamp, 
per year, for each night’s failure will be deducted from the 
amounts due the contractor and forfeited to the city. These 
“outs” will be reported by the Police Department at its 
respective police stations daily, in writing, open to the con- 
tractor, and shall be regarded as final and binding upon the 
contractor, errors proven or admitted excepted. 

8. Repairs and Maintenance.— The contractor must at 
his own expense keep the entire plant in good repair and 
maintain same to the satisfaction of the city. Upon failure 
of the contractor to promptly make any and all necessary 
repairs (including repainting of lanterns and posts), the city 
may cause same to be done and deduct the cost thereof from 
any amounts that may become due to the contractor. All 
glass must be cleaned at least once a week, and oftener if 
necessary to do so, in order not to retard or diminish the 
candle power of the lamps. All broken or displaced glass, 
and all broken or defective mantles, must be replaced forth- 
with, and all street lamps must be constructed so that present 
signs may be attached, and shall, after each cleaning, be 
replaced, with the signs facing the proper street. All broken 
or displaced glass shall be removed forthwith by the con- 
tractor. 

The contractor shall report, in writing, at the office of the 
official in charge of street lighting, on Thursday of each week, 
the number of each kind of lamps lighted on each of the pre- 
ceding seven nights, and on the tenth day of each month the 
number of each kind lighted, as aforesaid, on each night sub- 
sequent to the last report, stating in each report the name of 
each person lighting the lamps, and the locations of any and 
all lamps added to or removed from the district of each lamp- 
lighter, and is to notify said official, in writing, of any dam- 
age to or repair needed to the posts or service pipes. 
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The contractor will be-allowed the entire use of the Lamp 
Department shop, No. 690 Albany street, at a rent of $100 
per month. 

9. Removal of Lamps.— Whenever ordered to do so by 
the city the contractor must change the location of lamps, 
weather permitting, from one place to another (posts to be 
furnished by the city ready to receive lamp), at his own cost 
and expense. 

10. New Lamps.— The city may, from time to time, order 
the erection and maintenance of new or additional lamps, at 
such locations as it may deem proper, and it shall be the duty 
of the contractor, at his own cost and expense, to properly 
erect upon said posts furnished, placed and connected by 
the city, and put into operation, such additional lamps and 
maintain the same in all respects-as called for in these speci- 
fications. All additional lamps ordered shall be put in ser- 
vice within ten days after they are ordered and posts set and 
connected, and notice that the same are in service shall be 
given by the contractor to the city. 

11. Discontinuance of Lamps.— The city shall have the 
right to increase or diminish the number of lamps furnished 
under the contract, but, subject to the provisions of Section 
14 of these specifications, it is understood that the total 
number of gas and naphtha lamps to be furnished under this 
contract shall not at any time be less than 10,000. 

Naphtha or gasolene lamps may be changed to gas lamps at 
the discretion of the city, when the gas post and service con- 
nections are ready therefor. When orders to discontinue 
lamps are given, in accordance with the above, the con- 
tractor must put them out of service within five days, and 
notify the City of Boston in writing; payment for the same 
shall cease on such discontinuance, and when the contractor 
removes a gas lantern without substituting another therefor 
he shall properly plug the service pipe so that the gas will 
not escape therefrom. 

12. Candle Power.— All the burners, whether of gas, gaso- 
lene or naphtha, must be maintained continuously when in 
service at not less than sixty actual candle power. The city 
shall have the right at any time to test the lights in the usual 
accepted manner by standard photometric tests, and if there 
is found any deficiency the contractor must proceed at once 
to remedy the defects and raise the burners to the required 
candle power. 

13. Supply of Gas.— The contractor shall furnish all the 
gas required for the lamps, and if at any time by reason of 
a reduction by any gas company in the price of gas the con- 
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tractor shall procure his gas at a lower average price per 
lamp for the whole number of lamps lighted than the average 
price paid for gas by the contractor when the system pro- 
vided for herein is fully installed, the rate paid by the city 
shall be reduced by the amount of the reduction in the price 
of gas so secured at and from the time of said reduction to 
the contractor. 

14. Hzxtension of Contract.— The city may, at its option, 
to be signified in writing not later than February 1, 1910, 
extend the term herein designated for the continuance of 
the contract for a period not exceeding six months, so that 
there may be no interruption of service in case the city enters 
into a new contract involving other parties or different 
equipment, or both. For this purpose the city may call 
upon the contractor, at any time within the last three months 
of the extended period, to discontinue the lighting of the entire 
area covered by his operations or of such parts thereof as the 
city may from time to time determine, provided, however, 
that such parts shall be so arranged that no fraction of any 
established lamplighter’s route shall require lighting for a 
longer period than:two nights and that not less than two 
weeks’ notice shall be given the contractor in regard to each 
of such part. 

The contractor shall promptly remove his equipment from 

all posts on which lighting has been discontinued and co-oper- 
ate with the city in recording the dates on which lighting 
ceased. 
_ 15. Naphtha or Gasolene.—'The contractor shall furnish 
all the gasolene or naphtha which may be necessary to supply 
incandescent mantle gasolene or naphtha street lamps at 
such locations as the city may from time to time direct, and 
furnish with posts for the purpose. 

The contractor will be required to supply each lamp each 
night with a sufficient quantity of gasolene or naphtha to 
insure the standard of light herein contracted for at all times 
during the hours of burning. 

The gasolene or naphtha used in supplying the lamps must | 
be of the very best grade, free from water, gum, glue or other 
impurities. 

16. Payments.— Payment for the work performed under 
this contract shall be made by the city monthly, in the same 
manner as other city work is paid for, at the rates specified 
in the proposal and subject to appropriations. 

17. Miscellaneous.— The contractor shall allow his 
employees to lodge, board and trade wheresoever and with 
whomsoever they may choose, and shall give preference in 
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employment, ‘first to citizens of the City of Boston, second to 
citizens of Massachusetts, and shall save the city and its 
agents and employees harmless from any and all claims against 
them or any of them arising from any act, omission or neglect 
of the contractor, his agents or employees in carrying on the 
contract, and no workman, laborer or mechanic employed on 
this work within the Commonwealth shall be requested or 
required to labor more than eight hours in any one calendar 
day. 

Any assignment, sub-letting or otherwise permitting the 
work herein specified to be done by any one other than the 
contractor, or encumbering the work or plant by mortgage 
or in any way, will be sufficient cause for the abrogation of 
the contract by the city.

Stables and sheds, with accommodations for twenty horses, 
located at H and Second streets, South Boston. 


East Boston Stable. (Leased.) 


Stables and shed, with accommodations for fifteen horses, 
located at 324 East Eagle street and occupied jointly by 
Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Sanitary Divisions. 


Charlestown Stable. 

With accommodations for twenty-five horses, situated on 
Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875; cost $5,083.07; sheds and outbuildings 
built in 1879. 

Brighton. 

Accommodation was provided by the Sewer Division at its 
stable on Western avenue for two horses of the Sanitary 
Division. Discontinued July 15, 1908. 


Highland Stable. 


With accommodations for seventy-two horses on the old 
almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square 
feet. <A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the 
Paving Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built 
in 1878, which cost $88,594.13. On this lot is an offal shed, 
erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. This offal shed was 
abandoned on April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was remod- 
eled and is now used as a carriage house and wash room. 


South City Stables, Shops and Sheds. 


Situated on Albany street, opposite Newton street. The 
lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 square feet of land. 

The stables and buildings connected therewith are of brick. 
There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for 
storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with 
French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. Twenty- 
three horses are kept in sheds. Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a veterinary hospital was built 
ak equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and disabled 

orses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, paint 
and harnessmaker’s shops, in which wagons, carts, harnesses, 
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etc., used by this and other departments are constructed 
and kept in repair, also a horseshoeing shop for shoeing the 
horses of the division located in this section of the city. 


West Stables and Sheds. 

The stable is a brick building, a story and a half high, 128 
feet by 50 feet, located on North Grove street; built in 1860 
without buildings attached to same. It has accommoda- 
tions for ninety horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains 


about 45,152 square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing 


shop was established for the purpose of shoeing horses of the 
division stabled in this section of the city. 


Fort Hull Wharf. 


Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the city’s 
garbage and refuse and as a mooring place for dumping boats 
and scows, which convey this material to sea and to the plant 
of the New England Sanitary Product Company. Cost of 
constructing platform and dredging dock, $6,219.33. There 
are five Barney dumping boats which are in continual use 
and are towed to sea by the tugboat ‘‘Cormorant.”’ 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning 
Division as a locker for patrol push carts, etc., and a part 
is in use by the Paving Division. 


Intchfield’s Wharf. (Leased.) 

Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic avenue, containing about’ 
35,460 square feet. Leased from Jacob H. Hecht, March 1, 
1898, for a period of ten years. This wharf adjoins Fort 
Hill Wharf and is occupied in part by the New England 
Sanitary Product Company as a berth for their scows, and 
also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utilization Company 
for the disposal of waste and rubbish. This property is now 
owned by the Middlesex Trust. Lease extended from March 
1, 1908, to December 1, 1908, and now running at will. 


Weighing Shed. (Hired.) 
Situated at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and South- 
ampton street. Rented frdm the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Company. Lot contains about 2,300 square feet of land. 


Wharf Property on Freeport Street, Dorchester. 
On Freeport street, Dorchester, wharf property contain- 
ing 160,745 square feet, bought by the city for the Sanitary 
Department, but never used.

ENTRANCE FEES, PERMITS AND ASSESSMENTS. 


Entrance fees to the amount of $4,152.06 have been 
deposited with the City Collector, for collection from estates 
upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, in accordance 
with the Ordinances of 1908, chapter 3, section 11. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $750.74 have been 
deposited for collection, representing those estates assessed 
under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, and amendments 
thereto, which have been connected during the year with 
the sewers for which they were assessed. 

Two thousand six hundred forty-nine permits have 
been issued, viz.: Five hundred ninety-six to district 
foremen, 119 to contractors and 1,934 to licensed drain- 
layers, representing 2,660 openings for repairing or laying 
house drains. The work done under these permits has been 
inspected and a record of the same made on the plans of 
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this division, in accordance with the provisions of the Ordi- 
nances of 1908, chapter 3. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer construction 
have been furnished the Street Commissioners, represent- 
ing 62,367.98 feet of sewers and appurtenances, costing 
$991,849.12.

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It is absolutely necessary that the two old Worthington 
pumps at the Cow Pasture pumping station be replaced by 
new ones, and I would recommend that two steam turbine 
centrifugal pumps, of a capacity of 50,000,000 gallons per 
day each, be substituted.

Completed new exhaust main line and branches to all aux- 
iliaries connected with new open heater, which replaces old 
heater, which was inefficient; an exhaust head from the open 
heater, and the changing of fresh water supply, piping and 
feed pump suctions in connection with this heater. A new 
auxiliary heater to furnish water for washing and cleaning 
purposes. 

An injector in connection with storage basin and boilers, for 
an emergency boiler supply. 

A new 4-inch fresh water supply pipe connected for emergency 
purposes, with condensers on all five pumps, also with reserve 
connections to general water supply of the station. 
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Remodelled and straightened cast-iron injection line from 
injection pumps to condensers. 

Changes are being made in location of circulating pumps, with 
consequent change of piping. All new piping has been covered 
with non-conducting material. The changes to piping made 
necessary the removal of large quantities of old, inefficient 
and unsafe piping. 

Installed two new damper regulators. Put two new plungers 
and glands in two boiler feed pumps. 

Built two new flights of steps on the deposit sewer embank- 
ment. Replaced two doors and frames in openings of deposit 
sewer embankment. 

New chains on sludge conveyer (south side). Repaired 
sprocket wheels of conveyer (north side). 

Put new cage in west shaft and new floor at high elevation 
in west shaft house, and two ventilators on the roof. 

New tension rods in sludge tank. 

Removed old blacksmith shop and tool house, and turned 
old office building into a blacksmith shop. Laid new floor in 
stable wash room. 

The mile of road over the marsh to the station has been 
raised 6 inches with cinders from the station. 

The driveways on the station grounds have been graded and 
surfaced with’stone dust.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONER FOR THE BOSTON AND 
CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


Boston, March 1, 1910. 
Hon. Joun F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— As commissioner for the City of Boston I respect- 
fully submit herewith the annual report of the Boston and 
Cambridge Bridge Commission. 

This commission is composed of two members, one appointed 
by the Mayor of the City of Boston, the other by the Mayor 
‘of the city of Cambridge, under the provisions of chapter 
467 of the Acts of 1898. The commission has charge of the 
care and maintenance of the following-named bridges con- 
necting Boston and Cambridge: Cambridge-River Street, 
Essex-Brookline Street, North Harvard-Boylston Street, 
Prison Point, Cambridge, Harvard and Western Avenue 
Bridges. 

As there was no specific appropriation made by the City 
of Boston for its portion of the expense of the commission 
during the past year the amount expended was taken from 
the appropriation for Street Department, Bridge Division, 
and amounted to $18,464.72. 

Besides the necessary patching and small repairs required 
from time to time on the several bridges the following work 
has been done: 


Prison Point.— Machinery repaired; new planking on pier. 

Harvard Bridge.-— 'The draw was raised, new end girders put 
in to bear weight of heavy cars; new iron timbers and deck 
under street railway tracks, new surface planking. 

Western Avenue.— This bridge was entirely rebuilt, at an 
expense of approximately $6,700, the City of Boston 
paying one-half of this amount. As the work was not com- 
pleted at the close of the fiscal year only a portion of the 
expense comes out of this year’s appropriation. 


The system of lighting the Cambridge Bridge has been

changed from gas to electricity, and the bridge is now lighted 
by tungsten lamps, giving a much superior illumination 
at a reduced cost. 

Tungsten lamps have also been installed in place of the 
former style of incandescent lamps on the Harvard Bridge, 
resulting in a much better illumination, and at less cost than 
under the former system. 

Several of the bridges in charge of this commission are in 
very bad shape and must have attention during the coming 
year if they are to be kept open to travel. 

Cambridge-River Street Bridge, especially, is in such a con- 
dition that unless repairs are made soon the bridge will have 
to be closed to street traffic as unsafe. This bridge will 
have to be practically rebuilt; estimated cost, $7,500. 

Harvard. Bridge-— The ironwork of this bridge will have 
to be cléaned and painted; estimated cost, $6,400. 

North Harvard-Boylston Street Bridge is in an unsafe con- 
dition and must be closed to travel unless extensively repaired. 
The City Engineer estimates $2,000 as the approximate cost 
of putting the bridge in a condition of temporary safety. 

The matter of a new bridge at this point is still a subject 
of discussion between the authorities interested, but nothing 
definite has been determined as yet. 

The following is a summary of the estimates of the cost of 
_extraordinary repairs needed during the coming year, sub- 
mitted by the City Engineer after an examination of the 
various bridges. 

As these items are not included in the regular Highway 
Division estimate, from which the City of Boston’s portion 
of the expense of the Boston and Cambridge bridges for the 
coming year will be taken, special appropriations should be 
made for the purpose. 

In each case the estimate is for the total cost of the 
repairs mentioned. The City of Boston will pay one-half of 
each item. 


Prison Point.— Resheathing, repairs to part of fender

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 7, 1910. 


Boston, February 7, 1910. 
Hon. Joun F. FirzGERALp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following as the report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment, including a statement relating to public lands in 
its care, for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

Under the orders for laying out, widening and extend- 
ing streets, passed by the Board during the year, land 
to the amount of 146,022 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 4.26 miles 
were made public ways. Under authority of the acts 
of the Legislature for the assessment upon abutting 
property of the benefit derived by it from the laying out 
and construction of streets, there has been assessed 
upon twenty-four streets a total of $67,256.62. For 
benefits of sewerage works assessments to the amount 
of $98,307.58 have been made. The total of benefits 
assessed for streets, public alleys and sewerage works 
during the year was $165,564.20. 

The Board issued 48 orders of notice of intention to 
lay out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets 
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or parts of streets calling for public hearings. It con- 
sidered 27 petitions for street improvements, and has 
received 41 requests from the city government for the 
laying out of streets and estimates of the cost of such 
work. In the settlement of damages for taking of land, 
etc., for various changes in the city’s streets, 13 cases 
were acted upon. Claims for damages for sewers and 
surface drains ordered were settled to the number of 6. 
Under authority of the act empowering the Board 
to apportion assessments on parts of a divided lot, 65 
assessments were apportioned. 

Under the provisions of the acts of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, orders 
were passed for the improvement and relocation of 
various natural streams or water courses, and surface 
drainage has been supplied for territories needing it as 
follows:

STREET LICENSES. 


The receipts for the year on account of the storage 
and sale of merchandise in public streets were $23,223.13. 
This sum is $38,258.13 greater than the receipts from 
this source for the previous year, and is the result of 
a change in the law which corrected a technical defect 
in the act as originally adopted by the Legislature of 
1907. As this change in the law was not made until 
the year had well advanced it is reasonable to hope 
for a still greater increase in the revenue from this 
source during the next and succeeding years. 


STREET TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


Since submitting the last annual report of this depart- 
ment the street traffic regulations adopted by the Board 
under authority of chapter 447 of the Acts of the 
Legislature of 1908 have had a complete trial. The 
results have justified the statement made in the annual 
report of this department a year ago that they have 
brought about a marvelous change in the condition of 
the streets. Thoroughfares in the heart of the business 
district that, previous to the adoption of the rules, were 
notorious as congested places, are now comparatively 
free, especially in the movement of vehicles. 

The one-way street rule has proved highly successful, 
so much so, in fact, that the Board has received many 
requests to make other streets one-way thoroughfares. 
It has done so in a few instances, the streets, with a 
single exception, being too narrow to allow vehicles to 
pass each other when going in opposite directions. 

Some changes were made in the rules during the past 
year which had for their purpose the clearing away of 
doubt as to the meaning of terms used where doubt 
existed, and the strengthening of them as a whole. 
Some of the changes’ were suggested by court rulings, . 
but most of them were made on the Board’s initiative 
after a study of conditions in the most congested parts 
of the city. 

The strict enforcement of the rules was the cause of 
much trouble in the market district. This district has 
been for many years the most congested section of the 
city, the streets being altogether inadequate to take 
care, without blockades and delays, of the vast number 
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of vehicles that are driven into it daily. The marketing 
of perishable produce is largely done from vehicles in 
which it is brought to market, and before the adoption 
of the trafic regulations these vehicles were permitted 
to stand in the streets for indefinite periods. 

The traffic regulations made no distinction between 
the market district and other parts of the city, and the 
police tried to enforce the rules there as they did else- 
where. This resulted in protest after protest by market 
men, who claimed that, because of the nature of their 
business and the injury to their produce by shifting it 
from vehicle to store and vice versa, they ought to be 
given special privileges. The Board agreed with them, 
but how to solve the problem, and, at the same time, 
prevent chaotic conditions in the streets was a question 
difficult of solution. 

The Board had numerous conferences with a com- 
mittee of the Fruit and Produce Exchange appointed 
for the purpose. This committee was asked to prepare 
a plan for the solution of the difficulty and submit it to 
the Board. It made an effort to do so but without 
success. The Board finally took up the question with 
the Police Commissioner. It was found that by the 
terms of chapter 519 of the Acts of .the Legislature 


of 1908 special rules could be made for the market 


district. Rules were made in strict accordance with 
this act which enabled farmers and others to sell their 
perishable produce from vehicles, but under conditions 
that would prevent the congestion of traffic within the 
district. The market men accepted the rules as adopted; 
they went into effect on May 12 last, since which time 
there has been no complaint from that section. 

Any rules for the regulation of street traffic must 
depend largely for their intelligent and discriminating 
enforcement on the police. This is particularly true 
of a district so congested and of such narrow streets as 
the market district. The Board has noted with care 
the work of the police not only in the market district 
but also in other congested sections, and it is pleased 
to say that as a whole they display good sense, judgment 
and understanding in this line of duty.

SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division was carried on 
in a manner similar to that of previous years. 

‘ Seven hearings were held during the year under the 
legislative act permitting changes to be made in the 
proposed development shown on plans which had been 
filed. 

Seventeen plans showing such changes were prepared 
and filed during the year. 

Thirty-two sectional plans showing proposed develop- 
ment have been prepared and will be immediately filed. 

A description of the work done under the several 
plans is as follows: 


Plan 38. 


On April 23, 1909, a hearing was given, under author- 
ity of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, 
on territory shown on sections numbered W 73, W 74, 
W 75, W 86, W 87, W 88, W 93 and W 94, and was 
in relation to the elimination of streets Nos. 88, 89, 90, 91, 
97, 99, 112, 114, and the introduction as substitute. 
streets, No. 2485, which will leave street No. 92 at a 
point about 160 feet southeasterly from street No. 93 
and will run northeasterly parallel with street No. 92 
to Marsh street; street No. 2436, designed to leave 
street No. 92 at-a point about 160 feet distant from 
street No. 2435, and will run northeasterly and parallel 
with the latter street to street No. 105; street No. 2437, 
which will leave street No. 105 at a point about 320 
feet southeasterly fromm street No. 2435 and will run 
northeasterly and parallel with the latter to Marsh 
street; street No. 2438, which will leave street No. 92 
at a point about 160 feet southeasterly from street No. 
2436 and will run northeasterly and parallel with 
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said street to street No. 105; street No. 2439, which 
will leave street No. 105 at a point about 130 feet 
southeasterly from street No. 2487 and will run north- 
easterly to Marsh street at a point distant about 250 
feet southeasterly from street No. 2437; street No. 2440, 
which will leave Marsh street at a point about 190 feet 
southeasterly from street No. 2489 and will run south- 
westerly parallel with the latter street, terminating at 
street No. 2448; street No. 2441, which will leave 
Marsh street at a point about 170 feet southeasterly 
from street No. 2440 and will run southeasterly and 
parallel with that street to street No. 2448; street No. 
2442, which will leave street No. 2443 at a point about 
160 feet southeasterly from street No. 2441 and will 
run northeasterly to Marsh street; street No. 2443, . 
which will leave street No. 2488 at a point about 230 
feet northwesterly from street No. 92 and will run in 
a northeasterly direction to Marsh street; also the 
elimination of portion of street No. 98 from Marsh 
street (No. 104) to street No. 89, and the substitution 
therefor of street No. 2435 from Marsh street to street 
No. 92; the elimination of portions of streets Nos. 104, 
105, 121; portion of street No. 110 from street No. 89 
to Marsh street, and the introduction of an extension 
of street No. 105 reduced from 60 feet in width to 40 
feet in width southeasterly nearly to street No. 2440. 

— On July 9, 1909, a hearing was given, under authority 
of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1898, 
on sections numbered W 68, W 69 and W 70, and was 
in relation to a reduction in width of Beaumont street 
from Carruth street to Fairfax street from 40 feet to 
32 feet, and the elimination of the widening on the 
southeasterly side between Fairfax street and Adams 
ey, leaving the street between these points 32 feet 
wide. 

These changes were shown in green on these sections 
and they were refiled on September 2, 1909. 

On October 22, 1909, a hearing was given, under 
authority of chapter 210 of the Acts of the Legislature 
of 1898, on sections numbered W 51 and W 70, X 60 
and X 61, and was in relation to the widening of Dor- 
chester avenue at its junction with Talbot avenue at 
Peabody square.

Srr,— In accordance with the Revised Ordinances of 1908, 
chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit the report of the 
Supply Department for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

This department was created by ordinance in February, 
1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the following 
departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, Street Clean- 
ing and Watering, and Street Department, Ferry Division. 

On April 23, 1908, a new ordinance was created to broaden 
the scope of the old department, and it was passed and 
approved by Mayor Hibbard on May 1, 1908. 


ORDINANCE OF 1908, CHAPTER 6, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows: 

Section 1. The Supply Department shall be under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon requisition in writing, signed 
by the head of any department, supply materials, apparatus and other 
supplies required by such department, except furniture and those supplied 
by the Superintendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the 
fifteenth day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed statement 
of the purchases made for each department during the preceding month, 
which statement shall be approved by the official in charge of the depart- 
ment. 
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Sect 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring materials, 
apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and those supplied by the 
Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain the same of the Superintendent 
of Supplies by means of a requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared 
by said superintendent. 

Secr. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of. account, 
and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition shall at once comply 
with it and make proper entries on his book. He shall require suitable 
evidence that the materials and supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition. 

Secr. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report include a 
statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by inserting after the 
words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets,’ the words “the Superintendent 
of Supplies.”’ 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section five by inserting after 
the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, seventy-five hundred dollars,” 
the words “the Superintendent of Supplies, three thousand dollars.” 


Mr. Guy C. Emerson was made acting superintendent of 
supphes December 1, 1908, on the resignation of Walter F. 
Burk. , 

J. Edward Mullen was appointed Superintendent of Sup- 
plies on May 17, 1909, for the term ending April 30, 1910. 

I would like to call your attention to the fact that I am 
buying to-day everything that the Bath, Cemetery, Election, 
Engineering, Ferry, Fire, Health, Lamp, Market, Public 
Buildings, Public Grounds, Sanitary, Sewer, Street and 
Street ‘Cleaning Departments are using. In addition all 
purchases of coal, both bituminous and anthracite, are made 
by me for the Children’s Institutions, Consumptives’ Hos- 
pital, Library, Overseers of the Poor, Park, Penal and Police 
Departments. The growth of this department and the ever- 
increasing use of its services should make it imperative that 
the scope of its work be extended and that all the supplies 
purchased by the city should come through this department 
in order that we can avoid divided responsibility. I would 
except from this the School Department, with the exception 
of the coal; the coal used by that department would then 
be up to the standard set by us. 


PURCHASE OF BITUMINOUS COAL. 


Previous to 1908, while the city may have had a standard 
for bituminous coal, no effort was made by the contractors 
to live up to their contract, and substitutions of inferior 
coals seemed to be the order of the day. In April, 1908, 
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the Finance Commission, with the aid of coal experts, suc- 
ceeded in getting together a set of specifications that practi- 
cally made a standard for the city. Under this arrangement 
contractors were allowed to bid on two plans, as follows: 

The bidder must state the name of the coal, the name or 
other designation of the coal bed or seam, and the name and 
location of the mine or mines from which the coal or coals. 
are to come. 

As to quality and price, bids may be submitted on one or 
both of the following plans: 

Plan No. 1.—For Big Vein Georges Creek Cumberland 
coal, mined in Maryland, or Pocahontas, or New River, 
each of the best quality, with certain minimum tests for 
B. T. U. and ash, as per specifications. 

Plan No. 2.—Alternative Plan. For any good steaming 
coal, to be paid for on a valuation basis. The coal sub- 
mitted on this basis to be sold on certain standard tests, 
with a sliding scale of price, with certain fixed maximum 
and minimum limits, as per specifications. 

This method of purchasing the bituminous coal has enabled 
the city to get the benefit of very low prices and a first quality 
of coal in every respect.

Storrow, John A. Sullivan and George F. Swain. 

The Board of Managers chose the City Treasurer as treasurer of the 
fund, and it is now in his custody. 

The Franklin Foundation was incorporated June 1, 1908, under author- 
ity of Chapter 569, Acts of 1908, with powers and duties therein specified 

The fund consists of two parts, the first and larger part being immedi- 
ately available, to be expended by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the wishes of Franklin as expressed in his will, while the other part 
is to be kept invested and is to accumulate until the year 1994, when it 
is to be divided between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the 
City of Boston.

Kighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as have 
voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act.

On January 31, 1910, one hundred and sixty-six retired teachers 
were receiving annuities of $15 per month, each having contributed $540 
to the fund.

Sir,— Following is the annual report of the Distribu- 
tion Division for the year ending January 31, 1910. 


ORGANIZATION. 


From February 1, 1909, to March t, 1909, the division 
was in charge of Chief Clerk George H. Finneran, who 
had been acting as ‘‘ Official in Charge’’ since March 26 
of the preceding year. On March 1, 1909, he was 
made superintendent of the Distribution Division, which 
office he now holds. The present organization is as

It is, of course, impracticable to maintain throughout 
the year an organization corresponding exactly to the 
foregoing. For the months of December, January and 
February a special force of hydrant inspectors is drafted 
from the various gangs of the division to maintain the 
hydrants in the central district in a condition for 
immediate use. There are at the present time 30 men 
so engaged. They include the gate inspection force, 
which cannot be employed to advantage in its regular 
line during the cold weather. Transfers of men from 
one class of work to another are made as required, but 
in the main the distribution of employees is as outlined. 

There are now 435 men in the Distribution Division. 
One year ago the total number was 421. During the 
year 26 men were transferred from the. Income Division 
to the Distribution Division because of the assumption 
by the latter division of the work of shutting off and 
letting on service pipes; 8 men were transferred for 
various reasons from the Income Division to the Distribu- 
tion Division; 6 men were reinstated; 30 new men were 
employed; 32 men were transferred for various reasons 
from the Distribution Division to the Income Division; 
10 men died; 4 men resigned to accept other positions; 
and the names of 10 men were dropped from the rolls 
because of long continued absence. 
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The average number of men at work daily during the 
year was 381. The average number of men absent 
daily during the year was 33. The lowest number of 
men in the force during the year was 408. The highest 
number was 436. The number of men 10 years or longer 
in service is 363; 15 years or longer, 158; 20 years or 
longer, 120; 25 years or longer, 42; and 30 years or 
longer, 21. The maximum length of service is 56 years. 
163 men entered the department at the age of 40 years 
and older; 103 at the age of 45 years and older; 58 at the 
age of 50 years and older; 25 at the age of 55 years and 
older; and 8 at the age of 60 years and older. 


MAIN Piper LAYING. 


During the year 63,327 linear feet of mains were laid, 
relaid and relocated, and 20,781 linear feet were aban- 
doned and either taken from the ground or left therein, 
as conditions warranted. Gate valves, air valves and 
blow-offs were established and abandoned, as stated 
in Table No. 1, appended to the text. The total mileage 
of mains now owned and operated by the department is 
761.23, consisting almost entirely of cast-iron pipe, 
there being but 4,985 feet of 30-inch and 6,180 feet of 
20-inch wrought-iron cement-lined pipe in the system. 

Of the total amount laid, 1,170 feet of 6-inch, 14,788 
feet of 8-inch, 6,995 feet of 10-inch, 11,487 feet of 12-inch 
and 359 feet of 16-inch were laid to supply new buildings 
in streets where water mains had not been laid and high 
service to buildings in the business section. 

To improve the general supply in the South Boston 
district, 1,645 feet of 16-inch, 377 feet of 24-inch and 
6,478 feet of 30-inch were laid. 

In replacing old and inadequate mains there were laid 
1,629 feet of 6-inch, 3,877 feet .of 8-inch, 4,210 feet of 
10-inch, 3,302 feet of 12-inch and 2,848 feet of 16-inch. 

On account of the construction of sewers, streets and 
bridges, the abolishment of grade crossings, the laying 
of street car rails and other public works it was neces- 
sary to relocate the following lengths of main pipe: 
10 feet of 4-inch, 127 feet of 6-inch, 441 feet of 8-inch, 
1,414 feet of 10-inch, 1,509 feet of 12-inch, 238 feet of 
16-inch, 122 feet of 20-inch, 35 feet of 24-inch and 313 
feet of 36-inch. 

The most important pipe laying of the year was 
as follows: The 30-inch line in Northern avenue, C 
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street and Sleeper street; the 30-inch line in Congress 
street, between Atlantic and Dorchester avenues; the 
24-inch and 16-inch lines upon the trestle at Congress 
street pipe tunnel; the 16-inch line in Granite street; 
the 12-inch line in Northern avenue; the 12-inch line 
in Old Colony avenue; the 12-inch line in Charles River 
Embankment; the 12-inch and 10-inch lines in St. 
Mary’s and Mountfort streets; the 10-inch line in Park 
street, Longwood; and the replacement of old and in- 
adequate mains in Chelsea street, East Boston; Wash- 
ington and Morton streets, West Roxbury; C street, 
South Boston; Norway, Seneca, Exchange, Malcolm, 
Ivanhoe, Trumbull, Newland, Harris, Clark and Morton 
streets, Cleveland place, Greenough lane, Hanover, 
Franklin and Webster avenues, city proper; Bellevue 
and Autumn streets, Roxbury; and Bunker Hill, Edge- 
worth and Ferrin streets, Charlestown. 

For some years past South Boston has had but one 
supply main with a capacity of anything like present 
day requirements, viz., the 30-inch main that enters the 
district by way of Massachusetts avenue, Southampton 
street, Dorchester avenue and D street. The only 
other feed mains were the old 20-inch entering through 
Dover and Fourth streets and the 20-inch leading from 
the Dudley street 24-inch main at Columbia road, 
through Columbia road, Boston and Dorchester streets. 
Should any accident have happened to the 30-inch 
main South Boston would have been in a bad way, 
especially the new section in the vicinity of Summer 
street extension and he Commonwealth docks, now 
rapidly being developed. It was considered desirable 
to have an additional supply main enter the district by 
way of Congress street, leading from the 30-inch main at 
Franklin and Congress streets easterly through Congress 
street to Fort Point channel, under the channel and 
thence into South Boston. A portion of this work had 
been done,— the 80-inch main in Congress street, between 
Franklin street and Atlantic avenue,—and a pipe tunnel 
had been built under the channel and two lines of pipe 
laid therein, viz., 24-inch and 20-inch. During the 
past year the 30-inch main has been continued from 
Congress street at Atlantic avenue, through Congress 
street to Dorchester avenue, thence to the pipe trestle 
approaching the tunnel shaft, where it was reduced to 
24-inch, across the trestle to the tunnel shaft, through 
the tunnel, across the easterly trestle and connecting 
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upon land with the 24-inch laid a few years ago in Con- 
gress street, South Boston. This piece of main extended 
but a short distance to Sleeper street, where it was 
capped after a connection had been made with the 
16-inch Congress street distribution pipe. Starting at 
the cap mentioned we resumed, laying a 30-inch line 
through Sleeper street to Northern avenue, through 
Northern avenue to C street, through C street to Danby 
street, where the line ended, connecting with the 30- 
inch line that enters South Boston by way of Massa- 
chusetts avenue and Southampton street and continues 
through Dorchester avenue, D street and Danby street 
to the point mentioned at C street. When the water 
is turned on through this line South Boston will be 
much better than ever supplied. 

The new portion of South Boston north of First street 
is without high service, and as many large buildings of 
mercantile character have been erected therein the 
extension of the high service from the city proper is an 
imperative requirement. During the year the depart- 
ment laid about 422 feet of 16-inch main upon and near 
the pipe trestle approaching the Congress street tunnel, 
thus leaving but 100 feet approximately to connect with 
the existing main in Summer street, city proper. When 
this is laid and some changes and connections made in 
South Boston it will be possible to introduce the high 
service to that district. 

As a part of the plan for a high service system in. 
South Boston we have for the past few years laid addi- 
tional mains in Congress street, A street, Mt. Washing- 
ton avenue and other streets where required. ‘These 
mains will be used for the low service and the existing 
low service mains utilized for high service. Following 
along this line during the past year the department laid 
a 16-inch main in Granite street, between Mt. Wash- 
ington avenue and Baldwin street and transferred the 
many large connections supplying the sugar refinery 
from the old to the new main in anticipation of the 
future high service. This main will be extended during 
the coming year to Second street and thence to Dor- 
chester avenue, where it will connect with the 16-inch 
main in that street, making a very efficient connecting 
line between the 20-inch Dover street South Boston 
supply and the 30-inch trunk line entering South Boston 
by way of the Congress street tunnel and Massachu- 
setts avenue and Southampton street. 
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In Northern avenue advantage was taken of the new 
30-inch main to lay a 12-inch distribution main connect- 
ing at two points with the same. This enabled us to 
establish a number of hydrants in Northern avenue and 
provide something like an adequate fire service, which 
that important district was lacking. 

The construction of Old Colony avenue caused the 
department to lay about 2,500 feet of 12-inch main 
therein and connect with the Dorchester street and 
Dorchester avenue mains. This work was principally 
of value as a means of abolishing dead ends in Gustin, 
Lark, Cottage, E, Ames and Earl streets and equalizing 
the general supply in that section of South Boston. 

The construction of the Charles River Embankment 
between Back street and the Cambridge Bridge enabled 
us to lay a very valuable line of 12-inch pipe, con- 
necting, with the 16-inch in Charles street and picking 
up the dead ends in Chestnut, Mt. Vernon, Pinckney 
and Revere streets. This will greatly improve the fire 
protection in a district that was very poorly supplied. 

A similar improvement was made in the new Back 
Bay district bordering on the Brookline line by the lay- 
ing of a 12-inch line in St. Mary’s street from Beacon 
street to Mountfort street and picking up the dead end 
in Mountfort street. This district contained much 
valuable property that did not have proper fire protec- 
tion, due to unconnected ends in a remote part of the 
system. 

In the Longwood district bordering on the Parkway 
a number of buildings used as hospitals, sanatoriums and 
other public purposes have been erected during the last 
few years. By reason of small sized mains and the 
arrangement of the same the district could not be termed 
as adequately supplied for fire protection. A 10-inch 
main was therefore laid through Park street, from Brook- 
line avenue to Autumn street, connecting there with a 
main coming from Longwood avenue by way of River- 
way and Park street. The 4-inch main in Autumn 
street was increased to 8 inches, the 6-inch main in a part 
of Bellevue street was increased to 8 inches, and hydrants 
were established. This work will do much for the 
district, but in the near future the remainder of the 
Bellevue street main between Francis street and Brook- 
line avenue should be relaid with larger pipe, as the 
district is growing and buildings of size and importance 
are being erected. 
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In Chelsea street, East Boston, about 1,500 feet of 
12-inch main was replaced by 16-inch between Maver- 
ick square and Brooks street. With what was laid in 
1908, there is now a continuous line of 16-inch main 
in Chelsea street from Maverick square to Brooks street. 
During the coming year it is hoped to connect the end 
at Brooks street with a new 30—24-inch line from Chelsea 
under Chelsea creek. This will bring an ample quantity 
of water to the southern end of the island, where it is 
required by reason of railroad and dock development 
at that end. 

- In Washington street, Forest Hills, there was formerly 
a 6-inch main in the easterly side of the square leading 
from Morton street and dead-ending at Tower street. 
This was replaced by a 16-inch main and connected with 
the 12-inch main in Hyde Park avenue. The 8-inch 
Morton street main was increased to 16 inches from 
Washington street to South street, where it receives its 
supply from the 24-inch West Roxbury main. The dis- 
trict in general south of Forest Hills square is thereby 
provided with a much improved supply. 

The 6-inch main in C street, South Boston, from First 
street to Seventh street, was replaced by a 12-inch main. 
This was a very desirable piece of work, crossing the 
peninsula from north to south and reinforcing the 
many mains running east and west. Much more work 
of this nature will be required to thoroughly distribute 
the supply in South Boston. 

In Norway street, between Huntington and Massachu- 
setts avenues, the old 6-inch main was replaced by a 
10-inch and 12-inch main. An improved supply in a 
congested section thereby results. 

In Bunker Hill, Ferrin and Edgeworth streets, 
Charlestown, old and small sized mains were replaced 
with pipes of 10-inch and 12-inch diameter. The 
large bakery of George Fox Company in a congested 
section of wooden buildings was the immediate cause 
of this work. Its benefits, however, will be realized 
for some distance beyond. 

The work of replacing the very old and small sized 
mains in Seneca, Exchange, Malcolm, Ivanhoe, Trum- 
bull, Newland, Harris, Clark and Morton streets, Cleve- 
land place, Greenough lane, Hanover, Franklin and 
Webster avenues was greatly needed. The pipes in 
these streets were about fifty years old and so coated 
with rust and the accumulated matter peculiar to cast- 
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iron water pipes as to be of an efficiency of less than 
one-half their original diameter. The water delivered 
by these mains was of course more or less discolored 
and it was because of complaints on this score that we 
took up the work. 7 

A new style blow-off was used in the system the 
past year. It was designed by our Engineering Depart- 
ment and is intended to. be placed upon the ends of 
street mains as a means of blowing off dead water. 
Heretofore Boston Lowry hydrants have been used 
for this purpose as well as for fire protection, but as it 
is our present policy to establish post hydrants wherever 
possible, Boston Lowry hydrants will not be used to 
the same extent as formerly. It was therefore neces- 
sary to devise a means of blowing off ‘‘dead end”’ 
mains, and the result was the new fixture called a 
‘hydrant blow-off.’”’ It consists of a piece of 3-inch 
iron pipe, to be set vertically in a well or box, the top 
of which is flush with the surface of the street. The 
lower end of the pipe approaches the horizontal plane 
of the street main by means of a long easy curve. A 
3-inch flanged gate valve is bolted to the end of the curve 
and the end of the street main enters the bell of the gate 
valve. If the street main is larger than 3 inches, 
reducers are used. A 23-inch hose nipple is fitted 
into the upper end of the 3-inch pipe and a cap is 
screwed on to this nipple when not in use. When in 
use the female end of a 25-inch fire hose coupling is 
connected with the nipple, and the 3-inch gate valve 
is operated by a gate wrench. The water is blown off 
through the hose into sewer, catch-basin or wherever 
convenient. No chuck is used as in the case of a Boston 
Lowry hydrant and the flow is much freer by reason 
of the easy curve. 

Eighty-three petitions for main pipe to. be laid in 
various streets were investigated and the required lengths 
measured, and seventy-five petitions were granted and 
the pipe laid.

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and conditions obtaining. Incidental expenses, such as 
supervision, clerical work, holidays, injuries to men, 
tools, cost of plant, depreciation, interest on money 
invested, etc., are not included in these costs. They 
represent the direct cost of the work with the exception 
of articles manufactured in the shop and the teaming. 
Those items include an additional amount covering 
the immediate incidental expenses in the shop and 
stable respectively. 

In grouping the jobs with reference to conditions 
considerable generalization had to be made. <A broad 
standard had to govern the selection for the various 
groups, as otherwise the subdivision would be almost 
interminable. This can readily be understood when 
one considers the variety of conditions encountered in 
underground work and the modifications of the same 
in different jobs. ; 

Much apparently unwarranted variation in costs is 
encountered in a study of the table, but in every case 
there is an explainable and reasonable cause. 

One of the disturbing factors in the ratio of costs 
with stated conditions is the number of special castings 
used. The more special castings (gates, valves, branches, 
offsets, curves, sleeves, blow-offs, etc.) there are in a 
given length of main the greater the cost of labor, lead, 
teaming and miscellaneous per foot. 

Short lengths of main as a rule cost proportionately 
more per foot than long lengths. 

In contract work the variable prices bid by success- 
ful bidders are disturbing factors. Two sets of bids 
on two different jobs where conditions are practically 
alike will vary to a considerable extent. 

As the department makes the connections in contract 
work and as the cost of the connection work varies in 
accordance with the number and difficulty of the same, 
the proportion of increase or decrease in the cost per 
foot is thereby varied. 

The item of old pipe taken from the ground in replace- 
ment and relocation work is a considerable factor in 
reducing the cost per. foot of main pipe and lead used, 
inasmuch as its value as junk and in some cases as good 
pipe is credited against the cost of the new pipe used, 
and the old lead joints recovered from the old pipe are 
remelted and used to run the joints in the new work. 
On the other hand, the labor item is increased by reason 
of the breaking and handling and loading of the old pipe. 
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The more hydrants there are included in a job the 
greater the cost per foot of the main pipe labor, inas- 
much as the fitting of hydrant branches into the line 
causes cutting of pipe, extra joints, etc., and although 
the hydrant is supposed to bear this extra cost, yet it is 
difficult to correctly separate it from the main pipe 
work. 

Service pipe connections in replacement and reloca- 
tion work are a very important influence in the 
cost of jobs. They introduce the plumber, helper 
and driller into the work with their attendant expense. 
Service pipe fittings and variable lengths of lead pipe 
also add to the cost, also extra digging and delay in 
backfilling. 

The foregoing are some of the causes that produce an 
irregular scale of costs in the work. Sometimes they 
appear singly in a job and sometimes several are found 
in the same job, operating in conflict with each other 
and against favorable factors that may also exist in the 
same job. The effect is to neutralize either the good 
or bad conditions and produce costs different from what 
the salient factors of the job lead us to expect. These 
factors, which are present in all jobs, are the size of pipe, 
whether it is a new main, replacement or relocation, 
the nature of the soil, the amount of congestion under 
and over the surface, the weather and the kind of pave- 
ment to be replaced.

The most expensive job per foot performed by the 
department during the year was the laying of the 16-inch 
and 24-inch lines upon the pipe trestle at Congress street 
tunnel and the 30-inch line from the trestle to Atlantic 
avenue. Theconditions were extremely difficult. It was 
necessary to roll the pipes upon the trestle one by one. 
They were jointed a few at a time, and great care with 
slow movements on the part of the men were necessary 
because of the limited space and dangerous situation. 
Both lines of pipe were tied to the manhole branches in 
the shaft openings with 13-inch and 2-inch Bessemer 
steel rods joined with turn-buckles. The tops of the 
manhole branches were flanged and the cover plates 
were bolted to the flanges with sheet lead packing. 
The bolts were red-leaded. Air valves were placed in 
the cover plates, and 23-inch hose nipples with caps 
screwed on were inserted in the cover plate of each 
branch to permit of pumping out the siphons to a point 
below the salt water line, if deemed necessary. The 
vertical pipes in the shafts are also tied with rods and 
turn-buckles from the manhole branches at top to the 
curves at the bottom of the shaft where the pipes enter 
the tunnel. These rods had become detached and it 
was necessary before letting the water into the pipes to 
make them fast. It was also considered desirable to 
observe the joints for leaks when the water was turned 
into the pipes. To do this the salt water which had 
percolated into the tunnel and filled it and the shafts to a 
point within a few feet of the shaft openings had to be 
removed. This was quite a job, inasmuch as the shafts 
are 63 feet deep and 7 feet 4 inches in diameter and the 
tunnel is 112 feet long and 8 feet indiameter. After many 
small difficulties were overcome the water was removed 
by means of a No. 5 pulsometer pump.. The steam 
to operate the same was generated by an upright port- 
able boiler set upon the bridge pier near the westerly 
shaft. The pulsometer was-suspended by a tripod and 
lowered as the water receded in the shaft, the steam pipe

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and discharge hose being lengthened correspondingly. 
The weather was very cold and it was difficult to main- 
tain a sufficient head of steam in the pulsometer, due to 
radiation in the long length of steam pipe from the boiler 
to the pulsometer down near the bottom of the shaft. 
The discharge and suction connections had to be abso- 
lutely air-tight and every assistance given the pump 
under the trying conditions. A few leaking joints were 
discovered: and easily repaired by calking. The two 
lines on the trestle were housed by a double box with 
pitched roof. This was a somewhat extensive job 
and beyond the capacity of our carpenter shop. Extra 
help was furnished by C. H. Belledue, carpenter con- 
tractor, on a day labor basis. The box is about 413 feet 
long, 83 feet wide and 4 feet high to the eaves and 64 
feet to the ridgepole. Suitable coverings were built 
over the shafts. The entire structure was given two 
coats of paint. 

In laying the pipe from the trestle to Atlantic avenue 
by way of Dorchester avenue and Congress street all 
kinds of adverse conditions were encountered. The 
locality is a very busy one and the great amount of 
teaming, together with the accommodation given to the 
occupants of buildings along the line, tended to delay us 
and prevented economical methods in executing the 
work. Tide water, conduits, sewer connections, catch- 
basins, old timbers, manholes and a large sea wall of 
heavy granite blocks lay in our path. There were 
about 75 cubic yards of granite in the sea wall. The 
blocks had to be cut so as to handle them and were 
removed piecemeal. The dock timbers were large and 
tough. The sewer connections were many and had to 
be broken and relaid at suitable grades to admit the 
laying of our pipes. The work had to be done when 
there was the least amount of discharge from the build- 
ings, some of which were occupied by manufacturers 
employing large numbers of help. Water mains cross- 
ing the line of the pipe had to be raised or lowered and 
when we approached the middle of Atlantic avenue we 
were obliged to offset both ways because of manholes 
and junction boxes that could not very easily be moved. 
The job with its continual obstruction impresses one 
with the trying conditions to be met with in laying a 
large sized main through the city’s congested streets.

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It will be seen in the foregoing table that the total 
cost of main pipe repairs and maintenance for the year 
was $31,405.45, an amount considerably in excess of 
that for the year previous. This may be accounted 
for by the unusually large cost of repaving streets, 
renewing, regulating and repairing gate valve boxes, the 
maintenance of pipes on bridges and the expensive 
leaks that occurred during the year. 

It is to be expected that as the system grows older the 
maintenance item will increase accordingly. In addi- 
tion to this is the fact that repairs are yearly increasing 
in cost by reason of increasing congestion under and over 
the surface, the high class of pavement to be encountered 
and replaced and the more exacting demands of the 
public, to whom deference must be given in the matter 
of shutting off water and interfering with street traffic; 
overtime work with a greater wage cost results in the 
one case and delay in the other. 

During the past year a large amount of repaving was 
done in the downtown section where this department 
had made openings. In most of the cases the openings 
had been made in previous years, but the burden of cost 
is placed upon the year just passed. Although the 
department has three patch paving gangs it is necessary 
to let out much of the work to contractors. The large 
number of boxes that are in the streets are a cause of 
much expense. As most of them are made of wood they 
are continually deteriorating and as a matter of safety 
have to be renewed. We are substituting concrete 
boxes in most cases and before long we hope to realize 
good results in a lessened number of decayed boxes. 

The work of the Street Department is a source of 
expense to this department, changes in grade and street 
repairs causing us to either lower or raise our boxes. 

The worst leak that occurred during the year hap- 
pened at 6.25 p. m., January 3, 1910, in Tremont street, 
opposite Seaver place, when the easterly 30-inch low 
service main laid in 1848 broke upon a mass of concrete 
upon which it was resting. Before the line was shut 
down a very large quantity of water escaped and flowed 
through Tremont street to La Grange street, through 
Eliot and La Grange streets to Washington street, and 
northerly in Washington street as far as Boylston square. 
It also flowed into Van Rensselaer place. About every 
basement or cellar on both sides of the streets named 
was flooded and in places where the cellars were extra 
deep, as in the cases of the Majestic, Globe and Gaiety 
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Theaters, the water accumulated to depths of from 
two to five feet. The performances at all three theaters 
were prevented, and it was only by the most energetic 
work on the part of the department that the water 
was removed and conditions improved so as to allow 
a resumption of business. At the time the depart- 
ment received notice of the break the emergency auto- 
mobile and its crew was out answering another call; a 
delay of about eight minutes occurred on this account, 
but once upon the spot the gates were closed as quickly 
as possible. Two 30-inch and one 16-inch gates are all 
that are necessary to control the line at this point, but 
as the westerly 30-inch line runs parallel within a few feet 
distant it was necessary to close the gates on that line 
before it could be determined which line was broken. Two 
additional 30-inch gates, therefore, were operated. All 
this was done in eighty minutes from the time the notice 
was received at department headquarters. It was a 
bitter cold night and succeeding day, and the work of 
removing the water from the cellars and making repairs 
proceeded with difficulty. We were handicapped bya lack 
of efficient pumping apparatus, and I wish tosay herethat, 
if the department expects to cope successfully with breaks 
of a similar nature, it will have to provide itself with an 
equipment of power pumps. The ordinary hand dia- 
phragm pump is practically of no value in emergencies 
of this nature. The cause of the break was the concrete 
placed over a sewer and under our pipe. This faulty 
condition was created when the pipe was shifted to the 
east in 1896 to make room for the arch of the subway. 
The concrete was not laid for the entire distance under 
our pipe. It was placed just at the point of fracture 
and it was the uneven resistance combined with natural 
settlement that produced the break. 

The morning after the break a number of clerks were 
sent into the buildings of the district affected by the 
leak and a thorough examination of each place and a 
schedule of all property found damaged was made. 
This was of great value in the settlement of the claims 
filed. It helped greatly to controvert the exaggerated 
statements of the claimants. Furthermore, an experi- 
enced adjuster and appraiser, Mr. John B. Graham, 
was engaged to make quick settlement of all claims 
possible without resort to the courts. I find from 
experience, in matters of this kind, that immediate 
settlements usually result to the advantage of the 
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department. Upon the basis of settlements thus far 
made I should estimate the total damage at $23,000. 
The cost of repairing the break was $885.66. The cost 
of pumping out and cleaning the cellars and clerical 
expense was $438.65. 

Many leaks and breaks have occurred in this part 
of Tremont street since the subway was built in 1896, 
all due more or less to the same cause, viz., uneven 
resistance of the pipe bed, this in turn being due to the 
disturbance caused by the building of the subway and 
the shifting and laying of pipes in unsuitable locations. 
Following is a list of the important ones and the cost 
of repairs. No mention is made of the damages paid 
by the department for loss to property. This item in 
many cases was large, and in one Case in particular, 
that of August 8, 1900, when the 30-inch main broke 
at Hotel Touraine, was very large, running into thou- 


sands of dollars.

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After the break at Hotel Touraine in August, 1900, 
an attempt was made to give the easterly 30-inch main 
a better bed with more uniform support, and it was 
stripped from Boylston street to a point near La Grange 
street and raised and moved laterally and brick piers 
built under it. The work was stopped, however, at the 
point mentioned and nothing has been done since. I 
would advise continuing the work of stripping, examin- 
ing, raising, supporting, etc., in a southerly direction as 
far as the point in Tremont street north of Hollis street 
where the pipe crosses to the westerly side of the street. 
If this is not done we shall have repetitions of these 
sometimes disastrous breaks. 

Another point in the system that needs attention ere 
something serious happens is the northerly abutment of 
the Castle Street Bridge, where the two 30-inch mains 
descend into Tremont street. The curve of the pipes is 
both vertical and horizontal and the vibration due to 
passing trains, together with the loose nature of the 
soil, has tended to work the joints apart and many 
times in the last few years we have been called upon to 
make repairs. The lines will have to be broken out 
and made up again, using new castings, as we have no 
duplicates of the extra long curves used. This cannot 
be done too soon as the result of a break at this point 
would be of serious consequence. 

The department is quite often called upon to remove 
the boxes covering our pipes on bridges. This work is 
occasioned through no fault of the box but because 
the Bridge Division or the railroad wish to redeck the 
bridge. If that part of the decking under the box were 
independent of the rest, or, better still, if the pipe were 
carried under the decking, some expense might be 
spared the department. 

In pursuance of a plan to uncover all pipes at bridge 
abutments, examinations were made of the pipes at 
Brookline Avenue, Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon 
Street Bridges. At the two former places they were 
found to be all right, but at the Beacon Street Bridge 
a serious condition was exposed. ‘Two 36-inch wrought- 
iron pipes cross this bridge and at both abutments 
converge underground into Y-branches, the single ends 
of which are 48 inches in diameter. The joint connect- 
ing the easterly end of the southerly wrought-iron pipe 
to the cast-iron pipe of the Y-branch was drawn out

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about 3 inches and very near the point of separation. 
The pipe was broken out and relaid iron to iron and the 
joints re-run and tightly calked. The ends of the 
wrought-iron pipes underground were found to be in a 
fairly good condition, due no doubt to the dry, gravelly 
soil, but as there was some rust and pits they were 
scraped, painted with red lead and covered with a 
3-inch jacket of cement mortar. This last precaution 
is more or less experimental. The conditions found in 
this case prove the necessity of examining all bridge 
pipes at the abutments. 

At Waltham and Washington streets the 12-inch 
Waltham street main was exposed to repair a leak 
caused by electrolysis. A section of the pipe was dis- 
integrated by electrical action. Incidentally unusual 
conditions were disclosed. The water main was found 
resting on a sewer at one point and upon an abandoned 
gas drip box at another. <A conduit for electric 
wires rested on top of the water pipe. Here was a 
threefold violation of the rules of pipe laying, which 
might have been prevented by proper inspection and 
supervision. 

In Harrison avenue, opposite No. 1115, while search- 
ing for a supposed leak, a private pipe sewer was found 
running along over our main in such a manner as to 
cover our corporation cocks and prevent their operation 
in the usual way from above. The sewer was suspended 
by wires from an electric conduit. Several of the wires 
had broken and allowed the sewer to drop upon our 
main. This caused the sewer house connections to 
break and the sewage to escape and the connections 
to become stopped. All this trouble was caused by the 
improper way in which the sewer was constructed. 
That it was done knowingly was evidenced by the fact 
that the main uprights or tubes on our corporation cocks 
were removed. 

In Callahan place, off Western avenue, Brighton, a 
very peculiar condition was found in our 6-inch main at 
the end of the place. Two perfectly round holes about 
15 inches in diameter and directly opposite each other 
were found in the pipe. The holes were in all prob- 
ability the work of electrolysis, as a large power house 
is on the opposite side of the river and the returning 
current traveled along the pipe to the end whence it 
went into the ground and across the river to the dynamo 
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where it started. There was nothing to indicate how long 
the pipe had been leaking thus. The escaping water prob- 
ably found its way to Charles river, not very far distant. 

The 20-inch pipe crossing under the tracks in the rail- 
road yard at South Boston still continues as a source 
of trouble, leaks occurring from time to time due to 
vibration. Just as soon as the water is turned on 
through the new line entering South Boston by way of 
Congress street tunnel this pipe should be abandoned, 
the department thereby being saved further expense 
and the railroad further inconvenience. 

No serious leaks have occurred during the year in the 
pipes crossing Charles river at Warren Bridge. An 
examination of the 30-inch line at one of the quarter 
bends on the Boston side of the siphon revealed a sleeve 
joint almost entirely pulled out. A very good job of 
putting the pipe together, tightening the tie rods and 
running new joints was done by our Charlestown foreman 
and the pipe has not troubled ussince. The fact remains, 
however, that these pipes should be carried across the 
river in a tunnel and not in the present precarious way. 

In Trumbull street the 4-inch main was found split 
in a cateh-basin through which it was laid. About 
10,000 gallons an hour had been running into the basin 
for an indefinite period. This was quite a considerable 
item in waste and it was due to the Deacon meter system 
that it was found. The main was relaid properly. 

In Lake street, Brighton, where the 12-inch main 
crosses a culvert, about one and one-half inches of a joint 
had ‘‘blown out,’ and water escaped at the rate of about 
5,000 gallons an hour. How long this had been going 
on is unknown. The Deacon meter system was respon- 
sible for the location of this leak also. 

In the early fall of the year it was necessary, on 
account of the rebuilding of the Huntington Avenue 
Bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad, to remove 
the old 16-inch and 20-inch wrought-iron pipes that 
have done service there for many years and replace 
them with cast-iron pipes of the same sizes in slightly 
different locations. The old wrought-iron pipes were 
very much worn and eaten by locomotive gases, and it 
was well that they were removed before they failed. 
The insides were very much corroded and coated to a 
thickness of almost two inches. 

A 42-inch pipe on the westerly side of the bridge was 
supported by the bridge builders during the rebuilding 
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of the structure. The large old main girders were 
placed parallel to both sides of the pipe and were sup- 
ported by blocking and timbers. Crosspieces of timber 
were placed upon the tops of the girders and iron straps 
or yokes, at short spaces apart, held the pipe suspended. ° 
The ends of the straps or yokes passed through the 
crosspieces of timber and were held in proper adjust- 
ment by means of large nuts moving on threads and 
turn-buckles. This arrangement proved a very good 
support, and the line was maintained in service 
throughout the progress of the work, with practically 
no settlement or movement of the joints. New girders 
were placed in position, a special bay for our pipe 
was provided, and cast-iron crossbeams, with the ends 
resting on the bottom flanges of the girders, supported 
the pipe. The ends of the crossbeams where they 
rested on the flanges of the girders were covered with 
concrete to protect them from the locomotive gases, 
and the pipe was wedged with oak wedges upon each 
crossbeam to prevent a lateral movement. The whole 
bay, which runs under the sidewalk of the bridge, is 
covered by reinforced concrete slabs. They can be 
removed any time it is necessary to approach the pipe 
from above. An air valve is placed in the pipe to be 
operated through a manhole in the sidewalk above. 
All expense to this department was charged to the cost 
of rebuilding the bridge. 

The work of inspecting, testing and oiling gates was 
continued by the gang especially detailed for that class 
of work, with good results. The gang consists of seven 
men and two teams, and since it was organized, August 
24, 1908, it has worked upon gates as follows: From 
August 24, 1908, to December 3, 1908, and from 
March 12, 1909, to December 7, 1909, or 306 working 
days. The remainder of the time was spent in hydrant 
work, the weather not being suitable for gate inspection. 
During the time engaged in inspection the following 
work was done: 

Seven thousand and ninety-five gates tested, oiled 
and packed, if necessary, in the city proper, South 
Boston, Roxbury and Back Bay districts. The large 
gates were gone over several times and received special 
attention. A considerable number of small gates have 
been gone over twice. In connection with the work of 
testing, ete., 1,952 boxes have been cleared of mud, 
water, tin cans, stones, dead animals, ete. 
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The locations of all gates have been marked on 
buildings, poles or some. stationary object. Poles 
holding signs indicating the distances and directions 
of gates at points where there are many gates located 
within a small area have been erected. Other similar 
signs have been attached to trolley poles. Such work 
has been done in about sixteen or eighteen cases. About 
200 gate covers that were worn out or marked incor- 
rectly have been replaced or exchanged. 

One hundred gates were found to be either missing 
on the plans, or else upon the plan but not in the 
eround. 

Found twelve gates that required repairs to the extent 
of replacing them with new ones. 

Two hundred decayed boxes and tops were found 
and reported. 

One 36-inch box at Brookline avenue and Beacon 
street found packed solidly with dirt, where some one 
had used it asa dumping place. At Beacon and Exeter 
streets a large chamber on the 40-inch line was found 
filled in the same way, except that it contained crushed 
stone and was more difficult to remove. 

A gear upon a 24-inch gate, near South and Walter 
streets, West Roxbury, was found broken where a 
steam roller had crushed into the box and pressed it. 

Most important of all, one 6-inch division gate, 
between the high and low service in South Boston, was 
found open, allowing a very large quantity of water 
daily to flow from the high to low service. 

Twenty-nine high service and twenty low service gates 
of various sizes, ranging from 4-inch to 20-inch, were 
found closed and impeding the circulation. About 300 
gates of all sizes in both the high and low service systems 
were found partially closed. 

An interesting fact in connection with these closed 
gates was that about 24 of them were located within an 
area of about one-sixth of a square mile. Four thousand 
three hundred cards have been made out and filed, giving 
data concerning each gate, the idea being that eventually 
we shall have a complete card system of the gates con- 
taining all necessary data, the system to be maintained 
and used as a part of the gate inspection system. On 
account of lack of clerical help it is impossible to record 
every movement of each gate in the department. This, 
however, should be done as we could then know who 
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operated a gate last, and responsibility for negligence or 
improper operation could be placed. 

While operating a large gate more men are required 
than at other times. In the congested parts of the 
city, men with signal flags are used to keep vehicles 
and pedestrians from going into the manholes. 

A considerable amount of lost time is caused by the 
repairing or packing of a gate, as the gang as a whole 
cannot move faster than its slowest man, which is the 
repairer at work upon the gate. We of course try other 
gates in the vicinity while the repairer is at work, but 
if they are found to need attention it means that the 
gang with its tools and team must remain within a 
limited distance. Another impediment is the entering 
of buildings to ascertain whether or not pipes that show 
in the streets are in service or not. It is not unusual to 
find a fire or elevator gate in the street which to all 
appearances controls a pipe that is in service, when in 
reality it is cut off in the foundation wall and some- 
times not even plugged or capped. The consequences 
may readily be imagined should we open the gate on 
such a pipe. Furthermore, the building has to be 
notified of our intention to lower the gate, as even a 
momentary interruption in the supply sometimes causes 
inconvenience and alarm, and it is not unusual that 
upon lowering the gate it is impossible through some 
defect in its mechanism to raise it again, hence the build- 
ing is without water and without notice. This spells 
trouble in large type. 

Our investigations in this line have revealed conditions 
that are surprising. Fire pipes that were supposedly 
protecting buildings from fire, and thereby affording the 
owner a basis for a reduction in his insurance rate, have 
been found shut off, sometimes without the knowledge 
of the owner and at other times with his knowledge and 
with his indifference as to whether or not they are turned 
on. 

HYDRANTS. 


During the year 256 public and 2 private hydrants 
were established, and 15! public and 3 private hydrants 
were abandoned, making a total number of 8,024 public 
and 307 private and suburban hydrants connected with the 
system January 31, 1910. This work comprised not only 
the establishment of additional new hydrants, but also 

the changing of the style and location of old hydrants. 
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Following is a statement of hydrant work performed 


during the year and cost of same:

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From the foregoing it may readily be seen that the 
hydrants are quite an expense to the department. 
Nothing is received from the Fire Department for their 
use nor for the water used at fires. It is therefore 
apparent that the Water Department is contributing 
in large measure to the work and cost of extinguishing 
fires out of a special tax (water rates), while the general 
presumption holds that fire protection is supported by 
the general tax levy. 

The largest item in hydrant maintenance is ‘‘inspec- 
tion.’’ This always will bea necessary work, as in our 
cold and variable climate it is almost impossible to 
have hydrants in a condition for quick use without 
inspection. ‘This is especially the case since hydrants 
have been used to such an extent by the Sewer, Street 
Cleaning, Street Watering and Highway Divisions of 
the city and numerous contractors. The men in the 
employ of the aforesaid are either ignorant or indifferent 
as to the proper manner in which to operate the hydrants, 
and as a result serious defects occur which have to be 
first located and then remedied. It is necessary in cold 
weather to follow the Fire Department closely and 
examine every hydrant that has been opened by that 
department. This, of course, might be obviated if the 
Fire Department saw that every hydrant which was 
opened was left in proper condition, but they do not do 
so and cannot be depended upon for that service. 
Around the wharves and in the outlying districts there 
are boxes which have to be pumped out every day or else 
the water accumulating in them from the tide and springs 
will freeze and at the same time freeze the hydrant. 

One cannot plan upon any particular economy in the 
inspection of hydrants, as the winter it is intended to 
carry it out may be a severely cold one and a most 
thorough and continuous inspection will be imperative. 
In this climate of ours we may have two or three weeks 
of mild weather and feeling presumptious as to the 
necessity of inspection lay off the men, only to find it 
necessary a few days afterward to recall them. 

The renewal of boxes is a matter of much importance 
and expense. Of the several thousand in the streets there 
is always a certain number collapsed or so near that 
state as to be dangerous and require immediate attention. 
It is not unusual to have suits for damages grow out 
of these cases. The use of concrete boxes is expected 
to prevent occurrences of this nature within a few years. 
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The Boston post hydrant is used by the department 
wherever practicable and is giving thorough satisfaction. 

I must again urge the restriction of the use of hydrants 
to the Fire and Water Departments. No others should 
operate them unless it is considered desirable that a 
large percentage of them should be more or less defective 
all the time. 

Tables III. and IV. appended show the number of 
each style of hydrant, public and private, established 
and abandoned during the year, the districts in which 
they are located and the total number in the system 
January 31, 1910. 


SERVICE PIPES. 


Thirteen hundred eighty-one service pipes, of diam- 
eters varying from 32 inch to 16 inches, were laid dur- 
ing the year, and 377 were abandoned. The net 
increase for the year was 1,004. The total number of 
service pipes in the system is 96,049. The term ‘‘service 
pipe”’ includes not only those pipes supplying water to 
premises for strictly domestic purposes, but also fire, 
motor and elevator pipes. Tables V. and VI. appended 
give details as to number, size, length in feet, etc. All 
2-inch pipes are made of lead. Those ranging from 
#-inch to 2-inch, inclusive, are of lead and lead-lined iron. 
Pipes of 3 inches and upward are of cast iron. 

The cost of laying and abandoning service pipes 
during the year may be found in the tables following:

As stated in last year’s report the demand for larger 
service pipes is yearly increasing, due to the require- 
ments of modern plumbing, the erection of larger build- 
ings and the installation of the automatic sprinkler 
system of fire protection. The extension of the high 
service system is a resultant of these new conditions. 
The present capacity of that system is limited, however, 
and if the demands made upon it continue to grow at 
their present rate provision for a larger supply ought to 
be made very soon. As at present situated not over 
one day’s supply is available in the event of a crippling 
of the pumping machinery at Chestnut Hill. The 
standpipe at Mt. Bellevue is also inadequate for the 
demand made upon it. The higher parts of the West 
Roxbury district which it supplies are being rapidly 
populated. Conditions are such now that when any 
unusual draft is made upon the system during the 
day the pumps “‘race”’ in their efforts to keep the tank 
filled. 

In the work of maintaining the service pipe system 
the following statement will show the variety of work 
done, the causes, number of jobs and the total cost:

On January 21, 1910, the ‘‘off-and-on”’ force of the 
Income Division was transferred to the Distribution 
Division. ‘Twenty-five men were thereby brought into 
the service of the Distribution Division to perform the 
work of shutting off and letting on water for repairs, 
nonpayments, vacancies, etc. Under this arrangement 
the work can be done more expeditiously and econom- 
ically, as when pressed with an unusual number of 
orders the regular repair force of the Distribution Divi- 
sion may help out, and when work is slack the ‘“‘ off-and- 
on’? men can be used in repair work. Furthermore, 
two men for each outlying district were selected from 
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the force to serve permanently in those districts as “‘ off- 
and-on’’ men. A saving of time and car fares is thus 
effected, as heretofore the men started on their jobs 
_ from & common center— 710 Albany street. When 
bound for remote places in Dorchester, West Roxbury 
or Brighton much time was consumed in going to and 
from the jobs. The money received for letting on is 
forwarded daily to the Income Division, City Hall. 

Tables V. and VI., appended, show the number, size 
and length of service pipes laid and abandoned during 
the year and the total number of each size and agegre- 
gate length in the system January 31, 1910. 


METERS. 


Chapter 524 of the Acts of 1907 requires all cities 
and towns supplied by the Metropolitan Water and 
Sewerage Board to meter all new services and 5 per cent 
yearly of all old services, except those used for fire or 
public purposes. Chapter 177 of the Acts of 1909 
places a penalty upon the nonobservance of the law 
of 1907. It was therefore incumbent upon this depart- 
ment to increase its equipment so as to comply with the 
demands of the law. An arrangement was made so 
that the Distribution Division assumed the work of 
installing all outside meters and all repairs on outside 
meters and meter boxes. This allowed the Meter 
Department of the Income Division to devote its entire 
force to the installation of inside meters and the testing 
and repairing of meters in the shop. 

Following is a statement of new meters installed by 
the Distribution Division and the cost of the work, 
exclusive of the cost of the meters, also a statement of 
repairs on outside meters and the cost of same:

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WATER Posts. 


During the year one water post for street sprinkling 
carts was established and four abandoned, leaving a 
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total number of 516 connected with the system January 
31, 1910. The total cost of the work was $62.41, with 
a credit of $74.45 realized from reclaimed stock. The 
excess of this credit over the cost of work was applied 
on bills for repairs which are continually being rendered 
by this department to the Street Cleaning and Watering 
Division of the Street Department for the care and main- 
tenance of the posts. Formerly these posts were 
entirely in our charge, but since 1906 we have simply 
executed orders to do work as issued by the Street 
Cleaning and Watering Division and charged the 
expense to that division. Following is a statement of 
repairs performed by this department on water posts 
during the year, the number of jobs, the causes and 
the cost:

FOUNTAINS. 


During the year nine drinking fountains were estab- 
lished, seven for horses and two for the general public. 
Sixteen were abandoned; they were mostly of the old fash- 
ioned type of combination fountains for man and beast. 
It is the policy of the department at present to do away 
with these fountains, as the part for man is out of date 
from a sanitary standpoint, and the part for beasts — a 
low stone trough —is exposed to abuse from unthinking 
and malicious persons. In replacing them circular iron 
bowls with continuous flow of water are erected in the 
center of squares or street intersections. They are 
away from the path of those who would abuse them and 
the bowls are sufficiently high to allow a horse to drink 
without being uncheeked. This last feature is the 
means of providing many a horse with a drink that would 
go thirsty in the case of a low stone trough, where the 
driver is too lazy to descend and uncheck. By locating 
the new fountains at central points a lesser number was 
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necessary. ‘Take, for instance, the fountain erected at 
the intersection of Columbus avenue and Tremont street. 
This replaced three of the old style located on Columbus 
avenue at Whittier street, Columbus avenue opposite 
Police Station 10, and Columbus avenue at Centre street. 
The traffic passing any of these points is in most cases 
likely to pass the point where the fountain is now located. 
One fountain is doing the work of three. Other cases 
were the same. 

The cost of the work of erecting new fountains and 
removing old ones was as follows:

The work of maintaining the fountains was carried 
on as usual. In addition to the many repairs necessi- 
tated by the wear and tear and abuse of the fixtures 
the troughs were cleaned daily. Two men are thus 
employed daily in the central district, and one man in 
each of the suburban districts makes the round of troughs 
three times a week. The water is drained off and the 
inside surface thoroughly scrubbed and _ periodically 
burned out with a plumber’s torch. The work of main- 
tenance also includes the inspection of cold water foun- 
tains throughout the summer, the taking of temperatures 
and checking the amounts of ice placed in the box by 
the ice companies under contract. It ‘is my opinion 
that better results would be realized if the ice were placed 
in the box in a shaved state, instead of in large cakes as 
at present. Furthermore, I think that better satisfac- 
tion would be had in the matter of ice distribution if it 
were delivered by one or two teams of the ice company, 
upon which a representative of this department could 
ride and observe at first hand the amount of ice placed 
in the box. As an alternative, the department might 
distribute the ice itself from various supply points. 

Following is a statement of fountain repairs and 
maintenance, with number of jobs performed, causes and 
cost of same.

WaAstE DETECTION. 


The waste detection service was transferred to the 
Income Division early in the year. In connection with 
the matter of waste it is interesting to note that the 
daily per capita consumption during the year just passed 
was 149 gallons against 158 gallons the previous year. 
It is estimated that more than one-half of this decrease 
was due to the repair of large leaks located by the 
Deacon meter system. The balance was due to the 
restriction of general waste, brought about by the knowl- 
edge that meters were being applied throughout the 
city. 

The Deacon meter in Harvard street, near Washington 
street, city, abandoned when Washington Street Tunnel 
was built, was re-established at No. 21 Harvard street 
during the past year at a cost of $304.64 exclusive of 
the meter. 

Twelve Deacon meter boxes were renewed at a total 
cost of $1387.05 and two Deacon meters were repaired 
at a total cost of $13.16. 


ELECTROLYSIS. 


This matter is now attended to by the City Engineer’s 
staff. It is growing in importance, and some time in the 
near future the process of disintegration now going on 
in the pipes at various points will reach the point of 
failure or destruction with serious results. While con- 
ditions exist as they are in the street railway system 
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nothing can be done except to localize the trouble by 
insulation and inform the street railway company of 
its presence wherever manifested, so that the company 
may take steps to recover its stray current and keep it 
in its proper place. 


SHop WorK. 


Reference to the statements of the work done by the 
various shops in the department will give an idea of the 
variety and extent of the same. 

In the power plant there was used during the year 
471,200 pounds of coal as against 497,000 pounds in 
1908-09 and 671,200 pounds in 1907-08. The per- 
centage of ash and clinker was 9.61 as against 10.16 in 
1908-09 and 13.5 in 1907-08. Coal on hand February 
1, 1910, 26,000 pounds. About 50 gallons each of 
cylinder and engine oil were used during the year. 

The machine and carpenter shops are engaged in the 
regular manufacture of fixtures used by the department 
in its work. In every shop or factory there are certain 
fixed charges, or plant costs, which should be added to 
the direct cost of the output in order to produce the 
real cost of the articles manufactured. In the case of 
our carpenter shop this “‘plant cost’”’ was calculated at 
about 15 per cent of the labor cost of the boxes and 
other articles manufactured, and in the case of the 
machine shop 90 per cent of the cost of the labor was 
added. This extra is added only to the work done in 
the shop, and which requires the existence of a shop to 
facilitate it. All work done by the carpenter and 
machine shops on the outside does not include this 
additional factor. 

In 1908-09 the “‘ plant cost”’ of the carpenter shop was 
20 per cent and that of the machine shop 70 per cent. 
The changes in these figures are not due to increased 
or decreased cost of plant. They are made because we 
consider the figures of this year as more accurate. 

The average cost of the output of the machine shop 
was about 4 per cent less than that of last year. It 
should be considered, however, on one side that the 
costs of the iron and brass castings were about 10 per 
cent and 2 per cent, respectively, less than they were 
last year, and on the other side that the percentage for 
“plant cost,’”’ added to the labor, is 20 per cent more this 
year than last. 


me 2 _ 
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Aside from the fact that it is a difficult matter to get 
men in municipal employ to produce the same output 
as those in private service, there are other conditions 
that tend toward an increased cost. For instance, dur- 
ing the year one man in the shop was absent about 
fourteen weeks on account of sickness; another was out 
almost the same length of time, due to sickness and jury 
duty; and another has been absent off and on for some 
time past, due to sickness also. Men are also frequently 
called to work on outside work. All this interferes with 
the uniformity and regularity of the shop work and the 
output is lessened while the ‘‘plant cost’? remains the 
same. Furthermore, the shop might be run at a greater 
capacity. Several more first-class machinists could be 
employed and thus the unused power and facilities of 
the shop utilized. It is of course more economical to 
run a shop at full capacity than at any less rate. The 
administration and power costs are practically the same 
in either case, but in the event of running at full capacity 
each article of the output bears a lesser proportion of 
the running cost of the plant. The idea is illustrated 
by a train of cars running with full load of passengers 
or half load, in either case the carrying cost is the 
same. , | 

Another matter that we have to contend with is the 
difficulty of getting rough stock in sufficient quantity to 
proceed on different lines of work without the proba- 
bility of being held up by a lack of stock. Under the 
present system of buying both iron and brass castings 
a year’s contract is made, and if a new bidder secures 
the contract, as has been the case each of the last few 
years, it requires about one-half the year for the foundry 
to get accustomed to our class of work, and it is only 
during the latter part of the year that the stock arrives 
with any uniformity and regularity. It would seem as 
if the remedy for this was to ‘“‘stock up”’ or else have 
the contract run for a longer period. ‘The first proposi- 
tion is a most desirable one, as nothing would be of 
greater assistance than to have a large reserve stock of 
rough castings to draw from, but our system of yearly 
appropriations prevents this. The idea of making a 
long term contract is not desirable because of the usually 
unsettled condition of the iron and metal markets. 
Some effort, however, should be made to better con- 
ditions in this respect. 
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In the concrete shop an electric motor was installed 


to operate the cube mixer. 


This assists materially, as 


the mixer when filled with a batch of concrete was very 


hard to revolve.

PROPERTY AND PLANT. 


Albany Street Yard.— Another slice was taken off 
our yard during the past year when the City Hospital 
built a large chimney thereon and enlarged their boiler 
and engine room. This restricts us more than ever 
and tends to prevent free movement and accommoda- 
tion for stock. We are often compelled to allow a good 
bargain on lumber to pass by for want of storage space. 

The work of renovating the paint shop started last 
year and was continued and finished in the spring. This 
once old building is now practically made over and is 
well fitted for its purpose. Electric lights were installed, 
and steam heat substituted for stoves which were a- 
constant source of danger in a building containing 
paints and oils. A slate roof replaced the old shingled 
one, thus giving further protection from fire, as in dry 
weather, when the wind was in a certain direction, 
sparks from the old wheelwright furnace, now used to 
melt out old joints and burn up the yard rubbish, would 
fall upon the shingles and ignite. <A platform was built 
around the paint shop and castings rearranged upon it. 
Bins were built to hold small castings like caps, tubes, 
sidewalk tops, etc. They were covered and suitably 
marked and are a great improvement on the old broken- 
down stalls that allowed the rain and snow to beat 
upon the castings. Other platforms were built upon 
which to pile castings. The work of enlarging the 
concrete box shop was continued and finished. More 
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drying racks were built and an electric motor with 
gearing installed to turn the mixer. Wide platforms 
of stout build were placed outside the new concrete 
ageing and storage shed to further extend its capacity. 
The old ‘‘senate”’ or tool room and lead shed was rebuilt 
and much improved. Electric lights were installed 
throughout the yard in all the buildings, and are a 
great convenience and improvement over the ancient 
lantern. The main gate to the yard was taken down 
and rebuilt and a new sign placed over it. The old 
gate was in a dangerous condition and liable to col- 
lapse. A granite block pavement was laid in the 
driveway, between the main gateway and the stable 
entrance, and from that point easterly to a _ point 
in front of the concrete box shop, in all about 400 
square yards. This was a much needed improvement, 
as in winter and in rainy weather the driveway was a 
mass of mud. I think that each year a little paving 
should be done until eventually all the driveways of 
the yard will be paved. It will save the horses, the 
wagons, the expense of patching, and the dust that is 
blown about on windy days. The large yard scales 
was rebuilt and other minor improvements made. In 
the main building electric lights were installed in all 
except a small portion of the building. The hallways 
were whitewashed and painted. The superintendent’s 
office was renovated and painted, new lower window 
sashes put in and telephones to various parts of the 
building installed. Many windows in the main build- 
ing, of which there are about 225, were reglazed. Much 
more of this work will be required, as they are in bad 
condition. Two automobiles were purchased and fitted 
up for use as emergency cars. The old emergency 
wagon was assigned to other use and the quarters of the 
old wagon were entirely rebuilt and fitted as a garage 
for the emergency cars. Steam heat was introduced, 
electric lights and a new artificial stone floor with drain 
in center and running water with sink and hose attach- 
ments put in. These cars are simply what has been 
needed for some time past and will enable the depart- 
ment to cope with the demands of the times. An 
automobile was purchased for the superintendent to 
enable him personally to keep in touch with all parts 
of the department. Four old and disabled horses were 
humanely killed, three were sold for cash, one sold in 
trade and seven purchased. In March a colt was born 
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of a mare purchased in the latter part of last year. 
As it shows signs of becoming a good horse the depart- 
ment will keep it and try to raise it. Thus far it is 
thriving. The horses generally are in good condition, 
as shown by the fact that at the last work horse parade 
all our horses that were entered — about a dozen — took 
prizes for condition and good qualities. The depart- 
ment now owns 58 horses, 4 automobiles, 36 wagons, 
single and double, 18 carriages of all kinds, 23 sleighs 
and pungs, 3 road rollers and 138 portable tool houses. 
During the year such of these wagons and carriages 
that required it were overhauled, repaired and painted. 
Two old wagons beyond repair were sold in trade for 
new ones, and three old carriages, also too far gone, 
were sold by auction. The result of the thorough work 
in this line begun in the previous year is being felt in the 
better condition generally of the rolling stock and the 
lesser number of repairs required. Old harnesses that 
were too far gone to repaim were sold or exchanged in 
part for new ones. A harness repairer’s kit was pur- 
chased and considerable small repair work was done 
by ourselves with economy to the department. Oijuled 
duck covers were purchased and are worn by the horses 
on rainy days, saving the harnesses and the horses from 
the effects of the weather. A clipping machine run by 
electric power was installed in the stable, and will tend 
to make the work easier and quicker. The outside 
stable walls were pointed and the roof repaired. Stalls 
were repaired and the interior of the stable painted and 
whitewashed. In general, the yard and buildings are 
now in better condition than at any time for years, and 
it is our aim and hope to keep them so.

Dorchester Yard.— As this yard was placed in first- 
class condition during the previous year there was not 
much to be done during the year just past. A new sign 
was erected over the gate in Gibson street, and the 
foreman has planted flowers and shrubbery in a space in 
the center of the yard, thus improving the looks of 
things generally. 

Charlestown Yard.— The. several buildings in this 
yard were painted outside and inside, the windows 
reglazed, a large wooden platform for unloading and 
loading stock built, and a general finishing up of the 
extensive repairs started in the previous year. A new 
sign was hung upon the building, and the property may 
be said to be in first-class condition. 

West Roxbury Yard.— Practically nothing of impor- 
tance was done here. The yard and building are not 
owned by the city. Larger and more central quarters 
should be secured, as this district is rapidly growing in 
extent and importance. We are so limited for space 
that we are now stabling one of our horses in an adjoining 
building owned by the man of whom we rent the yard. 
All our wagons, tools and stock are exposed without 
shelter in the yard and something should be done at 
once towards improving conditions. 

Brighton Yard.— There is no ‘“‘yard”’ in its stricter 
sense in this district, nothing but a stable, a wagon shed 
and a small office. As this district will be a very 
important one before long something should be done at 
once towards securing proper quarters. Electric lights 
were installed during the year and this makes the build- 
ing a little more habitable. Previously the dim light 
of a lantern was the only illumination. It is hoped that 
a move into a better place will occur before a great 
while. 

East Boston Yard.— For some time past the old brick 
pumping station in Condor street, opposite Brooks 
street, was unoccupied, as the introduction of the high 
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service into Breed’s Island by the Metropolitan Water 
Board rendered pumping unnecessary. The building 
was well made and had a commodious yard in its rear, 
while the regular district headquarters, located upon 
the Brooks street side of the reservoir in a small space 
between the foot of the reservoir bank and the street 
fence, was wholly inadequate and furthermore could 
not be approached from any side without climbing a 
hill. It was therefore considered as a good move to 
abandon the quarters at the reservoir and move into 
the old,pumping station. This was done September 16, 
1909. Considerable work was necessary, however, be- 
fore the station was fit to be occupied. The former 
coal pocket, underground on the street side, but at grade 
with the yard in the rear, was sheathed and made into a 
first-class stable with four stalls and up to date sanitary 
features; the pumps and pump foundations were removed . 
from the main room, toilets and modern plumbing put 
in; a floor built half way up in the ell and a shop and 
storeroom thus provided; windows built into the brick 
walls to light this room and others glazed and fitted with 
new sashes; a chain hoist set up; the tall chimney that 
formerly served the boilers taken down and removed; 
the two old boilers sold and removed; a steam heating 
plant installed; a new iron smokestack erected; a cess- 
pool built in the rear to serve as drainage for the stable 
and washstand, they being below the grade of the street 
sewer; a large shed built in the yard to serve as a shelter 
for wagons and stock; the office provided with furniture; 
electric lights installed throughout; the large mercury 
and recording gauge moved from the old building to the 
new; the whole place painted, varnished and shellacked; 
the roof repaired; the brick work pointed and painted; 
conductors attached; a new high fence built around the 
yard, and a general fitting up, so that at the present 
time we have a model district headquarters that will 
serve for many years. The work was all done by the 
department employees, except the smokestack and roof- 
ing and some pointing. More than all, by filling in 
from time to time, we shall finally have a wharf property 
abutting on Chelsea creek. This will be a valuable 
asset to the department. The old buildings on the 
reservoir site were sold and removed. The department 
will fill in the foundations, build a fence in the gap left 
where the buildings were, spread loam, grade and seed 
the soil as soon as the weather permits. The total cost 
of the transfer to, and fitting up of, the new headquarters, 
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with the exception of a little more work to be done on 
the shed in the yard, is as follows:

East Boston Reservoir.— In the early part of the year 
the reservoir was emptied and the bottom and sides 
cleaned. Considerable mud and foreign matter were 
found and removed. However closely it is watched, 
mischievous people will throw things into the water. 
The water may never be used; yet that cannot be 
decided upon with certainty until a new and inde- 
pendent supply enters the island. 

Fisher Hill Reservoir.— Although small for present 
demands made upon it, it is in generally good condition. 
Electric lights were installed in the eae during 
the year. 

Brookline Reservoir.— This reservoir is of no further 
use to the department and should be disposed of. 

Parker Hill Reservoir.— This reservoir and grounds 
should be transferred to the Park Department and thus 
relieve the Water Department of its care and mainte- 
nance. It is of no value as a reservoir. 

Mt. Bellevue Standpipe, West Roxbury.— Some re- 
pairs will be necessary here soon. The tank leaks 
slightly in the seams at one or two places — not seriously, 
however. A little painting will have to be done. If 
possible the tank should be drained off and an internal 
examination made. It would be well to know whether 
or not deterioration of the iron is progressing too fast. 
The grounds around the standpipe are cared for by the 
Park Department. 

West Roxbury Pumping Station.— Although this sta- 
tion is owned by the Boston Water Department it is 
occupied and maintained by the Metropolitan Water 
Board. 

Orient Heights Standpipe, East Boston.— This tank is 
in practically the same condition as the one at Mt. 
Bellevue, with probably a few more slight leaks in the 
seams. It should be examined and repaired the com- 
ing spring. The windows in the building surrounding 
the tank have been completely demolished by mis- 
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chievous boysand should be replaced by wooden shutters. 
Much trouble is experienced by the failure of the float and 
indicating apparatus to work at all times. During such 
times the water in the tank has to be watched, else it 
will overflow without being known until damage had 
been done. Occasionally it does overflow, but upon each 
occasion it has been discovered in time. ‘The wires con- 
necting the apparatus in the tank with that in the 
office at East Boston headquarters very often break or 
become detached and ground. They are subject to the 
same troubles as all overhead wires and have to be 
examined and repaired frequently. 

Recording Pressure Gauges.— Gauges were established 
during the year in the quarters of Engine Company No. 
45 at Washington street, at Poplar street, West Roxbury, 
and in those of Engine Company No. 30, Centre street, 
at Bellevue street, West Roxbury. The total cost of 
the work was $174.29. 

The following recording pressure gauges are the 
property of the department. They were installed and 
are maintained by this division, and the readings 
recorded by the Engineering Department. They are all 
in good working order:

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REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


Boston, February 1, 1910. 
Mr. WituiamM E. Hannan, 


Water Commissioner: 


Dear Srr,— The work of the Engineering Depart- 
ment in 1909 was of the usual varied character. 

The past year saw the completion of the improved low 
service supply for South Boston, work on which began 
in 1904 when the tunnel was built under Fort Point 
channel at the draw on Congress street. In this con- 
nection the following work was done during the past 
year: The 30-inch main in C street, South Boston, 
was extended in C street, C street extension, Northern 
avenue and Sleeper street to a junction with the 24- 
inch main in Congress street, a total distance of about 
5,750 feet; the 30-inch main in Congress street, city 
proper, was extended from Atlantic avenue to Fort Point 
channel; 24-inch pipe was laid on the trestles built 
in 1907 over Fort Point channel from the ends of the 
tunnel to the Boston and South Boston shores, and 
connection was made with the 30-inch pipe previously 
laid in the tunnel, thus completing the line between 
the city proper and South Boston. At the same time a 
16-inch high service pipe was laid on the trestles and 
connected with the 20-inch high service pipe in the tun- 
nel in anticipation of future extension of this service. 
This new low service line both greatly strengthens the 
supply to South Boston and affords a new ‘‘feed”’ for 
the city proper. 

The Deacon meters were operated to detect waste 
from April 8 until November 24 in the residential dis- 
tricts of the city proper, in Charlestown, South Boston, 
Roxbury and Jamaica Plain; the saving of water 
effected was approximately two and one-half million 
gallons per day, or about four gallons per capita for 
the entire population of the city. The cost of the work 
was $3,546. Of the waste found, 1,720,000 gallons 
per day was in service pipes in the streets; 430,000 
gallons per day in broken main pipe; 206,000 gallons 
per day in defective joints in main pipe, and about the 
same amount in hydrants and watering posts. The 
result represents a part only of the waste existing in 
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the territory tested, as no inspection was made inside 
of buildings, while the outside inspection was incomplete, 
the larger leaks only and those most easily found being 
located. Although the saving made was comparatively . 
small, yet it is an earnest of what might be accomplished 
in restricting waste if the Deacon meter readings were 
followed up by thorough inspection both outside and 
inside of buildings. The meter simply locates waste 
within certain limits and measures its amount; to 
definitely locate that waste is the duty of the inspector, 
a duty demanding honest and intelligent work. 

On January 3 of this year a break occurred in the 
easterly 30-inch main in Tremont street, opposite 
Seaver place, with a large resulting damage to property 
in the vicinity. The cause of the break was the rigid 
bearing of the pipe at one point upon the concrete 
reinforcement of a pipe sewer built by the Transit 
Commission in 1897, immediately outside of the wall 
of the subway and directly under the water pipe; 
the sewer was rigidly supported upon piers, extending 
down to the bottom of the side wall of the subway, 
and was evidently designed with a safe clearance 
between its concrete covering and the bottom of 
the pipe. Where the break occurred this design had 
not been followed, the concrete being found hard up 
against the pipe for a distance of about six inches. The 
pipe, laid in 1847, was found to be in excellent condi- 
tion, practically the only deterioration discovered being 
on the inside under the tubercles. The following is 
an analysis of the metal:

This is the eighth break which has occurred in the 
large water pipes in Tremont street, between Boylston 
and Common streets, since the construction of the 
subway under them. The apparent cause in each case 
was identical with that of the recent break, viz., a rigid 
bearing at one point with opportunity for a slight settle- 
ment in the adjacent pipes. 

The following is a memorandum of the breaks that 
have occurred, with a statement of the condition found 
in each case: 
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1897, May 12. Easterly, 30-inch main opposite Common 
street. Rigid bearing on subway roof. 

1898, August 11. Westerly, 30-inch main opposite Children’s 
Mission. Rigid bearing on manhole over subway. 

1899, September 1. Easterly, 30-inch main opposite Common 
street. Rigid bearing on subway roof. 

1900, August 8. Easterly, 30-inch main at Hotel Touraine. 
Rigid bearing on subway wall. 

1900, September 5. Easterly, 30-inch main at Hollis street. 
Rigid bearing on wooden post supported from subway roof. 

1904, March 23. Westerly, 30-inch main opposite Common 
street. Rigid bearing on subway roof. 

1907, May 18. Sixteen-inch main at Hollis street. Rigid 
bearing on subway roof. 

1910, January 3. Easterly, 30-inch main opposite Seaver 
place. Rigid bearing on concrete over sewer. 


A gauge has been installed in the office of the Engi- 
neering Department in City Hall, which registers 
the pressure in the low service system at a point about 
1,200 feet distant; it has not been possible heretofore 
to obtain such a record, the City Hall being situated 
in the high service area. The operating mechanism of 
the gauge is located in the basement of the Post Office 
and consists of a diaphragm connected with the low 
service main in Milk street by a small pipe, a lever 
and transmitter; the varying pressure on the main 
is electrically registered at City Hall, where it is both 
indicated on a dial and recorded in permanent form 
on a chart. 

I renew the following recommendations, made in 
last year’s report, viz., that a standpipe be built on 
the northerly portion of the ‘‘double-high” system in 
West Roxbury, and that additional storage be pro- 
vided at Mt. Bellevue on the same service. That a 
storage reservoir or reservoirs be built on the high 
service system, large enough to hold at least six days’ 
supply for the entire high service of the city. That 
a tunnel be built under the Charles river at Warren 
Bridge to insure a safe connection between the large 
mains in Boston and Charlestown and to safeguard 
the high service supply of Charlestown.

The present incumbent, Charles B. Woolley, was appointed 
sealer of the department May, 1908, in place of Thomas A. 
Mullen, Schoolhouse Commissioner, who was acting head 
from September, 1907, to May 4, 1908. 

The force of the department, under normal conditions, 
consists of one sealer, ten deputy sealers and one laborer. 
By recent legislation, enacted May 13, 1909, Acts of 1909, 
chapter 382, the entire force of the department, including. 
the sealer, was placed within the classified civil service. 

The headquarters of the ‘department in the basement of 
the Old Court House are poorly ventilated and inadequate. 
If this department could be transferred to some other loca- 
tion on the street floor, the work could be carried on with 
more comfort to the force and greater satisfaction to the 
public. 

Section 43, chapter 62 of the Revised Laws, which required 
the sealing of glass bottles and jars, and which necessitated 
nearly the full time of three of the deputies during the past 
year, has been amended. Under the provisions of chapter 
531 of the Acts of 1909 the department has been considerably 
relieved from a perplexing and unprofitable problem. The 
enactment of this legislation has resulted in the elimination 
of a large proportion of the work, and the time heretofore 
devoted to this sealing process can now be occupied in the 
carrying on of an accurate and methodical system of inspec- 
tion. ‘This is one of the most important features attached 
to the work of this department, as is clearly demonstrated 
in the results obtained by the increased number of inspec- 
tions recorded in our daily reports. The outcome of this 
active work has resulted in many prosecutions and convic- 
tions, and now it is almost impossible to find a merchant or 
vendor who is not complying with the spirit and letter of 
the law. 
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The provisions of section 86, chapter 10, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1908, which compels all hawkers and peddlers 
who use scales, weights or measures, before receiving their 
licenses from the Board of Health, to obtain from the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures a certificate certifying that all 
said devices used by them have been sealed according to law, 
has proved of immeasurable benefit in correcting unlawful 
practices. 

As the co-operation of this department with the Board of 
Health has resulted in the correcting of many abuses, I 
recommend that closer relations exist between this office 
and the Police Department, to the end that all junk dealers 
petitioning for a license should first receive from this office a 
certificate that all scales, weights or measures used by them 
in the carrying on of their business have been tested and sealed 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 62. 

Under the present fee system, for outside sealing services 
(created by section 34, chapter 62 of the Revised Laws of 
1902), this department has earned in revenue, between 
February 1, 1909, and February 1, 1910, $9,048.48. This 
amount is $3,636.67 more than has ever been derived in 
actual revenue in the history of this department prior to 
1908. This result has been attained by the honest and 
efficient services performed by the.attachsé of this office. 

In my opinion the schedule of prices charged, which has 
governed this department from its inception, is wholly inade- 
quate for the amount of service performed. I recommend 
an increase in fees according to the following schedule, which 
seems to me just and equitable, and which would increase 
the revenue nearly 50 per cent:

The total revenue under these prices would amount to 
nearly $16,000. I am firmly convinced that this depart- 
ment, being distinct and different from all other depart- 
ments in the city, should be put as nearly as possible on a 
self-sustaining basis. 
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Under the existing laws all work that is brought to this 
office is done gratuitously. I would recommend that the 
- geale of prices above submitted should prevail for all work 
performed in this department. In many other cities out- 
side of Massachusetts no distinction in charges is made, 
whether the work is performed by the deputies outside or 
is brought by the merchant to the office. 

I further recommend that for each certificate issued by 
this department to hawkers and peddlers, who under exist- 
ing ordinances are compelled to apply to the Board of Health 
for a license to hawk or peddle in Boston, a reasonable fee 
be charged by this department. 

If the recommendations herein suggested could be enacted 
into law, the result would be to place the department prac- 
tically upon a self-sustaining basis. 

It gives me pleasure to state that I believe I now have as 
good a working force as can be found in any private cor- 
poration or business firm. 

I wish also to state that the suggestions of the Finance 
Commission, contained in their criticisms of the department 
prior to my taking office, have been carried out (with but 
one exception), and are now made operative for the govern- 
ment of the department, as detailed below. 

The inspection work of qutside deputies is now submitted 
every morning on their daily reports to the sealer and 
recorded by the clerk, as well as indexed. 

A system has been established whereby each deputy, in 
his own handwriting, records in a book furnished for that 
purpose all work performed by him. A duplicate of this is - 
recorded by the clerk in another book, thereby keeping an 
accurate tally, not only on all work performed, but on t 
amount accomplished by each individual. 

A receipt book in duplicate form has been provided, which 
is signed by the person delivering the consignment and also 
by the deputy receiving it, one receipt being retained by the 
dealer and its duplicate by the department, after which a 
record is made by the clerk in an invoice book provided for 
that purpose. This receipt book is for the purpose of verify- 
ing receipts of glass jars delivered from milk ‘contractors to 
this department. 

A book has been provided ‘solely for the purpose of record- 
ing all weighings of coal, coke and charcoal. Up to the 
present time we have recorded some 350 weighings, with the 
names of the deputies making the tests. 

We now have a daily report book, with duplicate sheets 
for each outside deputy; also a duplicate receipt book, one

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receipt being given to the merchant and the other to the 
sealer when the deputy makes his daily report, which is at 
or before 9 a. m. every day. The deputy’s work is also 
recorded in a record book by the clerk. 

We also have a book devoted solely to recording complaints, 
and a complete history of all such cases are kept. We also 
have a book in which is recorded all tagged scales, and 
another book for delinquents. 

The deputies are required to report at 9 a.m. on Saturdays 
and take up and carry on their work the same as on other 
days. On many occasions, also, they have been detailed for 
special inspection work in the market districts Saturday 
afternoons and nights. 

Since February 1, 1908, this department has prosecuted 
one hundred and three violators of law. Ten were complained 
of for short weight on coal, ten for using short measures, 
thirty for not having name and weight on bags of coal sold 
in quantities less than one hundred pounds, forty-seven for 
not having scales on ice wagons, two for using false scales 
and four for giving short weight. Of these one hundred and 
three cases, ninety-one were convicted and fined, the total 
fines amounting to $706. 

As I stated in my last annual report, I have perfected an 
entirely new system of bookkeeping, which has been found 
to be complete and applicable to this department. 

The civil service classification of the sealer and his deputies 
has demonstrated in results obtained during the past year 
the great value of this additional protection, and I am con- 
fident that under its continued operation even better results 
will be attained in future. 

Since my inception into office it has been my earnest 
desire to make the department a model in business efficiency. 

It has not, in my opinion, reached the perfection of which 
it is capable, but it is only fair to say that it is now giving 
excellent service and is justly deserving of the respect and 
confidence of the public.

Hon. Joun F. FirzGEra.p, 
Mayor of the City of Boston : 


Sir,— I herewith submit report in which is shown the 
appropriation and expenditures of the Wire Department 
and the work performed from February 1, 1909, to January 31, 
1910, inclusive. 

As provided for in chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, the 
underground district for 1910 has been prescribed, same being 
Dorchester avenue, from Fort Point channel to Romsey 
street. 

Dorchester avenue was selected as it is one of the city’s 
main arteries of travel, and because its numerous poles and 
wires, installed many years ago, were in such a condition that 
their removal and the placing of the wires underground 
were necessary in the interests of safety. 

The necessity for underground wiring was strongly demon- 
strated by the blizzard of December 25 and 26, 1909, as 
a result of which storm not only were a: large number of our 
citizens deprived of electricity for light and power purposes, 
but, among other matters, were deprived of the protection 
from serious conflagrations, largely afforded by an efficient 
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fire alarm system, as such a large amount of overhead fire- 
alarm wiring was affected by the storm that certain of the 
outlying sections of the city were for several days without 
fire alarm protection. 

It is again a pleasure to report that no fire has occurred 
during the year caused by wiring approved by the department. 

There have been three deaths during the year, one of which 
was due, and two indirectly due, to electricity. 

J desire to again call attention to the fact that the valuable 
records of this department are not properly protected, and a 
fireproof vault should be provided.

EXTERIOR DIVISION. 


The prescribed underground district for 1909 comprised 
that portion of Harrison avenue between Zeigler street and 
Warren street, a distance of four hundred and fifty-five (455) 
feet (balance of Harrison avenue having previously been 
prescribed); the entire length of Roxbury street between 
Washington street and Columbus avenue, a distance of two 
thousand nine hundred and fifty (2,950) feet; Guild row, 
between Roxbury street and Washington street, a distance 
of two hundred (200) feet; and that portion of Blue Hill 
avenue between Dudley street and a point one hundred (100) 
feet south of Cheney street, a distance of six thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-two (6,752) feet, —making a total distance 
of ten thousand three hundred and fifty-seven (10,357) feet, 
which distance lacks by two hundred and three (203) feet 
the two miles as authorized under chapter 249, Acts of 1898. 

In that portion of Harrison avenue prescribed there were 
standing February 1, 1909, six poles, owned as follows: Four 
by the American Telephone and Telegraph Company and two 
by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

In Roxbury street there were standing February 1, 1909, 
twenty-nine poles, owned as follows: Twenty-six by the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company and three 
by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. 

In Guild row there was one pole owned by the Edison 
Electric Uluminating Company. ; 

In that portion of Blue Hill avenue prescribed there were 
standing February 1, 1909, seventy-one poles, owned as fol- 
lows: Sixty-two by the New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company and nine by the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, making a total of 107 poles in the prescribed 
district. 

Attached to the poles and passing overhead on Harrison 
avenue, between Zeigler street and Warren street, there was 
approximately nineteen thousand (19,000) feet of wire, owned 
by the American Telephone and Telegraph Company, the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company and the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company. 

Attached to the poles and passing overhead on Roxbury 
street, between Washington street and Columbus avenue, 
there was approximately forty-seven thousand (47,000) feet 
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of wire, owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, the Police Signal Ser- 
vice (B. P. D.), the Boston Automatic Fire Alarm Company 
and the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

Attached to the poles and passing overhead on Guild row, 
between Roxbury. street and Washington street, there was 
approximately eighteen hundred (1,800) feet of wire, owned 
by the Edison Electric Illuminating Company and the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. 

Attached to the poles and passing overhead on Blue Hill 
avenue, between Dudley street and point one hundred (100) 
feet south of Cheney street, there was approximately two 
hundred and thirty-two thousand (232,000) feet of wire, 
owned by the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, the Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company, the Police Signal Service (B. P. D.), 
the Fire Alarm Branch (B. F. D.) and the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

The above figures give a total of two hundred ninety-nine 
thousand eight. hundred (299,800) feet, or nearly fifty-seven 
(57) miles, of wire and cable over these streets ordered cleared 
of wires and poles during the year 1909, not including the 
trolley or span wires of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

In order to provide distribution facilities from the under- 
ground conduits along the route of the 1909 district, it has 
been necessary to grant, as provided for in chapter 347, Acts 
of 1908, ten (10) terminal pole locations. Of these three (8) 
were on the line of Roxbury street and were granted on Put- 
nam and Elmwood streets for the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, and one (1) on Linden Park street 
for the Edison Electric Hluminating Company. On the Blue 
Hill avenue line there were six (6) locations granted,— to the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company, one each 
on Dewey, Dove, Moreland and Winthrop stieets, and to the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company, one on Quincy street 
and one on Blue Hill avenue, just beyond Cheney street. On 
the Harrison avenue line all distribution was provided for on 
private property or on existing poles, though one terminal 
pole location was granted the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company this year on Thorndike street, near Harrison avenue, 
in the 1908 district. 

Terminal pole locations were petitioned for on several 
other streets along the underground district, but after hear- 
ings given the abutters it was not deemed necessary: or advis- 
able to grant the locations requested.

As a portion of the underground work of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company for this year a line of conduit has. been 
constructed between their Dorchester station and their new 
substation erected on Washington street, near Egleston square. 
This conduit starts at the end.of the old underground conduit 
on Dorchester avenue near Linden street and runs through 
Hast and Adams streets, Eaton square, Quincy street, Blue 
Hill avenue, Georgia and Ruthven streets, Walnut and West- 
minster avenues, terminating at the new substation, corner 
of Washington and Bray streets, and is used for a high tension 
line of 13,200 volts alternating current. 

Over forty- -seven thousand (47,000) feet of duct has been 
laid by the Charles River Basin Commission on the Boston 
side of the Charles River Dam, between Boston and Cambridge. 
This work consists of four units of twelve vitrified clay ducts 
each, with separate manholes constructed of cement. The 
commission decided, after a meeting with the representatives 
of the various electric companies, to build these conduits 
themselves across the reservation, the same to be leased to 
the companies, rather than to permit the different companies 
to come in and open up the ground at different times in order 
to construct conduits such as their needs might justify. 
One conduit is set aside for the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, one for the Edison Electric Hluminating Company, 
one for the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and the fourth one to be leased by other companies which 
might require but one or two ducts each. As these lines all 
terminate at the line of Charles street it will only be neces- 
sary to open up the street from the dead ends to the various 
company manholes. 

The new work inspections have greatly increased this - 
year, the new telephone installations alone amounting to 
about 500 per month. 

As in the past, engineers of this office have accompanied 
representatives of the various companies when it is desired 
to locate new poles on public streets, sketches of these proposed 
locations being kept in card catalogue form, for comparison 
with plans when filed for approval prior to the locations 
being granted by the Board of Aldermen. 

A large number of poles have been set on private property, 
and on new and unaccepted streets, where only the per- 
mission of the abutter is required in order to locate the poles. 

During the year approximately 2,500 of the “Gilbert” 
type of are lamp used for street lighting have been replaced 
by the magnetite lamps and lamps of the new General Electric 
Flame Are type. In connection with this change about 
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1,200 new lamp poles suitable for the new styles of lamps have 
replaced poles used for the support of Gilbert lamps. 

The extensive changes begun in the street lighting system 
last year have been continued, and all proposed new locations 
for electric lamps examined before approvals were given. 
It might be added that these changes and the installation 
of tungsten street lamps in place of many of the gasolene 
lights will account in a large measure for the increase in 
the number of poles set (536) during the year. However, the 
large number of poles removed during the year makes 
the net gain over last year in poles standing but 125. The 
number of poles removed during the year, four hundred and 
eleven (411), is the largest number removed in any one year 
since the underground acts went into effect, one of the reasons 
for this being that an understanding was arrived at with the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Company to the effect 
that all their poles in the prescribed underground districts, 
which poles being used for long distance telephone wires 
were exempt by law, should be removed from the streets 
within a specified time, and during the year, in following 
out this understanding, their poles were removed from those 
portions of the following streets included in the prescribed 
underground districts,— Albany street, Harrison avenue, 
Dudley street and Washington street. 

The Police Signal Service extended their underground 
service this year to the Brighton and Allston districts, using 
conduits of the New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, and connected to ten (10) signal boxes. 

During the night of December 25-26, 1909, there occurred, 
in so far as wires and poles are concerned, the worst storm 
since the organization of the Wire Department, with the 
exception of the memorable storm of January 31—February 
1, 1898. 

Storm commenced about 6 p. m. on the 25th, the temper- 
ature being such that wires and poles began almost 
immediately to load up with snow and ice, and before day- 
break of the 26th wires and many poles broke and fell, in 
some cases making streets impassable to travel. 

As a result of this dangerous condition of affairs it became 
necessary to request very early on the morning of December 
26 that current be shut off from all overhead street lighting 
and other circuits carrying currents at high potential, and 
that current be kept off such circuits until conditions would 
warrant a resumption of service on same. This action was 
necessary, not only in the case of such circuits as were them- 
selves in bad condition, but also in the case of other circuits

which were crossed and in contact with wires of other systems 
due to the latter wires breaking under the strain of the snow 
and ice and falling upon the wires carrying current at high 
potentials. 

In the business section and other portions of the city where 
the wires were underground the public were but little incon- 
venienced in so far as their electric service was concerned, but 
in the suburbs in some cases it was several days before service 
could be restored. 

The greatest damage to the overhead wires was to wires 
of the so-called signaling systems, one large corporation not 
having on the day following the storm a single circuit in 
operation. Certain outlying sections of the city were also 
practically deprived of fire-alarm service, and the telephone, 
telegraph and other systems were badly affected. It is a 
matter worthy of comment that, notwithstanding the severity 
of the storm and its effects on the wires and poles, there was 
but one fire (shght in extent) and but two very slight accidents 
to persons due to electrical troubles resulting from storm. 

Over twenty interesting photographs were taken by this 
department showing effects to wires and poles caused by storm, 
plates from several of which are included in this report. 

Accompanying this report will be found a plan showing 
poles and wires on and over that portion of the city which has 
been selected in accordance with the law as the underground 
district for 1910, namely, Dorchester avenue from Fort 
Point channel to Romsey street. Also photographs showing 
the conditions of Warren street and of Albany street before 
and after overhead wires and poles supporting same were 
removed. 

Much of the open wiring which was broken down during 
storm is not to be replaced, but in nearly every case the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company are putting 
ring or cable construction in place of same. 

During the past three years the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company has made the following changes of overhead wire 
from the poles to the elevated structure: 


1907-08 . ; . 46,795 feet, or 8,863 miles. 
1908-09 . ; . 29,365 feet, or 5,562 miles. 
1909-10. . 11,970 feet, or 2,267 miles. 


During the year the various companies doing underground 
work have opened one hundred. twenty-three (123) differ- 
ent streets and avenues within the city limits for the purpose 
of constructing new conduits, or extending or enlarging 
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their existing conduits. Forty-nine (49) of these were in the 
original underground district, or the congested portion of 
the city lying north of Dover and Berkeley streets, while 
the remaining seventy-four (74) were scattered throughout the 
rest of the city and suburbs.

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INTERIOR DIVISION. 


To meet the ever increasing demand for electrical energy, 
additions to and changes in the generating and distributing 
systems of the Edison Electric [luminating Company and the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company during the past year 
have been necessary. 

The principal changes in the system of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company are as follows: 

At their fourth station, L street, South Boston, two 5,000 
kilowatt step up transformers were installed and put into 
service, thereby increasing the potential of their transmission 
circuits from 6,900 volts to 13,800 volts. 

At their third station, Atlantic avenue, the battery capacity 
of station has been increased 650 kilowatts at the one-hour rate. 

At their first station, Head place, the battery capacity 
of station has been increased 650 kilowatts at the one-hour 
rate, and one 1,000 kilowatt motor generator set has been 
installed. 

At the tenth station, Bussey place, one additional 500 
kilowatt motor generator set has been installed. 

A new station (No. 30) has been constructed at the corner 
of Salem and Prince streets for a capacity of approximately 
5,000 kilowatts, of which 1,000 kilowatts in motor generators 
have been installed during the past year. A battery having 
a capacity of 778 kilowatts at the one-hour rate has also been 
installed.. This station takes the place of the old North street 
station, at the corner of North and Ferry streets, which had 
a capacity of 450 kilowatts, and which has been discontinued. 

The total battery capacity of the Edison system available 
for emergency service is now 9,095 kilowatts at the one-hour 
rate. 

In the Brighton section of the city a new station is in 
process of erection, at the corner of Commonwealth avenue 
and Linden street. This station is designed to supply service 
in Brighton, Allston and Brookline, and is to replace the 
present Allston generating station. 

The 500 volt power service used for Brighton customers 
is to be discontinued, and motors are to be changed to alter- 
nating current types. 

The 2,300 volt three-wire three-phase circuits feeding 
from the Zeigler street and East Boston stations (Stations 


Plates Nos. 5 and 6.— Warren street, north from Copeland street, with and without poles and wires. 
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9 and 8) have been converted into four-wire three-phase 
circuits for the purpose of increased distributing capacity, 
without increasing the number of circuits. This results in 
a pressure of 2,300 volts between the neutral and phase 
wires, and approximately 3,980 volts between the phase wires 
themselves. 

The principal change in the generating plant of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company has been the building of a 
substation at the corner of Washington and Bray streets, 
near the Egleston square station of the elevated system, 
and the installation of necessary equipment to feed and 
operate same. 

Station, which is 93 feet by 53 feet, has a sloping roof, with 
a maximum height of 44 feet above street level, and contains 
at present two Westinghouse rotary converters of 1,000 
kilowatt rating, each receiving on their alternating current 
side energy at about 400 volts. For each rotary there is 
installed a bank of air blast Westinghouse transformers, 
with a 13,200/400 voltage ratio. Provision is made for an 
additional equipment when necessary of four 2,000 kilowatt 
rotary converters, with transforming and other auxiliary 
apparatus. Current for the operation of this station is gen- 
erated at a potential of 13,200 at the Freeport street station, 
Dorchester, and transmitted underground by means of a 
three-wire lead-covered cable, No. 1 B. & 8. gage copper, 
paper insulated, to the substation. 

This steam driven turbo-generator at the Freeport station 
is the only alternating current generating apparatus in the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company’s system, and is a note- 
worthy departure from previous practice on their part. 

This generator was installed originally and was used as 
a direct current piece of apparatus, wound for 600 volts and 
delivering current directly to the trolley and feeder system 
of the company. 

It was rebuilt for alternating current service as a 25-cycle 
- 13,200 volt generator for use in connection with the Egleston 
square substation. A circumstance in connection with this 
station, worthy of special mention, is the fact that while ground 
was not broken for the construction of station until Septem- 
ber, 1909, on December 30 the machinery in station was 
placed in operation. 

The provisions of chapter 450 of the Acts of 1904, relating 
to the inspection of theaters and halls, have been complied 
with and the department has received the co-operation of 
theater managements, where changes have been requested 
in the interests of safety. 
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During the year fires for which three or more alarms were 
given were responded to, and such action was taken relative 
to wiring and electrical conditions at fires as circumstances 
warranted. 

It has been the practice to cut the current off of wiring in 
buildings where serious fires occurred, current not being again 
turned on same until an inspection and test of electrical instal- 
lation had been made and permit given by this department 
to do so. 

There were thirty-two fires inside of buildings which were 
found to have been due wholly or in part to electrical causes. 
Of this number seventeen were of minor character and 
entailed ne insurance loss. 

The most serious fire was’one that was not due to either. 
defective electric wiring or defective apparatus, but was the 
result of the improper and defective installation of electric 
plate warmers, which had been installed about two years 
previous to the time of fire without notification to or knowledge 
of this department. These plate warmers were of the enamel 
type, were provided with #-inch legs, and were set, with 
nothing but thin asbestos paper intervening, upon wood 
floor in pantry, and were covered with a tight, close metal 
inclosure or cabinet, which in turn was incased in a wooden 
inclosure. The heat of these plate warmers had unquestion- 
ably ever since their installation been affecting, while in use, 
the wood flooring upon which they were mounted, until, finally, 
the accidental leaving of current on warmers, as described 
further on, caused the ignition of the flooring, which had been 
charring beneath heaters, and fire was communicated to other 
portions of building, causing a very heavy loss. 

As house was about to be opened for the return of family 
who had been at their summer residence, mechanics went to 
the house for the purpose of making slight repairs and making 
preparations for the opening of house. Electric current had 
been shut off from the premises when house was vacated for 
the summer, and when the mechanics attempted to get light . 
by turning on the electric switches they were unsuccessful. 
Among the switches operated was switch controlling circuit 
for plate warmers, previously mentioned. This switch was 
not turned off again but was left on. Later in the day the 
public service corporation supplying electric current sent 
their men who made service alive, as per directions, the plate 
warmer circuit thereby being made alive, which fact was not 
noticed, and, later, house was closed for the night. Plate 
warmers not being properly installed, and there being practi- 
cally no ventilation to cabinet inclosing same, heat became 
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such that during the night flooring beneath warmers was 
ignited and fire spread to other portions of the house, doing 
damage for which an insurance loss of $180,197.06 was paid, 
and this did not cover the damage done, as there were many 
articles destroyed that could not be replaced. 

It should be remembered that this fire was not an electrical 
fire in its proper sense. Even after the fire the electric 
warmers were in good working condition. The wiring was 
iron conduit construction, and satisfactory. Had the warmers 
been heated by any other form of energy than electricity the 
results would have been the same. 

The cause of the fire, more properly speaking, was the 
lack of knowledge or the inexcusable carelessness on the part 
of the person who installed heaters, also the failure on his 
part to notify of work in question. 

While the law requiring the notification of electrical instal- 
lations to be sent the Commissioner of Wires was in force 
at the time heaters were installed, there was, unfortunately, 
no penalty provided for violations of same. At present there 
is a penalty provided by chapter 339 of the Acts of 1908 of from 
$10 to $50 fine in each case of failure to notify. Even were 
this applicable to the case in question the penalty would be 
inadequate. There should be some law by which such parties 
should be prevented from doing further work. 

With the fire just referred to left out of consideration the 
total insurance losses for the year by fires shown by our 
reports to be due to electrical causes were but $11,938.48, 
or a little less than 62 per cent of the insurance loss of the 
year previous by fires in this city due to electrical causes. 

Of the balance of the fires (fourteen in number) which 
entailed an insurance loss, but four caused losses of over 
$900 each. These were as follows: One causing a loss of 
$8,297.37 was due to the defective operation of an electric 
motor, which had not received proper attention; one causing 
an insurance loss of $1,750 was insignificant in extent, the 
entire loss being practically due to smoke damage; one caus- 
ing an insurance loss of $498.50 was damage to buildings as 
a result of wires falling upon roofs during a severe blizzard, 
pole carrying wires having broken off at the butt, the other 
fire causing an insurance loss of $396.40 was due to a burn-out 
among wires at service entrance. 

During the year there were twenty-eight accidents to 
persons, three of which resulted fatally. Of the accidents 
reported, twenty-two were to experienced men who were 
working on wires or electrical apparatus at the times accidents 
occurred. 
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Of the fatal accidents, one was to an employee at the 
Charlestown Navy Yard who, while making repairs in con- 
nection with electric crane apparatus, received an electric 
shock and fell, his skull being fractured thereby and death 
resulting; one was to a citizen who, during a severe wind and 
rain storm, picked up a live wire which had fallen to street, 
and one was to an employee of the Edison Electric [lumina- 
ting Company who, while at work on a street arc lamp pole, 
received an electric shock, causing him to fall to ground, 
injuries sustained as a result of the fall causing his death 
about two weeks later. 

Of the five accidents without fatal termination to persons 
inexperienced in electrical matters, one was the case of a 
carpenter sawing off the end of a sleeper on the elevated 
railway structure being burned as the result of his saw mak- 
ing simultaneous connection with third or live rail and 
erounded structure; one was the case of a fireman who, while 
performing his duty at a fire, received a severe electrical 
shock from current conducted over a wet hose which was in 
contact with an electric light wire; two were the cases of 
mother and child who received shocks due to current entering 
building over piping system, overhead wires having fallen 
upon roof of building during severe blizzard, while the fifth 
case was that of a workman who received slight burns to two 
fingers as a result of a short circuit in a pendant lamp cord, 
which occurred while he had lamp cord in his hand. 

During the year there were 2,164 more notifications of new 
work than for the year previous, showing a gain of 194 per 
cent in number received. The number of inspections made 
showed an increase of 104 per cent, while arcs, motors, etc., 
the installation and wiring of which was inspected, all show 
increases over number inspected last year.

FEBRUARY 1, 1909, ro JANUARY 31, 1910. 


February 1, 6.51 p.m., 31 Milk street; slight fire on side 
wall in basement, at bottom of elevator well, due to break- 
down of insulation of wires which crossed side wall of elevator 
well in flexible tubing back of metal covering of well; break- 
down of insulation was the result of same being affected by 
moisture; Chemical 1 called on still alarm. Insurance loss, 
$100. 

February 7, about 8 p. m., near centre of Blackstone 
square ; slight tree fire caused by arcing and flashing at point 
of contact between series arc light wire and tree. 

February 8, 8.45 a. m., Box 74, 1440 Washington street: 
fire on upper floor of building, due to sparks from commutator 
of a 5 horse power motor used to operate freight elevator 
igniting oil and other inflammable material about motor.

of building 22-24 Summer street, in front of which building 
burn-out occurred. 

March 4, opposite 136 Eustis street; a tree charged with 
electricity, several passersby being shocked as a result of 
coming in contact with tree; trouble was due to wire of a 
2,300 volt A. C. circuit coming in contact with limb of tree. 

March 5, 1.80 a. m., 29 North Market street; slight fire on 
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first floor as a result of insulation on two main wires on side 
wall at a point just above heads of floor tubes becoming so 
affected by moisture that an electrolytic action tock place 
between wires of opposite polarity, ultimately resulting in 
arcing between wires and insulation of wires being ignited. 

March 6, 8.45 a. m., Box 52, 282 Devonshire street; for 
lack of proper attention. brushes on 1 horse power motor 
became so badly worn that arcing and sparking occurred at 
commutator; oil, dirt and sweepings which had been allowed 
to collect were ignited by sparks; no damage except to 
motor.

Are main- 
tained between wires and box, box badly melted and adja- 
cent woodwork set on fire. Insurance loss, $82.40. 

March 13, 3.55 p. m., pole on Blue Hill avenue, second 
pole north of Seaver street; fire occurred in test box of the 
Postal Telegraph Cable Company attached to said pole, same 
being due to cross between wires of the Postal Telegraph 
Cable Company and light or power wires; contact said to 
have occurred at Needham, Mass. Inside of test box and 
the contents were badly burned; Hook and Ladder 23 called 
on still alarm. 

March 15, 68 Devonshire street; Fire Department was 
called on still-alarm at 7.27 p. m.; no fire found but smoke 
was coming from motor used to operate passenger elevator; 
this was the result of carelessness, current being left on motor 
when the use of elevator was stopped for the night; 
series coil of field magnets was roasted by excessive current 
passing through same; smell and smoke from the insulation 
of same attracting attention and causing the call of Fire 
Department.

March 26, 4.20 a. m., Chelsea Bridge; Ladder 22 called on 
still alarm for slight fire on the underside of bridge at northerly 
side of south draw; same was due to grounding of current 
from an are light wire to street lamp as a result of said wire

cable near base of lamp pole; no damage except to lighting 
wire and telephone cable. 

March 31, about 8.30 p. m., Dewey square; burn-out on 
underground electric mains, followed by an explosion in 
overflow catch-basin of the Sewer Department, gases passing 
into catch-basin and explosion following; no damage except 
to electric mains. 

April 7, 9.01 p. m., Box 232; given for a slight tree fire 
opposite 138 Eustis street; same was due to grounding of 
current from a 2,300 volt wire in contact with tree. 

April 12, 11.40 a. m., 178A Tremont street; members of 
Engine 26 called on still alarm on account of burn-out of 
electric motor in basement; defective rheostat permitted 
overloading of motor when attempt to start same was made; 
no damage except to motor and a few feet of wiring. 

April 15, 10.50 a. m., corner of Chauncy and Avon streets; 
trolley pole electrically charged; same being due to break- 
down of span wire insulators during severe rainstorm. 

April 15, 10.50 a. m., corner Lincoln and Kneeland streets; 
trolley pole electrically charged; same being due to break- 
down of span wire insulators during severe rainstorm. 

April 15, about 7 a. m., Warren Bridge, near draw, Charles- 
town; Fire Department called on still alarm on account of 
slight fire at base of iron trolley pole as a result of current 
leakage due to breakdown in span wire insulators, and pole 
becoming electrically charged; damage insignificant; raining 
at time of trouble. 

April 20, 4.47 p. m., Box 67, 744-756 Washington street; 
slight fire due to dust, lint, etc., on top of a link cut-out 
being ignited by the blowing of a fuse; fire was communicated 
to neighboring woodwork, but was extinguished before it 
had an opportunity to spread. Insurance loss, $147.50. 

April 23, 6.20 p. m.; during a severe rainstorm coil used 
in connection with the operation of electric track switch of 
the street railway system burned out and switch box was 
badly charred; otherwise no damage; members of Fire 
Department called on still alarm. 

April 24, about 9.30 a. m., 800 Third street, South Boston; 
slight fire in basement hallway; linemen at work installing 
overhead wires permitted same to sag sufficiently to make > 
simultaneous contact with trolley wire and street lamp- 
post, permitting electric current to pass from trolley wire 
to lamp-post, thence by means of gas main to building 800

June 1, 5.28 p. m., Box 53, 630 Washington street; fire 
on fifth floor caused by sparks from brushes and commutator 
of 1 horse power motor igniting oily lint, dirt, ete., fire being 
communicated to insulation of wiring and adjacent woodwork. 
Insurance loss, $8,297.37. 

June 6, 2.03 a. m., 665 Washington street; Engine 26 called 
on still alarm on account of burning out of armature of 
+ horse power motor in basement; no damage except to 
motor. ‘ 

‘June 7, street in front of 33 Lowell street electrically 
charged, same being due to breakdown of insulation of electric 
service cable passing beneath surface of street where trouble 
made itself manifest. | 

June 8, 6.57 a. m., Box 121, No. 159A street, South 
Boston; burn-out occurred in electric service cable entering 
basement of building; woodwork beneath window somewhat 
scorched and same was destroyed in getting at fire; otherwise 
no damage except to cable; insurance loss, $63.72. . 

June 18, trolley wires of the street railway company burned 
off and fell to ground on Shawmut avenue opposite Pembroke 
street; on account of excessive flow of current due to these 
trolley wires being in the street, feed wire running from pole

just south of Dover street became overcharged, insulation 
of wire was set on fire, and switch box on pole was also 
burned. 

June 30, 2.55 p.m., 156 Tremont street; members of Engine 
26 were called on still alarm for a slight fire in motor room 
or closet on third floor, fire being due to arcing and flashing 
at brushes and commutator of a 3 horse power motor, oil 
and dirt about motor being ignited. 

July 1, about 5 p. m., corner Commonwealth avenue and 
Gloucester street : burn-out and explosion in catch box of 
underground electric system, both inner and outer cover of 
box broken; no damage other than to box and wires. 

July 1, 10 p. m., Box 38, corner West Newton street and 
Columbus avenue; street lamp pole on fire; slight burning 
of pole due to the grounding of current from circuit feeding 
lamp on said pole. 

July 3-6, 50 Franklin street; some time between Saturday 
(July 3 at 12 m.) and Tuesday (July 6 at 8 a. m.) insulation 
of a portable cord ignited, due to a short circuit of conductors 
in same; insulation of about five feet of the cable which was 
but seven feet long was burned; a large memorandum pad 
which cable crossed was destroyed, also a pasteboard box 
containing a bottle of medicine; fire then went out of its own 
accord. “ 

July 6, 8.44 p. m., Box 628, corner Webster and Mill streets, 
East Boston; fire on second floor, probably due to lighted 
incandescent lamp being left in contact with wood sheathing 
on side wall. 

July 29, about 8.30 a. m., corner Franklin and Devonshire 
streets; chain from derrick in service at building being con- 
structed on the northwesterly corner of said streets was 
swung in contact with trolley wire of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company; trolley wire burned off and fell to ground, 
in its fall striking a horse, knocking him down, but apparently 
not causing him serious injury. 

July 30, 1.55 a. m., Box 41, Water street entrance to the 
Washington Street Tunnel; fire occurred in unused ticket 
booth of the Boston Elevated Railway Company; evidence as 
to the cause of fire was destroyed by the complete destruction 
of booth in question, but fire was without much doubt due to 
electrical trouble in connection with wiring of booth. 

August-23, 8.33 a. m., automatic alarm, 33-35 Hawley 
street; defective condition of motor (12 horse power) resulted 
in short circuit and a slight fire; practically no damage 
except to motor. 

August 31, 3.30 p. m., Box 631, No. 16 New street, East 
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Boston; wire at-service switch became detached and swung 
in contact with wire of opposite polarity; resulting short 
circuit set fire to insulation on wire; no damage except to 
wires. 

September 6, 11 a. m., Box 55, No. 15 Lagrange street; 
underground service cable burned off near building line, 
smoke entering building; damage confined to cable. 

September 17, 9.52 p. m., Box 316, No. 12 Geneva avenue; 
defective cable cord in contact with grounded base of lathe 
resulted in short circuit which ignited inflammable oils; fire 
extinguished by occupants. Insurance loss, $192.75. 

September 21, 3.11 p. m., Box 38, 148 Atlantic avenue; 
short circuit occurred in cable underground service just 
beneath building, which was built upon piles; no damage 
except to cable. 

September 26, 7.05 a. m., Box 50, 82 Bedford street; 
underground service cable short circuited and burned off at 
building wall, setting fire to adjacent woodwork. Insurance 
loss, $37.59. 

October 5, 3.48 a. m., Box 63, followed at 3.53 a. m. by 
second alarm from same box; No. 150 Beacon street; results 
of investigation showed that fire was evidently caused by 
defectively installed electric plate warmers, which were 
accidentally left in circuit, and became overheated; plate 
warmers were illegally installed without notification to this 
department, and had not been inspected and passed upon; 
strictly speaking, fire could hardly be called an electrical fire, 
as had warmers been heated by any other form of energy 
results would have been the same, trouble being due to 
improper installation, and not to defective apparatus or to 
electrical trouble. Insurance loss on building, $130,000; on 
contents, $50,000; insurance loss on building No. 148 Beacon 
street and contents, $197.06,— making a total insurance loss 
of $180,197.06 resulting from fire. 

October 15, 2.18 p. m., Box 15, 94-96 Commercial street; 
burn-out occurred in underground electric service entering 
basement of building at a pcint just inside basement wall; 
no damage except to cable and about one and one-half feet 
square of sheathing overhead. Insurance loss, $57. 

October 21, about 9 p. m., 42 Trinity place; arcing at and 
melting of metal parts in a plug cut-out as a result of plug 
fuse being partially unscrewed, causing poor connection in 
cut-out; no damage except to cut-out. 

October 23, opposite 19 Everett avenue, Dorchester; during 
the night, while heavy rainstorm was in progress, fire-alarm 
wire, branch of tree and wire of series are street lighting 
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circuit came in electrical connection; both wires and branch 
of tree burning off as a result; no other damage. 

October 24, about 4.30 p. m., corner Washington and 
West Concord streets; cover of manhole at this location, also 
cover of manhole opposite 22 East Concord street, were lifted 
from their frames by slight explosion; same followed a 
burn-out in underground electric cables in street; no damage 
as far as could be learned except to cables. 

October 25, about 4.30 p. m., pole W. D. 1308, corner of 
Dorchester avenue and Belfort street; piece of iron wire 
hanging upon primary A. C. wires and hanging in contact 
with 6-pin arm and lag bolts of same directly under arm to 
‘which A. C. wires were attached, resulted in the burning of 
6-pin arm about half way through, burning of pole where lag 
bolt entered same, and burning off of ten pairs of telephone 
wires immediately back of the 6-pin arm. It is probable that 
iron wire was thrown to position where found by some thought- 
less or malicious person. 

November 4, 5.35 p. m., Box 217, rear No. 1125 Tremont 
street; breakdown of insulation occurred during rainstorm 
just above where cable of a series circuit left standpipe coming 
from underground to feed tungsten lamp on wall bracket; 
no damage except the burning of insulation on wire for a 
distance of about 18 inches. 

November 4, Summer Street Bridge; slight fire at iron 
trolley pole, westerly end of bridge, in wooden boxing, caused 
by breakdown of insulation at that point, in submarine cable 
which feeds trolley at this pole; no damage except to cable 
and to boxing covering same. 

November 4, Harvard avenue, near Cambridge street; 
cross between wires of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany and the Edison Electric [luminating Company; insu- 
lation on wires of both companies burned for several inches, 
otherwise no damage. 

November 14, 77 Mountfort street; electric flatiron taken 
from its stand on table and placed on a chair by child who 
then turned current on; attention of parents being attracted 
by smoke, investigation followed; iron had burned its way 
through chair, had then dropped to floor where it had burned 
its way through linoleum carpet and had begun to burn its 
way through floor; current turned off and fire extinguished 
by occupants without assistance. 

November 17, 5.40 p. m., 628-630 Washington street; an 
automatic alarm called Fire Department for a slight fire in 
basement; porter employed at the premises hung a coat 
and pair of overalls over a cut-out (cartridge type). As a 
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result of loose connection at fuse clips, possibly caused when 
clothing was hung over same, arcing and heating at contact 
resulted and garments were ignited; no damage except 
to cut-out and to garments. 

During the night of November 24—25, while a severe storm 
was in progress, the following troubles occurred which came to 
our attention through reports from fire, police or other sources: 

November 24, 8.40 p. m., 2,800 volt A. C. circuit became 
crossed with secondary wires at Dorchester avenue and Mt. 
Vernon street, with consequent arcing and flashing. 

8.47 p. m., corner Washington and Dudley streets; break- 
down of insulation occurred in wire of are circuit just above 
where it left standpipe on pole; no damage except to wire and 
sheht burning of pole. 

11.05 p. m., corner Freeport street and Neponset avenue; 
trolley pole electrically charged, due to wire of series arc 
street lighting circuit swinging in contact with trolley pole. 

11.48 p. m., Mill street, Dorchester; breakdown of insulation 
of wire of series are street lighting circuit at point just above 
where it left standpipe on pole; no damage except to wire. 

November 25, 6.10 a. m., Commonwealth avenue, near 
corner Beacon street; Engine 33 and Hook and Ladder 16 were 
called on still alarm for a fire on pole caused by breakdown 
of insulation of 13,200 volt transmission circuit at pot head 
on underground cable where it terminated in a box attached 
to crossarm on pole; box was destroyed and pole and ‘cross- 
arm slightly injured. 

November 29, shortly before 11 a. m., Clarendon street, 
opposite 220; burn-out occurred in underground electric main, 
and 2-inch gas service, which was in contact with tube con- 
taining mains, was burned off; damage was confined to service 
gas pipe and underground mains in pipe. 

November 29, about 9 p. m., Columbia road at Geneva 
avenue; breakdown of insulation occurred in series arc 
circuit at base of street lamp pole; before fire could be extin- 
guished it was necessary to pull pole down; no damage except 
to pole, lamp and conductors. 

December 7, about 10.15 p. m., corner Havre and Gove 
streets; breakdown in insulation of series are circuit cable 
at point just above where it left standpipe on pole at above 
location, as a result of which burn-out was communicated 
from cable to four other cables issuing from same pipe; in 
addition to damage to eables, pole was quite badly burned 
for about two square feet of its surface; severe rainstorm in 
progress at the time. 

December 7, about 10.15 p. m., corner Chelsea and Maverick 
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streets; breakdown in insulation of series are circuit cable 
at point just above where it left standpipe on pole at above 
location, as a result of which wire burned off and insulation 
was burned for a foot or two and pole slightly burned; severe 
rainstorm in progress at the time. 

December 11, about 10.40 p. m., No. 40 Summer street; 
short circuit occurred in flexible cord caused by chafing of 
same against a wooden box; box was ignited but was extin- 
guished by occupants before any material damage was done; 
members of Fire Department called on still alarm. 

December 12, about 3.54 p. m., No. 52 Endicott street; 
Engine 8 was called on still alarm on account of burning out 
of armature of a + horse power motor, same being due to 
bearings becéming dry from lack of attention; no damage 
except to motor. 

December 16, 12.25 p. m., No. 273 Cambridge street ; Ladder 
24 called on still alarm on account of burn-out in 100,000 C. M. 
underground service cable entering basement; damage con- 
fined to cable and slight burning and scorching of adjacent 
woodwork; insurance loss, $120. 

December 17, 6.10 p. m., Bellflower and Boston streets; 
reported by Fire Department; trouble was due to series arc 
street lighting circuit being in contact with limb of tree, with 
resulting arcing and flashing at point of contact. 

December 19, 4.44 p. m., L street and First street, South 
Boston; breakdown in insulation of series are circuit, trouble 
being communicated to four other circuits in manhole. 

December 19, 8.15 p. m., Walnut street, near house of 
Engine 20, Neponset; tree fire, reported by Fire Department, 
found to be due to wire of street lighting are circuit being in 
contact with limb of tree, with consequent arcing and flashing 
at point of contact. 

December 20, corner Weld and Worley streets; breakdown 
occurred in insulation of are circuit at point where it entered 
series incandescent lamp fixture on pole; wire was burned 
off and pole was burned and charred at point where fixture 
was attached. _ 

December 22, 11.55 p. m., No. 109 State street; Engine 25 
and Ladder 8 called on still alarm.on account of fire in cable 
terminal room in basement of building. Fire was due to a cross 
between wires from a motor generator set and bell wires, which 
bell wires passed through cable terminal room in contact with 
the wires in same; fire, while confined to cable room, which was 
fireproof, caused considerable damage, as all telegraph cir- 
cults running from this, the main station, were out of com- 
mission for a number of hours. Insurance loss, $86. 
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December 25, 5.20 a. m., opposite 28 Maple street, Dorches- 
ter; tree fire reported by Fire Department; trouble was due to 
wires of 2,300 volt A. C. circuit being in contact with limb of 
tree, arcing and flashing occurring at point of contact; Ladder 
23 called on still alarm. 

December 25, 10.40 p. m., Revere House, Bowdoin square; 
members of Engine 4 called on still alarm on account of slight 
fire in toilet room, basement, same being due to short cir- 
cuiting of 110 volt lighting wires, due to wires and molding 
containing same being wet down from leaky pipe; no- 
damage except to wires and a few inches of molding. 

December 26, 5.25 a.m., 737 to 749 Dorchester avenue; 
Engine 13 and Ladder 20 called on still alarm to above num- 
bered buildings; during severe blizzard in progress, pole 
near houses broke, permitting wires to come down in contact 
with roofs of buildings; arcing and burning occurred at 
points of contact between wires and roofs, and water con- 
ductors and pipes, both on the outside and inside of buildings, 
were electrically charged, and in some cases injuries to pipes 
resulted as a result of arcing and burning where current 
passed to or from same. Insurance loss, $498.75. 

December 25-26, during severe blizzard many troubles 
with wires occurred as a result of same; 121 reports of wires 
down were made by police patrolmen during storm; for- 
tunately there were no fires or accidents in so far as could 
be ascertamed other than what is noted elsewhere. 

December 26, 11.10 a. m., Box 8; No. 12 Atlantic avenue; 
caused by burn-out in wires at underground service, due to 
deterioration of insulation from effects of moisture; several 
hundred dollars worth of damage done. Insurance loss, 
$396.40. 

December 27, 3.15 p. m., No. 367 Washington street; Fire 
Department called on a still alarm by frightened occupants on 
account of slight arcing and hissing at poor contact made by a 
10-ampere Edison plug fuse, which had been loosened up in 
cut-out; no damage. 

December 27, 11.44 p. m., No. 159-159A Tremont street; 
Engine 26 called on a still alarm for slight fire in basement, 
same being probably caused by broken wire of a branch cir- 
cuit, arcing between two ends of which wire ignited insula- 
tion, fire being communicated to adjacent woodwork; damage 
consisted of injury to wires and molding and the scorching 
and burning of two or three square feet of woodwork in the 
vicinity, and smoke damage; insurance loss, $1,750, entirely 
on contents. 

December 29, 6.20 p. m., 487 Tremont street; Engine 22 
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called on still alarm on account of burn-out in 100,000 C. M. 
electric service entering basement; with the exception of 
slight scorching of woodwork in the vicinity of service, damage 
confined to service. 

December 31, about 7 p.m., corner Cheney street and 
Blue Hill avenue; tree fire, due to wire of street are lighting 
circuit being in contact with limb of tree, arcing and flashing 
occurring at points of contact. 

December 31, 9.03 p. m., City square, Charlestown; Chemi- 
cal 3 and ladder carriage called on still alarm to Waverley 
House; water from leaky pipe ran down onto hanger board 
of arc lamp on ceiling beneath, grounding current from hanger 
board to an unused iron pipe back of hanger board, with 
consequent arcing and flashing; no damage except to hanger 
board. 

January 4, 1910, 7.80 a.m., 63 Hereford street; on table 
in basement were a number of 6-volt storage batteries being 
charged; some of the batteries had boiled over and current 
leakage had taken place between two of the jars, liquid on 
surface of table acting as conducting medium; no damage 
except to batteries; members of Engine 33 were called on 
still alarm by janitor, who on opening room at time given 
above found considerable smoke in same. 

January 7, 1 a.m., pole opposite 1061 Dorchester avenue; 
end of rope which had been used by lineman of a signaling 
‘system to temporarily fasten a new cable in position hung 
down in contact with wire of a series are street lighting cir- 
cuit; night was rainy, rope was wet, and current grounding 
through same set rope on fire; no other damage. 

January 7, 6.48 a. m., Box 64, corner Shawmut avenue and 
Castle street; burn-out in switch box of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company at above location; trouble was due to 
breakdown of insulation, short circuit resulting, two 1,000,000 
C. M. cables being affected; damage confined to cables and 
box. 

January 8, 12.45 a. m., Riverway, near Brookline avenue; 
members of Engine 37 called on account of fire on street arc 
light pole No. 1037; trouble was due to breakdown of insula- 
tion of are light cable at gooseneck fixture at top of pole; 
no damage except to cable and slight burning of pole. 

January 10, 3.30 a. m., yard of L street station, Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company; burn-out in manhole as a 
result of breakdown in insulation of series are circuit; 23 
are circuits affected. 

January 10, 6.15 a. m., members of Ladder 19 called to 
the corner of K and Eighth streets, South Boston, on account 
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of tree fire; trouble was due to wire of series arc street light- 
ing circuit being in contact with limb of tree, with consequent 
arcing and flashing at point of contact; no damage. 

January 18, 7.20 p. m., Dorchester avenue and Edison 
green; Engine 43 called on still alarm on account of pole 
fire at above location. Same was due to wire of 2,300 volt 
A. C. circuit breaking away from. insulator and dropping to 
crossarm on pole; crossarm was burned through; circuit was 
cut out for the night. 

January 25, 5.45 p. m., corner Dorchester avenue and 
Southampton street; members of Engine 48 called on still 
alarm on account of burning of insulation of wires on pole; 
trouble was due to breakdown in insulation of cable of series 
are circuit at point just: above where it left underground 
terminal standpipe; no damage except to cable. 

January 25, 7.30 p. m., Brookline avenue between Long- 
wood avenue and Short street; tree fire reported by Engine 
37: same was found to be due to wire of series street are light- 
ing circuit being in contact with limb of tree, arcing and 
flashing occurring at points of contact; no damage. 


ACCIDENTS TO PERSONS DuE TO ELECTRICITY. 


March 4, abeut 2.08 a. m., William A. Coolidge, an employee 
in the laboratory of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, while attempting to change connections at ammeter, 
inserted in an arc light circuit for testing purposes, removed 
wire from ammeter while under load, are resulting when 
circuit was opened, causing severe burns to the thumb and 
forefinger of his left hand; Coolidge was under the impression 
that line was dead when he removed wire. 

March 8, 1.45 p. m., William H. Crough received injuries 
at, the Charlestown Navy Yard which resulted in his death. 
Mr. Crough, with others, was at work making repairs in con- 
nection with electric crane machinery, and was standing on 
a grounded iron ladder when he made contact with one of 
the trolley wires at a potential of 550 volts and fell a distance 
of about seven feet, fracturing his skull, and dying about 
ten minutes after accident. 

March 25, corner of Jeffries and Everett streets, East 
Boston; shortly after 5 p. m. Arthur T. Collins, during a 
heavy wind and rainstorm, picked up a 4,500 volt wire, 
which had broken and fallen to the street, and was killed. 

March 31, about 1.40 a. m., Joseph Hamilton, an employee 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, and William P. 
Dunn, also an employee of the same company, received 
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severe burns about the face and arms while at work at the 
Lincoln Wharf power station, short circuit being caused by 
a wrench which they were using in the removal of an iron 
pipe making simultaneous contact with live metal of a fuse 
board nearby. 

April 3, about 5.07 a.m., Thomas Henry, an employee of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at work on a 
1,000,000 C. M. cable at elevated structure, Causeway street, 
received burns to his face as a result of a short circuit caused 
by metal ladle which he was using making contact with 
joint of live conductor upon which he was working, the 
handle of ladle at the same time coming in contact with 
grounded air pipe used in connection with ;signaling system. 

July 6, about 10.10 a. m., Augustus Smith and William Mat- 
thews, linemen employed by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, while at work on lines of said company running 
on poles on the easterly side of New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad track, received severe shocks of electricity 
as a result of wire upon which they were working coming in 
contact with a 2,300 volt A. C. circuit. 

July 14, about 4.55 p. m., A. W. Coffin, employed by 
S. B. Condit Company, while at work at the third station 
of Edison Electric Illuminating Company, came in contact 
with live switch on 6,900 volt A. C. circuit, receiving burns 
to his arm and neck and being thrown to floor unconscious; 
injuries not serious. 

July 13, 11.35 a. m., James McClelland, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, received severe burns to 
the face, hands and arms as a result of flash of short circuit 
caused by wrench which he was using for loosening up nuts 
in connection with the running rail of the Boston Elevated 
_ Railway Company at the draw of the new Charlestown 
Bridge, making simultaneous contact with live third rail of 
system. 

August 12, about 4.30 p. m., H. J. Grant and W. T. Maloney, 
employees of the wiring force of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, while at work at the Lincoln power station 
received bad burns about the face as a result of short circuit; 
they were to remove an unused and dead wire from a conduit, 
it being necessary to first cut wire before its withdrawal; by 
error they attempted to cut the wrong wire, which was 
alive, and short circuit was caused by cutters making simul- 
taneeus contact with edge of pipe when wire was cut. 

September 19, about 1 a. m., Mr. M. Murdock, an employee 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at work at 
State Street Station of the tunnel, received severe burns to 
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one hand and slight burns to the other, also had his face and 
hair scorched as a result of short circuit; he was about to 
make a wire connection for temporary lights to work by 
when his knife caused a short circuit between the wire and 
another wire in junction box where he was working, with the 
result as above stated. 

October 13, about 9.57 a. m., J. T. Kilroe, an employee of 
the A. & J. M. Anderson Company, while at work in the 
third station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company 
on Atlantic avenue had right arm burned as a result of short 
circuit caused by a copper filler which he was inserting 
between two plates or bars of bus bar, making simultaneous 
contact with bus bar, which was alive, and grounded frame- 
work supporting same; difference of potential between bus 
bar and ground 127 volts. 

October 15, about 2.55 p. m., J. H. Smith, a helper in 
the employ of A. & J. M. Anderson Company, had his left 
hand slightly burned on back as a result of short circuit 
caused by his attempting to clamp a lead-covered cable to 
a live bus bar overhead; Smith was not a capable man for 
the work which he was on. 

October 30, about 9.25 a. m., Fred ‘Pariglots an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while attempt- 
ing to start No. 3 generator at the eleventh station of said 
company by an error caused a short circuit and received 
burns to the back of his right hand. 

October 30, KE. Erickson, an employee of A. & J. M. 
Anderson Company, had his left thumb and _ forefinger 
burned as a result of short circuit between bus bar of switch 
board and iron frame supporting same upon which he was at 
work at the time. 

November 14, about 8.25 a. m., E. Hambarg, an employee 
of the Lundin Electric Company, while at work at the eighth 
station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company install- 
ing a small transformer on switch board, came in contact 
with knife switch of 2,300 volt A. C. circuit; he received 
slight burn on left arm and was thrown to floor; his burns 
were dressed at the station and he resumed work. 

November 16, about 3.20 p. m., Frank Taylor, an employee 
of the General Electric Company, while at work at the thir- 
tieth station of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
received severe burns to his hands as a result of short circuit 
caused by monkey wrench, which he was using at the time, 
short circuiting shunt connections of one of the low potential 
generators of motor generator set. 

December 7, 9.41 a. m., Thomas Power, a carpenter in the 
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employ of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while 
at work on Elevated structure, near Battery Station, sawing 
off the end of a sleeper, received severe burns to the face 
and hands as a result of short circuit caused by saw which 
he was using making simultaneous contact with third rail 
and grounded structure. 

December 10, 2.10 p. m., Wiliam Dwyer, while at work at 
the twelfth station of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company, had the back of ris left hand burned as a result of 
short circuit; Dwyer was attempting to put a bolt through 
a piece of Alberene stone and angle iron for the purpose of 
fastening stone to angle iron when the end of bolt came in 
contact with live battery bus bar, current grounding through 
bolt and angle-iron hanger. 

December 12, about 7.57 a. m., Bartley Flaherty, an 
employee of the Boston Elevated Railway Company, while 
at work at the Battery Street Station of the Elevated system 
received severe burns to his face, caused by hammer which 
he was using at time in cable box making simultaneous con- 
tact with bare live connection and a bolt which was, in turn, 
in contact with grounded structure. 

December 18, shortly after midnight on the morning of 
the 18th, Capt. ‘William W. Riley of Engine 4, Boston Fire 
Department, while at work at stable fire, Hamilton place, off 
No. 420 Main street, Charlestown, received a severe shock of 
electricity by coming in contact with a wet hose, which hose 
in turn was in contact with wire of series street are lighting 
circuit. A hole was also burned in hose at point where hose 
was in contact with wire. 

December 26, about 6 a. m., Catherine Boyle, five years of 
age, fesiding at 743 Dorchester avenue, attempted to turn 
water faucet at sink, received a shock of electricity, causing 
slight burns on the inside of left hand, which hand she used 
when attempting to open faucet, and knocking her down. 

At about the same time Mrs. Catherine Boyle, mother of 
child referred to, attempted to pull chain in toilet room and 
received an electric shock, also slight blister or burn to the 
tip of one finger; a severe blizzard was in progress at the 
time, as a result of which a pole had broken off, permitting 
wires which had been sustained by same to fall upon roof and 
cornice of building where trouble occurred, current from said 
wires, by means of water conductors, passing to and CHATEIDE 
pipes “within building. 

January 10, 1910, R. S. Hanks, an employee of the Caton: 
tory Department of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, while testing meters, received slight burn to the back 
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of hand as a result of short circuit due to improper connec- 
tions made through a misunderstanding; potential of circuit 
220 volts. | 

January 27, 7.15 p. m., Henry J. Hedler, an inspector or 
patrolman of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, 
while on street arc lamp pole No. 3,034, Brookline avenue, for 
the purpose of ascertaining trouble with an are lamp which 
was not burning at the time, received a shock causing him 
to fall to ground. He received compound comminuted 
fractures. of both bones of both legs and internal injuries. 
On February 11 he died at the City Hospital as result of 
injuries sustained. 

January 28, about 10 a. m., Wiliam Hill, employed by 
Oliver Whyte & Co., wire workers, while at work at the 
third station of the Edison Electric Uluminating Company 
received slight burns to two fingers of right hand as a result 
of short circuit taking place in lamp cord of pendant light 
which he had in his hand at the time; potential of circuit 
110 volts.

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INTRODUCTION. 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume 
containing, until 1829, a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. In 1829 the City Charter, in 
1830 the Acts relating to Boston and the ordinances, 
and in 18382 an index, were added. The volume for 
1822 contains fifteen pages, and for 1840 eighty-five 
pages, and three pages of index. The volumes up to 
and including 1840 bear the title of The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council and since that year the title 
of THe Municipat Recister. THe Municrpau REGIs- 
TER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the Com- 
mon Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the 
public schools, the City Government of 1841, the com- 
mittees and departments (consisting at that time of 
the treasury, law, police, health, public land and build- 
ings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public charitable 
institutions), and a list of the ward officers; from 1842 
to 1864 it also contains a list of the members of pre- 
ceding City Governments, a necrological record of those 
members, the latest ordinances and the special statutes 
relating to the City; in 1851 a list of the annual orators 
was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the Rules 
of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and, 
since 1879, in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the 
Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of 
the City Council were included, and in 1888 a list of 
the members of the past City Governments of Roxbury 
and Charlestown was added and continued to 1890. 
From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MunicIPpAL REGISTER 
contained a compilation of the Charter and Acts sub- 
sequently passed, in the place of which an index of said 
Charter and Acts was substituted in 1897. The Amended 
Charter of 1909 is added this year while the alphabetical 
list of Aldermen and Councilmen since 1822 is omitted. 

By the direction of the Committee on Rules THE 
MounicipaL REGISTER of 1910 has been compiled by the 
Statistics Department. Text and tables have been 
revised, and several new tables, with additional text, 
have been incorporated. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August *29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” ‘To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June *12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
*23 to September *28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September *7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shalbe called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the course of the summer, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October *19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.”’ 
On October *3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 238, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. This act was 
revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly called the City 
Charter, adopted November 138, 1854. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
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islands in the harbor. From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 
when ‘‘Mount Woollaston” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are only 
27,318 acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October *16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River’ (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June *27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them June *30, 1736, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November *13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January *8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 


(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
*9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1808, c. 111. (8) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October *8, 1630.. It was incorporated a City March 
12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. (5) Dor- 
chester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 348, accepted June 22, 
1869. It received its name September *7, 1630, by order of 
the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, by St. 
1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1878. Set off from Cambridge 
as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 1806, c. 65. 
(7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1878, c. 286, accepted 
October 7, 1873. Settled July *4, 1629. It was incorporated 
a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, accepted March 
10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off from Roxbury 
and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250.

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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to 1827. 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,’’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii., 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal-as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘‘ First Revision,’ published in 1827, and is con- 
tinued as the City Seal at the present time by Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides 
that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be circular in form; 
shall bear a view of the City; the motto ‘Srcur Parrt- 
Bus Sir Drevus Nosts,’ and the inscription, ‘BosTonra 
Conpita, A.D. 1630. Crvitatis REGIMINE DoNaATa, 
A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


_PRESIDENT. 


Rute 1. The president of the council shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the council shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the preced- 
ing regular meeting to be read. In the absence of the president, the senior 
member by age present shall preside until a presiding officer is chosen. 

Rute 2. The president shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal 
from the decision of the chair, and no other business, except a motion to 
adjourn, shall be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 
The question shall be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the council ?”’ 
The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided in the affirmative 
unless a majority of the votes are to the contrary. 

Rute 8. The president shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and the longest time shall be put first; provided, that this rule shall 
not be construed to mean that the original motion shall be put previous 
to amendments and substitutions. 

Rute 4. The president shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The president shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The president shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken, and, 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified 
by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The president shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rue 8. When the president of the council or the president pro tempore 
shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any member to it; but such 
substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


Motions. 
Rute 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the president 
shall so direct. 
Rue 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; 
but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or 
a motion to strike out and insert. 
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Rute 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Rue 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in the fol- 
lowing order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Rute 13. After a motion has been put by the president it shall not be 
withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 14. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged: 


1. To adjourn. ; . 
2. To lay on the table. 

3. To postpone to a day certain. 

4. To commit. 

5. To amend. 

6. 


To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and that 
motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution shall, unless rejected, 
have two several readings, both of which may take place at the same 
session, unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading immedi- 
ately follows the first reading the document may be read by its title only; 
provided, that all orders for the sale of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two-thirds 
of all the members of the city council, and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the first. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 17. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to the 
clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk 
shall retain possession of the papers until the next regular meeting; and 
when a motion for reconsideration is decided that vote shall not be 
reconsidered. 
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Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 18. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine him- 
self to the question and avoid personalities. Any member who, in debate 
or otherwise, indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member shall make an apology in open session at the 
meeting when the offence is committed or at the next succeeding regular 
meeting, and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or held in 
contempt and suspended from further participation in debate until said 
apology is made. 

Rute 19. No member speaking shall, without his consent, ae inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

Rute 20. No member shall be permitted to vote on any aioe 
or serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 21. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the council 
for special reason shall excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the council is divided, or before the calling 
of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be accompanied by a brief 
statement of the reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 


STANDING CoMMITTEES. 


Rute 22. The following standing committees of the council, to con- 
sist of three members each, except where otherwise herein provided, and 
all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the council, shall be appointed by the chair: 

1. A committee, to be known as the Hzecutive Committee of the City 
Council, to consist of all the members of the council. 

2. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist of all the members 
of the council. 

3. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of all the members of 
the council, to whom shall be referred such appropriation orders as may 
be submitted to the council from time to time. 

4. A committee on Finance, to consist of all the members of the council, 
to whom shall be referred all applications for expenditure which involve 
a loan, or a transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the general 
appropriation order. 

5. A committee on Claims, to consist of five councillors, to whom shall 
be referred all claims against the city arising from the act or neglect of 
any of its departments. They shall report annually a list of the claims 
awarded or approved by them, and the amount of money awarded or paid 
in settlement thereof. 

6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five councillors, to whom 
shall be referred all ordinances*introduced in the council, or transmitted 
to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially instructed, 
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they shall pass upon the question of the form and legality of the ordinances 
so referred; they may append an order that such ordinance ‘ought not to 
pass’? and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a 
new draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks from the 
meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from 
a committee. , 

7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five councillors, 
who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before the committees of the 
General Court and represent the interests of the city; provided, said com- 
mittee shall not appear unless authorized by vote of the city council, and 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation 
petitioned for by the preceding city council. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of three councillors, who shall 
have the charge of all printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by the 
city council, as one of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply 
of all stationery or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall 
fix the number of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right 
to make rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of 
all documents, books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

9. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three councillors, to 
whom shall be referred all matters relating to public lands. 

10. A committee on County Accounts, to consist of three councillors. 

11. A committee on Faneuil Hall and County Buildings, to consist of 
three councillors. 

12. A committee on Soldiers’ Relief, to consist of three councillors. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 23. At every regular meeting of the council the order of business 
shall be as follows:

In all votes the form of expresssion shall be ‘‘Ordered’”’ 
for everything by way of command; and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’”’ 
for everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


TRANSFERS AND LOANS. 

Rue 31. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance; and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee have reported thereon. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 
Rute 32. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of the 
members of the city council present and voting thereon.

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AMENDED CITY CHARTER OF 1909. 


THe Mayor anp Ciry Covuncit. 


Section 1. The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the 
street commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of 
January, nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock 
AM. on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and 
at that time the said city council and both branches thereof and the 
positions of city messenger, clerk of the common council, clerk of com- 
mittees, assistant clerk of committees, and their subordinates shall be 
abolished. The officials whose terms of office are hereby extended shall, 
for the extended term, receive a compensation equal to one-twelfth of the 
annual salaries now paid to them respectively. The mayor and city 
council elected in accordance with the provisions of this act, and their 
successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges conferred, 
and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law upon 
the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase ‘‘mayor and city council”’ appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the 
conduct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such offices or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill 
the offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Sect. 2. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be for 
the welfare of the city. ‘The city council shall consider each ordinance or 
loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject the 
same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If the 
said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days it shall 
be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn 
by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again 


Notre.— The Amended City Charter is contained in Chap. 486, Acts of 1909, con- 
sisting of sixty-three sections. We have omitted §§ 35 to 44 inclusive, as these concern 
the alternative amendments which became inoperative on the adoption of Plan 2 by the 
voters at the State election, November 2, 1909, 
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presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or with- 
drawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and 
may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject. to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall b& 
passed only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the 
second of said readings and votes’to be had not less than fourteen days 
after the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold 
or the amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, 
or altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. 

Sect. 3. All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue, or any source other than loans shall origi- 
nate with the mayor, who within thirty days after the beginning of the 
fiscal year shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county, and may submit thereafter supplemen- 
tary budgets until such time as the tax rate for the year shall have been 
fixed. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but without the 
approval of the mayor shall not increase any item in, nor the total of a 
budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it originate a budget. It 
shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when requested by the 
mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may require estimates 
for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the department or office 
under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to the city council. 

The city auditor may, with the approval in each instance of the mayor, 
at any time make transfers from the appropriation for current expenses 
of one division of a department to the appropriation for current expenses 
of any other division of the same department, and from the reserve fund 
to any appropriation for the current expenses of a department; and may 
also, with the approval of the mayor, at any time between December first 
and February first, make transfers from any appropriation to any other 
appropriation: provided, however, that no money raised by loan shall be 
transferred to any appropriation from income or taxes. He may also 
with such approval apply any of the income and taxes not disposed of 
in closing the accounts for the financial year in such manner as he may 
determine. 

Secr. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote 
of the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written 
record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if 
he approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented 
to him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto 
in writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the

mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expen- 
diture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or 
in part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such 
items or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or 
parts of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Sect. 5. Except as otherwise provided in this act, the organization, 
powers, and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain 
as constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor 
and city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate, 
or abolish departments in whole or in part; transfer the duties, powers, 
and appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; 
and establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or 
abolish salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Nothing 
in this act shall authorize the abolition or the taking away of any of 
the powers or duties as established by law of the assessing department, 
building department, board of appeal, children’s institutions department, 
election department, fire department, Franklin Foundation, hospital 
department, library department, overseers of the poor, schoolhouse 
department, school committee, or any department in charge of an official 
or officials appointed by the governor, nor the abolition of the health 
department. 

Sect. 6.° No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record. 

Sect. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, 
and may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attend- 
ing shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 

Secr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suf- 
folk take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, 
the purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construc- 
tion, alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other prop-— 
erty; nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the 
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conduct of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; 
nor in the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; 
nor in the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary 
for the contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. The pro- 
visions of this section shall not affect the powers or duties of the city coun- 
cil as the successor of the present board of aldermen relative to state 
or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city coun- 
cil or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
or for a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make 
a contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, 
or employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon 
learning of the existence of such contract or that such contract is pro- 
posed, shall notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance com- 
mission of such contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract 
and shall abstain from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference 
thereto. In case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it 
is to make such contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made 
by any other officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, 
or if the mayor has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, 
that when a contractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary 
association, the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares 
actually issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract 
Within the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the 
validity of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also 
an officer or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes 
part in the making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred 
and twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is 
hereby repealed. 


Tue Executive DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor with- 
out confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts 
in such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or 
persons specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform 
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the same, and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain sub- 
ject to the provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard 
to party affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as 
hereinafter provided. ) 

Sect. 10. In making such appointments the mayor shall sign a certi- 
ficate in the following form:

I appoint (Name of Appointee) to the position of (Name of Office) and I certify that 
in my opinion he is a recognized expert in the work which will devolve upon him, and 
that I make the appointment solely in the interest of the city. Mayor. 


Or in the following form, as the case may be: 


CERTIFICATE OF APPOINTMENT. 


I appoint (Name of Appointee) to the position of (Name of Office) and I certify that 
in my opinion he is a person specially fitted by education, training, or experience to perform 
the duties of said office, and that I make the appointment solely in the interest of the city. 

Mayor. 


The certificate shall be filed with the city clerk, who shall thereupon 
forward a certified copy to the civil service commission. The commis- 
sion shall immediately make a careful inquiry into the qualifications 
of the nominee under such rules as they may, with the consent of the 
governor and council, establish, and, if they conclude that he is a com- 
petent person with the requisite qualifications, they shall file with the 
city clerk a certificate signed by at least a majority of the commission 
that they have made a careful inquiry into the qualifications of the 
appointee, and that in their opinion he is a recognized expert, or that 
he is qualified by education, training or experience for said office, as 
the case may be, and that they approve the appointment. Upon the 
filing of this certificate the appointment shall become operative, subject 
however to all provisions of law or ordinance in regard to acceptance 
of office, oath of office, and the filing of bonds. If the commission does 
not within thirty days after the receipt of such notice file said certificate 
with the city clerk the appointment shall be void. 

Secr. 11. The civil service commission is authorized to incur in 
carrying out the foregoing provisions such reasonable expense as may be 
approved by the governor and council; the same to be paid by the 
commonwealth, which upon demand shall be reimbursed by the city of 
Boston. 

Srecr. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions 
of said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a_ board to discharge 
the duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
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for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year 
in which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Secr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or 
member of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall 
remain subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written 
statement with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons 
for such removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the 
person thus removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he 
desires, may be filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect 
the action taken unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the school committee or to any official by law 
appointed by the governor. 

Secr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal. . 

Secr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emer- 
gency involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall 
expend intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appro- 
priations duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any 
contract for the future payment of money in excess of such appropria- 
tion, except as provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall 
violate the provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment 
for not more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand 
dollars, or both. 


THe FINANCE CoMMISSION. 


Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years 
prior to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, 
one for four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for 
one year, and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one 
member for a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be 
filled for the unexpired term by the governor with the advice and eonsent 
of the council. The members of said commission may be removed by 
the governor with the advice and consent of the council for such cause 
as he shall deem sufficient. The chairman shall be designated by the 
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governor. His annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall 
be paid in monthly instalments by the city of Boston. The other members 
shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time 
to time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropria- 
tions, loans, expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration 
affecting the city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department 
thereof, that may appear to the commission to require investigation, 
and to report thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, 
the governor, or the general court. The commission shall make an 
annual report in January of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the 
city is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, 
if the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, 
or otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance com- 
mission, which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; 
and pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Secr. 20. The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisi- 
tion by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be 
appropriated for the purpose by the city council, and approved by the 
mayor. A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the com- 
mission and the further sum of at least twenty-five thousand dollars to 
meet the expenses as aforesaid shall be appropriated each year by said 
city. The commission shall have the same right to incur expenses in 
anticipation of its appropriation as if it were a regular department of 
said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, 
ordinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the com- 
mission shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five 
hundred and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight 
and therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but 
counsel for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent 
question and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject 
to cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


Tue Ciry CLERK. 


Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for which 
he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and quali- 
fied. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third year 
thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members of 
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the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Crry AUDITOR. 


Sect. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection 
and revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such 
form as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person pre- 
senting for settlement an account or claim. against the city or county 
to make oath before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy 
of such account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be 
perjury and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse 
to pay, in whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent 
or unlawful and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons 
for the refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Secr. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
‘department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall 
furnish quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing 
the amount of money expended by the mayor and the city council for 
contingent expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 26. All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized 
by section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as 
amended by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be 
established for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such 
a manner that the effect of the premiums, if any, shall be to reduce 
the total amount of bonds issued. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, 
or agent. 
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Sect. 27. Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall on or before the fifth day of 
May in each year prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of the 
officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the city 
or county on the thirtieth day of April preceding. Such lists shall give 
the names, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, 
and date of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees 
and the date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. 
It shall be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls; 
and when verified the said lists shall be printed by the superintendent 
of printing as a city document. 

Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in 
the public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage 
of gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive com- 
pounds and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location 
of conduits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or 
illuminating purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commis- 
sioners, to be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the 
mayor; and the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by 
ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon 
which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflam- 
mable substances or explosive compounds, and the construction or use 
of coal holes, yaults, bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the 
public ways shall be issued. 

Sect. 29. Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and 
sold under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the 
city council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “‘ City 
Record.” All advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference 
to the purchase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials, or supplies, 
the sale of bonds, or the sale of property for non-payment of taxes shall 
appear exclusively in said paper; a list of all contracts of one thousand 
dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the amount of 
the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the number and 
compensation of employees in each department, shall be published in the 
City Record. The proceedings of the city council and school committee 
together with all communications from the mayor, shall be published in 
the City Record. 

Secr. 30. Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city, when authorized to erect a new building or to make structural 
changes in an existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceed- 
ing five, each contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and 
when about to do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated 
cost of which alone, or in conjunction with other similar work or pur- 
chase which might properly be included in the same contract, amounts 
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to or exceeds one thousand dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written 
authority to do otherwise, invite proposals therefor by advertisement in 
the City Record. Such advertisement shall state the time and place for 
opening the proposals in answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve 
the right to the officer or board to reject any or all proposals. No authority 
to dispense with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said 
officer or board furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be 
published in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting 
bids by advertisement. 

Secr. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval 
of the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, 
may take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of 
the city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price 
proposed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more 
than twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation dur- 
ing the previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase 
but shall be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner 
provided for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for high- 
ways in said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan 
or otherwise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have 
been made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its 
members; or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee 
and schoolhouse department in accordance with law; nor shall a price 
be paid in excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded 
by a court of competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of 
land shall be under the advice of the law department, and a record thereof 
shall be kept by said department. 

Sect. 32. The first municipal election under this act shall take 
place on the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January in the 
year nineteen hundred and ten, and thereafter the regular municipal 
elections in each year in said city shall be held on the first Tuesday after 
the second Monday in January. 

Sect. 33. The fiscal year in said city shall begin on February first 
and shall end on the thirty-first day of January next following; and the 
municipal year shall hereafter begin on the first Monday in February and 
shall continue until the first Monday of the February next following. 
The present terms of office of members of the school committee are hereby 
extended to the first Monday of February in the years in which their 
terms respectively expire, and hereafter the terms of office of members 
of the school committee shall begin with the first Monday of February 
following their election. The members of the school committee hereafter 
shall meet and organize annually on the first Monday of February. 

Secr. 34. In Boston beginning with the current year political com- 
mittees shall be elected at the state primaries instead of at the municipal 
primaries. 


Nore.— Sections 35 to 44, inclusive, are omitted because now inoperative. See note 
on page 18. 
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THe Mayor. 


Sect. 45. The mayor of the city of Boston shall be elected at large 
to hold office for the term of four years from the first Monday in February 
following his election and until his successor is chosen and qualified, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 46. The secretary of the commonwealth (unless notified as 
hereinafter provided) shall cause to be printed at the end of the official 
ballot to be used in the city of Boston at the state election in the second 
year of the mayor’s term the following question: Shall there be an election 
for mayor at the next municipal election, with the words Yes and No at 
the right of the question and sufficient squares in which each voter may 
designate by a cross his answer to such question. If a majority of the 
qualified voters registered in said city for said state election shall vote 
in the affirmative on said question, there shall be an election for mayor 
in said city at the municipal election held in January next following said 
state election, and the same shall be conducted, and the result thereof 
declared in all respects as are other city elections for mayor, except that 
the board of election commissioners shall place on the official ballot for said 
election without nomination the name of the person then holding the office 
of mayor (other than an acting mayor), unless in writing he shall request 
otherwise. The mayor then elected shall hold office for four years, sub- 
ject to recall at the end of two years as provided in this section. If said 
question is not answered in the affirmative by the vote aforesaid no elec- 
tion for mayor shall be held and the mayor shall continue to hold office 
for his unexpired term. If prior to October first in the said second year 
of his term the mayor shall file with the secretary of the commonwealth 
a written notice that he does not desire said question to appear upon the 
ballot at said state election it shall be omitted; his term of office shall 
expire on the first Monday of February following; and there shall be an 
election for mayor in said city at the municipal election’ held in January 
next following said state election, and at such municipal election the 
mayor’s name shall not be placed on the official ballot unless he is nomi- 
nated in the manner provided in section fifty-three of this act. 

Sect 47. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within two months 
prior to a regular municipal election other than an election for mayor, 
or within four months after any regular municipal election, the city council 
shall forthwith order a special election for a mayor to serve for the unex- 
pired term, subject if the vacancy occurs in the first or second year of the 
mayor’s term to recall under the provisions of the preceding section. If 
such vacancy occurs at any other time there shall be an election for mayor 
at the municipal election held in January next following, for the term 
of four years, subject to recall as aforesaid. In the case of the decease, 
inability, absence or resignation of the mayor, and whenever there is a 
vacancy in the office from any cause, the president of the city council 
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while said cause continues or until a mayor is elected shall perform the 
duties of mayor. If he is also absent or unable from any cause to perform 
such duties they shall be performed until the mayor or president of the 
city council returns or is able to attend to said duties by such member of 
the city council as that body may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shall devolve shall be called 
“acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments except on the decease of the mayor. 


Tue Crry CounNcIL. 


Sect. 48. There shall be elected at large in said city a city council 
consisting of nine members. At the first election under this act there shall 
be elected nine members of said city council. No voter shall vote for more 
than nine. The three candidates receiving the largest number of votes 
at said election shall hold office for three years, the three receiving the next 
largest number of votes shall hold office for two years, the three receiving 
the next largest number of votes shall hold office for one year. In case 
two or more persons elected should receive an equal number of votes those 
who are the seniors by age shall for the division into classes hereby required 
be classified as if they had received the larger number of votes in the order 
of ages. Thereafter at each annual municipal election there shall be chosen 
at large three members of the city council to hold office for a term of three 
years. Novoter shall vote for more than three. All said terms shall begin 
with the first Monday of February following the election. 

Sect. 49. Each member of the city council shall be paid an annual 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the 
city treasury for or on account of any personal expenses directly or 
indirectly incurred by or in behalf of any member of said council. 

Secr. 50. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shall elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shall preside 
at the meetings thereof; shall from time to time establish rules for its 
proceedings, and shall, when a vacancy occurs in the office of any member, 
elect by vote of a majority of all the members a registered voter of said 
city to fill the vacaney for the remainder of the municipal year. The 
vacancy for the remainder of the unexpired term shall be filled at the next 
annual municipal election, unless the vacancy occurs within two months 
prior to such municipal election, in which event the city council shall forth- 
with order a special election to fill the vacancy for the unexpired term. 
The member eldest in years shall preside until the president is chosen, and 
in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding officer is chosen. 

Sect. 51. All elections by the city council under any provision of law 
shall be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering 
to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote as the case 
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may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such vote. 
No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 

Secr.-52. No primary election or caucus for municipal offices shall be 
held hereafter in the city of Boston, and all laws relating to primary elec- 
tions and caucuses for such offices in said city are hereby repealed.

Sect. 54. If a candidate nominated as aforesaid dies before the day 
of election, or withdraws his name from nomination, or is found to be 
ineligible, the vacancy may be filled by a committee of not less than five 
persons, or a majority thereof, if such committee be named, and so author- 
ized in the nomination papers. Nomination papers shall not include 
candidates for more than one office except that not more than three or 
nine, as the case may be, candidates for city council may be included 
in one nomination paper, and not more than two candidates for school 
committee may be included in one nomination paper. Every voter may 
sign as many nomination papers for each office to be filled as there are 
persons to be elected thereto and no more. Nomination papers in each 
year shall be issued by the board of election commissioners on and after 
but not before the day next following the state election. 

Sect. 55. Women who dre qualified to vote for a member of the school 
committee may be nominated as and sign nomination papers for candi- 
dates for that office in the manner and under the same provisions of law 
as men. 

Sruct. 56. The names of candidates appearing on nomination papers 
shall when filed be a matter of public record; but the nomination papers 
shall not be open to public inspection until after certification. After 
such nomination papers have been filed, the election commissioners shall 
certify thereon the number of signatures which are the names of regis- 
tered voters in the city qualified to sign the same. They need not certify 
a greater number of names than are required to make a nomination, 
with one fifth of such number added thereto. All such papers found 
not to contain a number of names so certified equivalent to the number 
required to make a nomination shall be invalid.. The election commis- 
sioners shall complete such certification on or before five o’clock p.m. 
- on the sixteenth day preceding the city election. Such certification 
shall not preclude any voter from filing objections as to the validity of 
the nomination. All withdrawals and objections to such nominations 
shall be filed with the election commissioners on or before five o’clock 
p.M. on the fourteenth day preceding the city election. All substitutions 
to fill vacancies caused by withdrawal or ineligibility shall be filed with 
the election commissioners on or before five o’clock p.m. on the twelfth 
day preceding the city election. 

Sect..57. The name of each person who is nominated in compliance 
with law, together with his residence and the title and term of the office 
for which he is a candidate shall be printed on the official ballots at the 
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municipal election, and the names of no other candidates shall be printed 
thereon. The names of candidates for the same office shall be printed 
upon the official ballot in the order in which they may be drawn by the 
board of election commissioners, whose duty it shall be to make such 
drawing and to give each candidate an opportunity to be present thereat 
personally or by one representative. 

Sect. 58. No ballot used at any annual or special municipal elec- 
tion shall have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, 
and there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such 
party or political designation or mark, or anything showing how he was 
nominated or indicating his views or opinions. 

Sect. 59. On ballots to be used at annual or special municipal elec- 
tions blank spaces shail be left at the end of each list of candidates for 
the different offices, equal to the number to be elected thereto, in which 
the voter may insert the name of any person not printed on the ballot 
for whom he desires to vote for such office. 

Sect. 60. All laws not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
governing nomination papers and nominations for, and elections of munic- 
ipal officers in the city of Boston, shall so far as they may be applicable, 
govern the nomination papers, nominations and elections provided for 
in this act. The board of election commissioners shall be subject to 
the same penalties and shall have the same powers and duties, where 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, in relation to nomination 
papers, preparing and printing ballots, preparing for and conducting 
elections and counting, tabulating and determining the votes cast under 
the provisions of this act, as they have now in relation to municipal elec- 
tions in said city. 

Sect. 61. The provisions of this act shall apply to any special munic- 
ipal election held after the year nineteen hundred and nine in the city of 
Boston, except that nomination papers for offices to be filled at such 
elections shall be issued by the election commissioners on and after the 
day following the calling of said special election.

The Trustees have charge of the expenditure of $332,000 raised by 
loans. They purchased the Conness estate of 55 acres fronting on River 
street, Mattapan, and upon this site the erection of the hospital buildings 
is now in progress. A Day Camp accommodating 250, the First Ward 
building accommodating 68, and a Cottage Ward accommodating 26, 
are already in operation. The Second Ward building is in process of con- 
struction. An Out-Patient Department or dispensary is maintained at 
13 Burroughs place. Patients are examined and treated by physicians 
at the Out-Patient Department, and are visited by nurses in their homes. 
The Trustees have the power, pending the erection of the hospital, to hire 
one hundred beds in private hospitals for needy patients. After the 
erection and furnishing of the hospital the Trustees will have charge of 
the care and management thereof, including the purchase of all supplies.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five 
years. ‘They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed 
April 4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal 
estate which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said 
corporation, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first Trustees 
were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 
1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on 
Copley square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is 
maintained by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds 
of the City by the City Council. About $31,313 of this appropriation 
was used in 1909 for the purchase of books and periodicals. The Library 
also holds trust funds aggregating $430,724, the interest of which is devoted 
to the purchase of books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. ) 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins begun in 1867, fourteen volumes have been 
published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Quarterly Bulletin of a new series is now issued, and a weekly list 
of new books added to the Library. The Trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. ; 


LIBRARY SYSTEM, 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
eleven branch libraries with independent collections of books; seventeen

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reading rooms, all of which contain deposits of books from the Central 
Library, reference books and periodicals. There were, on May 1, 1910, 
in the Central Library, Branch Libraries and reading rooms, including 
the evening and Sunday service, 460 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these twenty-eight stations, by 
library wagons, there is a daily exchange of books and cards, whereby 
persons living in outlying districts can draw books from the Central 
Library without the necessity of coming in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in one hundred 
and twenty public and parochial schools, twenty-nine institutions and 
fifty-eight fire company houses. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are-issued to all residents of Boston with no further attend- 
ant delay than is involved in identification. No guaranty is asked, 
except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are also issued to non-resident 
pupils attending Boston schools who furnish guaranties. For reading 
and reference the Library is open to all without formality. Special cards 
for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen officiating in the 
City, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston institutions of learn- 
ing; a special card is also issued in certain cases by the Trustees. On 
May 1, 1910, there were 85,874 card-holders having the right to draw 
books for home use. The total number of volumes was 969,939, and of 
different newspapers and periodicals currently received at the Central 
Library and branches about 2,158. _Books issued in 1909, for home use 
and for use through schools and institutions, numbered 1,647,846; of 
reference use, on account of the freedom with which books may be 
consulted, no adequate statistics are kept.

Faneuil Hall Market, proposed in Mayor Quincy’s message of July 31, 
1823, and completed in 1826, was under the charge of a Clerk of the 
Market until an ordinance of September 9, 1852, established the office 
of Superintendent. According to the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
Chap. 1, § 4, tenth, Faneuil Hall Market includes the lower floor, porches 
and cellar of the buildings called respectively Faneuil Hall and Quincy 
Market. The Superintendent has charge and control of Faneuil Hall 
Market. He may assign stands within their limits; and it is his duty, 
from time to time, to lease the stalls in the market for five years at rents 
not less than those established by the City Council.

The total expenditure for park purposes to January 31, 1910, was 
$18,969,157.06, expended as follows: For land, $8,537,380.74; for con- 
struction, $10,418,420.22; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard College, was taken with other lands, in 1881, for a public park, 
and in 1895 another tract of about 68 acres on Peters’ Hill, also belonging 
to Harvard College, was taken, and the name Bussey Park was added to 
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the title. All the land in these tracts not required for driveways and walks, 
a quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to Harvard College, to be 
used only for the purposes of an arboretum under the trusts created by 
the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James Arnold. The arboretum is open 
to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset.

This department, which was established by Chapter 473 of the Acts 
of 1901 (amended by Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1904), is in charge of a 
board of three commissioners, appointed by the Mayor without con- 
firmation. Since 1902 one commissioner is to be appointed in each year 
for a term of three years, beginning with June 1 in the year of appoint- 
ment. The salaries of the commissioners and the ordinary expenses of 
the department are met by appropriations of the School Committee. 

The authority and duties of the Board are those formerly conferred 
and imposed upon the City Council and the School Committee in relation 
to selecting lands for school purposes and requesting the Street Com- 
missioners to take the same, providing temporary school accommodations, 
and making, altering and approving designs and plans for school purposes;

Chapter 3, Ordinances 1908, approved by the Mayor April 6, 1908, 
consolidated the Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer and Street Cleaning and Water- 
ing Departments, created by Chapters 1, 2 and 3, Ordinances 1906, and 
the Lamp Department, created by Chapter 22, Revised Ordinances 1898, 
with the Street Department, which was placed under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

The Superintendent of Streets has control of the construction and repair 
of streets, sidewalks and sewers, the cleaning and watering of streets, 
the care and management of bridges and ferries, the maintenance of 
public lamps in streets and parks and the collection and disposal of house 
offal, ete. He is authorized to regulate the numbering of buildings and 
to issue permits for various purposes, é. g., opening, occupying and obstruct- 
ing the streets, laying water pipes, entering sewers, etc., laying railway 
tracks in the streets, or wires or conduits under the streets; or to erect 
poles for the support of wires. 

By authority of Chapter 571, Acts of 1910, the Superintendent of 
Streets now charges for permits issued, as per the following schedule: 

a Openings in streets or sidewalks, 50 cents each. Limited to 100 linear feet on one 
yin permits, Class A (for the above purpose), 50 cents each.

cent per square foot per month up to 5,000 feet, and one-half cent per foot in excess of 
5,000 feet; the minimum charge to be at one month rate. 
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9. Painting or minor repairs, 50 cents each. 

10. Feeding horses on streets (annual permit), $1 each. 

11. Moving buildings in streets, $5 per day; minimum charge, $10. 

12. Painting signs or notices on obstruction fences, $1 each. 

13. Placing and removing signs flat on buildings, 50 cents each. 

14. Projecting signs or lamps from buildings, $1 each. 

15. Raising or lowering safes, machinery, etc., $1 each. 

16. Loading and unloading goods (annual permit), charges to be based on conditions 
at each location. Minimum, $1; maximum, $5. 

17. Emergency permits, Class B, 50 cents each. 

18. Special permits for other than above purposes, 25 cents each. 

All extensions will be considered renewals and the charge collected as for a new permit.

One commissioner is appointed annually by the Mayor to serve for three 
years from the first Monday in February. The Board has power to lay 
out, relocate, alter or discontinue highways in the City, and to order specific 
repairs thereon. In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were trans- 
ferred to the Street Commissioners, who are also charged with the regula- 
tion of street traffic and the licensing of street stands for the sale of 
merchandise. 

By the Amended City Charter of 1909, the jurisdiction previously 
exercised by the Board of Aldermen is vested in the Street Commissioners 
as to the naming of streets, as to trees in the streets, as to permits or 
licenses for special use of same, including the construction of coal holes, 
vaults, bay windows and marquises in, under, or over the streets, also for 
the storage of inflammables and explosives. 


TRAFFIC RULES. 

As provided by Chapter 447, Acts of 1908, the Street Commissioners 
were authorized to make such regulations as they deemed needful to 
prevent the increasing congestion and delay of traffic in the streets. 
New traffic rules were promulgated in December, 1908, and went into 
effect January 1, 1909. They are enforced by the Police Commissioner, 
and the penalty for violation is a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence.

The City Treasurer has the care and custody of the current funds of 
the City, of all moneys, properties, and securities placed in his charge 
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by any statute or ordinance, or by any gift, devise, bequest, or deposit; 
he pays all drafts and all checks and other orders directed to him from 
* the Auditing Department for the payment of bills and demands against 
the City; he pays all executions against the City when duly certified as 
correct by an officer of the Law Department, even if the appropriation 
to which the execution is chargeable is not sufficient. He pays the prin- 
cipal and interest of the City debt, as the same becomes due, and has 
charge of the issue, transfer and registration of the City debt. He receives 
and invests all trust funds of the City, and holds the income thereof sub- 
ject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. He disposes ~ 
of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year as the City 
Council may direct. 

The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking Funds Department. 

The Treasurer publishes reports yearly. Since 1882 he has published 
monthly statements.

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. The public introduction of water from Lake Cochituate took 
place on October 25, 1848. The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to January 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 1868 
to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘‘ Additional Supply from Sud- 
bury River,” by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
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Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the 
Boston Water Board, the Water Income Department and the Water 
Registrar were abolished and the Water Department created, a single 
commissioner being entrusted with all the powers previously exercised 
by the Boston Water Board and the Boston Water Registrar. 

By Chapter 488, Acts of 1895, the State provided for a metropolitan 
water supply, Boston being included among the municipalities thus to be 
supplied. A State Commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, in 
accordance with said act, took possession, in 1898, of all that part of the 
Boston water system lying westward of Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the 
pumping station there, with adjacent lands. The sum paid to the City 
was $12,531,000. Payments to the State by the City for its supply of 
water have been regularly made since 1898. The supply and distributing 
mains now in charge of the Boston Water Department are 761 miles in 
extent, and the number of meters in use is nearly 12,000. The daily 
average amount of water used in 1909 was 89,593,100 gallons.

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The office of Commissioner of Wires was established in 1894, in accord- 
ance with Chapter 454 of the Acts of that year. 

The department has issued annual reports, beginning February 1, 1895. 

Under the statute of 1894, it was made the duty of the Commissioner 
of Wires to have all unexempted electric wires, cables and conductors 
in the City north of Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the Charles 
river, the Harbor and Fort Point channel placed under ground, and to 
remove all unexempted poles and structures in the streets within the said 
district before January 1, 1900. 

He was authorized to supervise and inspect both underground and 
overhead wires, cables and conductors; to regulate the direction of such 
wires, cables and conductors, and see that they were sufficiently insulated; 
to secure the removal of dead or abandoned wires, and the protection | 
of all buildings by proper safety devices; to inspect all wires carrying 
electric light, heating or power current within buildings, and to see that 
all wires, posts, machinery and appliances are kept in good order and 
condition. 

Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1898 provides that in each of the years 
1900-1909, inclusive, the Commissioner of Wires shall prescribe the limits 
of a district within which, for not more than two miles of streets, avenues, 
or highways, certain wires, cables and conductors shall be removed or 
placed underground during the calendar year. 

In accordance with Chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, the Commissioner 
is authorized, in 1910, and in each year thereafter, to and including the 
year 1919, to prescribe not more than two miles of streets, etc., within 
which all wires, cables and conductors shall be put under ground. Under 
Section 3 of the same Act, the Commissioner is authorized to make 
such rules and regulations relating to the insulation of overhead and 
underground wires, cables and conductors and appliances as may be rea- 
sonably necessary for the purposes of safety. 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and safe 
insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, and 
is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem necessary 
to secure safe insulation. 

According to Chapter 339, Acts of 1908, any person, firm or corpora- 
tion failing to notify the Commissioner of the installing of wiring or appa- 
ratus for electric ight, heat or power purposes shall be subject to a fine 
of not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars for each offence.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1898. It is in charge of five commissioners, who are 
appointed by the Mayor. Each of the following-named bodies, namely, 
the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Boston 
Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of Architects, submits a list 
of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art 
Commissioner from each of the lists so submitted. Whenever the term 
of a member of the Board expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from 
a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as afore- 
said. The Board may appoint a secretary outside of its own member- 
ship, who serves without compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the City without the approval 
of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the -—Mayor or 
the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal building, 
bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other structure to

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, and one by the Massa- 
chusetts Real Estate Exchange; one member from two candidates, one 
to be nominated by the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers; one member from two candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Master Builders’ Association and one by the Con- 
tractors and Builders’ Association; one member from two candidates to 
be nominated by the Building Trades Council of the Boston Central 
Labor Union; and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of 
office is five years. Each member is paid ten dollars per day for actual 
service, but not more-than one thousand dollars in any one year. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused may appeal therefrom within ninety days, 
and a person who has been ordered by the Commissioner to incur any 
expense may, Within ten days after receiving such order, appeal to the 
Board of Appeal by giving notice in writing to the Commissioner. All 
cases of appeal are referred to this Board, which may, after a hearing, 
direct the Commissioner to issue his permit under such conditions, if any, 
as the Board may require, or to withhold the same. Any citizen of Boston 
may obtain the opinion of the Board as to the true construction of the 
language under which a decision of the Commissioner has been rendered. 
Permits to restore damage by fire can only be issued with the approval of 
the Board. 

The Board may vary the provisions of the statute of 1907 in specific 
cases Which appear to them not to have been contemplated thereby, or 
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in cases where manifest injustice is done, but such decisions must be 
unanimous and not in conflict with the spirit of any provision of the statute. 

Appeal may also be made to this Board from certain requirements of 
the Commissioner of Wires. (See Statutes 1907, Chap. 550, § 7.)

This Commission was established by statute in 1870, to have charge 
of the maintenance of the West Boston, Canal or Craigie’s, and the 
Prison Point bridges. (Statutes of 1870, Chaps. 300, 302.) In 1892 the 
Harvard bridge was placed in their charge. (Statutes of 1882, Chap. 155.) 
The powers of the Commission were greatly enlarged by Statutes of 
1898, Chapter 467, Section 14. This Act places all bridges and draws 
between the two cities in their charge, to support, manage and keep in 
repair, and to authorize exclusively the placing of poles, wires and other 
structures upon them. The expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by the City of Boston and the City of Cambridge. The two Commission- 
ers, who serve without pay, are appointed by the Mayors of Boston 
and Cambridge.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter. 
(Chapter 486, Acts of 1909.) It consists of five commissioners appointed 
by the Governor and confirmed by the Executive Council. The chair- 
man-of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members of 
the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor, 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay-roll, bill or claim referred to it by them. 

The Commission has all the powers and duties conferred by Chapter 
562, Acts of 1908, upon the former Finance Commission, including the 
power to summon witnesses and secure papers. The term of the former 
Finance Commission, which expired by limitation on December 31, 1908, 
was extended till February 1, 1909. The present Commission qualified 
on June 24, 1909.

The Commissioners were originally appointed for the term of five years 
from the first of July, 1894. By Stat. 1899, Chap. 375, the term 
was extended to July 1, 1902. By Stat. 1902, Chap. 534, accepted by 
the voters of Boston at the Municipal Election of 1902, the term of the 
Commission was further extended to July 1, 1906. By Stat. 1906, 
Chap. 213, the term of the Commission was further extended to July 
1, 1909, and by Stat. 1909, Chap. 455, to July 1, 1911. 

The Commission had charge of the construction of the Tremont street 
subway (costing $4,368,000, including alterations), of the Charlestown 
bridge (costing $1,570,198), of the tunnel to East Boston (costing about 
$3,300,000), and the Washington street tunnel. This two-track tunnel, 
which is used for elevated railway trains exclusively, was opened for 
traffic on November 30, 1908. It is 1.16 miles long and cost about 
$8,500,000, of which the land damages amounted to $2,850,000. 

By Chapter 573, Acts of 1907, the Commission is further charged with 
the construction of an east and west subway, called the Riverbank subway, 
mainly under the Charles river embankment. The work of construction 
on the latter will probably begin in the last quarter of 1910. The Com- 
mission began constructing in September, 1909, under the provisions of 
Chapter 520, Acts of 1906, a tunnel under Beacon Hill from the new 
Cambridge bridge to the Park street station of the Tremont street 
subway, as a connection with the Cambridge subway now being built 
by the Boston Elevated Railway.

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cost of the bridge is apportioned among three parties. The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company pays such portion as shall be rendered necessary by 
reason of the bridge being of additional size and strength for the use of 
the elevated railroad, and shall construct or pay for constructing its 
railway, both elevated and surface, across the bridge. The balance of 
the cost is payable one-half by the City of Boston and one-half by the 
City of Cambridge. This bridge was opened to the public and placed in 
charge of the Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commissioners in December, 
1907. The surface railway is now in operation, but the construction 
necessary for elevated railway service is not completed. 

The Commission has also had charge of the construction of the high- 
level bridge, known as the “Brookline street bridge,’ oyer the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany railroad and across the Charles river, between 
Essex street, Boston and Brookline street, Cambridge, which was com- 
pleted in 1907, and will supervise the rebuilding of the bridge across 
Charles river, between North Harvard street, Boston, and Boylston 
street, Cambridge, to be known as “Soldiers’ Field bridge,’ and to be 
built with or without a draw, as the Commission may determine.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Chapter 
291 of the Acts of 1906. It consists of three members, appointed by 
the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. The mem- 
bers must be citizens of Boston who have resided in the City for at least 
two years preceding the date of their appointment. The two principal 
political parties must be represented and the term of the members is 
fixed at six years, after the first appointments, one member retiring every 
two years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and per- 
form all the duties conferred or imposed upon the Board of Police of 
the City of Boston by Sections 10 to 90 (both inclusive) of Chapter 100 
of the Revised Laws and Amendments thereof, relative to intoxicating 
liquors; and by Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws and Amendments 
thereof, relative to innholders and common victuallers. Chapter 423, Acts 
of 1909, relates to licensing the sale of ice cream, fruit, soda water and 
confectionery on Sunday. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and performs all the duties 
previously conferred or imposed by law on the Board of Police relative 
to the licensing of picnic groves, skating rinks, intelligence offices, billiard 
tables and bowling alleys.

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The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, and has sole charge of the Franklin Union, as well as the 
management of the Franklin Fund. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, 
and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’”’ who were to make loans on 
certain conditions to ‘“‘young married artificers under the age of twenty- 
five years.” 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘of which,’ he 
says, ‘‘I would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be 
let out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’”’ The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three Ministers and the Board of Aldermen 
of the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the ‘‘Selectmen,” 
$329,300.48 (422 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for ‘‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Trades School 
and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of complications 
the money has remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor Collins, 
in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme Court, 
praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then acting as 
Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion November 25, 1903 
(184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers were 
Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen did 
not succeed the ‘‘Selectmen”’ as Managers and had no powers with refer- 
ence to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public charitable 
funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, the above Managers to take the 
place of the ‘“‘Selectmen,’”’ and provided in the decree of the Court that 
the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. On October 20, 1904, the 
City Treasurer, ex officio, was appointed by the Board of Managers as 
treasurer of the fund. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being the amount of the Franklin Fund, 
August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate.

On January 31, 1906, the amount available for expenditure by the 
Managers was $426,824.78. The Franklin Fund which, with its accu- 
mulations, will become available in 1991, amounted, on January 31, 
1910, to $192,689.84. 

The Franklin Trades School, or Franklin Union as it is now called, 
occupies its new building at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, 
which was opened in September, 1908. The building contains 24 class- 
rooms and 6 draughting-rooms, and accommodates about 1,700 students. 
There is also a technical and scientific library, and a large hall with a 
seating capacity of 1,000 for lectures, concerts, discussions and similar 
purposes. The building with equipment cost about $366,000. The site 
was purchased in 1906 for $100,000.

Two Commissioners of Pilots for the harbor of Boston, having the 
recommendation of the trustees of the Boston Marine Society, are ap- 
pointed by the Govenor for the term of three years. They appoint a secre- 
tary. The Commissioners grant commissions as pilots for Boston Harbor 
to such persons, approved by the trustees of the Boston Marine Society, 
as they consider competent, and cause the laws of pilotage to be observed. 
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The compensation of the Commissioners and their allowance for office 
rent, clerk hire, etc., is fixed by the trustees of the Boston Marine Society, 
and is paid from the amounts received from pilotage returned by the 
pilots. Any surplus therefrom is paid to the Boston Marine Society.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by Chapter 
323 of the Acts of 1885, and was composed of three citizens of Boston, 
appointed for five years from the two principal political parties by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council. The 
Board assumed office on July 23, 1885. By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 
1906, the department was placed in charge of a single head, to be known 
as the Police Commissioner. 

The powers of the Board of Police, except those relating to the grant- 
ing of licenses, which were transferred to the newly created Licensing 
Board, devolve upon the Police Commissioner. The Police Commis- 
sioner assumed office June 4, 1906. 

The City is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the police 
force, and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. 
The police steamer ‘‘Guardian”’ and the steam launches “Ferret”? and 
“Watchman” are employed in this service. 

By Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1903, the Board of Police were required 
to ascertain, within the first seven days of May in each year, the num- 
ber of polls for assessment in the City of Boston and also to make lists 
of the women voters in the city.

TERMS, HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS OF DAY SCHOOLS. 


The school year begins on the first day of September, and consists of . 
two terms, viz.: The fall term, beginning on the second Wednesday in 
September and the spring term, beginning on the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary. 

All day schools are in session from the second Wednesday in September 
up to and including the Wednesday of the second calendar week pre- 
ceding the Fourth of July, except on Saturdays and Sundays and the 
following vacations and holidays; Columbus Day (October 12); from 
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12 o’clock noon on the day before Thanksgiving Day until the following 
Monday; from 12 o’clock noon on the second calendar day immediately 
preceding Christmas Day to and including the first day of the following 
January; the Twenty-second of February; Good Friday; the week 
beginning with the first Monday in April; the Nineteenth of April; 
Memorial Day and the Seventeenth of June. Whenever any of the 
aforesaid holidays, except the first day of January, falls upon Sunday, 
the schools are not in session on the following Monday. Graduating 
exercises are held during the second calendar week preceding the Fourth 
of July. 


MEDICAL INSPECTORS AND NURSES. 


Regular medical inspection of the schools has been maintained since 
1894, and there are now eighty physicians in the service, under the 
supervision of the Health Department. For the list of the Medical 
Inspectors of Schools, see that department. 

Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of one supervising female nurse and so many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. Their duties are to assist the medical 
inspectors in carrying out the latters’ directions, and to give such 
instruction to the pupils as will promote their physical welfare. For the 
sixty-five elementary school districts there are now thirty-four nurses in 
the service, besides the supervising nurse. 


MANUAL TRAINING ROOMS. 


There are five manual training rooms located in high schools, one in 
each of the following-named districts: Brighton, Charlestown, Dorches- 
ter, East Boston and South Boston. In addition to these there are fifty- 
one wood-working rooms located in elementary schools, and three rooms, 
one in Jamaica Plain, one in Dorchester and another in the City Proper, 
have been equipped for industrial classes. . 

In the old East Boston High School Building, East Boston, two rooms 
have been equipped for occupancy by the Pre-Apprentice School in Print- 
ing and Bookbinding. 

SCHOOL KITCHENS. 

There are forty-four rooms fitted as kitchens and used for the purposes 
of instruction in cookery, of which three are in East Boston, two in Charles- 
town, ten in Boston proper, four in South Boston, six in Roxbury, ten 
in Dorchester, four in Jamaica Plain, two in Allston, one in Brighton, 
one in Roslindale, and one in West Roxbury. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The term of the evening schools begins on the first Monday in October 
and continues for twenty-two school weeks. Sessions are suspended 
on the evenings of legal holidays, on the Friday following Thanksgiving, 
and from the second Friday preceding Christmas Day to and including 
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the first day of the following January; but when the first day of January 
falls later than Tuesday of any week, the sessions are suspended on the 
remaining days of that week. 

There are five Evening High Schools, viz.: Central (English High 
School), Charlestown, East Boston, Roxbury and South Boston. These 
schools are held in the several high school-houses of the districts named. 

There are fourteen elementary evening schools, held in the following- 
named school buildings: 

Bigelow School, Fourth and E streets, South Boston; Bowdoin School, 
Myrtle street; Comins School, Terrace and Tremont streets, Roxbury; 
Eliot School, North Bennet street; Franklin School, Waltham street; 
Frederic W. Lincoln School, Broadway, South Boston; Hancock School, 
Parmenter street; Lyman School, Paris and Gove streets, East Boston; 
Phillips Brooks School, Quincy and Fayston streets, Dorchester; Quincy 
School, Tyler street; Warren School, Pearl and Summer streets, Charles- 
town; Washington Allston School, Cambridge street, Allston; Wells 
School, Blossom street. 


EVENING INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


The term of the evening industrial schools begins on the first Monday 
in October, and continues for twenty-two school weeks. The sessions 
are held on Monday, Wednesday and Eriday evenings during the weeks 
that the other evening schools are in session. 

An evening industrial school is conducted in the Mechanic Arts High 
School-house, at the corner of Belvidere and Dalton streets, and three 
branches are located as follows: In the Old High School-house, Meridian 
street, East Boston; in the Old Dearborn School-house, Dearborn place, 
Roxbury, and in the Public Latin School-house, Warren avenue. 


PENSION FUNDS FOR TEACHERS. 


As provided by Chapter 589, Acts of 1908, Chapter 537, Acts of 1909, 
and Chapter 617, Acts of 1910, a permanent fund has been established by 
the School Committee for the payment of pensions to retired teachers of 
the public day schools. The care of said fund is vested in a board of three 
trustees, who serve without compensation. A teacher who has reached 
the age of sixty-five years, or who has served in the public day schools 
for thirty years, twenty of these in the schools of Boston, is entitled to the 
full pension. Smaller pensions are paid in proportion to length of service. 
No prospective beneficiary has to contribute to the fund. Entirely separate 
from this is the Teachers’ Retirement Fund, established by Chapter 237, 
Acts of 1900. On January 31, 1910, 2,374 teachers were contributing 
thereto at the rate of $18 per year, and 166 annuitants were each receiving 
$180 per year.

[Stat. 1906, Chap. 534.] 


COMMISSIONERS. 


JamMEsS R. DunsBar, Chairman. Appointed by the Chief Justices. 
JosEPH J. CorBETT. Appointed by the Mayor of Boston. 
Wittiam H. Wewuineton. Appointed by the Governor. 


Chapter 534 of the Acts of 1906 provides for the enlargement of the 
Suffolk County Court House, under direction of a commission of three, 
one to be appointed by the Mayor of Boston, one by the Governor, and 
one by the Chief Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, the Superior 
Court, and the Municipal Court of Boston, or a majority of them. The 
compensation of the Commissioners shall be such as the Governor and 
Council may determine. The Commissioners, on behalf of the Common- 
wealth, may contract for the constructing and furnishing of the necessary 
enlargement of the building; but no such contract shall be entered into 
without the approval of the Governor, the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court and the Mayor of Boston, or a majority of them. The total 
expense shall not exceed $800,000, of which the City of Boston is to pay 
two-thirds. 

Two additional stories are now nearing completion and should be ready 
for occupancy by February 1, 1911. 


WORKINGMEN’S LOAN ASSOCIATION. 
[Stat. 1888, Chap. 108, § 4.] 


The Workingmen’s Loan Association is managed by sixteen directors, 
selected annually, fourteen chosen by corporators at the annual meeting 
on the third Thursday in April, one appointed by the Governor, and one 
appointed by the Mayor. 


Georce E. Curran, Director. Appointed by the Mayor. Term ends 
in 1911. 


CHATTEL LOAN COMPANY. 
[Stat. 1907, Chap. 415; Stat. 1908, Chap. 236.] 
The board of directors of the Chattel Loan Company must include one 


member who is appointed by the Governor, and one member who is ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, both annually.

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CITY ORDINANCES OF 1910. 


CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE NUMBER OF ASSESSORS. 


SecTIoN 1. Section one of chapter five of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended by striking out the word ‘‘nine”’ in the second line 
thereof and by inserting in place thereof the word “‘seven,”’ so that the 
said section as amended will read as follows: 

The Assessing Department shall be under the charge of the Board of 
Assessors, consisting’ of seven assessors, who shall have and exercise all 
the powers and duties, and be subject to all the limitations, of assessors 
of taxes; shall keep a full and complete record of the name of each person 
having a residence in the City of Boston, with his residence on the first 
day of May of the current and preceding year, and also a record of the 
names of persons whose taxes have been abated in whole or in part, with 
the amount originally assessed to each, the amiount of the abatement, 
and the reason for which it was made; may appoint as assistants, subject 
to confirmation by the Mayor, two persons for each assessment district, 
and such assistants and subordinates as it may deem necessary. 

Sect. 2. Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended by striking out the word “eight”’ in the twelfth 
line thereof and by inserting in place thereof the word “‘six.’’ 

[Passed City Council February 14.—A pproved by Mayor February 18, 1910.] 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING WATER RATES FOR METERED SERVICE. 


Section 1. Section two of chapter forty-two of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898 is hereby amended by striking out the word ‘‘fifteen’”’ in the 
eleventh line of said section, and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘eight,”’ 
so that said section shall read as follows: 

Sect. 2. Said commissioner shall make contracts, and make out the 
bills, for the use of water, and send the bills to the City Collector; shall 
make abatements of charges for water where improperly assessed; shall 
provide that all bills for water by annual rates shall be due in advance on 
the first day of January of each year, and be paid within sixty days there- 
after; that all bills for fractional parts of a year, or for specific supplies, 
shall be due when the water is let on or delivered, and be paid within ten 
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days thereafter; that all bills for water furnished and measured by meter 
shall never be less than eight dollars per year, shall be due on the first 
day of January, April, July and October, and shall be paid within ten 
days thereafter; shall, when two or more dwelling houses are valued 
together for the assessment of taxes, make separate valuations of each; 
and shall, when a portion only of an estate is chargeable for the water, 
make a separate valuation of such portion, and on such valuations the 
amounts to be paid, if based on values, shall be assessed. 

[Passed City Council March 28.— Approved by Mayor March 30, 1910.] 


CHAPTER 3. 


CoNcERNING MonTHLY CONFERENCES OF HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS. 


The City Council of the City of Boston and the heads of the following 
departments: Bath, Building, Engineering, Fire, Health, Hospital, 
Library, Park, Public Buildings, Public Grounds, Schoolhouse, Street Com- 
missioners, Treasury, Water and Wire, and of such other departments as 
may be designated by the Mayor, shall meet at the City Hall at three 
o’clock on the first Monday in every month for discussion and co-opera- 
tion concerning the business of the city and the respective departments. 
The Mayor, or such person as he may designate, shall act as chairman, 
and on organization the City Clerk shall act as secretary and he shall mail 
notices of all the meetings. 

The City Council and the heads of departments so assembled shall in 
their discretion, upon application of accredited representatives of asso- 
ciations and organizations interested in city affairs, designate a time when 
such representatives may appear before them and be heard upon the 
subject of their application. : 

[Passed City Council May 16.—Approved by Mayor May 17, 1910.] 


CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING THE CRYING OF WARES. 


Street hawking or the crying of wares is prohibited in the neighborhood 
of schoolhouses, or in the vicinity of places used for divine worship. 

Violation of this ordinance shall be punishable by the revocation of 
the license of hawker or peddler found guilty of same. 

This ordinance shall take effect August 1, 1910. 

[Passed City Council May 9.— Approved by Mayor May 24, 1910.] 


CHAPTER 5. 


CONCERNING SEATS ON THE CoMMON. 


The Superintendent of Public Grounds shall set aside seats on the 
Common and Public Garden during the months of June, July, August and 
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September of each year for the exclusive use of women and of children 
under the age of twelve, and shall suitably designate such seats. 
[Passed City Council June 13.— Approved by Mayor June 15, 1910.] 


CHAPTER 6. 


CONCERNING ROUTE FOR PARADES. 


Section 1. The following named streets are hereby designated to be 
used for the route of parades containing more than five hundred persons, 
viz.: Boylston street from Park square to Tremont street, Tremont street 
from Boylston street to Bromfield street, Bromfield street, Washington 
street from Bromfield street to School street, School street, Beacon street 
from Tremont street to Arlington street, Charles street from Beacon 
street to Boylston street, Columbus avenue from Massachusetts avenue 
to Park square, and Park square; and the streets contained within the 
following-named districts are hereby designated to be used for the formation 
and dismissal of such parades, viz.: The streets within the district bounded 
by the easterly side of Massachusetts avenue, the northerly side of Beacon 
street, the easterly side of Charles street, and the northerly side of Boylston 
street, and the streets within the district bounded by the easterly side of 
Massachusetts avenue, the southerly side of Huntington avenue and 
Boylston street, the westerly side of Berkeley street, and the northerly 
side of Tremont street. 

Secr. 2. No streets, except those named in the foregoing section, 
shall be closed to travel by vehicles between 10 a. m. and 5 p. m. in that 
portion of the city proper lying east of Massachusetts avenue and South- 
ampton street for the purpose of allowing the formation, passage and 
dismissal of parades taking place on days other than Sundays or holidays, 
except by vote of two-thirds of the members of the City Council. 

[Passed City Council June 13.— Approved by Mayor June 15, 1910.) 
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STATE LEGISLATION OF 1910 RELATING 
TO BOSTON. 


ACTS. 


CuHapTeR 92. To authorize the Collateral Loan Company to invest 
its surplus in real estate in the city of Boston. [Approved February 21, 
1910.] 

CHAPTER 284. Relative to the construction, alteration, inspection and 
maintenance of buildings in the city of Boston. [Approved March 25, 
1910.] 


Norz.— This act turns over to the building commissioner of Boston certain inspection 
duties in buildings which have been hitherto performed by the district police. 


CHAPTER 298. Relative to the restoration and maintenance of the old 
provincial state house in the city of Boston. [Approved March 28, 1910.] 


Norr.— This act provides for a yearly payment from the state treasury of $1,500 to the 
Bostonian Society toward the maintenance of the old state house, also for one payment of 
$1,000 for repairs and improvements in interior of said building. 


CHAPTER 307. Relative to persons suffering from certain mental dis- 
orders who are arrested or confined in the city of Boston. [Approved 
March 29, 1910.] 


Norr.— This act provides that on and after May 1, 1910, no person suffering from 
delirium, mania, mental confusion, delusions or hallucinations shall be harbored or con- 
fined in any penal institution for a time longer than twelve hours. All such cases are to be 
cared for in suitable temporary quarters at the Boston State Hospital until the completion 
of the observation hospital provided for by chapter 470, Acts of 1909. 


CHAPTER 312. To establish the boundary line between the cities of 
Boston and Cambridge. [Approved March 29, 1910.] 

CHAPTER 332. Relative to the appointment of additional assistant 
probation officers in the municipal court of the city of Boston. [Approved 
March 30, 1910.] 


Norre.— This empowers the chief justice of the municipal court to appoint three more 
assistant probation officers. 


CuapTer 370. Relative to deposits of money in the courts of the 
county of Suffolk. [Approved April 8, 1910.] 


Nore.— This act provides for placing at interest all money paid into the courts, the said 
interest to be available for the uses of the county unless otherwise ordered by the court. 


CHAPTER 373. To require the officials of the county of Suffolk to make 
annual reports to the mayor of the city of Boston. [Approved April 8, 
1910.] 

CuaptTer 437. To exempt the transit bonds of the city of Boston from 
the provisions of law relative to loans made by said city. [Approved 
April 25, 1910.] 


Norre.— This amends section 26 of the city charter Act of 1909 so as to permit the estab- 
lishing of sinking funds for rapid transit loans, as hitherto. 


ACTS OF 1910 RELATING TO BOSTON. too 


CHAPTER 439. Relative to the district attorney for the Suffolk district. 


Norr.— This act authorizes the district attorney of Suffolk district to appoint three 
assistant district attorneys at an annual salary of $3,800 each, two deputy assistant district 
attorneys, if approved by the chief justice of the superior court, at annual salaries not to 
exceed $1,800, also stenographers and messenger according to needs, all removable at dis- 
cretion. The county treasurer is instructed to advance money to be used by the district 
attorney in bringing back indicted persons outside the state. 


CHAPTER 521. Relative to the rate of taxation in the city of Boston. 
[Approved May 13, 1910.] 


_ Nore.— This act changes the tax limit from $10.50 to $10.55 per $1,000 on exclusively 
city taxes, not including taxes for debt requirements. 


CHAPTER 522. To authorize the commission on the enlargement of the 
courthouse in the county of Suffolk to provide additional detention rooms 
in connection with the superior court for criminal business. [Approved 
May 13, 1910.] . 

CHAPTER 527. To provide for constructing as a state highway a part 
of Washington street in the West Roxbury district of the city of Boston. 
[Approved May 16, 1910.] 


Notr.— This part extends from Metropolitan avenue to La Grange street, at entrance 
to Stony Brook Reservation. 


CuaptTer 553. To protect the city of Boston against loss caused by the 
opening of streets and sidewalks. [Approved May 23, 1910.] 


Notrr.— By this act the superintendent of streets is authorized to require any person 
or corporation applying for a permit to open streets or sidewalks to deposit with the city 
treasurer, in addition to a bond to protect the city against suits for damages, cash or ap- 
proved securities deemed sufficient to cover the expense of restoring the street or sidewalk 
to a condition as good as existed prior to the opening. If within two years after a street 
or sidewalk so opened has been restored it is found that further repairs are needed and the 
responsible party neglects, after due notice and for a period exceeding thirty days, to make 
such repairs, the city may remedy the defects and deduct the cost from said deposit. 
Any party aggrieved by the decision of the superintendent of streets or of the mayor may 
petition the superior court for relief, 


CHAPTER 571. To authorize the collection of fees for permits and licenses 
issued by departments of the city of Boston. [Approved May 26, 1910.] 
Nortr.— For permits and fees relating to streets, see Street Department. 


CuapTer 579. To provide for the relocation of the westerly terminal or 
connection of the riverbank subway in the city of Boston. [Approved 
May 31, 1910.] 


Norr.— This change of location is from Charlesgate to junction of Commonwealth 
avenue and Beacon street. The act does not take effect until accepted by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, 


CuapTER 586. To provide further for the improvement of the Common- 
wealth’s flats at South Boston. [Approved June 3, 1910.] 


Notrr.— For this improvement $1,000,000 was appropriated from the Commonwealth 
Flats Improvement Fund established in 1878. 


Cuaprer 617. Relative to the payment of pensions to the members 
of the teaching or supervising staff of the public schools of the city of 
Boston. [Took effect without approval of Governor.] 


Notr.— This act amends chapter 589, Acts of 1908, by providing for the retirement, by 
majority vote of the school committee, of persons employed in the public day schools for 
30 years, 10 of which have been in Boston, and the payment to such of an annual pension 
at the rate of one-third of the annual salary paid at the time of retirement. In no case shall 
such pension be less than $312 nor more than $600. Persons likewise employed for less 
than 30 years are to receive pensions proportionate to the years of service. Pensions are 
also granted to not less than 60 persons who were annuitants of the Boston Teachers’ 
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Retirement Fund when the law of 1908 went into effect, or teachers who had retired 
previous thereto, having served 30 years, 20 of which were in Boston. The pension in 
such cases is $180 per year.

Notre.— This company was incorporated by chapter 519, Acts of 1909, for the sole 
purpose of acquiring and holding the whole or any part of the capital stock, bonds, etc., 
of the Boston and Maine Railroad. The stock so acquired cannot be sold without express 
authority from the Legislature. 


CHAPTER 648. To provide further for the development of the Common- 
wealth’s flats at East Boston. [Approved June 15, 1910.] 


Notre.— The appropriation is $3,000,000 and the improvements are in charge of the 
harbor and land commission. 


CuaPpTerR 651. To provide for the abatement of smoke in Boston and 
its vicinity. [Approved June 15, 1910.] 


Notre.— This act directs the gas and electric light commission to regulate the emission 
of smoke in the district comprising Boston, Cambridge, Somerville, Everett, Chelsea and 
Brookline, also the harbor. Six classes of smoke-stacks are named according to diameter 
and use, and the density of smoke is indicated by Ringelmann’s Smoke Chart as used by 
United States Geological Survey. The commission must appoint a smoke inspector and 
as many deputy inspectors as are needed, investigate all complaints and enforce compliance 
with the requirements of the act by legal proceedings. A fine of $10 to $50 is imposed 
for first offence and of $20 to $100 for every succeeding offence.

Notr.— By this resolve the railroad corporations operating within the metropolitan 
district of Boston are directed to prosecute studies with reference to the electrification of 
their passenger service in said district, and present results to the joint board on metropolitan 
improvements by November 1,1910. The joint board is directed to investigate the subject 
and report to the Legislature by January 15, 1911, with the draft of an act providing for 
said electrification within a stated time.

REGULATION OF THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 


[Stat. 1904, Chap. 333; Stat. 1905, Chap. 383.] 


By Stat. 1904, Chap. 333, the Legislature provided that the City of 
Boston should be divided into two districts, designated as Districts A and 
B, and that if not repugnant to some other statute, buildings could be 
erected in District A to a height of 125 feet, but that except as to certain 
projections above the roof, no buildings could be erected in District B to a 
height greater than 80 feet. A commission consisting of Nathan Matthews, 
Joseph A. Conry, and Henry Parkman was appointed by Mayor Collins, 
June 7, 1904, to determine the limits of these districts, and it made a pre- 
liminary order on July 5, 1904, which was revised December 3, 1904. Under 
Stat. 1905, Chap. 383, the Legislature made certain minor changes in the 
law, and also authorized the erection of buildings to a height not exceeding 
100 feet in such parts of District B, and on such conditions, as a commission 
should determine. The same commission was reappointed under this act 
and made a preliminary order July 21, 1905, which was revised November 
20,1905. [See Document 133, 1905.] 

District A includes the waterfront regions extending around East Bos- 
ton, Charlestown, and the northerly and westerly sides of South Boston as 
far as East First and West First streets, Dorchester avenue, and Southamp- 
ton street, a narrow strip extending through Wards 12 and 9 east of Albany 
street to Broadway, thence the boundary line extends northwesterly and 
westerly through Pleasant, Piedmont, and Ferdinand streets to Columbus 
avenue, thence across to the corner of Boylston and Arlington streets, along 
Boylston to Tremont, thence to Park, Beacon, Bowdoin, and Cambridge 
streets, thence through Cambridge, Staniford, Green, and Leverett streets to 
Charles River Dam. Of the City Proper, all of Ward 6, nearly all of Ward 
7 and the northeastern half of Ward 8 are within District A. 
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District B comprises all other territory in the City. In this district 
buildings may in general be erected to a height of not more than 80 feet, but 
on streets exceeding 64 feet in width the height may be equal to one and a 
quarter times the width of the widest street upon which the building stands, 
said height to be measured from the mean grade of the curbs of all streets 
upon which the building is situated and not to exceed in any event 100 feet 
above such point of measurement. On all.streets or portions of streets 
upon which buildings may be erected on one side only, the buildings may 
be erected to a height of 100 feet. No building may be erected to a 
height greater than 80 feet unless its width on each and every public street 
upon which it stands be at least one-half its height. Certain special 
exceptions to the general regulations affecting District B have been made 
as follows: 

1. No building can be erected to a height greater than 70 feet, measured 
on its principal front, in the territory bounded by Beacon street, Joy street, 
Myrtle street, Hancock street and Hancock avenue. 

2. So long as the property owned by the City of Boston on Dalton, 
Belvidere and Scotia streets shall be used for a Mechanic Arts High School 
any building or buildings thereon may be erected to a height of 100 feet. 

3. Buildings may be erected to a height not exceeding 125 feet in that 
portion of District B which lies 50 feet westerly from the boundary line 
running from Columbus avenue to the centre of Boylston street separating 
District A from District B, provided that said portion of District B is 
owned by the same person or persons who own the adjoining premises in 
District A. 

4. No building can be erected on a parkway, boulevard or public way 

.on which a building line has been established by the Board of Park Com- 
missioners or by the Board of Street Commissioners acting under any 
general or special statute, to a greater height than that allowed by the order 
of said Boards. 

5. No building upon any land, any owner of which has received and 
retained compensation in damages for any limitation of height, or who 
retains any claim for such damages, can be erected to a height greater than 
that fixed by the limitation for which such damages were received or 
claimed. S

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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the City in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year 1875.1. An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose, passed by the City Council 
and approved by the Mayor.” Certain questions were raised, how- 
ever, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, sena- 
torial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts should 
be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities and towns 
and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, or whether 
new ward lines, as in the case of the City of Boston, should be followed. 
On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial 
Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, and they decided 
that the district divisions referred to must be made according to terri- 
torial and other boundaries existing on the first day of May, 1885, and 
that the new ward divisions were illegal.2 On account of this opinion 
of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act was passed by the 
Legislature in June, 1886,* which provided that the several wards, pre- 
cincts, and assessment districts of the several cities of the Commonwealth, 
existing May 1, 1885, should be established as the wards, precincts, 
and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or ordinances of the city 
councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstanding. The new divi- 
sion of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines established in 1875 
remained in effect until they were changed in 1895 and established under 
the provisions of Chapter 417 of the Acts of 1893, as below. According 
to this act, a city may be redivided into wards in every tenth year after 
1895, but this is not mandatory. In 1905 a new division of the City was 
attempted by the City Council, but neither of the plans submitted was 
adopted.

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, was Acting Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. See R. L., Chap. 26, §§ 29, 30.

Norre.— All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1793, 1798, 1799, 1804, 1807, 1808, 
1809, 1811, 1816, 1821, 1828, 1850, 1854, 1858, 1859, 1876 and 1891 went through a second 
edition each; those of 1863 and 1876 were published also in a more elegant form; those of 
1842 and 1845 went through four editions each; that of 1857 through five. The orations 
from 1771 to 1788, and the large paper editions of the orations of 1863, 1876 and 1900 are 
in quarto; all others in octavo. 

The names given above are copied from the orations as officially published. The

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and at 
the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil business) 
was established. The duties of the Justices’ Court were discharged by 
the Justices of the Police Court. The jurisdiction of the Justices’ Court was 
transferred to the Police Court for civil business June 1, 1860. In 1866- 
this court was succeeded by the Municipal Court of the City of Boston.

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ADDENDUM. 


POPULATION OF BOSTON IN 1910, 
670,585. 


According to the returns of the United States Bureau of the Census, 
the population of Boston on April 15, 1910, was 670,585. This shows an 
increase of 109,693, or 19.56 per cent. in the population since June 1, 1900, 
when it was 560,892 (Federal census); and of 12.63 per cent. over that of 
May 1, 1905, viz., 595,380, enumerated by the State Census. The esti- 
mated population of the City as of June 1, 1910, based on the observed 
increase from June 1, 1900, to April 15, 1910, was 671,975. The returns 
by wards were not available at the time this publication was printed. 

Since 1875 no considerable amount of territory has been annexed to 
Boston. The following statement shows the absolute and relative increase 
of population for 35 years, 1875-1910, by intercensal periods:
